2 Dr. Boerhaave's Preface 

This whole Train of Difficulties and Diſaſters, as 
all knowing Phyſicians agree, in no Diſeaſe more 
frequently occurs than in that which commonly goes 
by the Name of the French Pox. For in the Ma- 
nagement of this moſt loathſome Malady, ſuch Acci- 
dents ſometimes appear as have not ſhewn themſelves 
in a long Courſe of former Obſervation. In ſo much 
that a Practitioner of the greateſt Experience ſhall 
ſometimes find himſelf reduc'd to the Condition of a 
Novice, and be oblig'd, whatever Mortification it 
may give him, to own his Ignorance of the Nature 
of the Diſeaſe, and of effectual Remedies againſt it. 
Here often too, from the moſt trifirg and inconſider- 
able Beginning, a frightful Miſchief, and not to be 
ſubdu'd, in a ſhort time grows up. How often has 
the ſlighteſt Ulcer upon the Fauces, Tongue, Palate, 


or Noſe, made the otherwiſe moſt prudent Phyſi- 


cians rue their Overſights! For my Part, I have 
practis'd in this Diſeaſe for upwards of Six and Thir- 
ty Years; during which Time I have neither wanted, 
nor neglected to improve, Opportunities of ſearching 
to the Bottom the Genius of this anomalous Malady; 
and yet I muſt own, that of later Years I have ſeen 
| ſuch Caſes as were quite new to me. Upon fuch 
Emergencies, I have always us'd to fly for Aſſiſtance 
to thoſe Authors who in former Days had employ'd 
their Pens upon the various Events of the Venereal 
Diſeaſe : directing my Conduct by thoſe principally, 
who wrote neareſt the Time wherein this Diſeaſe firſt 
ſhew'd itſelf, In Search of ſuch Guides, I happer*d 
long ſince to meet with thoſe ancient Writers who 
had formerly been publiſh*d in a Collection at Venice.

So that without the Burden of a tedious poring Appli- 
cation, he may at once make himſelf acquainted with 
the Experiments contained in this Book, and without 
much Fatigue of his own, may enjoy the Knowledge 
brought to his Hands by the Labour of others, 

I would now diſmiſs my Reader, were it not that I 
look upon this as a ſeaſonable Opportunity, for com- 
municating ſome few Things which a long attentive 
Obſervation has taught me concerning this Diſeaſe. 
Perhaps they may not diſpleaſe thoſe Criticks in our 
Art, who, in exploring the Genius and Cure of Di- 
| ſeaſes, would always have us to be directed by ſuch 
Opinions as are built upon Experience alone, and 
ſuch Phanomena and Events as conſtantly happen the 
ſame Way. 

Such therefore 1s the Nature of our Fluids, even 
while we enjoy the moſt perfect Health and firmeſt 
Vigour, that often the ſmalleſt Quantity of the moſt 
ſubtle Corpuſcles infuſed into the Veins, ſhall pro- 
duce ſuch a prodigious and total Change in our Syſ- 
tem, that all our corporcal Actions, ſhall become 
quite different from what they were, and every parti- 
cular Humour entirely depart from its former Proper- 
ties. So uncertain, fo changeable, a Thing is Man! 
Does nor the Bite of the Aſp, tor Inſtance, prove 
mortal by a gentle Lethargy ? The Dip/a's, does it 
not inflame the unhappy Patient with burning Thirſt ? 
While that of the Sys corrupts the Fat with a gangre- 
nous Putrefaction, and devours the waſting Habit be- 
fore it kills. What an amazing Phenomenon it is, 
that the Phyſeter's light Sting ſhould inflate all the 
Productions of the cellular Membrane, expanding it 
with ſuch an Emphy/ema, that the ſuffocated Patient 1s 
compreſſed and buried within his own proper Bulk | 
The Viper's fata! Bite moſt abominably tinges the 
whole Skin with an ugly Jaundice. And the Hemor- 
rhous produces Death by a general Effuſion of the 
Arterial Blood. What horrible Feats does the Poy- 


fon of a mad Dog, when ſcattered upon the ſlighteſt.

Jyobacco, of the Phthora, if communicated to the 


Maſs of Blood in never ſo ſmall a Quantity, leave 
ſcarce any Thing unchanged in the animal Oeconomy, 


and occalion a Death as ſpeedy as certain. In ſhort, 


there is an infinite Number of Things, which upon 
their being mixed with the vital Fluids, produce, ac- 
cording to their various Natures, different Diſeaſes, 
which all end in Death. To illuſtrate this, I ſhall 
bring one Example for all. 

Pick out any, the moſt Athletick, labouring Man, 
whoſe Fluids are in a perfectly found State; and let 
the ſmalleſt Particle of variolous Pus, that can be 
diſcerned by the naked Eye, be thruſt into his Skin 
with the Point of a Needle. Tis incredible, what 
follows! In a little Time ariſes a Fever of a quite ſin- 
gular Kind, its Type always the fame, its Duration 
regularly fixed, and its Symptoms proper to its ſelf. 
Soon after this, you will ſee with Surprize an Erup- 


tion of Puſtules, of a certain Form and Nature, and 


which within a determined Time ripen into purulent 
Abſceſſes. Theſe frequently overſpread all the Parts 
of the Body in ſuch Numbers, that almoſt the en- 
tire Maſs of Blood, is by the powerful Malignity cor- 
rupted into virulent Pus, and the whole human Ma- 
Chine ſometimes goes to ruin, And now, there 1s not 
the ſmalleſt Atom of this Pus ſo produced, but what 


is impregnated with the ſame Poyſon, and has a 


Power of communicating the Contagion to a found 
Perſon. Thus you ſee how eaſily our Bodies are af- 
tected by external Cauſes ! But this is not all, For it 
is not neceſſary, that a Wound be made to admit the 
contagious Poyſon into the Veins. The venomous 
Corpulcles inſinuate themſelves thro? the inviſible Paſ- 


ſages of the Body, and the deadly Bane is often com- 


municated by the leaſt Breath, by one ſlight Touch. 
Not to mention other Inſtances, is it not plain, that 
the putrid Particles exhaling from the Body of a Patient 


in the Small-Pox, and floating in the Air, infect the 


ſoundeſt Perſons, ſo that they are ſeized with the very 
ſame Symptoms, as if they had acquired the Diſcaſe, 
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by the Method of Inoculation, as it is now uſed, 
Which Fact evidently demonſtrates that the Publick 
Contagion, in the Shape of a ſubtile Vapour, produces 
the ſame Effects with this poyſonous Pus artificially 
mixed with the Blood. And hence we learn, that it 
is not the thick Parts of the Pus, but the volatile Ha- 
litus wrapt up in that thick Maſs, which kindles the 
Diſeaſe. We are taught by theſe ſame Events too, 
that the ſubtile Venom has the ſame eaſy Acceſs into 
our Veins, whether it be drawn along with the Air 
into the Lungs, or ſwallowed down with the Saliva, 
or applied to the Surface of the Body, eſpecially when 


it is render*d more open aud bibulous by Heat, Mo- 
tion, or Sweat. 


In ſhort, one ſingle Experiment is a Proof that of- 


ten the ſame Poyſon, in whatever Shape adminiſtred, 
whether it be ſwallowed down into the Stomach, or 
received in Steams, or applied to the Skin, or infuſed 
into the Veins, always produces the ſame aſtoniſhing 
formidable Changes, and the whole Train of their 
conſequent Symptoms. Another Inſtance of this 
Truth is Mercury: Which whether ſwallowed crude 
in the Pilulæ Barbaroſſæ, or rubbed in Form of Oint- 
ment upon the Skin, or applied in Plaiſters to the 
Soles of the Feet, or much handled with warm Hands, 
or received in Form of Steams, as in Gilding, Diſtil- 
ling, Fumigating, always produces exactly the ſame 
Effects upon the Body of a healthy, robuſt, young 
Perſon. From what has been ſaid, therefore, it 
clearly follows, that the human Body, tho? never ſo 


ſound, is, by the Admiſſion of morbifick Particles, 


by Deglutition, Inſpiration, external Application, or 
Infuſion, ſuſceptible of a great many very ſurpriſing, 
and oftentimes lingering, Diſeaſes, But it muſt here 
be oblerved, that the more acute the Fever, or any 
other Diſcaſe, rouſed by a morbid Leaven, be, the 
Patient the ſooner either dies, or is cured by the Power 
of the incited vis Vitæ. While on the contrary, there 


are Poyſons of other Kinds, which received into the 


Habit, produce no very unuſual nor violent Effects, 


but 
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but by inſenſible Degrees corrupt the Fluids, mak ing 
their progreſs thro? the neighbouring Parts. And 
what is moſt both to be wondered at and dreaded 
in theſe Poyſons is, that whatever Part is infected 
by them, it immediately acquires a Faculty of com- 
municating the Diſeaſe. Of this the common Sca- 
bies is an Inſtance, For let one who is affected with 
this Diſeaſe but ſhake Hands with one who 1s clean, 
while both are warm; in a little Time the ſound 
Perſon will have a ſcabby Eruption, firſt in that 
Part which was touched, and ſoon after the Diſeaſe 
will diffuſe itſelf over the whole Body, communicat- 
ing its Poyſon to others the ſame way by Contact. 
This contagious Malady propagates itſelf by the 
Gloves, Sheets and other Cloaths, and as I have diſ- 
covered by Experience, even by warm Money. It 
were needleſs to mention the fera pſora, or the Lepra 
of the Greeks or Arabians, For to our Misfortune we 
are made ſenſible of that Condition of the human Bo- 
dy, whereby with the ſlighteſt Touch it admits Par- 
ticles, which tho* too minute to come under the Ex- 
amination of any of our Senſes, are yet of Power e- 
nough to change our Liquids into a foreign Nature, 


quite incompatible with good Health, and of courſe 


often with Life; which proceed in Hoſtilities by flow 
Advances, ſpreading every where their prolifick Con- 
tagion, while each infected Particle becomes itſelf a 
Fomes for propagating the Infection. 

To this laſt-mentioned Claſs of Diſeaſes the Lues 
Venerea, in my Opinion, properly belongs. For this 
Malady is very often catched by mere external Con- 
tact, And the Contagion firſt affects the Part which 
was touched, whether that Part be covered with 
the Skin or only with the Cuticula. Hence when 
the Diſeaſe is communicated by Kiſſing, Sucking 
or the like, it breaks out upon the Lips or Nipples 
in ſmall Ulcers. And by the Commerce of an im- 
pure Tongue or infected Saliva, the Gums, Tongue, 
Palate, Uvula, Tonſillæ and Fauces, are ſeized with 


horrible Abſceſſes. If the Infection has been e 
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by the genital Parts, there too it produces Ulcers. 


But here, in this fizſt Stage of the Infection there is 
one obſervable Difference, which is that if the Part 
firſt affected with this Diſeaſe be covered with the 
Skin, ſuppoſe the Back of the Penis, an Ulcer form- 
ed there will prove very malignant, very difficult of 
Cure, and for the moſt part there 1s great Reaſon to 
dread the Propagation of ſuch a Contagion thro? the 
whole Habit. Since that Poyſon which can penetrate 
and corrode the ſolid Skin, would ſcem to poſſeſs a 
very powerful Virulency. .Whereas when the Diſeaſe 
makes its firſt Appearance in thoſe Parts that are not 
defended with the Skin, ſuch as the internal Parts of 
the Pudenda in Women, the Glans Penis or the inter- 
nal Surface of the Præputium in Men, when this hap- 
pens I ſay, the Cale is (cet. par.) leſs formidable, be- 
cauſe here the venereal Venom had its way to make 
only thro? a very thin Cuticula. ** 

As often as the Eye can judge of the State of the 
Part firſt infected, a red Spot appears, which nearly 
reſembles the firſt Eruption of the Small- Pox or Mea- 
ſles, or the bite of a Flea. Here the Patient feels a 
flight Pruritus, a troubleſome Heat, but ſcarce any 
Pain. This Spot riſes into a Puſtule, that puſhing 
outwards the ſcaly Texture of the Epidermis forms a 
ſmall Bliſter, Which, if it is filled only with a thin 
tranſparent Lymph, after burſting is for the moſt part, 
ſoon healed without any farther Miſchief. For what 
deſerves our particular Notice is, that in this Caſe the 
infecting Corpuſcle, mixed with the Lymphatick 
Moiſture, as ſoon as its containing Membrane burſts, 
1s waſhed out and often does not leave the leaſt Taint 


behind it. Hence the Reaſon appears why thoſe 


Bliſters, which in the common Chirurgical Language 
are called Chry/3al/ines, are ſo happily brought to a 
perfect Cure, without requiring Remedies of any great 
Moment. For it we may draw Concluſions from the 
known Structure of the human Body, it would appear 
that in this Caſe, the Contagion drunk up by the ab- 
ſorbent Veſſels, is convey'd by a mere Lymphatick

Vein into the Cavity of one of the ſmalleſt ſubcutaneous 


Follicles, where it taints the contained Lymph and 


raiſes a Tubercle, which upon burſting entirely diſ- 


charges a Poyſon that had no tenacious Matter to 


lodge in. 

But when ſuch a Spot as I have juſt deſcribed 
ſwells into a Tubercle, filled with a whitiſh, yellow- 
iſh Matter, of the Conſiſtence of new Cream, like 
it almoſt void of Tenacity or Ropyneſs to the Fin- 


gers, and which, when it dries upon the ſtiffned 


Linnen, appears of a Colour between green and yel- 
low ; then the Diſeaſe always bodes more unluckily 
than in the former Caſe, the Cure is not ſo eaſily 
performed, and the prudent Phyſician is now with 


Reaſon alarm'd. This Tybercle is what the Surgeons 


uſually call a Chanker ; which I have always found 


to have its Seat in the unctuous Humour, which, in 


2 natural and ſound State, fills that veſicular Texture 
called by the Ancients the Panniculus Adipoſus, by 
the Moderns the Membrana Celluloſa. This Mem- 
brane is compoſed of extreamly ſubtile Veſſels, and 
formed into an infinite Number of very ſmall Cells, 
which all communicate one with another, and are ca- 
pable of a prodigious Dilatation from the ſligheſt 


diſtending Cauſe, Theſe Cells in a Tabes or Ma- 


raſmus are ſo emptied of their Fluids, that they quite 
diſappear 3 but when inflated with the Air in an 
Empbyſema, they riſe into a monſtrous Tumour, 
and in the Leucophlegmatia they become turgid with 
Water. This cellular Coat invelopes all the Parts 
that are deſtined to Motion. Thus 1t is extended 
every where under the Skin, and gives a Covering 
to all the Muſcles. From its Situation betwixt the 
internal Surface of the Skin, and the external Surface 
of the Muſcles, it comes that the Skin is moveable 
every Way independent of the Motion of the Muſ- 
cles. And in its Diſtribution this Rule 1s obſerved, 
that wherever the Muſcles are the largeſt, and have 
the moſt Motion, there always this Membrane is 
naturally thickeſt, and ſtored with the richeſt Oil, 
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as is ſufficiently obſervable in the Breaſt, Abdomen, 


Back, Loins, Hips, Thighs, Legs, Shoulders, 


Arms, Temples and Neck. Whereas, on the con- 
trary, in thoſe Parts where the Muſcles are ſmall 
and have little Action, this Pannicle contains ſo very 
little Fat, that ſcarce any Body allows it to be there 
an adipoſe Membrane, and Ruyy/ch himſelf reckons 
it only a cellular one. Thus many affirm, that it 
is wanting in the Head, Eye-lids, Face and Scrotum : 
But this is a common Miſtake, for it is indeed be- 


ſtowed upon thoſe Parts, but then it is there thin- 
ner than upon the Nates, in the ſame Proportion 


that the Elevator Muſcle of the upper Eye-lid, or 
the Corrugator Frontis is ſmaller than the Glutæi. 
But this Membrane does not only, by its Interpoſi- 


tion between the Skin and Muſcles, render thoſe 


Parts ſlippery and fit for Motion; it every where 


wraps up the Muſcles in its Productions, and inveſts 


every one of them, from the largeſt to the ſmalleſt 
in the Body; by which Means they are kept from 


mutual Contact, and can play with equal Eaſe upon 


one another's Surfaces, For the ſake of this Advan- 
tage each Muſcle 1s, by Means of this Pannicle, as 
accurately diſtinguiſhed from its neighbouring ones, 
as the Skin 1s from the fubjacent Muſcles. Nor 
does it ſurround the fleſhy Parts only of the Muſcles, 
tor it beſtows upon their Tendons thoſe ſlippery 
moveable Sheaths, within which all their Motions 
are eaſily and without Interruption performed. This 


fat Membrane, which we have traced thus far all the 


Way from the internal Surface of the Skin, proceeds 

et further, For as ſoon as it arrives at the Origins 
and Inſertions of the Muſcles, it expands itſelf over 
the Perioſtæum, and at the Articulations gives a Coat 


to the Ligaments. It involves the Viſcera too, 


inſinuating itſelf under their common Membranes, 
from the Pleura and Peritonæum. In ſhort, every 
Proceſs of this Membrane, which gives a general 
Covering to any Muſcle, plunges into the Subſtance 
of that Muſcle, and invelopes every Faſciculus, na 
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ſingle Fibre, of which it is compounded, and into 
which its Structure can by any Art be unravelled; 


that ſo all thoſe component Parts may likewiſe move 


eaſily, and each have a diſtinct Motion. Thus we 
ſee the incredible Expanſion of this Membrane; its 
univerſal Uſe; and hence we underſtand the other- 
wiſe inexplicable Commerce carried on by its Means 
betwixt the moſt diſtant Parts of the Body. For 
fince its Courſe from the Skin all the Way to the 
Perioſteum has been demonſtrated 3; fince the Mate- 


rials of the Marrow are by the Veſſels of the Peri- 


oſteum conveyed into the Cavities of the Bones where 
the Oil is elaborated ; and as Part of that Oil is af- 
terwards carried back by the ſmall Veins of the Pe- 
rioſteum, and conveyed into the Veſſels of the Tunica 
Celluloſa; the mutual Communication betwixt the 
Skin and the Cavities of the Bones is eaſily under- 
ſtood. | = 

I have been obliged to premiſe theſe Things, as 


neceſſary to explain my Opinion concerning the Ve- 


nereal Diſeaſe, And I have laid down nothing but 
what I can demonitrate by invincible Arguments, 
drawn from Experience alone. Nor is the Uſe of 
this Anatomical Account confined to the preſent 
Subject only. So far from that, in my Opinion 
there is nothing more neceſſary to direct us to the 
perfect Knowledge of the Nature and Cure of In- 


fammations, Suppurations, Gangrenes, a Scirrbus, 


Cancer, Carcinoma, Atheroma, Steatoma, Meliceris, 
Sphacelus, Dropſy, and in ſhort, of almoſt all Diſ- 
eaſes, And here I muſt beg leave to obſerve, that 
if in any Part of the Body, the Panniculus Adipoſus 
under the Skin, and the Coat which it beſtows 


upon the ſubjacent Muſcle be deſtroyed, while in 


the mean time the muſcular Fleſh and the Cutis 
over it, as it ſometimes happens, remain entire, in 
this Caſe the Skin and Muſcle ſoon become attached 
to each other; in ſuch a Manner that they are never 
afterwards able to play upon one another, but both 
move together with a great deal of Difficulty. I 

| remember 


12 Dy. Boerhaave's Preface 
remember once to have ſeen a Wound, where the 
Suppuration had entirely deſtroyed the mucilaginous 


cellular Sheath of a Tendon, fo that it grew to the 


neighbouring Parts, and remained ever after immove- 
able. The Uſe of theſe few Obſervations will ſoon 
appear in explaining the ſtrange Effects of the Vene- 
real Malady. 

When therefore this contagious Poiſon, admitted 


by the Pores of the Cuticula, has made its Way, 


thro' the Subſtance of the Skin into the Cells of the 
adipoſe Membrane, and there has mixed itſelf with 
the unctuous Maſs; then it poiſons with its virulent 
Quality this tenacious Oil: In this oily Lentor it is 
locked up, fomented, and growing every Day more 
ſharp and active by Heat, Motion, and Stagnation, 
above it corrodes and deſtroys the Skin and Cuticula, 
while all around and below it ſpreads its Poiſon 
thro? the pinguedinous Cells. Whence, in ſuch Caſes, 


there is always a wider Breach made in the Panniculys 


Adipoſus than in the Skin that covers it. The Tu- 
bercle thus occaſioned, riſing by Degrees, attended 
with a Tenſity, and at laſt with Pain, breaks at the 
moſt prominent Part, and throws out ſuch a Matter 
as I have already deſcribed. As often as this is 


wiped off, new Matter ſtill ſucceeds, the Ulcer runs 


Pus without Intermiſſion, nor does all this Suppura- 
tion ſeparate the affected from the ſound Parts. On 
the contrary, the ſame Venom propagated thro? the 
neighbouring Parts procures a conſtant Supply of new 
Pus ; and in this Manner the Ulcers, which always 
have their Seat in the adipoſe Membrane, become 
larger by Degrees; by a flow Progreſs they corrupt 
the common Teguments, and diſcover the Mulcles 
ſtript of their /nvolucra, tho? otherwiſe entire, and 
of a gloſſy Surface and high red Colour. The Lips 
of theſe Ulcers, in ſuch Parts as are covered with the 
Skin, never appear ſwoln or retorted, but contracted, 
plain as if poliſhed, and of a pale Colour. And 
the Matter which they diſcharge is ſo remarkably 
different from what other Abſceſſes yield, that one wha 
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js tolerably verſed in this Diſeaſe can, at firſt Sight, 
_ diſtinguiſh it from the Ichor, Sanies, &c. of all other 
Ulcers, and the Lymph of Cancers: For the Pus 
produced in this Diſeaſe ſhines like melted Tallow, 
it has ſcarce any ropy Lentor, its Colour 1s of a parti- 
cular dirty White, and at the ſame Time inclining to 
Green. It ſcarce diſcovers any Acrimony, by pro- 
ducing either Heat, or Pain, or Twinging ; nor does 
it ſpread Deſtruction any further than thro? the cellular 
Membrane, which it reſolves into a putrid Maſs, but 
without any conſiderable Senſe of Pain. As often as 
an Ulcer of this Kind happens to heai up, the Skin 
of the Part, to its great Detormity, becomes attached 
to the ſubjacent Muſcles, a Cavity remains, the Muſ- 
cles continue immoveable, and the Part rigid, with 
an ugly livid reddiſh Colour. The new Teguments 
are very tenſe and dry, they ſcarce at all afford Exit 
to any of the perſpirable Matter, and their violent 
Tenſity gives them a ſhining Appearance, After 
this Cure, unjuſtly reputed ſo, is performed, imme- 
diately the like Miſchief breaks out in ſome neigh- 
bouring Part, deſcribes the fame Courſe, and leaves 
the ſame Marks behind it. Sometimes theſe virulent 
Ulcers are ſcattered thro? a great many different Places 
at once over the Body, which they at laſt conſume. 
I once ſaw, in a handſome young Nobleman, the 
whole Extent of the Back flead here and there with 
Ulcers of this Kind as broad as the Palm of one's 
Hand; while in ſome Places betwixt the Ulcers the 
Skin remained entire, and appeared as if it had been 
cut out into Girdles : ſo that after the Cure was per- 
fected, the remaining Scars gave a very odd Proſpect 
of Deformity. In this Patient I obſerved, that the 
naked Muſcles ftill appeared extreamly beautiful and 
lively. And, by a diligent Examination, I found 
23 that the Ulcers had not dug inwards, nor ſpread their 
3 devouring Rage beyond the Tunica Pinguedincſa: Nay, 
= that they had not deſtroyed the Skin itſelf otherwiſe 
than by corroding the Veſſels under it, and fo cut- 
ting off from it all freſh Supplies of nutritious ] 7 
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From this Caſe I became acquainted with the ſingular 


Genius of this Diſeaſe, Here I ſaw it in the Shape 


wherein it firſt diſcovered itſelf in Europe, and a- 
greeable to the Deſcription given by the oldeſt Au- 
thors in this Collection. I found out the Reaſon why, 


upon its firſt Appearance in Europe, it got the Name 


of the Variola Fiſpanice , but at the fame time I was 


made ſenſible what a wide Difference there is betwixt 


this Dileaſe, as it then appeared, and that which at 
this Day is ſo familiar to all the Europeans. 
When you make an Attempt to cure an Ulcer of 


this Kind, by ſuch Remedies as are found to be the 


moſt eſfectual againſt other Ulcers, your Pains will 
be to very little Purpoſe, unleſs you ſeparate at once 
all the tainted Fat with the Knife, or the actual Cau- 
tery or Corroſives. But then, after by corroſive Ap- 
plications you have burnt the Ulcer to a Cruſt, the 
Poiſon, retained under the hard E/char, exerts its 
Fury, diffuſes itſelf ſtill more and more, ſcatters its 
malignant Power thro* the neighbouring Parts, and 


often produces a very virulent Pox. Upon this Ac- 


count an unlucky Practice, which at preſent is ſo 
common among ſome Phyſicians, is greatly to be 
condemned, I mean the Cuſtom of touching thoſe 
ſmall Ulcers with the Lapis infernalis, Aqua divina 
Fernelii, Aqua Vitrioli, Precipitate, and other Appli- 
cations of the ſame Nature; from which the Tribe of 


| Mountebanks, whoſe only Aim is to fill their Pockets, 


promiſe ſuch mighty Things. For Applications of 
this Kind produce an Eſchar, from which I have 
very frequently ſeen a Pox enſue. The moſt reaſon- 
able Method of treating theſe Ulcers, is by emollient, 


ſaponaceous, watry Fomentations ; that ſo they may 
be kept open as long as poſſible, may remain ſoft 


and perſpirable, ſo as to diſcharge by the Mouths f 
the open Veſlels the poiſonous Matter thus determined 
outwards, and rendered fit for its Exit. This, to 
be ſure, is the ſafe, this the effectual Method of 


healing thoſe malignant Exulcerations; as I have 


often found by Experience, after other Remedies 
have 
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have been repeated ſeveral Times with very bad 
| Succeſs. What naturally leads one to this Practice is, 


that a plentiful Running, in a virulent Gonorrbæa, 
kept up for a long Time by proper Methods, is the 
moſt effectual Preſervative hitherto known from a 
Pox ; whereas on the contrary, nothing ſo ſoon, or 
ſo certainly occaſions a Lues as an untimeous Stop 
put to this Diſcharge. 5 

By this Time, I imagine, I have given a clear 
Account of the Nature of this Diſeaſe, while it is yet 
in a ſimple State; as alſo of the proper Method of 
Cure, which conſiſts entirely in diſcharging all the 
poiſonous Particles involved in the oily Maſs, This is 
eaſily accompliſhed in a recent Taint, affecting only 
one Part. But when the Diſeaſe is become inveterated, 
when the Poiſon has widely diſperſed itſelf thro? the 
Habit, and has ſeized the internal Parts which he 
beyond the Reach of Fomentations, it becomes a 
very difficult Taſk. 

It is now neceſſary to take a View of thoſe Ulcers 
when they have broke out in a Part that is not covered 


with the Skin. As there are a great many ſuch Parts 


in the human Body, I do not pretend to conſider each 
of them in this Condition; that would make ſufficient 
Materials for a large Volume. But let us ſuppoſe the 
Glaus Penis, for Inſtance, to be affected with ſuch 
an Ulcer. From the Inflation of this wondrous Fa- 
brick in the venereal Orgaſm, the nervous Papillæ are 
ſtretched and erected, ſo as to become ſuſceptible of 
the higheſt ſenſual Pleaſure, This Part conſiſts of the 
Corpus ſpongioſum Urethre produced as far as to the 


Orifice of this Canal, and thence reflected over the 


Extremities of the two Corpora ſpongioſa Penis to 
where it terminates, forming a riſing Limbus called 
the Corona glandis, The proper Structure of the 
Clans, is therefore chiefly compoſed of the ſame 
Subſtance with that of the Urethra. Hence by the 
Torrent of arterial Blood till pouring in, while its 
Return by the Veins is intercepted by the Action of 


the Muſculi Ereflores, applied to the bulbous Part of 


the 
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the Urethra, below the Neck of the Bladder, this 
Fabrick is blown up, ſtretched, and may be diſtended 
even to burſting ; tho' this violent 7. entigo only hap- 
pens in the Venereal Act when it is juſt upon the Cri- 


fs; ſo that at this Time the Glaus is highly inflamed, 


But after the Exploſion of the Semen, this part ſooneſt 
grows flaccid; and as in that Nick of Time it is be- 
come very bibulous, it eaſily ſucks into its emptied 
Cells any penetrating Particles applied to its glowing 
Surface. Hence, in the firſt place, we learn the Rea. 
ſon why the Contagion ſo frequently affects this Part? 
Why the fungous Part of the Glans is often ſo turgid 
with the venereal Pus, already deſcribed, as that 
upon Compreſſion it oozes out at its pores ? Why 
Ulcers formed in this ſpungy Fabrick, conſuming its 
Structure and meiting it down into a venereal Corrup- 
tion, ſhall cauſe the whole mortified Glans to drop 
off, while the reſt of the Penis frequently remains en- 
tire? In the laſt place, a Communication plainly ap- 


| pears, by means of the Corpus ſpongioſum Urethre, to 


be continued all the Way from the Top of the Penis, 
to below the Neck of the Bladder; and ſince one and 
the ſame cellular Body 1s continued all that Way, and 
the Surfaces of theſe Cells are conſtantly beimeared 
with a fat unctuous Moiſture, to preſerve them in a 
ſlippery expanſile State, we ſee plainly why an Infec- 
tion received here proceeds in its Growth with ſo 
much Luxuriancy. 

Beſides the Corpus ſpongioſum beten a numerous 
Series of ſenſible nervous Papillæ contributes to the 


Compoſition of the Glans. Theſe Papille, all the 


way trom the Corona Glandis to the Orifice of the U- 


relbra, lye diſpoſed in regular Rows upon the Surface 
of the ſpungy Fabrick, and conſtitute in ſuch a Man- 


ner the Surface of the Glans that the Extremities of 
theſe Nerves, which are the proper Organs of Pleaſure 


and Pain, lye upon one another, and are braced down 
by that very tender Membrane which covers the Glaus. 
Hence when the Glans is bared of this external In- 


volucrum, the looſened diſengaged Papillæ ſtare out- 
wards, 
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wards, and the whole Surface of this Part appears 
jaggy and villous. Again, every one of theſe Pa- 
pillæ is wrapt up ſeparate from the Reſt in a ſubtile 
cellular Membrane. When therefore the venereal 
Poiſon, after having made its Way thro* the thin 
external Membrane of the Glans, has alſo deſtroyed 
the proper Involucra of thoſe Nerves, the Papillz 
are now laid bare. But then what an intolerable Pain 
is raiſed! Such an exquiſite one, that there is ſcarce 
a more inſupportable Symptom attends the Yenereal 
Diſeaſe. If then this flight cellular Texture be de- 
ſtroyed by the acrid Poiſon, the unconfined Papillæ 
will begin to ſprout, and form venereal Warts. This 
dreadful Symptom appears chiefly upon the Corona 
of the Glans where the Papillæ are the moſt numerous. 
I have ſeen with Horror the Glaus deformed and be- 
come prickly like a Hedge-hog, and the Præputium 
almoſt quite deprived of Motion, by thoſe dreadful 
Excreſcencies. And it has frequently happened, in 
ſuch a Caſe, from an unſkilful Management ; ſuch as 
the fretting the naked, ſenſible, papillous Surface of 
the Glans, by acrid Applications; it has frequently 
happened, I ſay, that the whole Body of the Penis 
has become moſt miſerably inflamed, bloated, and 
ſeized with an exquiſitely painful Priapiſm. Where- 
fore the ſafeſt Remedies againſt this Kind of Misfor- 
tune too, are emollient, moiſtening, relaxing, anodyne 
Applications, and ſuch Things as ſollicit the Poiſon 
outwards, Theſe Remedies you will be obliged to 
have Recourſe to, tho? late, when the Diſturbances 
rouſed by corroſive Applications are to be appeaſed. 
In thoſe Caſes I have performed by Milk and Marſh- 
mallows what I could not by Quickſilver : And I 
have found the good Succeſs of Unguentum de Althea 
or Nutritum, where gyptiacum and Mercurial 
Ointments were of no Uſe. 
The laſt Part which helps to conſtitute the Glaus, 
is that fore-mentioned fine Membrane in which it is 
inveloped. This is a Production of the Cuticula 
which lines the internal Surface of the Preputium, 
by © whence 
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whence it aſcends over the Corona Glandis, and gives 
a Covering to the whole Glaus. It is likewiſe ex- 
panded over the external Surface of the Prępuli um, 
and the Integuments of the whole Penis, forming its 
Epidermis, And thus by its Means an Intercourſe 
and Sympathy is carried on betwixt the Cxlicula of 
the Penis, and the Surface of the Glaus. Hence it is 
that malignant Ulcers of the Penis have ſometimes 
been known to have infeſted the Gans, and Diſorders 
of the Glaus to have propagated their Contagion to 
the external Parts of the Penis, Here then we ſce 


one Inſtance of the wondrous and artfu] Mechaniſm, 


by which Nature produces ſo many different Miſ- 
chicfs, by the ſame Poiſon, ſtill mixed with the oily 
Humours, but exerting itſelf upon different Parts of 
the Body. 

I ſhould now imagine that J had given a compleat 
Idea of this Diſeaſe, as alſo of the Method of Cure, 
were it not neceſſary briefly to conſider its Effects 
upon the Bones. As often therefore as the Marrow of 


the Bones is affected with the Contagion, all this oily 7 


Fluid becomes 1n a ſhort Time corrupted, and changed 


into one rancid virulent Maſs of Putretation. And 


as here the acrid Poiſon has no Way to diſcharge itſelf, 
as the Veſſels here are ext Nannen tender, and all the 
Fluids merely oleous, it 1s plain, that in a ſhort 
Time whatever is contained within the Bones muſt 
be reſolved into a cadaverous Putrefaction, and, be- 
cauſe of the torpid Motion of the Fluids here, muſt 
remain almoſt in a State of perfect Stagnation, Hence 
It is ſcarce in the Power of Medicine to ſtop the 
Progreſs of a Corruption begun here, or to expel or 
ſeparate the already putrid Maſs; for now theſe 
Veſſels, diſtributed upon the Perioſteum, whoſe Ot- 


Ace it was to convey the vital Fluids into the Cavi- 


ties of the Bones, are deſtroyed, and an entire Stop 
is put to the Introduction of freſh Liquids, and the 
Secretion of new Oil. While thoſe Veſſels, by 
which the Oil from the medullary Maſs, uſed to be 
poured into Unc Interſtices of the bony Lamina, or 
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returned into the Veins of the Perioſteum, are alſo 
conſumed, and nothing now but a very fœtid rancid 
Moiſture, which ſpreads a ſwift Corruption and Con- 


tagion all around, ſweats thro* the gaping Pores of 


the Bones. Hence the riſing Lamellæ depart from 
one another's Contact, and the Subſtance of the Bones 
becomes carious. Hence the Perioſteum, which in a 
natural State very cloſely embraces the Bone, becomes 
diſtended, eroded, and the Part is affected with a 
very acute Pain, eſpecially from Evening till Mid- 
night, in a Gum, Tophus, or Hxoſtoſis. And hence 
the like Deſtruction is propagated thro' all the Parts 


that ſurround the infected Bone; thro? which it makes 


its Progreſs chiefly by the Means of the adipoſe Mem- 
brane, whoſe whole Congeries of Cells are now inflated 
all the Way to the Culis, become fungous, degenerate 
from their ſound State, and melt away into fiſtulous, 
fœtid, ichorous, incurable Ulcers. No Medicine, or 
Management in the World can ſucceed againſt this 
Evil after it has once reached ſuch a Height. But 
whenever it happens, in any Part of a particular Bone, 


that any Quantity of infected medullary Oil, lurks 


between the Lamellæ, there the Bone becomes cor- 
rupted, and always at this Place the oficous Layers, 
departing from one another, raiſe a bony Tumour 
which increaſes by Degrees : Whence that Part of the 
Perioleum, which receives any Veſſels from this at- 
fected Part of the Bone, is inflamed, ſtretched, and 
racked with Pain; and from tlicfe Cauſes likewiſe the 
Corruption ſpreads, and Abſceſſes are ſcattered thro? 
the continued Mazes of the Panniculus Adipoſus, 
Sometimes, when theſe Tumours are opened, and the 
Bone is laid bare, the ſound Veſſels, lying under the 
affected Lamellæ, puſh off and ſeparate the corrupted 
Part of the Bone, and afterwards weaving a new Pe- 
rioſteum the Part is perfectly cured. A Cure is like- 
wiſe performed in the ſame Manner, if the affected 
Part be ſeparated from th: Sound by the Scalpre, by 
the actual or a potential Cautery. This Evil is not 
fo be cured by any other Art yet known, From 
2 What 
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what has been ſaid we may be able clearly to judge, 
when and in what Manner this Contagion poſſeſſed 
of the Bones may be removed; when and why in 


other Caſes it admits of no Remedy. 


You will poſſibly be ſurpriſed to find a Diſeaſe, 
which is accounted ſo intricate and complex, reduced 
to ſo great a Simplicity. This is owing to the ſevere 
Attention with which I have improved ſo many Op- 
portunities of examining its Events both ſucceſsful 
and unhappy. I fay then, that the only Hope of 
healing a Bone thus affected depends upon theſe Con 


ditions, that the Marrow depoſited under the tainted 


Lamellæ be laudible, and that the arterious Veſſcls be 
ſound and ſtrong enough to throw off the corrupted 
Part in Form of a Leaf or Fragment, while the Bone 
lies naked over it, In the mean time, all that 
Art can contribute to the Cure, is by laying the Bone 
bare, and increaſing the Force of the ſound Veſſels, 
to aſſiſt Nature in carrying on the Enfoliation; or 
to ſeparate by manual Aid the periſhed Laminæ from 
the ſound ones. 

And here I muſt add another Obſervation of the 
laſt Importance; which is, that as often as the vene- 
real Acrimony has deſtroyed the Perioſteum of a thin, 
lamellated Bone, void of Marrow, and whoſe Veſſels 
are very few and weak ; neither Art nor Nature can 
ſave ſuch a Bone, but the ſpreading Caries will pro- 
ceed to the Sutures by which it is joined to the 
neighbouring Bones, and the corrupted Bone will 
drop out either all together thro' the Breach of the 
Part, or in Pieces, For as theſe Bones receive all 


their Veſſels and their whole Nouriſhment immediate- 


ly from the Perioſteum, and as there is ſcarce a Cir- 
culation of Liquids performed thro? their own proper 
Structure, when the Membrane that wrapt them up 
is deſtroyed, their ſlender Texture muſt of Neceſſity 
wither, the Oil in their Cells muſt become putrid, 
rancid, and melt down with Caries their oſſeous Sub- 
ſtance. Of this Kind are the Bones of the Palate, 

Me, Jomer, the Ethmoide Bone, the Oſſa pong ioſa 


Naſi, 
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Naſi, the Os Unguis, Planum, and the other Bones 


that compoſe the Orbit; as alſo the Laminæ of the 
hollow Bone of the ſuperior Mavxilla, the ſlender Apo- 
phyſes of the Sphænoide Bone, its Cells under the 
Ephippium, and the inferior Lamine of the Sins 


 Frontalis. It ſtrikes me anew with inexpreſſible Grief 


to remember what lamentable Misſortunes of this 
Kind have happened, even to ſuch as had been ma- 


naged by the moſt eminent Phyſicians of ſeveral dit- 


ferent Nations, before they put themſelves, now be- 
yond the Poflibility of being cured, into my Hands. 


I was well enough acquainted with all the boaſted 


Remedies againſt theſe Diſeaſes of the Bones, Saliva- 


tion, Sweating, Fumigation with Mercury or Cinna- 


bar, and Mercurial Errhines. I knew and have ad- 
miniſtred every one of them with all the Pains in the 


World, but to no manner of purpoſe. For when once 


the inveterated Diſeaſe has taken deep Root in the 
Membrana Schneideri, which lines the Mouth, Noſe, 
and Larynx, and has deſtroyed it where it inveſts 
thoſe ſlender Bones, not the leaſt Proſpect of any fa- 
vourable Event remains, except by good Luck the 
bare Bone happens to drop out, leaving the reſt 


ſound ; but in the mean time, the utmoſt Endeavours 


muſt be uſed to keep entire the reſt of the Membrane, 
which is no eaſy Taſk, conſidering the tenacious, 


mucous, oily Liquor, with which this Membrane is 


beſmeared and filled, the innumerable Folds, Rugæ, 
and Sinuſes into which it is convoluted, together with 
its being conſtantly expoſed to the external Air. Let 
luch therefore as would not willingly boaſt what it is 
not in the Power of Art to perform, be very ſparing 
of their Promiſes, when they ſee a plentiful Diſcharge 
from the Noſe of a naſty, putrid, rancid Ichor; or 
tne back Part of the Fauces, the Velum pendulum Pa- 
lati, the Tonjillz, or the thick Membrane at the 
anterior Part of the Palate, waſting with Ulcers that 
make the Appearance of Lard. But he who is dili- 
gent in the Application of all proper Means, who 


neglects nothing that can be done, who ſtill when 


e et one

one Remedy fails has Recourſe to another, who 
exerts his utmoſt Art to procure a favourable Iſſue, 
while at the ſame Time he is very wary in his 
Prognojis ; ſuch a one, I ſay, acquits himſelf to his 
Patient, keeps himſelf ſafe, and may laugh at thoſe 
loud Boaſters, who run themſelves aground by their 
vain Promiſes.

| fection has lodged there for any conſiderable Time 
; before the Phy fician was calle 2d, after the Part has 8 
been bathed th the ſame Paneatition very warm, 
let a Veſicatory made up with Cantbarides be applied > 
to it, with Cloths dipped in the Fomentation over 
all. After the Bliſter is cut, let the Diſcharge be 
| kept up with Unguentum Aureum, or T etrapharmacum, 'F 
5 together with a very ſmall Quantity of red Præcipi- 
| tate, and over the Ointments too apply a Stupe of

be managed for twelve Days, or more, and if the

; If the Contagion is recent, and has feized a Part 
that is not covered with the Cutis, ſuch as the internal 
i Surface of the Prætutium, the Glaus, the Lips, the 


Mouth, &c. Suppoſe either of the two firſt-mentioned 
Parts to be affected: Let the Penis with the Prepu- 7 
1 tium drawn back be bathed in a Fomentation of the 
| lame or the like Materials. Baths for this Purpole 7 
cannot 
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cannot be of a too emollient Nature; for here the 
maln Streſs of the Cure depends upon relaxing the 
Pores, fo chat the infecting Matter may be diſcharged 

by them. Tnoſe Parts therefore ought always to be 


kept perſpirable with warm, moiſt, emollient Appli- 


cations; and ſuch Remedies are to be uſed even after 
the infected Part is ulcerated; for while a free Exit 
is thus adminiſtred to the morbid Matter, it will 
ſcarce make its Way inwards, and by this Means the 
preſent Malady is cured, and Affections which would 
otherwiſe happen afterwards are prevented. In the 
mean time, Hydragogue Purges frequently repeated 
are likewiſe conducive to the ſame Ends; and an 
emollient Balſam, compounded of Turpentine, the 
Yelk of an Egg, and crude Mercury, ſpread upon a 
Pledgit, and applied to the Ulcer, is of great Service. 
In ſhorr, by this Method one may promiſe almoſt 
perfectly to remove this Miichief, which when neg- 


lected very often grows up to a molt virulent Pox. Nor 


let any one wonder that 1 ſhould propoſe this ſimple 
Method of Cure, without giving inwardly ſo much 
as one Grain of Mercury; while it is the common 
Opinion of almoſt all that practiſe in this Diſcaſe that 
nothing but Mercury can prevail againſt it, and that 
Mercury is the very Thing that cannot be « liſpenſed 
with in the Cure. Conti ler only that hitherto I 
have put the Caſe, that the Infection is of very ſhort 
Standing, that only one, and that an external Part 
is aflected, and that the whole Fhmes of the Diſeaſe 
lies in one ſmall Ulcer. While the Caſe ſtands thus, 


1 dare promiſe a perfect Cure from the Method al- 


ready laid down, and I am abtolately certain that 
this Method is ſufficient. In what Manner Mercury 
contributes to the Cure of this Diſeaſe, I ſhall by and 
by endeavour to determine from Experience; ; Where- 


fore I ſhall never be reconciled to the raſh Practiſe 


of ſome, who whenever they hear a young Fellow 
complain of any venereal Diſorder, at firſt Dath pre- 
ſcribe Mercury, which always gives the Contticution 
à Shock, and often a needleſs one. 
. 4 But 
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int But as the ſofter Sex are, in this Diſeaſe, for the 


it moſt Part affected with the fame Kind of Ulcers A 
1: breaking out in the mucilaginous Sinuſes within the 3 
1 Pudenda. Here too nothing is of greater Uſe, while 
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the Malady is yet in the Stage already deſcribed, than 
to foment, and bath the Parts, with emollient; re- 
laxing, detergent, and antiſeptick Liquors. Vinegar, 
Wine, Honey, and Salt poſſeſs the two laſt- mentioned 
Qualities, for the two firſt I would chuſe all the 
emollient Herbs. I have had the Pleaſure to ſee a 
ſpeedy Cure performed, by this Method, upon a 
great many female Patients, while the Diſeaſe was of 
ſhort ſtanding, and as yet unattended with other 
Symptoms. 
Perhaps it may be aſked, by what Means one may 3 
certainly judge that the Diſeaſe is as yet in ſuch a State 
as one may ſafely truſt to this Method of Cure, with 
out any Danger from the omitting of more powerful 
Remedies, Of this you may be ſatisfied, if the In- 
1 fection has been but lately received, if upon viewing 
| the Part it appears only thus ſlightly affected, and if 
1 after the moſt ſevere Scrutiny you find no other mor- 
bid Symptom. Only I mult give one Caution here; 
which is that if this Diſeaſe makes its firſt Appearance 
in the Palate, Uvula, Tonſille, or Fauces, I would not 
truſt to any other Remedy than a high Salivation, and 
[i that muſt be raiſed without loſs of Time. For a ve- 
1 nereal Affection in thoſe Parts is ſo deceitful, ſo trea- 
' cherous, here ſuch monſtrous Ills proceed from ſuch 
trifling Cauſes, the infectious Matter is ſo hard to be 
purged out, while at the ſame time it is impoſſible to 
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| apply proper external Remedies, that here one mult 
| either immediately have recourſe to the laſt Effort, or 
15 too late repent the neglect of it. 
| From the Doctrine juſt now delivered, the genuine 
Cure of a Gonorrbea is juſtly enough derived. This 
Diſcaſe proceeds from the infecting Matter imbibd 
| by the dilated Pores of the Clans, in that Nick of 
1% Time when this Part firſt begins to ſubſide from its 
4 purgid State 1n the venereal Paroxyſm. In this Caſe 


the 
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the contagious Poyſon takes its Place in the Cells of 
the Corpus ſpongioſum Gla... .:, which is wrapt up in 
its two Membranes, and continu'd all the Way to the 
Neck of the Bladder. From this Continuation of its 
Structure it is, that the ſlighteſt Contagion 1s eaſily 
propagated thro? all this Tract. And when once the 
Poyſon has made its Way into the Membrana Pingue- 
dinoſa, which is here extreamly tender, it immediate- 
ly produces ſuch an Ulcuſcle as I have alread 
deſcribed, throwing out the fame kind of Matter. 
This naſty Pus, feeding upon the fine, fattiſh, Tex- 
ture of the Part, digs out by Degrees an ample Ca- 
vern, in which it is prepared, accumulated, retained, 
and from which it makes a ſlow, drilling, voluntary 
Exit, or is preſſed out in conſiderable Quantities. If 
this Cavity is confined within the fungous Texture of 
the Glans, and thro? its Surface has formed to itſelf 
Outlets, a very filthy Pus oozes out, by which both 
the Glans and Preputium are corrupted and ſometimes 
> conſumed and mortified, This in my Account is the 
= firſt Species of a virulent Gonorrhea. It is known by 
2 a ſordid Moiſture, of a leſs thick Conſiſtence than 
=> what is produced in the other Kinds of this Diſeaſe, 
= continually prepared within the Structure of the Glaus 
and Preputium, and when the Glaus is {ſqueezed ſweat- 
ing out upon its Surface. After the Contagion is re- 
moved this Kind of Gonorrhea 1s eaſily cured. And 
in order to the Cure, theſe Parts muſt be bathed often- 
times a day, with a Fotus compounded of Honey, Salt, 
Wine and Water, or with a Solution of Myrrh in 
Wine, made by Digeſtion in a proper Heat; or with 
* Vinegar and a ſmall Quantity of Aloes much diluted 
with Water, and the like. Above all, any, the leaſt 
=> Moiſture that may lurk among the Rugæ of the Præ- 
= putium muſt be very diligently wiped off. After the 
> Part has by theſe Means been very accurately depu- 
rated, let the naked Glaus, with the Preputium drawn 
back be involved in an emollient, relaxing, attract- 
ing, anodyne, and ſomewhat antiſeptick Curler

This Cataplaſm ſpread upon a Cloath and applied 
to the Part, is ſufficient for all the foreſaid Intentions. 
For by means of ſoch Applications the Pores are di- 
lated, while the morbid Matter is puſhed out and ſe- 
parated by the Force of the Vis vite behind, and its 
Retreat inwards 1s prevented, In the mean time all 
poſſible Care muſt be taken that no Cold ever reach 
the Part, and that it never become dry, leſt the Pores 

FT contracting ſhould repel the Flux of Matter. Ano- 
1 ther very prudent Caution here is, that during the 
| whole Time of the Cure, the Patient ſtrictly abſtain *# 
from all Food that partakes of the leaſt oily Quality.

For there is nothing that more retards the 
Wy: Cure of a Gonorrbea than the Inflation of the Penis, 
| For ſince during that State 1ts Cells are expanded by 


the warm Blood boiling in from the Arterics, till they 
are almoſt in Danger of burſting, their Breaches will 
now be made wider, the contagious Particles will be 


| 
{| rowſed, exaſperated, put into Motion, and mixed 
| with the Maſs of Blood accumulated in the Cells, and 
when the Penis collapſes theſe poyſonous Corpulcles 
\ will be drunk up into the Circulation along with the 
1 returning Blood. Hence I have often in this Diſeaſe, 


| {cen the moſt approved Methods of Cure fruſtrated 
i | by this Condition of the Penis, which here has too 
| 


many Cauſes to produce it. Nay, from one venereal 
Paroxyim 
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Paroxyſm, I have often known this Diſeaſe, after it 


has been already ſubdued, make a freſh Attack and 
demand a new Application of all the former Efforts 


againſt it. Whatever therefore, the Cook, the Vint- 


ner, or the Apothecary, ſupply to the Irritation of 


Venery, whatever has a Tendency to tickle the pruri- 
ent Fancy, whether the Company of the fair Sex, or 
lewd Pictures, or wanton Converſation, or laſcivious 
Reading, all fuch Provocatives and Allurements muſt 
here be ſhunned as certain Death. Water and Whey 
I would recommend as very proper for drink, and 
for Food Seeds and Summer Fruits. 

If ever Hydragogue Purges are of excellent Uſe 
it is here. Falap, Hermodattyls, Scammony and Senna, 
are ſingularly good in this Caſe, Theſe, when fre- 
quently repeated, melt down the red Blood into Serum, 
determine the reſolved Fluids downwards, and dil- 
charge them by the Inteſtines, while at the fame time 
they act powerfully upon the urinary Paſſages, the 
Bladder and Urethra, Hence it is that theſe Purges 


are ſo much in vogue in thoſe Countries of which 


this Diſeaſe is a Native, in Africa and America; nor 


are they held in leſs Eſteem by the greateſt Maſters of 


the medical Art among us. 

And now after all I cannot eaſily believe that any 
other Practiſe that has yet been purſued is at all ſuperior 
to this here laid down; for there are not many other 
Methods but what I know and have tried, and yet this 
does not in the leaſt ſuffer by the Compariſon. This 
Method is not indeed quite ſo happily calculated for 
the Convenience of thoſe that live at Court, that 
ſtudy Pomp and Magnificence, or are hurried with 
publick Buſineſs : But the ſafeſt Courſes are often 
difficult and attended with Trouble. I know how 
ſanguine the Mountebanks are in their Promiſes. They 
pretend to remove this Diſeaſe tho? the Patient all 
the Time indulges in regal Luxury, tho? he is every 
Day on Horſeback, or abandons himſelf to all Man- 
ner of Senſuality. For my Part, I have attempted 
the ſame, but have never had the good Fortune to 

| ſucceed 
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ſucceed under theſe Circumſtances. And it has many 
a Time moved my Pity, to ſee ſeveral illuſtrious Pa. 
tients, who had been managed in that manner, liable 
for ſome Years to the Remains of the 16hg-contra&ted 
Diſeaſe. 
In the mean Time if the Patient cannot be pre- 
vailed upon to ſubmit to the Trouble of Cata- 
plaſms, Fomentations may be uſed in their Stead, 
And when his Situation is ſuch that neither of theſe 
can be conveniently applied, emollient Plaiſters, ſuch 
as the Emplaſirum de Mucilaginibus, or de Meliloto, 
may be ſubſtituted in their Place. But the Preference 
here always belongs to Cataplaſms and Fomentations, 
It makes another Kind of Gonorrbæa, when the 
venereal Poiſon, after having inſinuated itſelf thro? 
the Pores of the Glans, has penetrated into that cellu- 
lar Subſtance which 1s applied round the upper Part 
of the Urethra, ſo as to form a ſmall Ulcer there; 
which thro' Paſſages that it has eat into the Cavity 
of the Urethra, pours its Pus into that Canal, out of 
whoſe Orifice 1t is perpetually trickling, but in greateſt 
Plenty when the Penis is preſſed at this Part, and 
the Preſſure continued forwards from its Root. What 
is here moſt remarkable is, that if after the Patient 
awakes in a Morning, and before he has emptied his 
Bladder, a Preſſure begun an Inch behind the Apex 
of the Penis be continued forwards, a conſiderable 
9 7 of Pus may be diſcharged. Which Method 
of Compreſſion and Manner of Diſcharge conſidered, 
it appears that this Pus did not come immediately from 
the Canal of the Uretbra, but that it had been firſt 
ſqueezed out of its fungous Subſtance into its Cavity. 
And in this Species of Gonorrhza, if you begin from the 
Neck of the Bladder, and preſs all the Way to the 
Glans, you will not be able to ſqueeze out the leaſt 
Drop of that Kind of Matter from beyond this Part. 
This therefore is the only affected Part, and hither 
muſt all your Efforts be directed. This is the Shape 
in which the Gonorrbza moſt commonly appears at 


firſt ; and this Species of the Diſeaſe occurs every Py: 
Wy 
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venereal Pus, continues a long Time in People of lax 
Habits, and yet if the purulent Matter has a free 
Exit it ſeldom occaſions a Pox; ſo far from that, it 
rather prevents it. But it is chiefly attended with this 
Misfortune, that when it has had a long Seat in the 
ſinous Meanders of the cellular Membrane, it is apt to 
produce tedious Gleets which all the Art in the 
World can ſcarce dry up. 

The Cure of this Gonorrhea is the ſame with that 


of the firſt Kind ; only I would adviſe beſides that 


the Penis and Scrotum be, three or four Times a Day 
for half an Hour together, bathed in the ſame Li- 
quors that I have already recommended for Fomenta- 
tions. In the mean Time, as the affected Cells can 


ſcarce be reached by Injections, theſe are of little 


Service here, except at the firſt Appearance of the 
Diſeaſe, or when the fungous Subſtance has ſcarce 
ſuffered any Depredations inwards. 


I reckon it the third Kind of Gonorrhaa, when the 


contagious Particles have entered and taken Poſſeſſion 


of the Glandulæ Couperiane Urethre, ſo that the Pus 


diſcharges itſelf by their excretory Ducts into the Meatus 
Urinarius, Here the Diſeaſe works out vaſt, hollow, 
fiſtulous Sinuſes, which flow with large Quantities of 
Matter, and are very difficult to deterge, and conſe- 
quently to heal. If the Diſcharge of this Ichor ſo 
produced, is by any Means obſtructed, it ſometimes 
torms very malignant Ulcers about the Sides of the 
Urethra, where theſe Glands, according to the De- 


{cription of their noble Diſcoverer, are ſituated. Hence 


proceed very obſtinate Ulcers, which give a great 
deal of Trouble to both the Phyſician and Patient, 


and frequently continue for ſome Years. What ren- 


ders the Cure ſo inſuperably difficult in this Caſe is, 
that when once the contagious Matter has made its 
way into the Folliculi of thoſe Glands, it can ſcarce 


be expelled, but there it lies in ſpite of all that can 


be done to diſcharge it: by Stagnation it becomes 
every Day more and more virulent, and ſpreads the 
M137 N In- 


For the moſt Part, it produces a vaſt Quantity of 
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30 Dr. Boerhaave's Preface 
Infection thro? the neighbouring Parts, infomuch that 
ſometimes the ſubcutaneous fatty Cells towards the 
Root of the Penis are affected by it; and what mi- 
ſerable Effects this may, and in fact ſometimes does 
produce, any knowing Practitioner can tell. 

This Gonorrhea requires the very ſame Treatment 
with the two former ones. But here the leaſt Time 
muſt not be loſt, The affected Parts muſt be kept 
in a conſtant State of Laxity by the moſt emollient 
Applications, and the contagious Matter muſt with 
all poſſible Expedition be drawn out; for the Suc- 
ceſs of your Practiſe here entirely depends upon the 
total Diſcharge of the infectious Matter, together 
with the Pus that it has produced; and if this Taſk 


is not performed, a Pox is greatly to be feared, 


Wherefore if this Diſeaſe continues but for a little 
Time, we muſt have Recourſe to all the Severities of 
a Salvation. For tho? ſalivating does not at all cure 
either of the two former Kinds of Gonorrhea, this 


Species of the Diſeaſe, as it has its Seat in a more ſolid 


glandulous Part, in which the Action of the Heart 
and Arteries is briſker, is much more ſuſceptible of 
the Power of Mercury. 

Beſides theſe there is a fourth Gonorrben, which 
differs in Shape from the reſt. For after the virulent 
Matter has, by the Paſſages already deſcribed, reached 
the Proſtate, it waſtes their Subſtance, and melts it 


down into a very plentiful Maſs of virulent Pus. This 


Diſcaſe ſometimes takes its Riſe from other Gonorrhw&as 
long continued, but chiefly from often repeated ones. 
It diſcovers itſelf by Tumours upon the Perineum, 

frequently by a very troubleſome Iſchuria, a plentiful 


Diſcharge of ſubputrid Pus, and a Suppuration of 


thoſe Parts hardly to be ſtopped. A malignant in- 
curable Ulcer very often breaks out upon the Peri- 
neum ; ſometimes too the Parts all around the Situation 
of the Proſtate are moſt miſerably ulcerated, by 
which Means the neighbouring Parts are deſtroyed, 
and become a very ſhocking Spectacle. But one of 
the moſt common Symptoms of this Diſeaſe is, that 
frequently 
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frequently thoſe miſerable Patients, all at once, and 
without any manifeſt Cauſe, are ſeized with a Suppreſ- 
ſion of Urine ; whence they are tortured with a great 
many painful and fruitleſs Attempts to make Water, 
while at the ſame Time there is no Admiſſion for the 
Catheter to relieve them that Way. At laſt, after a 
long Torment, ſome Quantity of Pus on a ſudden 
makes its way out at the Orifice of the Urethra, a 
little after which the Urine is diſcharged without 
Difficulty, till the ſame Miſchief returns again. I 
have ſometimes ſeen this Diſeaſe, and you cannot but 
be ſenſible what a hard Matter it 1s to accompliſh 
a Cure. Here Salivation has its Place, and here all 
the Remedies recommended againft the aforenamed 
Kinds of Gonorrbhea, mult be very diligently applied. 

The laſt and moſt abominable Species of this Dit- 
eaſe happens, when, from the already mentioned Af- 
fection of the Proftate, the Emiſſaries of the Veſiculæ 
Seminales, deſcribed by the famous Morgagni, gaping

EZ that Fabrick ulcerated, putrefied, and corroded into 
ö fiſtulous Caverns, reaching as far as the Scrotum, the 
Anus, and Perinzum, ſo that theſe Parts were entire- 
ly deſtroyed by the mining Corruption. While in 
the mean Time there was rothing at all gained by the 
Ute of Baths, Fomentations, or Injections, nor by 
the Application of Plaiſters, Ointments, or Cata- 
plaſms, nor by making Inciſions into the Sinuſcs, or 
dilating their Orifices. In ſpite of all theſe Means, I 
have known the Diſcaſe proceed till the very Urine.

have already given an Account of the Affections 
of the Marrow in this Diſeaſe, ſo that there is no 
need to inſiſt upon that Subject now. Only it muſt 
here be obſerved, that the Diploe of the Bones of the 
Cranium performs the ſame Office, and 1s obnoxious 
to the ſame Diſeaſes, with the Marrow of the other 
Bones. Let us therefore now conſider wherein the 
genuine Cure of this Diſeaſe, when it is arrived at 
the Stages juſt now deſcribed, conſiſts. If I have 
any Judgment in the Matter, it depends upon this 
alone, that all the Poiſon, which lies wrapt up 
in the Oils of the Body, be expelled even to the 
ſmalleſt Atom; for the leaſt Particle cannot be re- 
tained without endangering a Relapſe. But here we 
have two great Difficulties to encounter. For firſt, it 
is no caſy Matter to diſengage the virulent Particles 
from the Embraces of this tenacious, oily Lentor. 
== And in the ſecond Place, it is quite as difficult a Taſk 
do drive thoſe Oils out of their Cells, to lead them 
back into the common Stream, and to drain them out 
of the Habit. And if all the Oils in the Body are 
not thoroughly diſſolved, and after that entirely diſ- 
charged, together with the venomous Particles with 
which they have long been impregnated, it is impoſ- 
ſible totally to root out the inveterated Diſeaſe ; and 
tho' you may ſeem to have cured it never fo often, 
it will ſtil] break out anew. We muſt therefore look 
cout for a Method by which all the Fat, Matrow, 
and every other tenacious Subſtance wherein the Poiſon 
has found a Nidus, may be reſolved into mere Water, 
ſo thin and penetrable as caſily to make irs Exit by 
the ſmalleſt Excretories. But where ſhall we find an 
Inſtrument ſufficient to perform this? We are provided

with one m Mercury; for this mineral Fluid, as its 
ſpecifick Gravity is to that of the Blood as 13 to 1, 
by whatever Ways it be carried into the Circulation, 
will, from the Motion it receives from the Heart and 
Arteries, act upon the Maſs of Blood with a Force 
proportioned to its Weight; by which Means the 
Texture of the Blood will be quite deſtroyed, the red 
Sphærules reſolved, the yellow ſerous ones commi- 
nuted, and every other Series of Globules daſhed 
into their ſmall conſtituent ones, till the whole Maſs 
is changed into a ſubtile, putrid, fugitive Lymph. 
Beſides, it is well known how incredibly minute are 
the Elements of Quickſilver, and how much more 
ſubtile than the ſerous Globules of the Blood; for 
its being capable of entering the Pores of the Skin, 
without ſuffering any Alteration as to its Virtues, 
plainly demonſtrates that it is a great deal more pene- 
trating than the larger Particles of the Blood. And if we 
conſider with how much Eaſe it pervades, the moſt 
denſe of all Bodies, Gold, we may reaſonably con- 
clude, that perhaps the leaſt Particles of elemental 
Water itſelf are not ſo ſmall as thoſe of this Mineral, 
Tho! at the ſame Time, from the Principle of Attrac- * 
tion with which its Parts are endued, its Globules run 
into one another's Embraces, and adhere together with 
a certain Degree of Tenacity. Befides theſe Proper- | 
ties of this Mineral, it is very little ſuſceptible of, 
Change, and perhaps of all known Bodies is the moſt 
void of Acrimony. i 

Now all theſe Qualities judiciouſly conſidered, the 
true mechanical Power appears by which Mercury is 
alone effectual, alone ſufficient againſt this Diſeaſe. 
Its Virtues here conſiſt in its melting down all the 
Fluids into a ſubtile Water, and dividing the tena- I 
cious Oils, ſo that the whole Mals is fo attenuated as 
to run off in Form of Saliva, or a ſerous Flux by the 
Inteſtines, or a violent Diſcharge by Urine, or Sweat. 
By this means the old Liquids are otally expelled, 
and if the Loſs is not reaſonably repaired by throwing 


in new Supplies, the Patient in a ſhort Time dies of

a Maraſmus. And in managing of this Diſeaſe when 
it is become inveterated, we muſt not truſt to the Power 
of Mercury, unleſs by its means every Drop of Oil in 
the Blood has been reduced to Water, diſcharged, and 
the venereal Poiſon entirely waſhed out of the Habit 
along with the reſolved Humours. For if the leaſt 
Particle be left behind, no ſooner will the Veſſels be 
filled with new Juices, which in thoſe Caſes are always 
more oily than the old ones, than the Diſeaſe will 
break out again, Whence we may conclude, that the 
Diſeaſe is not perfectly cured, unleſs the Patient be 
reduced to a Death-like Paleneſs, and his Habit be 
quite emaciated, unleſs during the Cure his Food has 
been as void of Fat as poſſible, and the Courſe pro- 
tracted till all the old Humours have been quite 
expelled. In ſhort, it is not every one that can ma- 
nage this Remedy with Succeſs ; for if you do not 
faithfully obſerve theſe Rules, and keep your Patient 
conſtantly warm, and in a conſiderable Degree of 
Heat too, and if, for a Month or two after the Cure, 
you do not take Care that he abſtain from all ſuch 
Food as is oily or prone to Putrefaction, you will 
find, to your ſad Experience, that you have 1n vain 
fatigued him with the Hardſhips of a cruel Remedy ; 
ſince there will almoſt infallibly remain ſome Fomes 
to rouſe the Diſeaſe again, and give it new Vigour. 
A great many Things might be brought to illuſtrate 
what I have ſaid, but that is not my Purpoſe now: 
Only I ſhall ſubjoin one Obſervation, the Truth of 
which I have too much Reaſon to know. Ir is this, 
That Mercury cures only as it is actuated by the Vis 
Vitæ, and expels the venereal Poiſon no other Way, 
than as itſelf is put into Motion; fſo that its medi- 
cinal Virtue is not able to correct this Virulence, 
when poſſeſſed of a Place that lies in a Manner be- 
yond the Reach of the vital Impulſe. Hence a 
Caries of the Diploes Cranii is not to be cured by 
Mercury, which in ſuch Caſes runs out into the bony 
Cells now emptied of their Oil, and lies there an un- 
active Maſs, Hence too it is that it can ſcarce correct

nor ever cures ſuch a Gonorrhæa as has its Seat only 
in the cellular Subſtance of the Penis, upon whoſe 


Veſſels the circulating Fluids have hardly any Mo- 


mentum; tho? at the ſame Time if a Pox has got into 


the Habit it will entirely remove it. Neither, as I 


have already ſaid, can Mercury ſave from Deſtruction 


thoſe tender Bones that have no other Covering than 2 
ſubtile Membrane. I have ſeen all thoſe miſerable 
Caſes, and have found how little Help Mercury at- 
fords againſt them. But it proves a perfect Remedy 
for thoſe venereal Diſorders that lurk in Parts where 
the red Blood, Serum, Lymph, and other Fluids, are 
hurried thro? their proper Veſſels with a ſufficient Ve- 
locity, where thole Veſſels are at the ſame Time wide 
enough to admit the Particles of this Mineral, and 
ſtrong enough to continue its Action with a due 


Force. Hence the Phyſician may learn when to be 


confident of his Art, when to diſtruſt it with Reaſon. 
But when ſuch a Part is affected as Mercury can-- 


not operate upon, muſt we reſign the Patient to his 


ill Fate? By no Means. And is there a Medicine 
from which we may hope Succeſs when Mercury fails? 
There is. Do but carefully peruſe that Treatiſe of 
Huiten's inſerted in this Collection, and you will find 
that if the Poiſon is never ſo intimately blended with 
our Fluids, it may be waſhed out by the acrid Lixi- 
vintm of Guaiacum. This Medicine performs that 
Taik by reſolving all the unctuous Particles, whe- 
ther incorporated in the common Maſs of Blood, or 


accumulated in their proper Repoſitories, and by 


emaciating the Habit fo exquiſitely that not the leaſt 
Drop of Oil remains in ir. Hence this has acquired 
the Name of the Deſiccative Method of Cure. In 
order to the right Adminiſtration of which, the Pa- 
tient muſt be ſhut up in a Room ſo warm as by its 
mere Heat to incline him to ſweating. He muſt 
during the whole Courſe abſtain from all Food and 
Drink that has the leaſt Oilyneſs in its Nature

But as Salivation and theſe Decoctions are the 
uſual Refuges in ſuch Extremities, I have conſtantly 


found, as often as I have had an Opportunity to make 
the Obſervation, that the ſweating Method may be 


very happily purſued afrer a Salivation : But that if 
after the Maſs of Fluids has by the Means of this 


Liquor been fo thoroughly diſſolved as is requiſite 


to a Cure, if after this, I ſay, you attempt a Salt- 
vation, it is always to very little Purpoſe. Nay, in 


this Caſe, in whatever Manner, and to whatever 


Quantity you adminiſter Mercury, you will not be 
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able to procure a Salivation. After frequent Trials 
of this I am at laſt convinced, that as Quickſilver, 
according to what I have already obſerved, is a Body 
entirely void of Acrimony, it does not at all act upon 
the Humours after they are attenuated to ſo great a 
Degree, but flips off without having done any Feats, 
and almoſt without having made the leaſt Impreſſion 
upon the Blood. 
Thus I have delivered the chief Things that, upon 
this Occaſion, I purpoſed to ſay concerning the Vene- 
real Malady 3 that I might communicate to the Pub- 
lick my Sentiments of what 1s ſingular in the Genius 
of this lamentable Diſeaſe. I thought I could not 
better employ the Time, which my Weakneſs after 


an Indiſpoſition, that I have hardly ſurvived, obliged 
me to paſs at Home, At leaſt it greatly alleviated the 


Senſe of my irkſome Sickneſs, to think that I was 
doing ſomething, which might poſſibly one Time or 
other be of Service to my Fellow Mortals, who 
have always my warmeſt and moſt devote Good 
Wies.

Of the Method of Cure. 


The Steps to be taken in the Cure are theſe. The 
Patient muſt firſt be blooded, if his Years and 
Strength permit. In the next Place he muſt uſe 
the mild, detergent, antiſcorbutick Medicines, and 
Phlegmagogue and Melanagogue Purges mixed with 
theſe, After this, in order to make a Derivation to 
the Skin, and to remove the Paſtules, detergent, dry- 
ing, antipſorick Ointments, and emollient Baths are 
alternately to be uſed ; the Ointments one Day, and 
the Bath the next. After proper Evacuations you 
muſt endeavour to mitigate the Pains. For this Pur- 
poſe Viper- wine is very good, and the following Pills 
trom Galen are admirable, as I have found by Ex- 
perience :

the Eyes, Ulcers of the Mouth, Diſeaſes of the 
Throat, eryſipelatous Eruptions, and Herpes; which 
Symptoms commonly appear in the Diſeaſe that is at 
preſent ſo epidemical amongſt us.

| ugly cutaneous Diſeaſe, reſembling the Elephantiaſis, 

| appeared; by which the Face was ſo deformed that 
People could not know their Acquaintance. 


| The Deſcription. 


In this Diſeaſe the Puſtules firſt ſhew themſelves 
upon the Pudenda, whence they make their Progreſs 
cover all the other Parts of the Body; the Face is 
| particularly obnoxious to them. Thoſe Puſtules diſ- 
1 cover a good deal of Variety as to their Colours. 
They are pretty prominent, and throw out a virulent 


„ Matter; and beſides their Naſtineſs they are for the 
| moſt part attended with great Pain. In the mean 
[ time the Patient is generally either quite free of 4 

Fever, or his Fever is fo flight that it is ſcarce ſen- 
i They 


* For Hippocrates ſeems to mention thoſe Effects of warm and 
moiſt Air rather as ſo many diſtin& Diſeaſes, or different Shapes of 
the ſame morbid State of the human Body, than as a Groupe of 
Symptoms concurring all together to conſtitute one Diſeaſe. : 
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They who have few or no Puſtules are the moſt tor- 
mented with Pains in their Joints. For where Nature 
is too weak to throw out the morbid Humours upon 
the Skin, they fall at laſt upon the nervous Parts 
about the Articulations, and produce thoſe violent 
Pains. And they who remain free of Puſtules are 
apt to have internal Abſceſſes, as ſometimes appears 
upon opening the Bodies of ſuch as have felt this 

Diſeaſe. 

The Cure 


Is moſt to be expected from plentiful Bleeding, in 
plethorick Patients, and purging by Catharticks of 
different Kinds, according to the peccant Humour 
that moſt abounds. The Patient ought to uſe a thin 
Diet, and ſuch Food as is oppoſite to the Cauſe of 
the Diſeaſe, as is not apt to produce bad Humours 
or ſuch as grow eaſily putrid. > 
Repellent Ointments applied to the Skin, before 
the Habit is well ſcoured, do a great deal of Miſ- 
chief, by determining the morbid Matter to the inter- 
nal Parts; and Attempts to extirpate the Venereal 
Puitules by pulling them out with an Inftrument, have 


been followed by very bad Effects. 
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Als Diſeaſe is communicated not only by 
Þ impure Coitus, but alſo by the perſpirable 
Matter, and other tainted Fluids; ſo that 
it is not ſafe either to eat, or drink, or 
ſleep with, or to wear the Cloths of ſuch as are deeply 
affected with it. Nay, I had lately a Friend of mine 
under Cure, who had received the Infection from the 
Linnen in which one who had got a venereal Ulcer 
upon his Leg had ſlept only for one Night. 

The Female Sex is moſt eaſily affected with this 
Diſeaſe ; as are alſo they who indulge in Luxury, or 
are irregular i in the Ule of the Non-naturals. 


"The Deſcription. 


Hard, prominent Puſtules, of a bad Colour, 
break out over the whole Head, or the Forehead, 
towards the Termination of the hairy Scalp, or 1n other 
Parts of the Body, eſpecially about the Angles of the 
Mouth, which frequently in“ Children, ſometimes in 
Adults, are ſprinkled with moiſt prominent ones (a). 
The Patient after Slerp feels a Weight and gravative

As our Author has entered more into the Particulars of the Symp- 


toms in another Chapter, I thought it was proper to write out the 


Materials of that by Way of Comment upon this. 

(a) The Venereal Puſtules appear in ſeveral different Shapes, ac- 
cording to the Humour that predominates. Thus they are ſometimes 
large, prominent, red, and full of Matter ; ſometimes ſmall, livid, 
oſtracoſe, and void of Matter. In ſome they appear very red, ſmall, 
dry, and are attended with a Pruritus ; whereas in others they are 
white, large, and ſoft, without Itching. In ſome they are corro- 
five, in others ambulative. 
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pain in his Limbs, or ſuch a Pain as if the Bones were 


breaking. But before this he is tormented with a (5) 
Pain of his Head, which begins its Attack about 


Sun-ſet, and before Sun- riſing abates; and this Pain 


frequently reaches the Scapulæ and the Joints of the 
other Bones. The Patient grows indolent, drowſy, 
his Complexion becomes (c) pale, and his Body ſome- 


times waſtes apace, ſometimes by very inſenſible De- 
grees. Some have a ſlight (4) Fever at firſt, And 


frequently the beginning Diſeaſe is betrayed by malig- 
nant, callous, obſtinate Ulcers upon the (e) Penis, 
and Puſtules ſcattered over the Regio Pubis. To theſe 
ſucceed Abſceſſes in the Groins, which, if they ſup» 
purate, frequently remove the Diſeaſe, eſpecially if it 
is only of late Standing. Sometimes about the firſt

2) Frequently, before the Puſtules throw themſelves out, the Fore- 
head, ſometimes the whole Head, and ſometimes other Parts, are 
tortured with extenfive or pungent Pains; whic h ceaſe or grow 
milder after the Eruption, unleſs the morbid Matter abounds much 


in the Habit. In the Progreſs of the Diſeaſe the Pains ipread from 


Limb to Limb, thro' the Scapulz, Arms, and Shins where they are 
commonly moſt acute, and in ſome Parts they are attended with a 
Pulfation. They uſually begin their Attack about Sun-ſet, from 
which Time their Rage continually increaſes till towards Midnight, 
when they begin to abate ; and in the Day time they are for the moſt 
Part ſcarcely felt. | 

N.B. Our Author fays, that in opening the Bodies of thoſe who 
had died with this Diſeaſe upon them, he had frequently fourd large 
Quantities of a white viſcid Matter, fometimes of a hard, ſometimes 
of a ſofter Conſiſtence, collected in thoſe Parts where the Patient 
= uſed to complain of Pain. Particularly once adhering to the Peri- 
eum of the Tibia, and frequently in or near the Articulations of 
the Bones. | 
(c) There are few who do not ſuffer this Change of Complexion ; 


only the ſanguine, whoſe Puſtules are very red, become yet of a 


more ruddy Colour than ordinary. |

(e) Malignant Puſtules break out upon the Penis in Men, or in the

with hard, malignant (7) Apoſtems, which ſeldom 
come to a Suppuration, and when they do they dege- 
nerate into malignant Ulcers. Theſe Apoſtems fre- 


quently attend a Relapſe, or an inveterated Pox, but 


rarely appear in a recent one, The Joints, Head 
and Shins are affected with Pains. Sometimes the 


Pains are univerſal, frequently they ſeize ſome parti- 


cular Parts, but eſpecially the Shins. (g) Gummous 


Tumours arife, they adhere to the“ Membranes and 


Bones, eſpecially the Sternum, Shin-bones, and Os 
frontis. To theſe ſucceed malignant (5) Ulcers at- 
tended with a violent Pain while they are forming, 
together with an Eroſion of the Bones. (7) The Palms 
of the Hands, and Soles of the Feet are chopt with 
Fiſſures, and cruſted over with dry Scales, and ſome- 
times other Parts are covered with Cruſts and cuta- 
neous Foulneſſes, reſembling the Impetigo and Serpigo. 
The Diſeaſe when now inveterated 1s attended with 
hard Tumours of the Joints; and ſuch Patients as 
5 have 


(f) The Fauces are frequently ſeized with hard malignant Apo- 
ſtems, ſometimes even the more internal Parts of the Body; after 
which Aſihmac, Diarrheas, and other troubleſome Symptoms ap- 
pear. Thoſe Apoſtems are filled with a white, viſcid, tenacious, or 
hard, ſciſſile, friable Matter, and in whatever Part they appear, they 
are with great Difficulty either digeſted, or reſolved, or ripened: 
at laſt they form Ulcers which yield the ſame Kind of Matter, and 
are in every Reſpect as malignant as the Apoſtems were. 

(e) The Gummata appear after the Patient has been long affficted 
with the Pains. Sometimes they are formed in the Beginning of the 
Diſeaſe without any previous Pains, but this ſeldom happens. Some- 
times when thoſe Tumours are fixed in a Part that is not very ſenſible, 
or does not lie very deep, they are attended with only a ſlight Pain.

(5) When thoſe Ulcers are now grown old, they become deep, 
virulent, corroſive, painful, livid, ſordid, with callous Lips, and 
oftracoſe Fleſh. Sometimes they are of the ambulative Kind, and 
{ometimes all the Kinds of malignant Ulcers break out. Oftentimes 
theſe Ulcers corrupt the very Bones, which grow black, or if they 
yet retain their Whiteneſs they become dry, and ſometimes are per- 
forated with numberleſs Holes. 

() Some, after they have long endured the other Symptoms of 
this Diſeaſe, have the Palms of their Hands, and Soles of their Feet, 
ſometimes other Parts, chopt with Fiſſures, and cruſted over with 
dry white Scales; in which Shape, after an imperfect Cure, the laſt 
Remains of the morbid Matter are frequently expelled. 
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have been under a bad Regimen are frequently ſeized 


at laſt with an (e) Atbma; which Symptom ſome- 


times, tho' ſeldom, appears about the Beginning of 
the Diſeaſe. 


Beſides theſe Symptoms, the Patient ſometimes be- 
comes Paralytick, or his Limbs are ſeized with Spaſms 
or Contractions even to a Diſlocation of the Bones. 
And often from a bad Regimen, and a deep Affection 


of the Liver, an hydropick Indiſpoſition comes on. 


Sometimes the only Symptom 1s a Crop of Puſtules, 
ſometimes Pains, or Gumms. In others the Pains are 
complicated with Puſtules, or Nodes, or the Ulcers 
that ſucceed to theſe hard Tumours. 


The Prognoſis. 


1. The more Symptoms, the greater Plenty of 
morbid Matter: Et contra. 
2. When the Puſtules are few, when there is little 


or no Pain, the Patient young, and. in other Reſpects 


ſound, the Diſeaſe is ſoon cured. In * Circum- 
ſtances it is obſtinate. 

3. They who have only Puſtules are the moſt eaſily 
cured, 

4. They are ſeldom cured whoſe Blood is loaded 
with melancholick Humours, and whoſe general! Crop 
of Puſtules or Apoſtems are of a more depraved Co- 
lour than is natural to the Diſeaſe, 

5. Malignant Ulcers, and very acute Pains, are 
Signs of the great Malignity or Quantity of the morbid 
Matter, and of weak Functions. 

6. When a Part has ſuffered Pain, you may ex- 
pect a hard Apoſtem (Gumm) there, it the Functions 


are vigorous. 


7. Hard Apoſtems are frequently refolved if a 


Crop of Puſtules riſes. 
8. They who ſuffer from Pains and Cummata are 
very hard of Cure, eſpecially if the Diſeaſe is grown

to their Bones are ſcarcely or with great Difficulty to

9. When the Diſeaſe is attended with Puſtules, 
Apoſtems, Pains and Ulcers, if the Cure is not quite 


compleated, it returns with double Rage; eſpecially 


if theſe Symptoms have been of long Continuance, 

10. They who eat or drink much, or indulge much 
in Venery, or who have no Regard to the Qualities 
of what they cat and drink, or are otherwiſe negligent 
as to their Regimen, are ſeldom cured, unleſs they 
have Youth and a good Conſtitution on their Side, 
and uſe much Exerciſe. 

11. They ſeldom eſcape who have been reduced 
to a Maraſmus before the Attack of this Diſeaſe, or 
who are become aſthmatick by it. 

12. Many after the Cure become hoarſe, or con- 
tracted of ſome Limb. And they who eſcape fre- 
quently grow corpulent, however thin they might 
have been formerly; becauſe their Blood is rendered 
more pure by the repeated Evacuations and the Uſe 


of Medicines. 


The Cure. 
Of the Management of the Non-naturals, 


A light, eaſily-digeſted Diet is beſt ; and of the 


Animal Kind the white, young, and tender, except 


Lamb and Pork, is the moſt proper. Wood-pidgeons 


are found to be very hurtful by the Experience of thoſe 


who are racked with venereal Pains. All Fiſh is bad. 
As are alſo the moſt Part of Greens, Legumes, and 
Fruits. The beſt Drink is a light, middling, fra- 
grant Wine, neither old nor new. As to the Quan- 
tity. of Food and Drink, both Extreams are to be 
carefully avoided, but eſpecially Repletion. 

The Belly muſt be kept regularly open. I have 


known the good Effects of this in a great many 


Perſons of both Sexes, who by the Uſe of a good 
Regimen as to Diet and gentle Lenitives have been 


preſerved from all the bad Symptoms of this Diſeaſe.

All troubleſome Paſſions muſt be avoided. : 
Coition is bad, as it weakens the Body, and 1s 
found by Experience to diſpoſe the Patient to a Re-

"Many robuſt People have been cured of this Diſ- 
eaſe by violent Exerciſe, and a ſtrict Regimen, with- 
out the Uſe of any Medicine. 


Of Purging, Bleeding, &c. 
Such Medicines as digeſt the Matter of the Diſeaſe, 


as the Syr. Fumarie, Endivie, Lupulorum, Trifoli, 
&c. ought in the firſt Place to be adminiſtred. Some 
of the mild Catharticks, as Senna or Epithymum, as 
alſo ſome of the briſker ones, ſuch as Hermodactyls, 


Hellebore, &c. given in ſuch ſmall Quantities as to 


act only as Alteratives, are very good for the ſame 
Purpoſe. After the Uſe of Digerents proceed to 


gentle purging; for violent Evacuation this Way 


often does a great deal of Hurt. The digerent and 
cathartick Medicines are to be alternately repeated till 
the Patient is reſtored to his former Health. 
Vomiting does wonderful Service in removing ve- 
nereal Pains, Puſtules, and Ulcers. And when the 
Puſtules are numerous, wet cupping once a Week is 
of good Uſe, as is alſo the Application of Leeches. 
And repeated * bleeding, together with a proper Re- 
gimen ſtrictly obſerved has cured many recent Poxes, 


Of the Uſe of Sweating, and the Virtues of Guaiacum, 
Of this Wood that which is new, black, ſolid, 


ponderous, abounding with Gum, and free of Caries, 
is beſt. If we could have it recent and green it would 
be much more effectual. For the Natives of thoſe 
Parts of America where this Tree grows, who Time

ſtance of any other Medicine. 

The Lignum Guaiacum is aperient, diuretick, and 
ſudorifick. It helps the Stomach when burdened 
with Phlegm, and corrects the Faults of the Liver 
and Spleen. Some take it to be a ſingular Remedy 
againſt the Stone, and believe it to be even a Lithon- 
triptick. It is good againſt the Gout proceeding from 
a cold Cauſe, and is a powerful Remedy for the Le- 

proſy. It cures the whole Train of Symptoms that 
attend the P-x, even to the Afthma itſelf ; and if 
it prudently adminiſtered, is a friendly Medicine to both 
young and old. Even Women with Child need not 
| ſcruple to take it: And the Milk of a Woman that 
þ | uſes it is a ſafe and effectual Cure for pocky Infants. 
The Patient ought not to begin to uſe this Medicine 
it till after ſufficient purging, It is neceſſary that he

As to his Regimen during this Courſe, He muſt 
beware of Cold.

or leſs, of well-fermented Bread, with three Ounces of 
young, tender, white Meat. Some, not unreaſonably, 
forbid the Uſe of Meat entirely, and condemn their 
Patients to Biſcuit and Raiſins, allowing only four 
Ounces a Day of the Bread, and one of the Fruit. If 
one Meal a Day is not ſufficient to ſupport him, he 
may make two; but the Quantity of both together 
ſhould not much exceed his former one. He muſt 
not take any Food within leſs than five or fix Hours 
after his Morning and Evening Draught of Decoction. 
For his ordinary Drink, and at Meals, let him uſe 
the ſecond weaker Decoction of the Wood; for if it 
be poſſible he muſt ; 4p abſtain from Wine : Or if 


the Patient's Weakneſs, or a Cachectick or Hydropick 


Diſpoſition, demand a little Wine, let him uſe it at 
Meals, diluted with the ſecond Decoction. 

The recommending of a ſpare Diet while the 
Patient uſes this Medicine, does not contradict that 
Precaution given, under the Article of the Non-naturals, 


againſt too thin a Diet, nor that Maxim of Hippocrates, 


by no means to ſtarve the Patient in Chronical Diſ- 
orders; for the Decoction of Guaiacum is of itſelf 
nouriſhing. 

But the former Way of Living, the Conſtitution, 
Habit, Sc. of ſome Patients, will not admit of a- 
very thin Diet. Such therefore muſt be indulged in 
the Uſe of richer Food and of Wine. 

The Cure is not owing to a ſlender Diet, but 
to the Decoction. This I have found to be true by 
frequent Experience; for I have confine ſeveral Pa- 
tients for a Month, ſometimes for two Months toge- 
ther, to a very thin Diet, and many of them have 
Gans abſtained from the Uſe of Wine, yet after all 
this Starving they have been at laſt rather worſe than 
better * While others who have uſed their ordinary

moderate Diet of wholſome Meats, and drunk Wine 


_ diluted with the Decoction, have been cured. 


In the mean Time if he is coſtive, a Glyſter 
now and then of either Decoction will be of ſingular 
Uſe. Some in this Caſe give three or four Drachms 
or more of the Wood Ax a which gently opens 
the Belly, 


The Scum that floats upon the Top in boiling 


the Wood, is good againſt venereal Ulcers, Tumours, 


Puſtules and Pains, it rubbed upon the Parts ſo af- 
fected. T 

There is no Neceſſity for confining the Patient 
to his Chamber, while he uſes this Wood, if a warm 
Scaſon, and his Youth and Strength permit him to 
go abroad. But if the Diſeaſe is violent, the Patient 
of a leſs perſpirable Habit, and the Seaſon cold, I 
would have him not only to keep his Room conſtant- 
ly, but his Bed, 

There are few pocky Caſes wherein this Wood is 
not of great Service, and few Patients who may not 
ſafely uſe it. I have frequently adminiſtred this Medi- 
cine to People who have been quite extenuated by 
the Venercal Diſeaſe, and who have had a conſtant 
languid, obſcure Fever, with a ſmall, frequent, hard, 
weak pulſe z but indeed without any gradual Increaſe 
of Heat to the Touch in feeling it, and without the 
Patien 's being any way heated after Meals, ſo as to 
give ſuſpicion of a true Hectick. I fay, I have fre- 
quently given Decoctions of the Wood in theſe Cir- 

cumſtances 


AT UnRions, and had at laſt been all over ſumigated. He was 


in this Condition, and almoſt reduced to a Skeleton beſides when! 


firlt aw him. I put him, as ſoon as the Spring approached, upon 


drinking Decoctions of Guaiacum, but after he had gone thro! two 
long Courſes of this Wood, he was ſtill in as bad a Way, as ever, 


becauſe, contrary to my Advice, he had all the Time kept himſeif 


to a very mcagre {pare Diet. As foon as I was apprized of this, I 
told him, that it was impoſſible he ſhould be cured till he altered his 
Way of living, and prevailed upon him to uſe a more generous and 
plentiful Diet with his Decoction, adviſing him at the fame Time in- 

ſte:d of iwcating to content himſelf with plentiful Diſcharges by 
Urine. The Patient complicd, and after two Months he was quits 
freed of all his Tumours and Ulcers, and become fat. 
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of Venereal Diſeaſes. 57 
cumſtances with great Succeſs. For the Patients have 
not only been cured of the Pox and Fever, but have 
grown fat, and become quite ſound. Such Patients 
however muſt be allowed the Uſe of a more gene- 
rous nouriſhing Diet than ordinary, and of Wine; 
their Decoctions too ſhould be weaker than uſual. 

But in a recent Pox, eſpecially if attended with red 


Puſtules, falling of the Hair, dropping of the Teeth, 


or waſting, of the Gums, or in warm ſanguine Conſti- 
tutions, the Succeſs of this Wood is neither ſo ſpeedy 
nor ſo perfect. Nay often in ſuch Circumſtances, the 
Puſtules are ſo far from drying and falling off, by 
the Uſe of the Wood, that inſtead of that they in- 
creaſe daily. In thoſe Caſes it is neceſſary that the 
Patient's Body be prepared with bleeding-and purg- 


ing before he begins to uſe this Medicine. For with- 


out theſe previous Evacuations, the Wood in ſuch 
Caſes either does no Service at all, or its Effects are 
very ſlow. After he is thus prepared, let him begin 


to uſe this Medicine, but his Decoctions muſt be one 


half weaker than what is ordinary in other Caſes. 

Tho' I have pretended to determine the Quantity 
of Decoction to be uſed in common Caſes, there is no 
fixed Standard for that; for the Patient muſt take 
more or leſs according to his Strength, the Duration 
of the Diſeaſe, Sc. Some who have long ſuffered, 
and in whom the Diſeaſe is obſtinate, are not to be 
cured without * large Quantities, Whereas on the 

contrary 


* Hiſtory. A Man, naturally of a thin Habit, and now become 
quite emaciated by a Pox of many Years ſtanding, was, when he 
firſt conſulted me, afflicted with Pains in every Joint, and in all the 
Muſcles of his Limbs, but eſpecially in his Forehead ; and hard Tu- 
mours, not only upon his Head, but upon his Breaft, Arms and Legs, 
ſome of which Tamours were ulcerated. He had frequently by the 
Advice of ſeveral Phyſicians uſed Decoctions of Guaiacum, and Mer- 
curial Unguents, but theſe Remedies were ſo far from abating the 
Violence of the - Diſeaſe, that he grew {till worſe under them. I 
told him he muſt repeat the Uſe of Guaiacum, but in larger Doſes 
and with another Regimen than he had formerly uſed. Accordingly 
after proper gentle purging, I made him every Morning about 9 or 
10 O'Clock Drink as good as zxxx of Decoction warm. After 
which he uſed to eat about four Ounces of Raiſins, and to lie for

contrary many have been cured, by only diluting their 
Wine at Meals with equal Quantities of the Decoction. 
But this Method muſt be purſued for ſome Months 


before a perfect Cure can be expected. 


After the Patient has uſed the Wood for forty Days, 
more or leſs, according to the Exigency of his Caſe, 
that is to ſay, till he is cured, let him return by De- 

grces 


two Hours in his Bed, ſweating all the Time, and paſſing great 
aantities of Urine ; whereas formerly the Decoction never could 
rocure him any Sweat. Within five Hours after he had taken the 
eccCtion, he dined upon Bread ſoaked in Chicken Broth, and eat 
beſides a little of the Fleſh and ſome Raiſins, drinking at Pleaſure 
the iecond Decoction. Six Hours after Dinner he took the ſame 
Quantity of Decoction as before, obſerving in every thing the ſame 
Management as in the Morning. And four Hours after this Draught 
of Decoction he ſupped, but not ſo liberally as he had dined, uting 
the ſecond Decoction again for his Drink. Within twenty Days 
a'ter he had begun this Courſe, his Pains, Tumours, and other Symp- 
toms were gone. However I adviſed him to continue this Method 
for twenty Da s more ; after which he went away quite ſound, and 
lived healthy 7 many Years. 
Another Hiſtory. A middle-aged Perſon, of a warm moiſt Confti- 


tution, who had laboured for many Years under the Venereal Diſeaſe, 


was at laſt in ſome Meaſure cured, only there remained in the Aſpera 
Arteria, under the Larynx, an oftracoſe Ulcer io large as eaſily to 
admit two Fingers, by which the Cartilages were ſo much corroded 
and deſtroyed, that one could eaſily both ſee and touch the internal 
Surface of the Trachea. After a great many Remedies had been 


uſed without Succeſs, he applied to me: I prepared his Body with 


repeated Bleeding and Purging ; for, except for this Ulcer, he was 
ſound, and of a good Habit. After this, I made him drink plenti- 
fully of the Decoction every Day both Morning and Even- 
ing, beginning with /6.11. for his Morning, and 146. iii. for his 
Evening Doſe, and increaſing the Quantity by Degrees. I made him 


obſerve the ſame Method deicnbed in the foregoing Hiſtory, almoſt 


in every Point; only that for his Diet I confined him to Biſcuit and 
Raiſins. At and betwixt Meals he drank largely of the ſecond De- 
coction. He uſed to ſweat plentifully with this Medicine, and ſome- 
times it occaſioned great Diſcharges by Urine and Stool. This 
Courſe he purſued for fifty Days ſucceſſively, in which Time he 
made uſe of above ſixty Pounds of Guaiacum. And all this Time, 
I cauſed a Pledgit dipped in the Scum of the Decoction to be applied 


over the Ulcer, renewing it four Times a Day. By this Method the 


Chaſm in the Cartilages, which had remained for many Years, was 

compleatly ſupplied, beyond any Hopes, with a Callus, and the 

Ulcer conſolidated. | | |

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he could not afford to buy more afterwards. For 
which Reaſon, and becauſe his Symptoms till re. 
mained, I adviſed him to boil the ſame Wood over 
and over, as long as it gave any Taſte or Smell to 
the Water. He followed my Direction, the Wood 
was boiled above a Dozen Times, and after hay- 
ing uſed theſe Decoctions for about forty Days, he 
was quite recovered, 


Of the Virtues and Uſe of Salſa Parilla in this Diſeaſe, 


The Root of this Plant is of Uſe againſt the 
ſame Symptoms, operates the ſame Way, and poſſeſſes 
almoſt all the ſame Virtues, tho? in a leſſer Degree, 
with the Lignum Indicum. As it is not fo powerful a 
Medicine as that, it is not ſo much to be depended 
upon for a Cure, nor ſecures the Patient ſo much from 
Relapſes. But it is a very fate Medicine, and may 
be given at all Times of the Year, and to Patients of 
whatever Age, Sex or Condition, For old People, 
Children, and even Women with Child, may with- 
out Danger ule 1t. 

They that expect to be cured of the Pox by this 
Root, muſt be very ſtrict as to their 1 while 
they uſe it. They muſt beware of cold or moiſt Air 
and Winds, eſpecially in the Night Time. They 
muſt abſtain from violent Exerciſe, and from Venery. 
Loet them avoid ſleeping in the Day Time. As for 
their Diet, they muſt not touch any ſalted or groſs 
Meats, ſuch as Pork, Lamb, Beef, Hare, and the 
like; nor Fiſh, nor Cheeſe, nor any Production of 
Milk. Beſides they muſt endeavour to procure a Stool 
regularly every Day. 

Before the Patient begins to uſe this Root, his Body 
muſt be prepared by proper Evacuations, according 
to his Age, Strength, the Time of Year, Sc. and ac- 
cording to the Rules laid down in deſcribing the Method 
previous to the Uſe of Guaiacum. Then let the Decoc- 
tion of this Root be prepared in the following Manner.

The Scum that this Root throws off in boiling, 
muſt be ſeparated and kept for Uſe; for it cures the 
Pains, diſcuſſes the Tumours, heals the Ulcers and 
other cutaneous Deformities, when rubbed upon the 
allected Parts. 1 

Let the Patient drink eight or ten Ounces, more or 
leſs, according to his Strength, Cc. of this firſt De- 
coction warm, Morning and Evening, then let him 
eat a few Raiſins, and ſweat for two Hours after it 
every Time. Let him for Food confine himſelf to 
Bread and Raiſins, and in ſhort, obſerve the ſame 
Management in every Article as directed in the Uſe of 
Guaiacum, His Drink at Meals and betwixt them muſt 
be the ſecond Decoction. If, after he has purſued this 
Method for nine or ten Days running, he finds himſelf 
nothing relieved, or if his Belly be coſtive, he muſt 
take a gentle, lenitive, detergent Purge. Then if his 
Diſeaſe has not yet abated, his Decoctions muſt be 
made ſtronger, and he muſt take them in larger 
Quantities, viz. to twelve Ounces or more at a time, 
and after the twentieth Day of this Courſe, let the 
Purge be repeated. After this, beſides Bread and 
Raiſins, he may eat a little Veal, or Chicken, or 
Partridge, or the like, and drink a Glaſs of ſmall 


Wine, diluted with Decoction of Cinnamon and 


Raiſins. He muſt now avoid ſweating too much, 
or ſtarving himſelf: and in this Manner let him be 
managed till he recovers his Strength. 


Of the Virtues, &c. of China Root. 


This Root is moderately warming, aperient, pro- 
motes Sweat and Urine, and ſometimes opens the Belly 
when the Patient eats Raiſins along with the Decoction. 
In ſhort, if rightly managed, it cures all the Symp- 
toms of the Venereal Diſeaſe. —

ther. But as it is apt to grow ſoon ſour and to ſpoil, 
there muſt be only as much prepared at once as is 
ſihcient for one Day's Uſe.

Let him ſweat after it 
for two Hours; then he may riſe, provided he ſe- 
cures himſelf carefully from cold. At leaſt he muſt 
not ſtir out, if he can by any means keep at Home. 
For after ſweating the cold Air is very dangerous, 
eſpecially for the firſt fourteen Days. Let him now 


and then, through the Day, take a Draught of his 


Decoction, which ſhould always be drunk warm (if 
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he can take it fo) or at leaſt not cold. He muſt ule 
it as his only Drink, abſtaming from all other Li-

* It appears ſomewhat ſtrange, that tho' this excellent Author 
very juſtly ſays, that neither of theſe two Roots are ſuch powerful 
Remedies as the Lign. Guaiacum, he ſhould yet promiſe that they 
ſhall perform the Cure for the moſt Part in half the Time that 
this can. But perhaps he means that theſe Roots are to be truſted 
only in {light recent Caſes ; which naturally follows from what he 
ſays in the Beginning of his firſt Chapter upon the Salſa Parilla, 
Where theſe are ſufficient to make a perfect Cure, they are no doubt 
better adapted to very young, weak, or delicate Patients, than the 
Lignum Guaiacum. 
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pired; tho”, if former Cuſtom, or a weak Stomach, 


require Wine, he may be allowed it diluted with 


the Decoction. 

Some, beſides their Morning Doſe, take the ſame 

Quantity of the Decoction abed ſeven Hours after 
Dinner, and ſweat again; but moſt People ſweat 
only in the Morning. 
After the Patient has purſued this Courſe for 24 
Days, in order to make all ſure, it will be proper, 
tho? he venture abroad, that he drink for ſome time, 
till all his Symptoms are gone, of a weaker De- 
coction. But to continue the Uſe of any ſuch eva- 
cuating Medicines after there 1s no further occaſion, 
or to give them in greater Quantities than is needful, 
may do a great deal of harm, by emptying the Veſ- 
ſels of their neceſſary Fluids, and weakening all the 
Functions. 

Let the Patient, while he uſes this Remedy, for his 
Diet eat moderately of young, tender, white Meat, 
boiled without Salt; or let Raiſins, Sugar or Honey 
be uſed inſtead of Salt, to make it lets inſipid. He 
muſt not touch any Fiſh, nor any Acids, or refrigerating 
Things. And let him quite abſtain from Venery. 

The Decoction, applied oftentimes a Day to the 
affected Parts, is good againſt the Pains, Puſtules, 
Tumours, Ulcers, Caries of the Teeth, and falling 
of the Hair. 1 | 

In this Way of curing the Pox it frequently hap- 
pens, that after the fifth, ſixti or ſeventh Day from 
the firſt uſe of the Decoction, the Pains grow more 
acute 1n the weaker Parts, and increaſe till towards 


the ſeventh or fourteenth Day; but there is no Reaſon 


to be alarmed at this; for if the Non-naturals are 
prudently and carefully managed, the Patient will at 
laſt find the Benefit of this Medicine. 

Some join this Root, as well as the Salſa Parilla, 
in Decoction with other. Medicines againſt the Pox, 
as the Lignum Indicum, &c. or with detergent Anti- 
ſcorbuticks, or with Catharticks, according to the 
Difference of the Intentions, 
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Of the Uſe of Mercurial Ointments. 


But the moſt infallible Method of Cure, and which 

moſt ſecures the Patient,is that by MercurialOintments, 
This is no new Practice, for Mercury was commonly 
enough uſed in this Manner, againſt the Scabies, and 
other Diſeaſes, long before the French Diſeaſe broke 
Out. | 


I have ſeen many cured of the Venereal Diſeaſe by 


Mercury, after all other Remedies had been tried in 
vain. „ Io 
Mercury adminiſtred in Ointments, digeſts the 
phlegmatick Matter of the whole Habit, prepares the 
Humours for ſenſible or inſenſible Diſcharges, and 
corrects their Malignity. It mitigates the venereal 
Pains, heals the Puſtules, reſolves and ripens the 
Apoſtems, digeſts, deterges, and conſolidates the 
Ulcers. I have ſeen a Cough proceeding from a ve- 
nereal Ulcer in the Lungs (Pe#ore) a Quinſey, a 
Teneſmus, &c, owing to the ſame Diſeaſe, cured by 
this Remedy. In ſhort, when right adminiſtred, it 
never fails to cure the Pox whether of long or ſhort 
Standing, 1 
It is a ſafe Remedy too. For provided the Non- 
naturals be carefully and regularily managed, it may 
be adminiſtred under every Circumſtance of the Ve- 
nereal Diſeaſe, and to People of whatever Age, Sex, 
Habit or Conſtitution, I have frequently put preg- 
nant Women and Children under a Mercurial Courſe 
with Safety and Succels. 85 
fore the Uſe of Mercury, proper digerent Me- 
dicines muſt be exhibited for five or ſix Days together, 
to prepare the morbid Matter for its Expulſion. In 
the next Place let the Patient be purged, and after 
that blooded, if his Habit and other Conditions re- 
quire it. Then Digerents muſt again be uſed, and 
after them purging as before. In Caſe of Puſtules, 
it will be proper to ſcarify and cup upon the Parts

where they are moſt numerous, and to repeat this 
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Operation two or three Times, according to the Pa- 
tients Strength, c. intermitting four or five Days 
betwixt every Cupping, and proceeding in the Uſe of 
Digerents upon the intermediate Days, : 

As ſoon as the Patient is thus prepared, the Re- 
mains of the morbifick Matter, will happily, by the 
means of Mercurial Ointments be digeſted, and diſ- 
charged by the falivary Glands (which for the moſt 
Part happens) or by Stool, or Urine, or Sweat, or, 
as I have frequently ſeen, by inſenſible Perſpiration, 
Let the Form of the Ointment be as follows,

Let the Patient, in a warm cloſe Room and 4 
before the Fire, about three Hours after Supper apply 3 
the Ointment, Let him firſt rub the Joints of his I 
Metatarſi, then of his Knees; of his Arms next, and 3 
laſt of his Hands. IF his Strength permits, and the q 
Violence of his Diſcaſe requires it, let him likewiſe 3 
anoint the Joints of the Cox, the Elbows, and of the 1 
Shoulders.

Breaſt with theſe Ointments.

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The Joints that were rubbed muſt next be ſwathed 
round with hempen Cloths, and the Patient put to 
Bed, where he muſt be well covered with Clothes, 
that he may ſweat for two Hours. If the ſweating 
occaſions any Languor, you may allow him a Draught 
of Chicken B. oth, or the like. 

Thus let him proceed, applying the Ointments 
every Night, or ee other, or every fourth Night, 
according to his Strength, Sc. till a Salivation begins, 
or a conſiderable Dit charge by Stool or Sweat. When 
none of the natural Evacuations arc ſenſibly increaſed 
by the Uſe of Mercury, which frequently happens, 
the Ointments mult be applied every Evening till the 
Symptoms are evidently abated, and the Patient is 
ſeized now and then with Fits of Faintneſs and Laſſi- 
tude, as if he was about to ſwoon away. As ſoon as 
theie appear, the Ointments muſt be laid aſide, and 
the Patient recruited with light, nouriſhing, reficient 
Food, and aromatick Wine. 

In the mean time, there is no certain Rule for the 
Quantity of Ointment to be uſed, or the Number of 


Days in which it is to be applied. This muſt be de. 


termined by the Patient's Strength, the Violence of 
the Diſeaſe, c. I once perfectly cured a Patient, 
who had frequently uſed Mercurial Ointments before 
to no Purpoſe, and was at laſt given over as incura- 
ble, by making him anoint for 37 Days running. 

I have likewiſe cured many, who were reduced to 
a Maraſmus, and become quite weak, by making 
them anoint for four Days together, then to intermit 
a Week, uſing in the mean Time a good Regimen. 
After that - making them anoint again for five 
Days ſucceſſively, and again intermit, till by frequently 
repeating the Unguents in this Manner, they at laſt 
grew quite well. I had one weak Patient, who was 
tortured with very acute Pains, which ſeemed to re- 
quire a great and plentiful Uſe of Mercury, who was 
cured by the following Method, I cauſed him in the 
ws Place to anoint for tour or five Days, then I 


we lum a Month's Reſpite, during which Time 5 
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uſed a nouriſhing Diet. After which he repeated the 
Unguents again for a good many Days, and recovered. 

Beſides the Joints, let the Gummaia too be rubbed 

with the ſame Ointment. 

If the Patient's Languor, a ſudden or great Ulce- 
ration of the Mouth threatning Suffocation, or a Dy- 
. ſentery, require that there be a Stop put to the Ope- 

PZ ration of the Mercury; let the Ointments and Clothes 
be laid aſide, and the Joints be waſhed with warm 
Wine, or a Decoction of Chamomile or Sage in 
Wine. 

While the Patient j is under this Courſe, let him uſe 

a nouriſhing Diet. Let his Drink be freſh middling 
Wine. And betwixt Dinner and Supper let him have 
a Draught of Broth, He muſt in the mean Time 
take Carc not to expoſe himſelf in the leaſt to Winds 
or cold Air. I have known many who from a bad 
Regimen, while they uſed mercurial Ointments, have 
relapſed 1 in a very ſhort Time, and grown worle than 
ever. 
In the mean Time, the troubleſome Symptoms which 
frequently attend the Uſe of Mercury muſt be miti— 
gated. Thoſe Symptoms are, Ulcers of the Mouth, 
Excoriation of the Gums, a great Heat and Swelling 
of the Throat and Tongue, Syncope, and univerſal 
Laſſitude. Some have a conſtant Diarrhea or Dy- 
le2tery 3 others are coſtive, and reſtleſs with violent 
Pains, I have often kept the relolved Fluids from 
ruſhing in too great Quantities to the Mouth, by 
giving a proper Purge while theUnguents were apply- 
ing. When the Mouth is already excoriated with or 
without ſwelling, let it be frequently waſhed with 
emollient Gargariſms. If the Ulcerations of the Mouth 
are attended with great Heat, add to the Emollients 
a little Diamoron or hy. Jiolarum. After the Heat 1s 
extinguiſhed, proceed with Ag. Plantaginis and Mel 
705, to deterge and heal. Sweet Milk is very good 
againſt the Pain in the Mouth, and freſh Butter is ex- 
cellent. It the Pain is very great, together with an 
inceſſant Flux of Salva, apply Cupping-glafics upon 
2 the 
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the Scapule and Naies. Try firſt what dry cupping 
will do, and afterwards if there be occaſion make 
uſe of wet cupping. If there 1s any Danger of a 
Mortification from the Inflammation, and great Flux of 
acrimonious Humours, let blood. I once ſaw a mi- 
ſerable Mortification of the whole Face, which proved 
fatal, proceeding from an unſkilful Application of 
Mercuria! Unguents, by an ignorant intrepid Quack. 

It does great Service, by preventing theſe Symp- 
toms, to let blood while the Ointments are uſing, 
before a manifeſt Salvation begins, provided the Pa. 
tient has Strength enough to bear it. 


If the Patient is conſiderably weakened with a 


Diarrhea, let him uſe a reficient Diet, and red Wine 
diluted with Chalybeate Water, together with other 
corroborating Medicines. If the Looſeneſs can be 


bore let it alone, becauſe it will — 7 carry off 
the Diſeaſe. 


If the Diſcharge by Saliva is too violent a Doſe 
of Pilule Cochiæ, given now and then after Supper, 


takes 1 it down very agreeably, 
Some, inſtead of Unguents, apply Mercurial 
Plaiſters to the Joints, renewing them every third Day, 
till the Signs of an approaching Salivation appear, 
and then lay them aſide. By this Method the Diſeaſe 
may be cured, if it is recent and the Patient's Body 
in a good Plight. And it is a milder Way of curing 
than that by Unguents. Such Plaiſters are very effi- 
cacious for removing the venereal Pains, reſolving the 
Gummata, curing the malignant Ulcers, carrying off 
their Calloſities; and in mort, for incarnating and 
conſolidating them. 
The ſame Preparation of the Body, and the 
ſame Regimen is requiſite when Mercury is applied 
in Plaiſters as when in Ointment. 


Of Fumigation with Mercury. 
When gentle Remedies have been tried without 
Succeſs, we muſt have Recourſe to more violent 
Means. Thus when purging 1s not ſufficient to per- 
form 


— 
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curial Unguents will do. When theſe too fail, Fu- 
migation is the laſt Refuge. And I have trequently 
found this ſucceſsful againſt the Venereal Diſcaſe, 
when it was not to be extirpated by the means of 


Ointments. Of which I ſhall give one particular 


Inſtance afterwards. 

The Method of fumigating with Cinnabar is not a 
new Invention, for ſome of the more ancient Phyſi- 
cians uſed it in malignant cutaneous Caſes. In the 
mean time it is neither a very ſafe, nor a very certain 
Remedy for the Pox. For the nobleſt Parts of the 
Body are apt to be hurt by it; and tho? in robuſt 
Patients and old Poxes, it frequently ſucceeds after 
other Methods have been found fruitleſs, ſuch Patients 
as are cured this Way are liable to Relapſes, and to 


be affected with Aſthmas, Coughs, Dropſies, and 


Maraſmus. It muſt therefore by no means be ven- 
tured upon by aſthmatick or hectick People; nor by 
thoſe who have a Fever, attended with any Degree 
of inflammatory Diathæſis in the Blood; nor by ſuch 
as labour under a Weakneſs of Conſtitution whether 
natural or acquired, In ſhort, none but ſtrong Pa- 


tients muſt pretend to tamper with this Method, and 


thoſe, only when the Diſeaſe is very malignant, has 
been of long Standing, and has baffled all other Re- 
medies, 


The Patient's Body muſt be prepared for this Pro- 


ceſs, the ſame Way as was directed before the Uſe of 


the Mercurial Ointments, 

As ſoon as he is in that Manner prepared, let 
him be put into a Room thoroughly warmed ; and 
about two Hours after he has breakfaſted upon 
lome reficient nouriſhing Food, for inſtance, a 
Couple of potched Eggs, and a Glaſs of aromatick 
Wine, let him ſtrip himſelf naked, and go into a 
clole ſweating Box, with a Seat to fir down upon. 


Then let there be put into the Box a Pan full of burn- 


ing Coals, over which muſt be placed the following 
Materials for Fumigating. :

Some make their Fumigations ſtronger with 
Mercury. And ſome, beſides Olibanum, mix with 
the Cinnabar other Cephalick Ingredients, ſuch as 
Myrrh, Benzoin, Storax, Lignum Aloes, &c. to pre. 
vent the bad Effects that Mercurial Fumes have for 
ordinary upon the Nerves. 

Let him receive the Steams of this over his 
whole Body; but if he cannot endure the Smell of 
the Fumigation, let his“ Face be expoſed to the free 
Air; however the Box muſt otherwiſe be as cloſe as 
poſſible, Let him remain thus ſhut up till he ſweats, 
continuing a longer or ſhorter Time in the Box 1n 
proportion to his Degree of Strength. When he 
comes out he muſt immediately be put to Bed, and 
lie well covered with Clothes, ſo as he may feat 
for an Hour, if his Strength permits. Where the 
Patient 1s weak or delicate, let him eat ſome Broth, 
or a little Bread and Wine, or a potched Egg or two 
while he ſweats abed. After he has been four Hours 
abed let him dine, He muſt repeat this Proceſs every 
Days till he begins to ſalivate; then let him leave 

F fumigating : or if no Salivation riſes, he mult 
continie the Uſe of the Fumigations, till it appear 
that the morbid Matter is otherwiſe expelled. I once 
cured by this Method two young People, who be- 
ſides Apoſtems, were affected with Caries of their 
Bones, Perforation of their Palates, and Ulceration 
of their whole Gu/z, And who, among other fruit- 
leſs Remedies, had often tried the Force of Mercurial 

Ointments, 


* This would ſeem to be always the ſafeſt Way. For theAſthmas 
and Coughs, which, as our Author ſays, are frequently occaſioned 
by the Ute of Fumigations, ſeem to be owing either to the Steams 
immediately affecting the Lungs, or to the ſudden Change from a 
warm Air to a colder one, in coming out of the Box. By which 
means the dilated pulmonary Veſſels, whether Excretories, or of 
other Kinds, will ſuffer an immediate Conſtriction, and of Courſe 
will be very apt to become obſtructed ; the Effects of which are ob- 
vious to every Body.

Ointments, but without being able to procure a Sali- 


vation by them. I fumigared them till their Apoſtems 
were quite reſolved, and all their other Symptoms re- 


moved, and in ſhort, till they became Paralytick. 


But within ſome Months they were cured of their 
Palſy too. 

If the Patient cannot bear to be thus fumigated 
every Day, let him fumigate only every third or 
fourth Day; or let a ſmaller Quantity of Materials 
for Fumigation be uſed at a Time. But where the 
Diſeaſe is become inveterate, ſevere, ana incurable 
by other Remedies, the Patient at the fame Time 
ſtrong, and not to be moved by the Quantity pre- 
ſcribed, after the firſt Portion is conſumed, let 1t be 
repeated to the ſame Quantity every Day, 

While the Patient is under this Courſe, he muſt uſe 
a nouriſhing Diet, and muſt with all poſſible Care be 
kept from the leaſt Cold. Towards the Jatter End of 
this Proceſs, his Stomach muſt be corroborated with 
proper Medicines, 

In the mean time, in Caſe of Syncopes, Ulcerations 
of the Mouth, and other troubleſome Accidents, the 


Patient muſt be managed the fame Way as has been 


directed in the Cure of thoſe Symptoms when pro- 
ceeding from the Uſe of Mercurial Unguents. 

A Hiſtory. A young Man, aged 20, had been 
over and over beſmeared, by different Quacks, with 
Mercurial Ointments ; but he was ſo far from being 
cured of his Pox by them, that it had now reached 
the laſt Degree of Malignity ; for his whole Gula and 
Palate were covered with malignant Ulcers, ſo that 
he had quite loſt his Speech, and could neither eat nor 
drink but with the utmoſt Difficulty. His Arms and 


Legs were fo contracted, that he could not turn him- 


felf in his Bed, nor take. his Food himſelf. Beſides 
he had Ulcers ſcattered over his whole Body, as alſo 
Gummata, and he was ſo tortured with Pains in his Joints 
that he could ſcarce ſleep at all. He was emaciated 
to the laſt Degree, and beſides his other Symptoms he 


had a conſtant Fever. However his Pulſe ſtill re- 


F'4 tained 
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tained ſome Meaſure of Strength, which encouraged 


him every Evening uſe his Unguents, and every Morn- 


and Fumigations for fifteen Days running; in which 


a Gum, which remained from an old Infection, 


me to attempt the Cure. Therefore in order to that, 


after having prepared him with ſome few Digerents, ſi 
and a very gentle Evacuation, I cauſed him, ever 
other Evening for ten Days, to be rubbed with x 
Mercurial Ointment, By this Time his Pains were 
abated, ſo that he began to reſt better, and I now 7 


made him leave off the Uſe of the Ointments, and 
put him upon a nouriſhing eaſily digeſted Diet, and 
the Uſe of good generous Wine. By this means, 
in twenty Days Time he had recruited a little, and! 
made him apply his Ointments anew. But as theſe, 
tho? frequently repeated, neither diſcuſſed his Gum 
mata, nor cured his Ulcers; I refolved to try what 
Fumigation would do; which I managed, by making 


ing fumigate. He did thus for a good many Days, 
till his * Ulcers were now almoſt healed : but as he 
was weak, I gave him over again for ſix Weeks, to 
a nouriſhing Diet; after which I repeated the Unctions 


Time he was cured of his Diſeaſe 3 and by the means 
of an analeptick Dict afterwards, he entirely recovered 
his former Stare of Health and Strength, 


Of other Remedies. 


Befides theſe more common Remedies, there are 
others which have frequently proved effectual. Thus 
many Patients have been cured of the Venereal Diſ- 
eaſe by Sulphur alone, A Friend of mine particularly, 
by taking three or four Drachms of powdered Sul- 
phur Morning and Evening for ſeveral Months to- 
gether, was at laſt, without the Help of any other 
Medicine, quite cured of venereal Pains, Ulcers, and

I know likewiſe ſome who have cured themſelves, 
by drinking every Day, for many Months, of the 
Decoction of Wormwood, 

Many have recovered from this Diſeaſe, attended 
with Pains, Tumours, and Ulcers, by taking the 
Gluten Albotoim or Oleum Abietis, 

In ſhort, I have known many get rid of their Diſ- 
eaſe, by the mere * Force of Nature. 

In the mean time the warm Bath, whether natural 
or artificial, weakens the Patient to no Purpoſe. For 
there are few or none that have been cured either by 
the external or internal Uſe of the hot mineral Wa- 
ters. Or if ſome have found themſelves relieved by 
the hot Bath, they have ſoon relapſed, and ſometimes 
into a worſe than their former State. In ſhort, if there 


is any Benefit got by Bathing, it muſt be expected 


only from the natural Baths, upon Account of their 
Sulphur, 


Of the Cure of the Symptoms. 


Beſides the general eradicating Method of Cure al- 
ready laid down, there are particular Remedies for 
relieving the troubleſome Symptoms which commonly 
attend this Diſeaſe ; ſuch as the Puſtules, Gummata, 
Pains, Ulcers, Fiſſures, Falling of the Hair, Cc. 
Ihe Puſtules are cured by Mercurials, Arſenicals, 
and Salts, as Sal. Gemme, Ammoniacum, and Allum, 
applied in Form of Ointments or Lotions. The

O the Method of preventing Relapſes. 


This Diſeaſe frequently breaks out again with new 
Fury, ſome Months, or even Years, after it ſeemed 
to have been quite extinguiſhed, To prevent this 
the ſick Regimen muſt for ſome Time be conti- 
nued after the Cure. The weak Parts, whether ex- 
ternal or internal, muſt be ſtrengthened with cor- 
roborating and cardiack Medicines, which 1 
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be uſed for a Month at leaſt after the Symptoms are 
all gone. And now and then the Patient ſhould take 
a gentle phlegmagogue Purge. It is of great Service 
if the Patient can bear it, once a Week at leaſt to 
take a Puke of ſimple warm Water, with Syr. Ace- 
e, or Ag. Raphani; for vomiting diſcharges the 
morbifick Matter, prevents the Return of the Pains, 
and mitigates, and even cures them, when the Patient 
is already afflicted with them. 

But ſometimes in ſpight of all theſe Precautions 
the Diſeaſe returns again, and requires the ſame Treat- 
ment, the ſame Proceſſes, as formerly. 

In order to prevent the Infection, both before and 
immediately after a ſuſpected Coitus, let the genital 
Parts be waſhed with warm Wane, or rather Vinegar, 


or with antiſeptick, penetrating, and gently altringent 
Decoctions.

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Bo A Synopſis of the Hiſtory and Cure 
wiſe. For I have frequently ſeen thoſe Diſeaſes with- 
out any Symptoms at all about the genital Parts, 

The Puſtules break out by Degrees, and for the 
moſt Part without any Fever. They are of different 
Colours and Conditions according to the prevalent 
peccant Humour, whether Salt Phlegm, Choler, or 
Melancholy. They commonly become pretty deep, 
They very ſeldom appear upon the Hands. In theſe 
Diſpoſitions I have ſeen a great many very malignant 
Puſtules reſembling the Papillæ Mammarum. 

Some Patients have Puſtules without Pains. In 


ſome the Puſtules and Pains begin to be troubleſome 


about the ſame Time. Some are firſt ſeized with 
the Pains, and afterwards the Puſtules break out, but 
I have never ſeen the Reverſe of this. Poſſibly the 
Pains and Puſtules are owing to the ſame morbid 
Cauſe. 2 

In thoſe Pains the Patient feels as if his Bones 
were broken, and extended, together with a Difficulty 
in moving the affected Limbs. They are moſt acute 
in the Night Time, becauſe of the diminiſhed Per- 


ſpiration, Cc. 


Theſe Diſeaſes are followed by profuſe Sweats, 
The Cure. 


If the Diſeaſe is recent, and the Patient inclinable to 
a Plethora, or any uſual Diſcharge of Blood is ſup- 
preſſed, the firſt Thing to be done is to bleed plenti- 
fully. But when Phlebotomy is neceſſary after the 
Diſcaſe is grown old, this Evacuation muſt be made 
very gradually, by letting Blood in {mall Quantities 
at a Time. | 

When the Pains are troubleſome the principal In- 
tention is to make Revulſions, and to diſcharge from 
the Head; but theſe Evacuations mult be ſlowly pro- 
moted by Catharticks, that are not too ſtrong, given 
at Intervals, eſpecially when the Puſtules are inclined 
to be dry. The particular predominating Humour 
muſt direct us in the Choice of Catharticks. The 
ſharper

ſharper Purges ought to be tempered with a Mixture 
of moiſtening and lenitive Ingredients. On the Days 
betwixt the Purges give Digerents, ſuch as the Succus 
Fyumariz. And on thoſe intermediate Days, let the 
Puſtules, if they are dry, be waſhed about an Hour 
before Dinner with emollient and detergent Decoc- 
tions of Mallows, Dock, Fumitory, Blite, Turnep, 
and the like. 

The Purges and digerent Medicines muſt thus be alter- 
nately repeated for ſeveral Times; and if after all there 
ſtill remain Signs of peccant Humours burdening the 
Head, they muſt be diſcharged by Head-Purges 
given by the Noſe. For when thoſe acrid Subſtances 
are exhibited in the Form of Gargariſms, ſo as to 
promote a Diſcharge from the Fauces, the Sharpneſs 
of the morbid Humours derived this Way frequently 
deſtroys the Uvula ; which I have ſeen happen to a 
great many Patients. | 

Alter ſufficient Evacuations have been made, it is 
now the propereſt Time to make Uſe of topical Reme-- 
dies. Emollient Baths have already been recommend- 
ed in Caſes where the Puſtules are dry; where they 
are moiſt, and throw out a virulent Pus, cover them 
with Leaves of Blite, Colewort, or Plantain, in order 
to draw out the Poiſon ; but let nothing be applied ro 
them that may a& as an Aſtringent. If the Ulcers 
corrode the Fleſh, apply round them Ointments made 
up of Litharge, Armenian Boſe, Ceruſs, the Juice of 
Houſe-leek, Vinegar and Wax. When there is any 
Inflation of the Veſſels about the Ulcers, let a Vein 
be opened in the Part, or Leeches be applied, If 
theſe Veſſels ſtill continue turgid, Ointments muſt be 
called in of Frankincenſe, together with the Bark of 
its Tree, Myrrh, Dregs of Wine, Litharge, Terra 
Cimolia, Tutty, Sulphur, with Wine and Oil of Roſes, 
if the Parts itch much; or with common Oil and 
Heg's Lard, if there is little itching. In firm Bodies 
Verdigreaſe may be added, eſpecially if the Ulcer 
wants to be cleanſed of putrid or ſuperfluous Fleſh ; 
and in ſome Caſes /iblimate Mercury may be uſed, 

I However, 
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However, 1 cannot approve of applying 2yickſlver 


in Ointments, as ſome do, to remove the itching, 
But if People will uſe it in Qintments, I would rather 
adviſe rubbing it upon the * Stomach, Breaſt, and 
other noble Parts, Some apply Yinegar, upon ac- 
count of its penetrating and drying Qualities ; but as 
it is hurtful to the Nerves and Membranous Parts, 
I would rather let it alone. I have found the follow. 
ing Ointment very ſucceſsful.

Rules of Diet, &c. 


In this Diſeaſe the Diet ought to be moderately 
warming, and rather moiſt than dry, except the E- 
ruption be very moiſt ; in which Caſe Fleſh and ſuch 
Food as inclines to Dryneſs is the beſt. And of 
Fleſh, Veal, Lamb, Capon, Sc. are the moſt proper. 

And where the Puſtules are ver moiſt, I would re- 
commend Wild-fowl ; as e Trek Pheakants, and 
the like. The Fat of all Fleſh, and all fat heavy 


Meats, as Pork, Geeſe, Ducks, &c. are to be avoided, 


Oil and Butter too are very bad. Freſh Eggs are not 
amiſs ſometimes, but I would give the Preference 


this Diſeaſe, to good Fleſh. All Fiſh 1s bad, Salt, 
and all ſalted Meats muſt be quite abſtained from. 


The Bread which ſuch Patients uſe ought to be well 


termented, and throughly baked, and neither ner

not very ſtale. Where the Puſtules are ſcattered over 
the whole Body, Milk is a very proper Nouriſhmenr, 
tho! ſome Phyſicians forbid its Uſe in this Diſeaſe. 
The beſt Sallads, are Hops, Flowers of Fumitory, 
Borage, Bugloſs, boiled Succory and Turrep, All 
Legumes are bad; but Bran, Millet-ſeed, Panick, 
Spelt and Turnip, in the Broths of thoſe animal Sub- 
ſtances I have recommended, are very good. 

Muſtard, and all hot Spices, excepting Cinnamon, 
are bad; as are alſo all Fruits, except Almonds, 
Piſtacks, Raiſins and Pomegranates. 

As for the reſt of the Non-naturals ; let the Patient 
chuſe Air that is rather warm than cold, and rather

E Tho! Venery is much to be avoided in this Diſ-

Fuel to the Diſeaſe. But if one who has indulged 


tirely from them now, he muſt uſe a low Diet, and 
be ſure to procure a Stool once at leaſt every Day. 
For which Purpoſe, if it does not come naturally, a 
gentle Glyſter muſt be adminiſtred half an Hour 
before Dinner or Supper “.

The Infection is for the moſt Part catched by im- 
pure Coition. I have frequently known a Woman 
receive it this Way, from a Man who had no Signs 
of the Diſeaſe about his genital Parts, nor the leaſt 
Foulneſs upon his Skin. A Man too may catch it 
from a Woman who has lately ſuffered the Embraces 
of an infected Man, tho? ſhe be never ſo ſound herſelf. 
It may be communicated too by frequently touch- 
ing, or ſleeping with thoſe who labour under it: 
Or by the Milk of an infected Woman, even tho 
the Diſeaſe does not in the leaſt appear upon her Skin. 
For which Reaſon Children ought never to be put to 
Nurſes who have been tainted with this Diſeaſe, ex- 
cept they are perfectly cured. And tho' they may 
ſeem to be ſo, the Child is expoſed to a Hazard, be- 
cauſe Relapſes are fo common. f 
In the mean Time, all are not alike ſuſceptible of 
this Diſeaſe; for Women are not ſo liable to Infection 
as Men. Tho' I have known ſeveral Women who, 
if their own Words might be taken, have received 
this Diſeaſe by one ſingle Coition. People of denſe 
firm Habits too do not fo eaſily admit this Poiſon as 
thoſe who are lax. I have known many who have 
lain with Pocky People, and expoſed themſelves to

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When the Contagion is received, it operates with 
more or leſs Violence, in Proportion to the different 
Diſpoſitions of the Bodies to which it is applied. And 
in Proportion to the Virulency of the Poiſon, and the 
Patient's Way of living, the Diſeaſe appears in a 
ſhorter or longer Time after the Infection. In ſhort, 
the ſame Variety of Intervals betwixt 18 Infection and 
the firſt break ing out of the Diſcaſe, happens here as 
in the Rabies Canina, for in fome the Poiſon ſoon diſ.

The Symptoms, 


th Men who have been infected by Coition, 3 
burning Heat uſually begins in the Penis in a little 
Time; and ſometimes within two or three Days after 
this firſt Symptom the Part becomes ulcerated. Then 
the Diſeaſe proceeds, and ſcatters Puſtules and Ulcers 
over the whole Body, eſpecially upon the Head and 
Face. The Fauces and Palate too are at laſt over- 
ſpread with Ulcers, and in many the Uvula is de- 
drove In the mean time, the Patient is all over 
rack'd with Pains, (which rage molt in the Night) 
together with Nodes in his Limbs and Joints.

acute, and the Diſeaſe may the ſooner be cured.

may judge that it is of a colder, and leſs active 
Nature: In which Caſe the Cure will cæt. par. be 
the ſlower.

4. Tho People of firm denſe Habits are not eaſily 
infected, yet when ſuch Bodies are once touched, 
they ſuffer the moſt violent Symptoms, and for the 
moſt Part this Diſeaſe produces 1n them malignant 
Ulcers and Nodes.

Diſcharge, are lefs ſeverely affected, and ſooner 


cured, than thoſe who are obſtructed. 

6. If proper Remedies are applied in Time, and 
the Patient ſubmits to a regular Regimen, the Diſeaſe 
is ſoon cured. 

When it is become inveterate the Cure is more 
flow and difficult; and in old and weak People this 
Malady is ſometimes incurable, 


Of the Prophyla8ick Inlentions. 


In order to prevent the Progreſs of the venereal 
Poiſon; as ſoon as any Sign of an Infection appears, 
ſuch as a Heat in the Penis, or an Ulcer ; let a Ban- 
dage beſmeared and kept moiſt with * Aſtringents 
be applied, with a proper Tightneſs, round the Root 
of the Penis, Then let a Chicken or Pidgeon be 
ripp'd up and applied round the ulcerated Penis; 
and when that begins to cool apply another, repeating 
this ſeveral Times. This is one of the moſt effectual 
Methods that one can uſe to extract the Poiſon.

Upon the firſt Attack of the Diſeaſe too, let the 
Patient take every Morning, Theriac. Antiq. Zi. with 
Aquar. Fumar. iv. Bat old and weak People muſt 
take a ſmaller Dole. And in the Summer Time in- 
ſtead of Theriack, ſubſtitute Viper's Fleſh, eſpecially 
if the Patient is of a bilious Temperament. 

It will be proper alſo to let Blood, if the Age, 
Temperament, and Strength of the Patient permit. 
A gentle lenitive Purge is likewiſe of Uſe, as well as 
bathing with antipſorick Decoctions. 

In the mean Time let the Patient obſerve the 
Rules of Diet, Ec. to be given afterwards. 

But as ſoon as Puſtules and Pains begin to affect 
the Patient, this preſervative Method mult be left off, 
and Remedies muſt be uſed to extirpate the Diſeaſe. 
Beſides the Method above laid down is not always 


ſufficient to ſtop the Progreſs of the Poiſon, eſpecially 


if it is not made Ule of at the wy firit Appearance 
of an Ulcer.

The Diet muſt be varied according to the Confti- 
tution of the Patient, and the different ſpecifick Qua- 
lities of the Poiſon received.

either Heat or Cold. And when a cold moiſt Diet is 
neceſſary, it ought to be qualified with Cinnamon 
and Caſſia Lignea ; for thoſe two Spices are particu- 
larly good in this Diſeaſe. 

Exerciſe is of great uſe, to reſolve the morbid Hu- 
mours thrown upon the Articulations and membranous 
Parts. It ought to exceed the moderate, but not ſo 
much as to dry the Habit. The moſt proper Time 
for it is before Dinner and Supper. 

Cold and moiſt Air, eſpecially in the Night, is 
very hurtful in this Diſeaſe. 


Of the Uſe of Remedies, 


The firſt Thing to be done towards the Cure of 
this Diſeaſe while recent, is to let Blood, if a ple- 
thorick Habit requires, or the Age and Strength of 
the Patient allows it. It does alſo great Service, to 
open the hæmorrhoidal Veins, in People that are na- 
turally accuſtomed to a Diſcharge that Way, and to 
promote the Menſes if they are obſtructed or flow in 
too ſmall a Quantity. 

But when the Diſeaſe is grown inveterate, bleeding, 
eſpecially to any conſiderable Quantity, is not adviſe- 
able; for by its means the Pains become more violent, 
and the Ulcers acquire a greater Malignity. Beſides, 
the Weakneſs that neceſſarily attends the Diſeaſe, now 
that it has grown old, forbids bleeding. 

Some, not ſo reaſonably, prefer cupping, or the 
— of Leeches, to Phlebotomy, in this Diſ- 
ecaſe. 

After bleeding you muſt proceed to the Uſe of di- 
gerent Medicines, In the Choice of which you muſt 
be directed by the ſpecifick Quality of the contagious 
Matter, and the Nature of the predominating morbid 
Humours. The beſt Digerents are, Syrups of Endive, 
Hops, Fumitory, Honey of Roſes, Oxymel fimple and 


compound, aromatized with Cinnamon, Cali 1a Lignea 
and en. 


Let 
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Let Purges be given now and then, till uſing Di. 


gerents upon the intermediate Days; and for two or 
three Days before every Purge, it will be proper to 
go into the warm Bath. The Purges fit to be uſed in 
this Diſeaſe are Eccoproticks and Minoratives. And 
even theſe latter may be given at firſt, before any 
Digeſtion has been made, if the Veſſels are very full, 
They muſt be choſen according to the particular 
peccant Humour, The following are all good in 
their different Ways. Alves, Rbnbarb, Apgarick, Po. 
Iypody, Epithymum, and Myrobalans : Of theſe laſt 
the Indian are the beſt, eſpecially when the Diſeaſe is 
of long Standing: In this Caſe too Black Ilellebore is 


good, Lapis Laguli is ſtill better, and Senna is of 


great Uſe in this Diſeaſe. Theſe Minoratives may 
be taken either by the Mouth or adminiſtered in 
Glyſters. 

When the Diſeaſe is beroms mveterate, Melana- 
gogues are the beſt Purges ; but theſe ſharp Cathar- 


ticks muſt be cautiouſly managed in this Caſe, and 


where the Humours are of a Melancholick Craft 


for they ſometimes ſtimulate without diſcharging, and 
by that Means exaſperate the Diſeaſe. 


But we muſt not hope entirely to extirpate this 
Diſeaſe by Purgatives. To do this we mult call in 
other Helps, ſuch as Baths and Unguents. 


Of Bathing, 


Bathing in ſimple warm Water, or in Water 


wherein detergent Herbs have been boiled, 1s very 


ſerviceable in aſſiſting Nature to throw out the vitious 
Particles of the Blood by the cutaneous Emunctories. 


But it is only to be uſed by thoſe whoſe Habits are not 


much charged with fuperfluous Humours; for where 
a Cacochymy abounds bathing is very hurtful. 

But as this Diſeaſe of itſelf dries the Habit, the 
Bath ought not to be too hot; neither ought the 


Patient to ſtay in it too long, eſpecially if his Habit 


is lax, For the Degree of Heat, and the Time of 
continuing 
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6 Venereal Diſeaſes. or 
continuing in the Bath, muſt be different according 
to the Conſtitution of the Patient. ed: 

The propereſt Time to bath in 1s the Morning, 
after the Food of the former Day is perfectly digeſted. 
In the Evening bathing is bad, becaufe it ſtill more 
increaſes the Pains by agitating the Humours, which 
uſually about this T'ime are too apt to raiſe Commo- 
tions of their own Accord. 

After the Uſe of the Bath the Paticnt muſt beware 
of Cold; for which Reaſon, he ought not to ſtir 
abroad till the Day after he has bathed, eſpecially if 
the Air is any Way unwholeſome. 

Baths are ſometimes uſed to mitigate the Pains 3 to 
which Purpoſe Flowers of Chamomile, Melilote, Linſeed, 
Common Mallows, and Mar/h- Mallozvs, are uſed boiled 
in the Water, | 

Sometimes they are uſed as Preparatives to the Uſe 
of Unguents, eſpecially in the Cafe of Nodes. The 
Roots of Marſh-mallows, Lillies, Flozwer-de-Iuce, Snake- 
weed, Fenugreck and Linſeed, are proper Ingredients 
for that Purpoſe. Let the Patient therefore go into a 
Bath of this kind for ſeveral Days before he begins to 
uſe his Qintments, And let the Parts affected (with 
Nodes) be bathed, fomented and embrocated for a - 
full Hour together every Time; that the obſtructed

People of ſtrong Conſtitutions, and whoſe Habits 
are firm, and not much loaded with Humours, after 
the Diſeaſe 1s already pretty much ſubdued, ſometimes 
perhaps have got rid of their Nodes and Pains by ex- 
poling the affected Parts to the Steams of ftrong 
Wine poured upon hot Iron ; but I have known a 
great many who by this Practiſe have been thrown 
into putrid Fevers.

[| Throat, together with a Tatort. But on the other 


Hand, as it incides, penetrates, reſolves Nodes, dil- 
charges the venereal Poiſon, and cleanſes the Skin, 1 
deſerves to be looked upon as a good Medicine 1n 
this Diſeaſe. Beſides tho', when ufed in Fumigations, 
it hurts the Nerves, and occaſions paralytick Affections, 
it has none of thoſe bad Effects when adminiſtred in 
Ointments.

After the Plethora, if there was one, is removed 


by bleeding and purging, by one or both, according 


to the Patient $ Conſtitution, and the particular Qua-

Let the Patient be placed berwixt two Fires, and 
ſtrongly rubbed with a mercurial Ointment, from the 
Shoulders down to the Hands; and from the Coxæ all 
the Way to the Feet.

And to prevent the bad Ef- 
fects of Mercury upon the principal Parts, let tne 
Region of the Stomach, every Time before the mer- 
curial Unguent is applied, be rubbed with Oleum 
Nadu. or Maſtichinum warm, then ſwathed round 
with a Bandage; and let the Heart be at the ſame 
Time comforted with Cardiacks both externally and 


internally uſed, 


Let the Patient in the mean Time beware of Cold, 
and take Care not to change his Linnen till the Sa- 
livation is over. 

That the ſpitting may be the leſs interrupted, he 
muſt not ſleep much. 

For Food let him uſe Gellies of young Capons, 
and you may allow him to drink Wine reaſonably 
diluted. 

If in the mean time he be coſtive, a Glyſter or 
Suppoſitory, muſt be uſed. 

It the Diſcharge of Saliva is too great, let win 
hold in his Mourh * aſtringent Pills, or waſh it with 
aſtringent Decoctions. But I would put off this as 
long as poſſible, or omit it altogether, that a perfect 
Cure may be performed. 

About the Middle or latter End of the Spring is 
the beſt Seaſon to ſalivate in; the Summer is a good 


Scaſon too; but this Remedy is not to be tampered 
with in Winter. The

Beſides theſe Symptoms, the Limbs and nervous 
Parts were tormented with violent Pains, efpecially 
during the Night; tho* the Articulations could not pro- 
perly be ſaid to ſuffer by theſe Pains. In ſome they 
began to rage at the ſame Time that the Puſtules firſt 


appeared, ſometimes before the Eruption of the Puſ- 


tules, ſometimes after. Some had Pains without Puſ- 
tules, others had Puſtules without Pains, but the moſt 
Part of Patients had both. But they who bad the 
largeſt Crop of Puſtules were the leaſt affected with 


the Pains, In the mean time the Patients languiſhed, 


became emaciated, loſt their Appetite and Sleep, 
were conſtantly dejected or fretful, and had a perpe- 
tual Inclination to Lolling.

Beſides the Belly waz 
coſtive, and the Fæces mucous and dry. 

Such was the Shape in which this Diſeaſe firſt ap- 
peared, * But now that the occult Poyſon in the Air, 
to which it owed its Riſe, is exhauſted, and the DiC. 
eaſe communicated only by Contagion, it has in ſe- 
veral Things changed its Appearance. For within 
about 20 Years after this Malady firſt diſcovered itſelf 
the Puſtules diminiſhed, and the Gummata increaſed, 
as to their Numbers. Beſides the Puſtules, when any 
appeared, were dryer than formerly, and the Fam 
more ſevere. Again, within theſe laſt ſix Years, o- 
ther conſiderable Alterations have happened. For 
now there is very little Eruption, and ſcarce any 
Pains are felt, and when the Patient has any Pains at 
all they are much milder than they were before. But 
on the other Hand, the Gammata are become much 
more numerous than. formerly, and, which did not 
happen before, the Hairs fall of. Which Symptom 
is not owing to the Uſe of Mercury, but to the alter- 
ed Shape of the Diſeaſe. Beſides the Teeth grow 
looſe 1 in ſome drop out. 

In ſome, who have loſt the Hair of their Beard by 
this Diſeaſe, I have found a white mucilaginous Mat- 
ter extended under the Skin of the Part *.

From the other Method of Cure, viz. by Sweat. 
ing, the Kidneys, or Liver, and ſometimes the whole 
Habit, contract a warm Intemperature. This is te 
be corrected by Emollients and cooling Detergents; 


and afterwards by lenitive Purges. 


To prevent Relapſes. 


If one who has formerly labour'd under this Diſeaſe, 
ſhould afterwards receive a Wound or the like, which 
proves more obſtinate againſt the Power of Remedies 
than can otherwiſe be accounted for; or if a Bone, 
when it is accidentally laid bare, appears carious or 
dry, like ſeaſoned Wood, you may juſtly ſuſpect 
that the Diſeaſe has not been quite extirpated, and 
conclude that it will again break out. 

In order therefore to prevent Relapſes, by reſtoring 
the general Maſs of Fluids to a ſound State; let the 
Patient, for two Years after the Cure, keep ſtrictly 
to his Regimen, and avoid all Errors in eating and 
drinking, and in the Reſt of the Non-naturals. And 
for a long Time let him frequently repeat the Uſe of 
Mercurial, Hydragogue, and Melanagogue Purges.

PHREE Thouſand Spaniards were about

keep up a chearful Mind with agreeable Amuſements, 
and baniſh all uneaſy Paſſions, 
Relapſe, let him for four Months after the Cure be- 
ware of Exceſs either in eating, or drinking of Wine, 


and confine himſelf to a proper Diet, abſtaining from 


Fiſh, from ſalted Meat, Pork, Water Fowls, and 
all ſuch Food as generates falt Phlegm, or melan- 
cholick Humours.

Some of the Germans are ſo worn out by the Uſe 
of Mercury and a bad Regimen, that the Wood has 
no manner of Effect upon them. 

In Spain they give Cyathum ; of a ſtrong *Decoction 
of Guaiacum three Times a Day, the Patient con- 
ſtantly keeping his Bed, and uſing no other Food 
than a little Biſcuit, and Prunes, or Raiſins, and 
drinking nothing, but (the ſame) Decoction.

By the Uſe of Mercury, the Gums and Throat 
ſometimes become painful and ulcerated, tho? People 
of F ſanguine Conſtitutions are leſs ſubject than others 
to theſe Accidents.

LVNVot long after it had broke out in 
Italy, it made its Progreſs into Germany, where it 
raged more than it had done any where elle in Europe, 
which I cannot help aſcribing to our national Intem- 
perance, For the Germans, who indulge themſelves 
to an Exceſs both in eating and drinking, generally 
ſuffer the moſt violent Symptoms, and labour longell 
under this Diſeaſe of any People. Whereas ſuch as 
live ſoberly are the moſt mildly affected with it. 
It is now become ſo much milder than it was at 
firſt, that it ſcarce ſeems to be the ſame Diſeaſe; tor 
ar firſt the Ulcers reſembled Acorns both in their F.. 
gure and Size. They were prominent, rough, and 
diſcharged an abominable Matter of fuch a violent 
Fetor, that the very Smell was reckoned infectious. 
The Colour of the Puſtules was betwixt black and 
green; but they were not very painful, except {uct 
as were inflamed. | 
For the firſt ſeven Years or more after this Diſcal 
appeared in Germany, it uſed to ſeize even ſuch as had 
no Commerce with the infected, and the Symptoms 
were very violent; but in theſe later Times it . 5

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bably for the moſt Part catched by Coition, and its 


abominable Vileneſs is abated 3 for the Ulcers are now 
ſmall, and not very prominent nor hard: Tho? ſome- 
times the Diſeaſe puts on a worſe Shape, and covers 
the Skin with a dry, ſcaly, ſpreading Scab. 

Philoſophers, in their Enquiries into the Cauſes of 
this Diſeaſe, generally agreed, that at the Time of its 
firſt Eruption, Lakes, Springs, Rivers, 4nd even 
Seas, were corrupted by ſome poiſonous Ferment in 
the Air, which was thence communicated to the 
Bodies of Animals. For even other Animals beſides 
Man have been found affected with the fame Malady, 
In ſome Places the cating of Peaſe was forbid, be- 
cauſe the Infection was imputed to a Kind of Fly 
which bred in them. The Uſe of Swine's Fleſh too 
as prohibited, upon account of an Eruption (ſup- 
poſed to be of the ſame Nature, or indeed the very 
lame with that in the French Diſcaſe) with which that 
Animal was affected. The Aſtrologers charged it 
upon malignant Conjunctions of the Planets, and 
Eclipſes of the Sun. And the Phyſicians upon de- 
prayed Humours, as Bile, Pibuita, Cc. 


The Deſcription, 

It appears in ſo many different Shapes, that one 
would think all other Diſcaſes were ſummed up in 
this. Among other Symptoms, the Joints are ſeized 
with acute Pains, at firſt without any ſwelling, but 
afterwards Tumours ariſe, and Collections and Tu— 
beroſities are formed. Theſe when they are become 
callous give inexpreſſible Torment, which is the moſt 
intolerable Symptom that attends the Diſeaſe. From 
theſe Tumours Pains of all Kinds are darted thro* 
the whole Body, and the more ſlowly that they ſup- 
purate tne Pains are fo much the more ſevere. I had 


once a Tumour of this Kind upon one of my Ankles ; 


it became callous, and remained for eight Years in 
Spite of all the Force of Ointments and Fumigations; 
tor they had not the leaſt Effect either in ſoftening or 
bringing it to a Suppuration. In ſhort, it ſeemed to 
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134 A Synopſis of the Hiflory and Cure 
be quite a Bone, but it is now entirely diffipated by 
the Means of Guaiacum. | 

The Tuberoſities, Collections, Sinuſes and Nodes 
are proper to the Diſeaſe, and not owing to the Uſe 
of Quickſilver, as the greateſt Part of the Germay 
Phyſicians are of Opinion, For [ have known man 
(and among the Reſt my Father) affected with theſe 
Symptoms, who had never been touched with any 
Mercurial Ointment. 

The Diſeaſe breaks out in ſmall Ulcers within the 
Pudenda in Women, The Nerves become contracted 
and hardened, ſometimes diſtended and lax. The 
Severity of the Pains frequently raiſes ſuch a Horror 
as is uſual in the Paroxyſm of an Ague. Abſceſſes 
puſh out, which ſometimes end in Cancers, or Fiſtulas, 
or long running Ulcers, which oftentimes grow fo pu- 
trid and corr0/tve, that they lay the Bones bare, fo that 
they become carious, and ſuffer a very dangerous 
Corruption. F 
After the Patient has long carried this tedious Diſ- 
eaſe about with him, he becomes quite waſted to a 
Skeleton. A Phthiſis enſues, and the Viſcera run with 
Sanies, Many are ſeized with a Cachexy and Leuco- 
Prlegmatia. In ſome the urinary Bladder is ulcerated 
and for the moſt part the Stomach and Liver are quite 
deſtroyed (as to their Functions) in this Diſeaſe. 
Sometimes the Diſeaſe ends in a genuine Gout, 
ſometimes in a Palſy or Apoplexy ; and it frequenty 
brings on a Leproſy, 


As to the Cure of this Diſeaſe, the Surgeons at firſt 


ſet about it with Cauſticks, but as it was an endlels 
Work to burn every Ulcer, they had Recourſe to 
Mercurial Unctions, which is a Medicine that I have 
no Reaſon to recommend; for the Uſe of theſe Oint- 
ments deſtroys the Appetite, produces Vertigos, Mad- 
neſs, Tremors, ſometimes partial, ſometimes univer- 
ſal and incurable ones. I have feen ſome ſuffocated 


by a Swelling of their Throat, and others have died 


of a Suppreſſion of Urine, from the Uſe of Mer- 
cury, And after all theſe Troubles and FANS [ 
ave 
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have known very few recover by its Means who 
have not in a ſhort Time relapſed “. 


For my own Part, I ſtruggled with this Diſeaſe for 


nine whole Years, in which Time I underwent eleven 
6) ivations, beſides the Uſe of other Remedies. 

To prevent the bad Effects of Mercury upon my 
Mouth, I uſed, as often as I was anointed, to hold a 
Piece of Allom in my Cheek till it melted. My 
loints, and the ulcerated Parts I uſed to foment with 


Decoctions of W/ormwood, Chamomile, Hyſſop, Penny- 


royal, Sage, and the like, prepared with Wine and 
Water. For ſome Time I uſed to apply to the Ulcers 
an Ointment compoſed of Allom, Verdigreaſe, Honey 
and Vinegar, in equal Quantities. After that I uſed to 
waſh them with Lime-water, and keep applied to 


them linnen Compreſſes dipt in the fame, By this 


Means I got rid of the Pains, the Swellings ſubſided, 
the Ulcers too were cleanſed, and their Heat and In- 
flammation removed. In ſhort, I do not know any 
thing more effectual for theſe Purpoſes ; and by this 
Medicine alone I have reſcued myſelf from imminent 
Deſtruction. Sometimes I uſed to take a Purge of 
Caſſia. I ſweat frequently, and let Blood, often by 
Cupping. I uſed too, when I was in [taly, to ſwal— 
low every Morning about the Bulk of a Walnut, of 
the Re/ine of Turpentine, whick kept my Belly open, 
and ſtrengthned my Stomach, By this Means, toge- 
ther with an abſtemious Way of Living, both as to eat- 
ing and drinking, I ſupported myſelf better than could 
have been expected, conſidering my Circumſtances, 
By ſuch Helps I could indeed make the Diſeaſe tole- 
rable, but not entirely extirpate it. This Taſk re- 
mained to Guatacum, which alone performed it.

* It is no Wonder that Mercury proved {o unſucceſsful and dan- 
gerous, conſidering the Method in which it was managed; for our 
Author fays, that they uſed to apply their Ointments two, three or 
tour Times a Day, ſome of them beſmearing the whole Body, while 
at the ſame time the Patient obſerved no Manner of Rules as to Diet, 
Mt eat and drank as uſual,

This Wood vas firſt brought to us from the Ia 

Iiſpagnola; the Inhabitants of Which are as epidemi. 
cally alfected with this Diſeaſe, as the Europeans with 
the Small-Pox; and this Wood is all the Remedy 
that they uſe againſt it. 

Of this Wood that which is the heavieſt, blackeſt, 
and molt abounds with Reſin is the beſt. 

This Medicine agrees with the Inhabitants of all 
Climates, and with Patients of whatever Age, Sex, 
Conſtitution, or Habit; only the Quantity of Food, 
and of Decoction muſt be varied according to the 
Differences of theſe, 

The Manner of preparing 1t is as follows. Take 
aà Pound of Guaiacum reduced to ſmall Pieces, to 
1 Shavings, Raſpings, or Powder; let it be macerated 
for twenty four Hours in I vii. of Fountain, River, 
or (which I uied) Well Water; then let it boil ina

This Wood is alone ſufficient for the Cure of the 
French Pox. Its Virtues are not at all increaſed, 
they may poſſibly be diminiſhed, by its being com- 
ounded with other Ingredients. 

The Summer, at leaſt in Germany, is a more favou- 
rable Time for the Adminiſtration of this Medicine 
than Winter, and the Spring, than Autumn. The 
Beginning of Summer, while the Seaſon 1s not yet 
very hot, is better than towards its Middle. 

The Patient while he uſes this Medicine, muſt keep 
himſelf in a cloſe Room, warmed with a conſtant 
Fire, or ina Stove. And to prepare him for the Uſe 
of theſe Decoctions, let his Food in the firſt Place be 
diminiſhed by one fourth Part, afterwards by a third, 
and a little after this by the half, of his ordinary 
Quantity. And let his Wine be much diluted with 
Water. His Belly muſt be opened too, either by ſuch 
a Purgative as may expel Part of the morbid Matter,

TW they wanted only to be cicatrized, I deſigned to con- 


tinue drinking ſtil], but my Phyſician adviſed me to 
venture abroad, which I did, and in forty Days Time 
my Ulcers were cicatrized, tho? I made a long Jour- 
ney in the mean Time in a ſharp Winter. I imputed 
the ſlowneſs of my Cure to my eating more liberally 
than I ought to have done, and to drinking too weak 
Decoctions. For I did not uſe above five Pounds of 
the Wood, whereas ſome uſe eight, and others ten. 
But my Phyſician was led into this Error, by the na- 
tural Thinneſs of my Habit, and my being en 
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by the long Duration of the Diſeaſe, Whereas thoſe 
who are brought low by this Malady ſhould rather 
drink the Decoction more liberally than others. For 
this Medicine cures inſenſibly, and without any violent 
Effects. 

In the mean Time no external Remedies are to be 
applied, excepting, in Caſe of Ulcers, Ung. alb. 
Camphoratum ; ſome for this Purpoſe uſe only the Scum 
that riſes from the Wood in boiling, either in its li- 
quid Form, or dried and powdered. 


Of the Regimen during the Cure, 


During this Courſe ſome confine the Patient to white 
Bread and Raiſins, allowing him no animal Food ex- 
cept once a Day, at Dinner, a little Chicken Broth. 
Ochers allow half a Chicken or a Quarter of a Hen to 
Dinner, and only Bread and Raiſins to Supper. Some 
give Borage as a Pot-herb along with the Chicken Fleſh. 
The ſecond Decoction is to be drunk cold at Meals. 

Some continue this ſpare Diet during the whole 
Time of the Cure. Others increaſe the Quantity of 
Food a little upon the 15th and 2oth Days. But in 
ſhort, this Medicine requires an empty Stomach, and 
one cannot uſe too low a Diet along with it. For tho? 
the Appetite becomes more craving every Day, the 
more that one endures Hunger during the Uſe of this 
Medicine, the Cure is both the more ſpeedy, and the 
more perfect. | 

But to ſay more, this Medicine is not only ineffec- 
tual but dangerous, if the Patient does not, during its 
Ute, ſubmit to a very ſpare Diet. 

Some, I know, are afraid leſt ſuch a Regimen 
ſhould occaſion a Phthi/is or Hectick Fever in Pa- 
tients of warm dry Temperaments. This is my own 
Complexion, and yet I eſcaped thoſe Misfortunes for 
all my ſtarving Diet. Nor have I ſeen any ſuffer in 
that Manner from the Uſe of Guaiacum, and a low 
Regimen, 
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abſtain entirely from all Manner of Meat and Drink, 


dure. Hunger With the more Patience, uſed to * Gyath 
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The Decoction of this Wood has it{clf a nouriſhing 
reficient Quality, tho* ſuch only as ſubmit to a Boks 
Regimen, are ſenſible of it. And they tell us tha 
none ever dropt for Want of Food, that drank theſe 
Decoctions duly. 

Beſides there is no Danger of ſtarving from ſuch a 
Diet. For, if we may take Pliny's Word for it, 
none ever died of Hunger before the 7th Day, and the 
moſt Part hold out till the gth. And we mcet with 
Inſtances in other good Authors, of ſome who have 
lived without any Suſtenance (except ſome who uſed 
Water) for three, four, or ſeven Weeks, And the 
fame Pliny from his own Knowledge, relates that the 
Scytbians would ſometimes tor twelve Days together, 


except ſome Herbs that they kept in their Mouths, 
The Appetite begins to grow very keen towards the 
ſixth or tenth Day of this Courſe, And tho? the Pa- 
tient ſeems to be in Danger of ſinking for Want of 
Food, I would not have chim increaſe the Quantity, 
but ſupport his Spirits with the Smell of hot Bread, 
or by holding to his Mouth a roaſted Onion, or by th 
Smell of Wine, Honey and Vinegar (eſpecially of 
Rojes) Apples, Muſtard, of Aromaticks, Cardiacks, 
and Cephalicks.

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Some are of Opinion that a ſpare Diet alone is ſuffi- 
cient to cure this Diſeaſe. It is no Doubt a good Help, 
but I cannot believe that, without the Aſſiſtance of 
Medicine, 1t will perform the Cure. For my own 
Part, I ſtarved mylelf for three whole Years, and re- 
duced my Habit to the laſt Thinneſs. During that 
Time I continued indeed free of Symptoms, but for 
all that the Diſeaſe ſtill lurked in my Habit. | 

Some have been cured of the Gout by Abſtinence, 
and a poor Diet alone. 

During the Uſe of this Medicine, the Patient muſt 
abſtain entirely from every Thing that 1s ſharp and 
acrid, eſpecially from Salt. For there ſeems to be 
ſuch an Enmity between the Nature of Salt and of 
Cuaiacum, that the uſe of the former deſtroys the Vir- 
tues of the latter. 

The Uſe of Wine muſt be no leſs carefully avoided ; 
for it not only prevents the Succeſs of the Medicine, 
but renders its uſe dangerous. Some dread it fo much, 

that they forbid caſting it for a Month after the Cure 

is compleated. Becauſe the Action of this Medicine, 

which procceds for a long Time aſter it is laid aſide, 
ought not to be interrupted. 

The Patient muſt no leſs religiouſly abſtain from 
Venery, for it is extreamly * dangerous during this 
Method of Cure. And of all that have as yet taken 
this Remedy in Germany, only one has died under its 
Ule, and that was owing to a Trefpats of this Kind. 

In fhort, Wine and Venery, tho? they were nothing 
repugnant to Guaiacum, are very noxious in this Di- 
ſeaſe, as appears from the Writings of a great many 
Phyſicians. 

In the mean Time, the Patient muſt lay afide all 
Care, Anxiety, and grave Studies. He muſt ſhun 
all turbulent and uneaſy Paſſions, and amuſe himſelf 
as agreeably as poſſible with Muſick, chearful Con-

Gentle Frictions I take to be very good during thi 
Courſe, The Head too ſhould be frequently rubbed 
with warm Cloaths, and the Hair combed. 

Bur Bathing is not at all neceſſary, And they why 
underſtand the Nature of this Remedy, forbid the 
waſhing of the Head, except very ſeldom; and even 
the Hands are never to be waſhed with cold Water. 

This Medicine has different Effects upon the Belly, 
For ſome Patients it renders coſtive, in others it occa- 
ſions a Looſeneſs. Sometimes it proves binding at 
firſt, and afterwards opening; or opening at firſt, and 
afterwards conſtipating. 

But for the moſt part, during this Proceſs the Pa- 
tient ſeldom goes to Stool, and the Fæces are hard, 
He may ſafely enough, while under this Diet, pals 
five or ſx Days without a Stool, But when he ex- 
ceeds that Time, let him take in the Morning 35 of 
the Filings of Guaiacum boiled in Water. If this 
does not anſwer let it be repeated the next, and if it 
has not yet ſucceeded, the third Day. But when it 
has been thus repeated to no Purpoſe (as it happened 
to me) a Stool muſt be procured by a Glyſter or Sup- 
poſitory. A Doſe of Caſia, in my Opinion, might 
not be much amiſs in ſuch a Caſe, provided it is only 
given once, and the Patient abſtains that Morning 
from his Decoct ion. . 

Theſe Decoctions diſcharge the Materials of the 
Diſeaſe in ſome by Urine and Sweat, in others by 
Stool.

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Load. Beſides I would not adviſe forcing a Sweat at 
all, by any other Methods than by confining the Pa- 
tient for three or four Hours to his Bed. In ſhort, I 
would by all means have the Patient to ſweat, and if 
this Diſcharge does not come of itſelf, I would have 
it provoked, but gently, and without the Help of 
great Fires and over-heated Stoves. For, as I take 
it, by the Means of Cuaiacum the Patient may ſweat 


ſufficiently under a ſlight Covering. 
The Virtues of Guaiacum, 


This Wood has a peculiar Property in extirpating 
the venereal Diſeaſe; and I give no Credit to thoſe 
who promile to perform the ſame Cure by Decoctions 
of Juniper, Oak, Ajh, or Pine. 

Guatacum is moſt effectual againſt this Diſeaſe. when 
it is become inveterate. For I have known thoſe who 
have for a long Time languiſhed under this Malady, 
both ſooner and more perfectly cured by this Wood, 
than others who have been affected only with a recent 
Foulneſs of the Skin. | 

But in the mean time it carries off the Diſeaſe only 
by Degrees. And it is ſo far from mitigating the 
Symptoms at once, that, for the moſt Part, for the 
firſt fifteen Days that it is uſed the Diſeaſe ſeems to 
grow worſe than ever, the Pains become more acute, 
and the Ulcers ſpread. |

Of Mercury, 


Mercurial Ointments muſt be very cautiouſly uſed. 
For, according to Avicenna, Mercury ſometimes pro- 
duces very miſchievous Effects, as Epilepſies, Apo-

But if, after ſufficient Digeſtion, Evacuation, Re- 
vulfion, Sc. together with a regular Management of 
the Non-naturals, the Pains and Puſtules ſtill remain, 
Mercurial Ointments may with Caution be applied to 
thoſe Parts that are moſt affected with Pain. 

Or let the Arms and Legs be anointed, for by that 
Means the Pains and Puſtules of the other Parts may 
poſhbly be removed. A great many have been per- 
fectly cured of this Diſeaſe and its Pains by Mercury 


dus uſed : tho ſometimes, where the morbid Matter

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is very plentiſul, the Pains, after they have been re. 
moved by Mercury return with greater Severity than 
ever. 

In order to prepare the Patient for the Uſe of Mer. 
cury, let a minorative or lenitive Purge be in the firſt 
Place adminiſter'd. The next Day let him take a 
Draught of ſome detergent Syrup and diſtilled Water, 
On the third Day in the Evening when he goes to 
Bed, let kim ſparingly anoint his Arms, Legs, Soles 
of his Feet and Palms of his Hands, with a Mercu- 
rial Ointment : But according to Avicenna's Advice 
no Mercurials muſt be applied near the Stomach or 
other noble Parts. The next Morning let him take 

another Julep, and repeat it every Morning white he 
uſes his Ointment, which he mult apply for three 
ſucceſſive Evenings. Aſter this give a Purge, to de- 
termine the Humours downwards and prevent the 
Soreneſs, Swelling, Sc. of the Mouth; and after- 
wards let the Patient daily -uſe ſome detergent Medi- 
Cine, ſuch as the Syrupus de Epithymo, 
Let the Ointment be ſuch as the following.

After bleeding, gentle Purges muſt be frequently 
repeated, If the Patient is tormented with Pains in 
his Joints, let the Pilulz de Hermoda#ylis be added to 


the other Purgatives. .

After purging, let the Patient in the Morning faſt- 


ing go into an emollient, detergent Bath, moderately 


warm, to remain in it for about twenty Minutes;

8 The Diagnoſis. 

The Symptoms which precede this Diſeaſe are, 
Pain of the Head and Limbs, a Change of Colour 
in the Face, Swelling of the Eyes, a torpid State of 
Mind, Indolence of the Body, and fœtid Sweats in 
the Night Time, but eſpecially in the Morning, A 
Starting out of the firſt Sleep, a twitching Senfation 
in the Skin, as if it were bit by Fleas, and a ſenſi- 
ble Weight upon the Os Pubis towards the Groins. 


Theſe Signs are the more to be depended upon if in 


the mean time the Appetites for eating and drinking 
remain entire; for in this Diſeaſe the Appetite is 
commonly pretty keen, tho? in ſome it is diminiſhed 
about the Beginning of the Diſeaſe. 

The Signs of the preſent Diſeaſe are, long or 
broad cruſty Ulcers, which eaſily become dry, and 
the Cruſts fall off in a concave Form, reſembling 
Acorn Cups, while the, Parts from which they 
drop continue raiſed above the reſt of the Skin. 
Some of thoſe Ulcers become very prominent and al- 
ſume a pyramidal Shape, throwing out a Sanies like 
the Oil of Nuts.

After the Puſtules, Sc. have diſappeared, the 
Head and Joints are ſeized with very violent Pains ; 
the Bones of the Fore-arms and Legs are alſo affected 
with a moſt tormenting Pain, attended with a Hard- 
neſs and Swelling. Theſe Pains are progreſſive, 
gnawing and pungent 3 and when you touch thoſe 
Tumours you will feel the Part hot, and bedewed 
with a ſubtile Sweat. When this Pain goes off the 
Nodes break, and throw out a virulent Sanies, form- 
ing malignant and very troubleſome Ulcers. 

After the Eruption in this Diſeaſe has vaniſhed, 
the Blood, drawn from a Vein, coagulating, puts on 


a livid or cineritious Colour; and this is one of the 


Signs by which one may be aſſured that there has 
been an Eruption, 1 5 


The Prognoſis. 


1. If the Puſtules break out, ripen, and burſt ſpeedi- 
ly, if the Eruption proceeds eaſily, and without any 
troubleſome Symptoms; if no bad Accidents appear, 


ſuch as exceſſive Pain, or Difficulty of Breathing, and 


if ſuch Remedies as uſe to do Service ſoon diſcover 


their good Effects; you may conclude that the Diſ- 


eaſe is favourable, and may be cured in a ſhort Time. 
2, But if the oppoſite Conditions appear, if the Puſ- 
tules make their Way outwards ſlowly, and the E- 


ruption be attended with formidable Symptoms, ſuch 


as a Syncope or Dyſpnæa, while the moſt approved Re- 
medies are uſed to little Purpoſe, the Diſeaſe is ſcarce 
or not at all curable.

The Cure. 


This Diſeaſe is now become more obſtinate againſt 
Remedies than it was formerly 3 for a great many 
Practitioners, who ſome Years ago were very ſuccek- 
ful in the Management of the Pox, now apply all 
their Skill to little Purpoſe. I take one Reaſon of 
this to be the greater Negligence of the Patients 
themſelves, ſince the Diſeaſe 15 now grown familiar, 
and no longer abhorred, _ 

In order to the Cure, the morbid Humours muſt 
firſt be diſcharged by a gentle minorative Purge, if 
the Diſeaſe has been but lately contracted; by a 
ſtronger one if it is inveterated: and in Caſe of a 
Plethora bleeding is the firſt Thing to be done. 

But neither bleeding nor purging are to be admit- 
ted while Nature is throwing out the Materia Mori 
in Form of Puſtules upon the Surface of the Skin. 

After purging, let the Patient for ſome Days, 
Morning and Evening, take a Doſe of ſome digerent

This Diſeaſe is extreamly contagious, and is com- 
municated by wearing the Clothes of the infected, by 
eating or drinking out of the ſame Plate or Cup 
with them, by lying in the ſame Bed with them, but 
elpecially by Coition. The Indians fay, that it is a 
Taſk impoſed upon the Female Sex to propagate this 
Diſeaſe, and very few of the Europeans who have 


had Commerce with the Indian Women have eſcaped 
i. | 
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They who catch this Diſeaſe in the Indies become 
leprous, their Limbs are contracted, and their Fleſh 
deyoured with cancerous Ulcers. 
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But it is not ſo violent nor ſo dangerous there as in 
Spain, and the colder Countries. The Indians eaſily 
get rid of it;“ for by Means of Guaiacum they cure 
themſelves with as little Difficulty as the Spaniards do 


the Itch: Nay they are leſs alarmed at that Diſeaſe 
than the Spaniards are at this. 


The Indians ſometimes, 9 thoſe upon the 


Continent, as ſoon as they ſuſpect an Infection, have 
Recourſe to Guaiacum, and abſtain from Women for 
a long Time.

Or the Humours may be. diſcharged by ſuch Parts as

The Pains grow more ſevere towards the ſecond 
or third Day after the Patient begins to anoint. 

After purging, let the Syrups and Ointments be 
repeated as before, adminittring ſtronger Digerents 
internally, and increaſing the Quantity of Mercury 
and Theriack in the Ointment.

Diagnoſis. 


Its more certain and eſſential Signs are Puſtules in- 


clining to ſomewhat of Hardneſs among the Roots of 


the Hairs, a ſqualid Colour of the Head, Forehead, 
and other Parts of the Body, and Excoriation of the 
Mouth. But we are ſtill the more ſure of the Pre- 
ſence of this Diſeaſe, if the Patient after Sleep feels a 
Weight and Pain in his Head, which begin their 
Attack about Sun-ſet, and in the Morning abate. 
This Pain reaches towards the Shoulders, the Patient 
grows indolent, heavy, and drowſy, the Colour of 
his Skin becomes pale or yellowiſh, and the Pains 


are attended with a Feveriſhneſs. It is alſo a certain 


Sign of this Diſeaſe if the Penis is affected with hard, 
callous, obſtinate Ulcers, eſpecially if a Bubo upon 
the Groin has preceded.

Baths, or Decoctions of Guaiacum, or Exerciſe, the 
morbid Matter muſt firſt be digeſted by detergent 
Syrups, &c. and afterwards diſcharged, For while 


the Diſeaſe is as yet in its firſt Stage, the Strength of 


the Patient entire, and the morbifick Matter in a ſmall 
Quantity, Evacuation and Exerciſe are for the moſt 
Part ſuficient to the Cure. 


Of Guaiacum. 


This Wood is aperient, diuretick, drying, lenitive, 
and detergent. It diſſipates ſuperfluous Humidities, 
and is very friendly to the Stomach when burdened 
with Phlegm. Ir corrects the Faults of the Liver and 
Spleen, depurates the Blood, and diſcharges by the 
inteſtinal Emunctories depraved Humours, eſpecially 
ſuch as are of a cold Nature. It expels the Stone. It 
is friendly to the Nerves, and gives Relief in the 
Gout and Leproſy. It cures Fiſtulas, Ulcers, the 
French Pox; reſolves hard Apoſtems, opens Abſceſſes, 
cleanſes, deterges, and cicatrizes Ulcers. It removes 
Caries of the Bones, and ſoftens rigid and contracted 
Tendons. It is good againſt the Palſy, the Aſibma, 
corrects a bad Breath, and cures the Angina. 

The beſt is that which 1s new, and cut from a thick 
Tree; of a cineritious Colour, reſinous, fragrant, 
ponderous, with a blackiſh Bark, its Pith large and 
very black. In ſhort, the Proof of good Guaiacum 
is its ſinking in Water. —_ 

The Patient muſt begin to uſe this Medicine, 
the next Day after he has taken a Purge. Let him 
take Zviii. of the firſt Decoction, prepared of tbii. 
of the Wood, to tbxvi. of Water boiled gently, after 
twenty four Hours digeſting, into Ibv111. or Ibv. ac- 
cording to the Condition, Sc. of the Patient. It muſt 
be taken in the Morning warm, and the Patient muſt 
lie well covered with Clothes, in order to provoke the 
dwating.

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Clothes, after which let him ſweat again till he;

Or if his anointing late is attended with 
any  Uneaſineſs, he may uſe his Ointments in the 
Morning, after he has breakfaſted upon Toaſt and 
Wine, or the Yelks of a few new laid Eggs. For a 
thoſe Ointments enervate the Conſtitution; and weaken 
the Tone of the Stomach, they ought not to be ap- 
plied while the Stomach is empty. b 
Beſides, further to prevent the Weakneſs which 
a theſe Unguents occaſion, corroborating Ingredients 
muſt be mixed with them, ſuch as good Theriack, the 
Ung.

This Remedy muſt not be adminiſtred in any of 
either the three Winter or three Summer Months. 
The Patient's Room muſt be kept very cloſe, eſpe- 
cially while he is anointing, ſo that not the leaſt cold 
Air may ruſh in.

If the Patient after the Application of the Ointments 
does not fall into a Sweat, it muſt be provoked by 
applying hot Bricks, ſprinkled with ſome aromatick 
Wine, to his Soles and Sides, and by placing under 
the Bed a Chaffing-Diſh full of Coals, and fo let him 
ſweat for two or three Hours. a 1 Hh, 

After the Patient has anointed for three ſucceſſive 
Days, give a gentle Purge to diſcharge Part of the 
copious Humours which are now in Motion. But 
it Nature begins an Evacuation by the Mouth it muſt 
not be interrupted. 

The Ointments muſt not be laid aſide till the 
Gums ſwell, or ſome conſiderable Diſcharge either 
by Salivation, or Stool, or Urine, or Sweat begins, 
or till the Patient finds himſelf greatly relieved from 
his troubleſome Symptoms, the Puſtules, Abſceſſcs, 
and Pains, and till the Ulcers begin to heal. If beſides

Of Fumigaling. 


This Diſeaſe is both more eaſily and ſooner cure 
by Mercury adminiftred in Fumigation than in Oint- 
ment; but this Method is more violent than the other, 
and if not managed with great Skill and Caution 5 
attended with greater Danger. This Remedy there- 
fore muſt not be ventured in aſthmatick, or phthiſica, 
or hydropick, or weak Patients. But where the Di- 
eaſe is of long Standing, and the Patient robuſt, after 
other Methods of Cure have been proved unſucceſsful, 
it is proper. Therefore 
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Therefore after the Patient's Body has been prepared 
for this Operation, he muſt be put naked into a 
Sweating-box, with his Head out, where he is to re- 
ceive the Steams of Mercury, Sc. all over his Body 
till he ſweats 3 then he muſt be put into a well-warmed 
Bed to continue the ſweating for ſome time. Some

During the Fumigation let the Patient have his 


Mouth full of common Oil, and let him take Care 
not to change his Shirt till three Fumigations are over. 
The Patient in every Article muſt obſerve the 
Rules laid down for his Management under the Uſe 
of Mercurial Ointments. And if his Strength is not 
ſufficient to undergo this Proceſs every Day, let it be

It is obſervable in this Diſeaſe, that thoſe 
who have few or no Puſtules are generally moſt 
tormented with the Pains 3. and beſides ſuch. have in- 
ward. Abſceſſes, as appears upon opening the Bodies 
of thoſe who, have died of the Pox, For theſe Rea- 
ſons the principal curative Intention, which Nature 
points out, and which is found to be the moſt ſuc- 
ceſsfully purſued, is to determine the morbid Matter 
to the Skin. This is done very effectually by the 
Means of Guaiacum; which beſides its ſudorifick and 
diuretick Virtue is endued with a ſpecifick one againſt 
the Diſeaſe, ES AY 

But before the Patient begins to uſe this 
Medicine, he muſt be purged more or leſs as the 
-Tkilful Phyſician ſhall find proper. 


Ihe Decoctions of this Wood ought to be doubly 
ſtronger in Winter than in Summer; the ſtronger 
they are, and the larger the Doſes that the Patient 
uſes, he is the ſooner and more effectually cured. Old 
People, and thoſe that are the moſt deeply affected 
with this Diſeaſe, require the largeſt Quantities.

Exercite, if his Starving and plentiful Sweating 
have not weakened him too much for that, will 
greatly promote the Cure. Frictions too are recom- 
mended by all that Practiſe in this Diſeaſe. 

Let the Patient rather fleep little than too much. 
Some give a Purge upon the fifteenth Day of this 
Couric, and another at the End. But the Purges here 
muſt be of the gentle Kind. g 


All agree in this, that in every Caſe the Uſe of this 


Remedy ought to be continued for thirty Days toge- 
ther. For tho' ſome are in ten or fifteen Days Time 
freed of all their Symptoms, if they do not continue 
the Uſe of the Wood for thirty Days, they muſt ex- 
pect a Relapſe more troubleſome than the firſt Dit- 
eaſe. There are others, who after they have purſued 
this Courſe for twenty, or twenty four Days, do not 
find the leaft Benefit from it; nay, ſome even grow 
worſe, and become more deeply affected with Ulcers 
than before, who, for all that, if they obſtinately 
perſiſt in the Uſe of this Medicine, will at laſt find 
a wonderful and ſudden Change for the better : whereas 
if they ſhould leave it off before this, they muſt run 
a great Hazard of their Lives.

Diag noſis. 


The principal Sign of this Diſeaſe is the Appear- 
ance of Puſtules upon the Extremity of the Penis in 
Men, or the Orifice of the Vulva, or Neck of the 
Uterus in Women, together with an itching in thoſe 
Parts, where it moſt commonly firſt appears. Thoſe 
Puſtules for the moſt part become ulcerated. I ſay 
for the moſt part, becauſe I have ſeen ſome Patients 
with indurated Puſtules of the warty kind, Sometimes 
the Mouth is affected with the Thruſh, the Uvula 
is corroded, as alſo the Cartilages of the Noſe, and 
the Trachea Arteria, in which Caſe the Patient for the 
moſt part dies. Beſides the Puſtules are ſcattered over 
the whole Face and Skin of the Head, almoſt the 
whole Body is covered with the Morphea, or the Skin 
becomes rough, and a great many Puſtules ariſe of 
the Formica Kind. The Face and White of the Eyes 
lole their natural Colour. In a great many Patients 
hard Apoſtems (Nodes) ariſe about the E:xtremities 
of the Muſcles, to the great Impedimenc of their 
Action. Theſe Tumours too at laſt become ulcerated. 
A Caries of the Bones generally accompanies venereal 
Ulcers. The Joints are ſeized with Pains which are 
lometimes of the heavy Kind, ſometimes racking and 
extenſive z the Voice grows hoarſe, the Patient breathes 
with Difficulty, and oftentimes the morbid Matter 
N 4 falling 
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falling upon the Lungs, produces Ulcers, and a mor. 
tal Phthijis, The Head is in ſome affected with Pain, 
which ſometimes aſſumes the Shape of the Hemicra. 
nia; and I have heard a great many Patients in this 

Diſeaſe complain of the Incubus. The Pulſe is ſmall, 
weak and hard; the Urine is generally livid, and, 
m Women eſpecially, turbid and with a groſs Sedi- 
ment. The Sweat, Breath and Excrements are fœtid. 


The Cure, 


In order to a Cure, Digerents and proper Cathar: 
ticks muſt be adminiſtred. I have cured a great man 
by opening the hæmorrhoidal Veins, or the Salvatella, 


After ſufficient Evacuation give proper Cardiacks to 


ſtrengthen the vital parts. 


When the Patient complains of Pains in his Joints, 


Jet his Scapulz, Neck, Nucha, the Joints of the 
Hips and Legs, every fourth Day, till the Pains are 
removed, be rubbed with the following Ointment :

The Deſcription. 


Puſtules of different Kinds broke out firſt upon the 
genital Parts, ſometimes, tho? ſeldom, they appeared 
firſt upon the Head; from thoſe Parts they made 
their Progreſs over the whole Body. In ſome thoſe 
Puſtules were plain and very ſmall, but rough, and 


of a whitiſh Colour; they threw off Scales, under 


which the Fleſh diſcovered itſelf corroded. In others 
they reſembled the Varus, and were of a round Shape. 
In theſe, after the Separation of ſome thin Scales, the 
Fleſh below appeared prominent and red, and from 
it iſſued a fœtid virulent Matter. There were ſome 
whoſe Puſtules were broader, but did not riſe above 
the Skin, their Scales were thicker, and theſe Puſtules 
diſcharged a greater Plenty of virulent Pus ; and after 
the dropping of the Scales the Fleſh below appeared 
ulcerated, and of a dark Colour, inclining to the li- 
vid. Of a fourth Kind were thoſe in which the Fleſh, 


after the Separation of whitiſh Scales, appeared like 


a Cicatrix, and ſometimes yielded Blood, which 
formed a Foulneſs reſembling a dry Scab, and pre-

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ſaged a Difficulty of Cure. Theſe were the worſt of 
all, and tho? they were attended with leſs Corroſion 
than the reſt, yet they ſpread faſt thro* the ſound 

Parts. il | : 

After the Eruption of thoſe Puſtules, and ſometimes 
before their Appearance, the Patient was tormented 
with Pains in his Joints, which when the Puſtules be. 
gan to grow old became very acute. Tho' in ſome 
Kinds of Puſtules, where melancholick Humours pre. 
vailed, the Patient, after the Eruption, continued 
quite free of Pam, In the mean time if any Attempt 
was made, by repellent Applications, to remove the 
Eruption, the Mouth and Throat were immediately 
ſeized with Puſtules, whence ſome Patients, by the 
Negligence of their Phyſicians, loſt their Lives, or 
what was almoſt as bad, ſuffered an Eroſion of their 
Fauces, very hard to be cured. 

The Puſtules in this Diſeaſe I take to be of the 
impetiginous Kind,

The French Diſeaſe, in the Opinion of ſome very 
able Phyſicians, when it comes to be diffuſed over 
the whole Body, is cured by the ſame Medicines with 
the Leproſy. Wherefore if the peccant Humours 
partake of Blood open a Vein. And in any Cale it 
is never amiſs to apply a Leech or Cupping-Glals to 
ſuch Parts as by a Redneſs, or Tumour of the Veins, 
appear moſt affected, and if the Puſtules are of the 
ſanguine Kind. After that proceed to diſcharge part 
of the morbid Humours by a minorative Purge 
afrerwards give 'proper Digerents, the Uſe of which 
muſt be followed by repeated Doſes of ſuch Cathar- 
.ticks as expel the particular redundant Humour. Some 
declare, that they have been cured of this Diſcaſe by 
.Gum Lacca waſhed, together with Aloes, and Decoc- 
tion of Myrtle, without any other Remedy. 
In the laſt place, Recourſe muſt be had to ſuch 
external Applications as incide and teſolve the 11

date the Pains, Among other Applications for this 
purpoſe, faſting Spittle, eſpecially that which ſticks to 
the Tecth, gives preſent Relief. The ſulphureous

are alſo conducive to the fame End. The attenuating 
and emollient Gums, Balſams, and Preparations of 
Lead, Sc. are likewiſe uſed. And tome apply Mer- 
curial Ointments, and afterwards promote Sweat,

For if the Patient's Veſſels are very full, if he is of a 
languine or bilious Temperament, and if his cutane- 
ous Pores are wide, the whole Body will be covered 
with Puſtules. On the contrary, ſuch as are of a me- 
lancholick Temperament, whoſe Humours are thick 
and tenacious, and whoſe Pores are ſtrait, have few

gut in a Country where this Diſeaſe is ſo very rife, it is hard, 
l think, to ſay that this or that Patient has felt it without the Means 
of Contagion ; eſpecially fince it may be communicated by ſo many

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Sometimes this Diſeaſe firſt ſhews itſelf in one 
angle Puſtule upon the Pubes, or the Chin, or the 
Forehead, or ſome other Part of the Body, 

The Puſtules differ as to their Colour and other 


Properties, according to the Difference of the peccant | 


Humour, Thus ſometimes they are of a yellowiſh 
Colour, or duſky, or inclining to black, and cruſty, 
from Bile, Where Blood abounds, they are full o 
Sanies, and appear red either all around, or in 
ſome one part. From Phlegm they are whitiſh, 
deep, and adhere to the Parts with a ſort of Te. 
nacity; while in others they are hard, tenſe, and 
fixed, callous, and of a livid Colour. Theſe hft 
proceed from Melancholy, and are the moſt obſtinate 
of any. 

The Puſtules frequently return again after they have 
been once removed. 

The other common Symptoms of this Diſeaſe are, 
Ulcers of the Penis, Pains of the Head and Joints, 
Nodes, Ulcers of the Mouth and other Parts, ferpi- 
ginous Fiſſures of the Hands and Feet, (which are 
very apt to return again after they have been re- 
moved) and dropping of the Hair, 

Sometimes the Pains begin with the firſt Attack of 
this Diſcaſe, or a few Months afterwards. Sometimes 
they are very late or never felt. In ſome neither 
Puſtules nor Pains, nor any other Signs at firſt ap- 
Pear, excepting a general Paleneſs and Extenuation 
of the Habit; but many Tears afterwards Nodes, 
exquiſite Pains, and other Symptoms of the ſame 
Kind break out. 

The hard Tumours have their Seat ſometimes in 
the Fleſh only, ſometimes only in the Bones. The 
bony ones are the worſt, they are but one Step fe- 
moved from a * Spina Ventoſa, and they end in 4 
Corruption of the Bone, which is either ſuperficial, 
or profound, or both.

The Indians are all cured by this Wood alone. 
They uſe it too in a great many, nay in almoſt all 
other Diſeaſes. And we likewiſe find it very effectual 
both againſt the French-Pox, and moſt Diſeaſes that 
reſemble it, as well as againſt ſome that quite differ 
from it. But as in Diſeaſes that are never 5 different 
in their Natures from one another, and in Conſtitu- 
tions never ſo oppoſite, Phyſicians commonly prepare 
and exhibit this Medicine the fame Way, it muſt 
ſometimes of Neceſſity have very bad Effects. For 


which Reaſon I have endeavoured to“ adapt its Uſe to 


thoſe Differences of Diſeaſes, Sc. the Indians indeed 
always prepare and adminiſter this Medicine the ſame 
Way. But perhaps as they have the Wood green it 
is then of a more kindly Nature, and requires leſs Ex- 
actneſs in preparing it: F Or perhaps they always uſe 
their Decoctions very weak. 

In thoſe Countries that produce this Wood, their 
Children are born with a great Number of Puſtules 
upon their Skins, which within a few Days after their 
Birth, ſpread over their whole Bodies, from Head to 
Foot. For this Foulneſs they give them Decoctions 
of the Roots of the Lignum Sanctum, which in the 
Space of a few Days entirely removes it. 

This Wood 1s very temperate as to its Qualities, 
and whatever Secretion it promotes, whether of 
Sweat or Urine, Sc. it does it gently, 
The beſt is that which is cut from a Tree of a mid- 
dle Age, but neither from the Trunk nor the largeſt 
nor ſmalleſt Branches; that which is neweſt, moſt 
weighty, has irs Bark firmly adhering to it, and is 
of a Colour betwixt the duſky and yellow.

When 
it is to be given in any Diſeaſe of a hot Nature it 
muſt be infuſed either for a ſhort Time, or not at all; 
for a long Infuſion would make it too ſtrong in its 
Operation. Let it be boiled in B. M. in hot Diſeaſes 
and Temperaments, and in an earthen Veſſel upon 
the open Fire in cold ones. You may make a ſecond, 
and, if you pleaſe, a third Decoction. 

The boiling of this Wood muſt be protracted more 
or lets, according to the Difference of the Diſeaſe, 
the Age and Conſtitution of the Patient, the different 
Stages of the fame Diſeaſe, and the Time of the 
Year, For in Winter it ought to boil longer, and 
more violently than in the Spring or Autumn.

If the Lignum Sanctum has not entirely removed the 
Diſeaſe, whatever it was, againſt which it was uſed, 
in forty Days Time, let the Patient, after an Interval 
of ſome Months, or even Years, repeat its Uſe; and 
this may be done to the third or fourth Time, if there be 
occaſion for uſing it ſo often. For this Medicine is of 
ſuch a friendly Nature, that its frequent Uſe not only 
does no Harm, but it corroborates the whole animal 
Machine, produces a good Habit, and almoſt reſtores 
Youth to the Body.

The Wine fitteſt for this purpoſe is a ſubtile, mid- 


dle- aged White-wine, of a pure limpid Body, fragrant 
Smell, and to the Taſte neither watry, nor very 


ſtyptick, nor bitter, nor ſweet. But if the Diſeaſe is 


grown old, and the Patient of a cold Temperament, 
and much affected with Obſtructions, you muſt chuſe 
old Wine, as moſt penetrating and inciding. 

They who take their Decoctions prepared with 
Wine muſt uſe the more- nouriſhing Diet all the 
Time; beſides they need not confine themſelves to 
the Houſe. 

But if the Patient is of a cholerick or ſanguine 
Temperament, or the Diſeaſe of ſhort Standing, this 
Medicine muſt not be prepared entirely with Wine, 
but the Wood muſt be boiled in Water, to which 
not above a fifth part of Wine ought to be added. 
About the Beginning of this Courſe of the Wood 
n Wine, let the Parts affected with | Pains; Nodes, 
and Tubercles, be bathed with the ſame Decoctlon.

RE HIS Diſeaſe appeared almoſt all over 
lh in the Month of December 1494. 
2 The Deſcription. 
It was at firſt, and is to this Day, con- 
tagious, eſpecially by Coition; for it almoſt always 
appears firſt upon the genital Parts of both Sexes, in 
ſmall Puſtules, ſometimes of a livid, ſometimes of a 
black Colour, at other Times whitiſh and ſurrounded 
with Callus. Theſe Puſtules, in ſpite of all Efforts 
to cure them, whether by external or internal Reme- 
dies, always ſpread their malignant Fomes thro the 
whole Habit, producing very obſtinate Ulcers of the 
Pudenda; which Ulcers, as well as the Puſtules, after 
a tedious Cure, were very apt to break out anew.

But when it is now confirmed, after the Uſe of 
proper Purges, and a good Regimen as to Diet, the 
beſt Method of Cure that I know of, is “ once or 
twice a Day to apply Mercurial Ointments, or Plaiſ- 
ters to the Arms and Legs, till the Teeth begin to 
ach; for then they muſt be laid aſide. In the mean 
Time the Patient muſt keep warm till the Diſcharge of 
Phlegm by the Mouth ceaſes. 

The Ointments muſt be rubbed on before the Fire 
with a warm Hand, and afterwards the anointed Parts 
muſt be wrapt up in warm Clothes. 

By this Method, without the Uſe of any other to- 
pical Remedies, I have frequently ſeen the Pains and 
Tuberoſities quite removed, the hard Tumours re- 
ſolved, and the Ulcers of whatever Kind deterged 
and healed. In ſhort, by the Operation of theſe 
Ointments, by Salivation, Stool, or Sweat, the 
French Diſeaſe, with all its Symptoms, 1s removed 1n 
a Week's Time. 

Mercury however is both more ſafely and more 
agreeably applied in Plaiſters, ſuch as the Emplaſtrum 
de Ranis cum Mercurio, than in Ointments, | 

But before any of thoſe Mercurial Applications are 
uſed, the + Malignity of the Ulcers muſt be corrected, 
and their putrid Fleſh removed; otherwiſe they will 
be very apt to break out anew afterwards, upon Ac- 
count of the weak Cicatrix with which the uncleanſed 
Ulcers are only ſkinned over. The ſame is to be un- 
derſtood of the Corruption of the Bones ; for if the 
corrupted Part is not firſt ſeparated, it is in vain for 
the moſt part to attempt a Cure in this Manner. 

In the mean Time, as long as the Patient uſes 
thoſe Mercurial Applications, let him waſh his Mouth 
frequently

frequently with an emollient, cooling, and gently de- 
tergent Gargariſm, both to promote the Flux, and 
prevent an Ulceration of thoſe Parts. And if the 
Mouth becomes ulcerated, as for the moſt part it 
is greatly affected with Ulcers during ſuch a Courſe, 
let the Arms and Legs be twice a Day fomented with 
an aromatick Decoction, which by diverting the Hu- 
mours proves very effectual in ſuch Caſes. And let 


the Patient waſh his Mouth with emollient, gently 


detergent, and aſtringent Gargariſms, together with 
gentle Narcoticks, ſuch as the Aqua Solani. 


When the Putrefaction of the Gums is vety great, 
Agyptiacum is one of the beſt Applications that can 


be contrived. 8 

But as this Diſeaſe is very apt to return ſome 
Months, or even Years after, it has been cured, it 
will be yery proper twice a Year, viz. Spring and 
Autumn, after the Patient has recovered his Health, 
to uſe for a Week together, a Decoction compounded 
of detergent, and gently purgative Ingredients, by 
way of a Digerent, and afterwards to take a pretty 
ſmart Purge. In the Summer Time it is of excellent 
Uſe to take about the Bulk of a Cheſnut of Theriack 
ſome Hours before Dinner.

NH E Spaniſh Pox was firſt communicated 
do the other Europeans, by the Spaniards, 
from their Commerce with the Inhabitants 
W of the Veſt-Indian Iſlands. It made its 
Way likewiſe into Afia and Africa. 
Iknew a Midwiſe who catched this Diſeaſe by lay- 
ing a Woman tainted with it, tho' the Infant was at 


the ame Time quite free of it. Some fay it is conta- 


gious by the Smell, tho? that is ſcarce credible. 

This Difeaſe might poſſibly at firſt have been pro- 
duced by ſome Cceleftial Influence, but I cannot believe 
that now a-days it ever appears but from Contagion.

In Men who have caught this Diſeaſe by Coition, 
a Puſtule or ſmall Ulcer firſt breaks out upon the 
Penis or Præputium, and ſometimes thoſe Puſtules are 
ſcattered all over the Pubes and Scrotum. Tho? per- 
haps ſometimes the Poiſon, even when it is received 
that Way, may operate in the Habit without any pre- 
vious Affection of the genital Parts; and thoſe Parts 
will ſcarce ſuffer if they are wathed after Coition.

G E's HIS Diſeaſe firft broke out in Alverna, 
@y AA in the Year 1403; thence it made its 
Way into Spain, from that into Haly, and 
from taly it fpread itſelf over all Europe, 
nay, I may ſay, over the whole habitable World. 

It appears firſt upon the Part to which the Poyſon 
was applied. Thus when it is caught by Coition, it 
breaks out firſt upon the Pudenda. While Children, 
who receive it by the Nurſe's Milk or their Kiſſes, are 
firſt affected in their Mouth or Face. 

The Diſeaſe does not always affect the whole Body, 
but for the moſt Part it ſeizes the Extremities. 

After its firſt Appearance upon the infected Parts, 
in its next Step it commonly produces Pains; tho? ſome- 
times the Eruption of the Puſtules begins before theſe. 
The Puſtules in ſome are cruſty and moiſt, throwing 
out a Matter reſembling Honey, or forming round 
and hard Concretions like the Stones of Figs. In ſome 
they yield Blood, or a Moiſture much like the Waſhings 
of Fleſh ; while in others they are quite dry.

When an Impetiginous Eruption appears new [mpe-

JT The beſt of this Wood is that which is blackeſt, 
moſt unctuous, and moſt ponderouss 
It ought by no means to be boiled in Wine except 
for People of very cold phlegmatick Habits, For! 
have ſeen the bad Eilefts of Guaiacum ſo prepared in 
overheating the Patient, Beſides purgative Ingredients 
ought never to be mixed with this Medicine.

ls Diſeaſe firſt appears upon the Pu- 
dienda, in malignant, dry, cruſty, ſanious 
Puſtules, which make their Progreſs over 
CORES the reſt of the Body.

The Pudenda are for the moſt part firſt affected. 
And the Diſeaſe breaks out there in the Shape of 
Puſtules that are much more obſtinate than Puſtules 
in the ſame Parts from other Cauſes. And as it ap- 
pears firſt in the Pudenda, it commonly ends at laſt 
in the Mouth. 8 ; 

The Puſtules of the Fudenda are ſucceeded by yet 
more malignant ones in other Parts, eſpecially upon the 
Head and Face. They are of various Kinds, but for 
the moſt part cruſty, much reſembling thoſe Esch 
occaſioned by burning. After they have diſappeared, 
either of their own Accord, or by the Uſe of Reme. 
dies, if the Habit has not been ſufficiently ſcowered 
of depraved Humours, the Patient is ſeized with ver) 
acute Pains in his Extremities. Theſe are moſt violent 
in the Night Time, and keep him from Reſt. 1 
the mean time no Tumour at firſt appears upon th: 
pained Parts; but in ſome ſooner, in ſome later, not 


only thoſe Parts, but likewiſe others that are free af 
Pain are affected with Tumours. The Pain of thele

is procured that Way. Thoſe Tumours after a long 
Time ſuppurate, and yield a malignant Sanies, ſome- 


what reſembling that deſcribed by Celſus, in the Hy- 


drops or Meliceris, But the whole Tumour does not 
ſuppurate at once, but only one Part after another, 
ſo that there frequently remains a Stool as hard as 
Plaiſter, which by no Art can be brought to Sup- 
puration. The Suppuration of thefe Tumours pro- 
duces various Kinds of malignant Ulcers, which for 


the moſt part corrupt the Bone, and after they are ci- 
catrized either break out anew in the ſame Place, or 


ſome other Part becomes affected with them. 

Beſides theſe Symptoms this Diſeaſe has others 
that are leſs frequent. Such as Ophthalmias, Tuber.- 
cles, which produce Eroſions of the Noſe to the great 
Deformity of the Face, Luxations of the Joints; 
Fractures of the Bones, Elephantiaſis, and Thrufh, 
eſpecially after the Uſe of Mercury. In the laſt place, 
a Febricula arifes, whence the Patient becomes con- 
ſumptive and dies, Tho? the French Diſeaſe ſeldom 
proves mortal.

The Decoction for the Patient's Drink at Mel 
muſt. be prepared of one part of the freſh Wood in 
Chips, boiled by a pretty ſtrong Heat in twenty 
parts of Water, till it is reduced to ſixteen parts.

The Evening Doſe muſt be adminiſtred before Sup- 
per; for this Medicine ought always to be taken with 
an empty Stomach, after the laſt Meal is perfectly di- 
geſted ; for which Reaſon the Patient's Supper ought 


not eat after either of his Doſes till the Nauſea which 
they ſometimes occaſion is gone off. 3 
All the Writers upon Guaiacum are faulty in this 
Reſpect, that they preſcribe the ſame Rules of admi- 
niſtring it, and the fame Regimen under its Ule to all 
Patients indifferently ; whereas they ought to vary the 
Method here, as well as in the Uſe of all other Re- 
medies, according to the different State of the Ditcale, 
But in the mean time the more ſparing the Diet be, 
provided the Patient's Strength does not fail, fo much 
the better.

The Spume of the Decoction is very good for the 
Pains. But I take the Oil of the Wood chimically 
diſtilled per Deſcenſum, to be more effectual, both 
againſt the Pains and Tumours. I uſed with good 
Succeſs to apply to the pained Parts, a Liniment 
prepared of the Filings of this Wood boiled in ſtrong I; 
Wine, with the Addition of good Oil. . 
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HIS Diſeaſe is commonly catched by 
Coition, from which it has received the 
Name of the Lues Venerea. And it «x 
a&8 ſometimes communicated to a Man b 
his Commerce with a Woman who has lately had 
an Encounter with another Man affected by it, tho 
the Woman has yet no Symptoms herſelf, 

Buy whatever means it be propagated, it always dif. 
covers itſelf firſt in the Part to which the contagious 
Matter was applied. Thus when it 1s catched by 
Coition the Pudenda are firſt affected; when it 1s 
communicated by the Matter of Sweat and Perſpira- 
tion, it appears firſt upon the Surface of the Body; 
and in the Mouth when propagated by kiſſing. The 
Child that has received it from its Nurſe ſuffers firſt 
in its Mouth, or Fauces, the Nurſe in her Mamma, 
and the Midwiſe in her Hands. - 

This Diſeaſe is more or leſs dangerous according 
to the Place where it firſt appears. But it is always 
moſt to be dreaded when it breaks out firſt upon the 
Genitals or * Viſcera. 


The Deſcription. 


Its Symptoms vary according to the different Tem- 
perament, Habit, Sc. of the Patient. 

The firſt Symptom that appears upon the Part to 
which the Poiſon was applied is a Puſtule. Thence 
proceeds a ſmall Ulcer, from which at laſt, if proper 
Remedies are neglected, the Poiſon is diſſeminated 
thro? the whole Body.

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Which I am apt to believe very ſeldom or never happens. 
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with very malignant and obſtinate Puſtules and Ulcers. 
f Afterwards Buboes break out upon the Groins, and a 
Conorrbæa begins to throw out a very ſordid Viru- 
lence; but as yet it is not a Lues, but only the Rudi- 
ents of one. When it has now reached the Stomach 
and Liver, a flight Diarrbæa gives ſome Uneaſineſs. 
At laſt the whole Maſs of Blood is poiſoned, and 
livid red Puſtules break out, together with cruſty Ul- 
cers and Herpes. Theſe Ulcers in ſome are hollow and 
malignant. In bilious Temperaments they are of the 
Phagedznick Kind; in the Melancholick cancerous ; 
in the Phlegmatick leſs corroſive, but more ſordid, 
diſtilling a fœtid mucous Matter; in the Sanguine they 
are moſt frequent, and reſemble Carbuncles. But of 
whatever Kind they are, they all agree in theſe Con- 
ditions, that their Lips are very hard, ſwoln, and in- 
verted; and that after they have conſumed the fleſhy 
Parts, they likewiſe deſtroy the Bones; firſt the moſt 

lender ones, as thoſe of the Noſe and Palate; and 
afterwards thoſe that are more ſolid become putrid and 
carlos. 

Beſides theſe Symptoms the Patient is tormented 
with violent Head-aches, ſevere Pains of the Joints 
and Limbs, eſpecially in the Night Time, and very 
hard 7% i, or ſcirrhous Tumours, which are by no 
means free of Pain, ariſe. The Hairs too of the 
Head, Eye-brows and Beard drop out, tho' afterwards 
they ſpring again. In the mean time you cannot diſ- 
cover any morbid Affection by the Urine.

Matter, but are covered with a dry Cruſt, Whet 
neglected they ſpread all around, corrode the Skin;

The fourth Kind is that wherein the ſolid Parts, the 
Bones, Ligaments, Membranes, and Nerves are af. 
feed. This is attended with Collections of a thick 
glutinous Matter, ſometimes upon the Tendons, but 
for the moſt part between the Perioſtæum and Bone; 
The Patient 1s tortured with Pain about the Middle 
of the Bones, eſpecially in the Night time.

It is no hard Matter to diſtinguiſh the Pains in this 
Diſeaſe from thoſe in the Arthritis, For the arthritick 
Pains make their Attack all of a ſudden, and are 
fixed in the Joints, or near them, whereas the pocky 
Pains come on gradually, and affect the Middle of the 
Bones.

The Cure, 


Some in the Cure of this Diſeaſe uſe frequent Purges, 
Bleeding, and digerent Medicines ; which Method 
for the moſt part ſucceeds while the Malady is yet 
recent; but where it has taken deep Root we muſt 
not hope to extirpate it ſo eaſily. 1 

Some manage it with Decoctions of Guaiacum, or 
Nad. Ching, by which Means indeed the Puſtules are 
removed, the Ulcers healed, the Tophi incided and 
refolved, and the Pains mitigated : but this is only 
removing the Symptoms without cutting off the Cauſe. 


Mercury too greatly relieves all the Symptoms of 


this Diſeaſe, but it 1s yet a more troubleſome Cure 
than that by Guaiacum. Beſides it has very bad Ef- 
fects upon the Nerves, Joints, &c. And after all it 


does not any more than the reſt, extirpate the Diſeaſe; 


for it will return again thirty Years after it has been 
| ſeemingly removed by this as well as the other Re- 

medies. And in this Interval wherein the Patient be-

never knew one cured by thoſe compound Decoctions 
who had not a Relapſe a ſhort Time afterwards, and 
ſometimes they become more violently affected than 
before. Let him therefore every Morning, and again 
in the Evening, before Supper, drink Zvili. of De- 
coction, prepared of thi. of Guaiacum boiled, after

twenty-four Hours Infuſion, in Nxii. of Water into 
fivi. and after every Doſe let him he a Bed and wear. 
His Food in the mean time muſt be Eiſcuit and 
Raiſins in ſmall Quantities, and his ordinary Drink 
the ſecond Decoction, prepared with the fame Quan- 
tiry of Water as the firſt, and boiled into the Elaff. 
After he has uſed theſe Decoctions in this Manner for 
forty Days ſucceſſively, let him lay them aſide, and 
return by Degrees to his natural Diet. 

Mean while, if the Patient's Belly is coſtive, as it 
ordinarily is during this Couric, let him cvcry other 
Day receive a lenitive Glyſter; it ought to be carmi— 
native too upon account of the Flaluſes that com- 
monly attend the Uſe of this Medicine. If the Pa- 
tient's Strength begins to fail becauſe of the low Diet, 
Sc. the Uſe of the Decoctions muſt be intermitted, 
and a reficient Diet allowed for ſome Days, till he re- 
cruits a little. The Decoctions muſt allo be laid 
alide if a Fever happens, till this Accident is re- 
moved. But wherever this Courſe is interrupted upon 
any Account, it muſt be purſued after the fortieth 
Day for the ſame Number of Days that the Patient 
abſtained from it, 35 

In the laſt place, in order to prevent a Relapſe, 
let the Patient, for a conſiderable Time after the Cure, 
obſerve the Rules already laid down concerning the 
Management of the Non-naturals ; and every tixth 
Evening let him take a proper Purge, It will be 
very expedient too to undergo a2 Courle of purging 
every Spring and Fall for two or three Years after 
the Cure, whether by this Method or any other, till 
it appears that the Diſeaſe is entirely extirpated. 

The Agua interns, which is apt to be eccaltioned by 
Decoctions of Guaiacuim, eſpecially in thoſe who are 
inclinable that way however, muſt before fych a Eu- 
tent begins the Courſe of this Wood, be prevented 
by Proper Methods.

Uiigers of the Beten: Repellents muſt not be tam- 
perca with; for by their means not only the Pudenda 
become worſe affecte d than before, but the Diſeaſe i; 
driven inwards to the principal Parts. The right 
Mcthod is, after purging to let Blood at the Arm, 
and the next Day at the Ankle, the third Day make 
a Revulſion by Cupping, then adminiſter Digerents, 
and afterwards gertle Caharticks, ſuch as leave no 


Aſtriction behind them. 


The ſordid Likew of the Penis muſt. be frequently 
bathed with Decoctions, Hirt of gently, and atter- 
wars of more powerfully * aftringent Materials in 
Wine, In the next place apply drying, coobng, and 
mil;y corroſive Ointments, ſtill uſing at the fame 
time the aſtiingent LOHUDS,

ind the Application of the actual Cautery upon the 
arſt or ſecond Vertebra of the Neck, keeping the 
Ulcer open till the Pain of the Head is removed. 
Bur when other Remedies fail, Mercury or Guaiacum 
will certainly perform the Cure. 
The gummous Tubercles, both upon account of 
their Deformity, the Danger of their ulcerating, and 
the Pain which attends them, muſt be reſolved by the 
Application firſt of Emollients, ſuch as animal Oils, 
and afterwards of Diſcutients. And here too Mercury, 
or Cuaiacum, uſed externally in Spume and internally 
in Decoction, infallibly ſucceed. 
But where theſe Tumours become ulcerated, De- 
tergents, mild Corroſives, and Deſiccatives, particu- 
larly Mercurials muſt be uſed, and the peccant Hu- 


mours muſt be diverted and diſcharged by Catharticks. 


The Alopecia, as it is a * good Symptom in my 
Opinion ought to be let alone, if it were not for the 
Patient's Uneaſineſs upon account of the Deformity 
which it occaſions. In ſuch Caſes, the beſt Way to 
make the Hair grow 1s to put the Patient upon a 
Diet ſomewhat inclining to the ſparing, but of ſuch 
Food as yields laudible Nouriſhment, and has few 
Feces; and to digeſt and diſcharge by purging the 
peccant Humours, The Catharticks proper here are 
Turbith, Agarick, and the like, : 
But when this Symptom is become inveterated, To- 
picks muſt be applied. In the firſt place therefore, 
after proper Evacuations, let an Iſſue be made below 
the Knee; or if the Patient will not admit of that, let 
the lower Extremities, from the Knees downwards, be 
every Day ſtrongly rubbed and fomented with De- 
coctions of aromatick Herbs warm : Beſides the bald 
Parts muſt be ſhaved, and afterwards waſhed with 
auſtere Wine, which may be impregnated by boiling

The next Symptom is callous Tubercles upon the 
Soles of the Feet, by which the Patient becomes al. 

For theſe emollient Baths and oily 
Ointments muſt be daily uſed. After, by this means 
they are ſufficiently ſoftened, they muſt be cut of, if 


requiſite, with a Razor, and ſcarified till they bleed. 


After which apply the Emplaſtrum Diachylon magnum, 


together with a little of the Pulv. rad. Iridis, This 
Method mult be purſued till the Calloſities are all re. 


moved, 
For the Corroſions and Fiſſures of the Palms of the 
Hands, which diſcover either a paſt or a preſent ve- 
nereal Affection, let them be every Evening and 
Morning, for near fifteen Days, fumigated with Sal. 
Nitre, and Sea Salt, boiled firſt in Wine. And when 
theſe Parts are exaſperated, let them be rubbed over 
with waſhed Butter, and bathed before every Fumiga- 
tion with an emollient, and gently detergent Fotus. 
If by theſe Means this Symptom is not removed, let 
the Patient apply the following Ointment, after having 
bathed the Parts with the emollient Fomentation:

Perſon who was affected with this Diſeaſe, 
by the means of a great many different 
15S Remedies, got lo far rid of it that he 
FO ſeemed to be quite well, Ten Years atter- 
wards he married a very virtuous Woman, who with- 
in five Years brought him two ſtrong healthy Boys. 
In the ſeventh Year ſhe was delivered of a third Bo 
who had a pocky Eruption upon his Skin, The 
Mother continued all along in very good Health ; 
only before her Delivery of this laſt Child ſhe had 
ſome ſmall Ulcers betwixt her Lips and Noſe, and 
aſter Delivery her Breath grew fœtid, and her Breaſts 
were ſo obſtructed with coagulated Milk that ſhe 
could not poſſibly give fuck. Upon this Account 
the Child was put out to a Nurſe, who in a few Days 
became infected, and had the fame pocky Eruption 
with the Child.

Ching is a very good Remedy, not only 
againſt the French Pox, but alſo againſt Cachexies, 
the Aſcites, Vertigo, Hemicrania, Catarrhs, Gout in 
all its Shapes, and all Diſeaſes of the arthritic! Kind, 
pituitous Fevers, Leproſy and Itch. It is of ſingular 
Uſe to ſedentary, ſtudious People. It is an admirable 


Miedicine againſt cholick Pains, and corrects Faults 


of the Uterus. It cures inveterated Pains of the Limbs, 
old Fiſtulas, ſcirrhous Tumours, and the moſt obſti- 
nate Scrophulz, It does fervice in the Elephantiajis, 
It is a Diuretick and Lithoatriptick 3 it promotes 
Sweat, and by that means depurates the Blood. It in 
a manner reſtores Youth to the aged, and makes lean 
People fat. And in the laſt place, I have known it 
very ſucceſsfully uſed againſt the Palſy and Convul- 
ſions.

The Patient muſt prepare himſelf for the Uſe of 
this Medicine by a good Diet, and Abſtinence from 
Venery, which he muſt either entirely avoid both 
thro' the whole Courſe, and at leaſt for a Month after 
it is finiſhed, or he muſt not expect a Cure.

This Diſeaſe ſometimes breaks out firſt upon the 

An obſtinate Hoarſeneſs, together with an unuſual 
Paleneſs of the Face, indicate that the Diſeaſe has 
been received by the Mouth. Tho' theſe Symptoms 
may happen when it has been caught otherwiſe. 

When it begins at the genital Parts it commonly 
proceeds next to the Groins, where it produces 
Buboes, N 
Poor the moſt part the Puſtules upon the Pudenda 
appear before the Bubocs; tho? ſometimes the Buboes 
appear firſt, but this ſeldom happens. 

Theſe Puſtules are for the greateſt part of a red 
Colour, but white in the Middle. Sometimes the 
whole Penis is ſcattered over with large Puſtules. 
Sometimes they grow deep, but this is chiefly owing 
to bad Management. 

I have known ſome affected with Puſtules, and an 
Excoriation of their Penis from Coition with a ſound 
Woman in the Time of her monthly Diſcharge; 
but this happens only when the menſtrual Blood 1s 
more than ordinarily acrid, and the Man's Penis of 
a ſoft Texture. Theſe Symptoms are eaſily removed 
by the Application of faſting Spittle. 

When the Diſeaſe is communicated by the Matter 
of a Gonorrb&a, that Symptom appears in the infected. 

Formerly this Diſeaſe was diſtinguiſhable into three 
ſimple Species. 1. Where the only Symptoms were 
Puſtules and Cruſts. 2. Or Pains. 3. Or hard Tu— 
mours. 

For the moſt part the Puſtules affect only one par- 
ticular Part of the Body, as the Head, which is ſome- 
times the only Part that fuffers the Pains, But com- 
monly the Pains have their Seat about the Joints. 

But beſides theſe there are other Symptoms which 
till within theſe twenty Years never appeared. 9

Sometimes only the Hairs of the Head drop out;

Sometimes the Hairs of the Beard and Eyebrows drop, 
while thoſe of the Head remain. And in others the 
Head, Beard and Eyebrows drop their Hairs at the 
lame Time. 


The caſting of the Nails for the moſt part follows 


the dropping out of the Hairs. Tho? ſometimes the 


Nails will drop without any other Symptom. 

A Conorrhæa is commonly ſucceeded by the De- 
fuvium Pilorum, and the other Symptoms of the Pox; 
tho' ſometimes it will continue for a long Time with- 
out being followed by any other Symptom. This 
Symptom is owing to a Corroſion of the internal Parts 
of the Penis. e oa 

From the various Combinations of all thoſe Symp- 
toms, we may conceive an almoſt infinite Variety ug 
the Shapes of this Diſeaſe,

11. Gouty Pains, when they make an Attack at the

While the Diſeaſe is yet recent it may be cured by 
purging alone, and bleeding when proper. 

The Puſtules and Ulcers of the genitals Parts mul: 
be managed with aſtringent, detergent, corroſive, 
and mercurial Applications, and in the mean time the 
Habit muſt be purged by Catharticks. 

Sometimes after the Puſtules hard gummous Tu- 
mours ariſe upon the Penis, eſpecially in ſuch as have 
long concealed their Caſe. Theſe muſt be managet 
by Emollients and Reſolvents. ” 

In Caſe of a Phimoſis, which for the moſt part hap- 
pens about the Beginning of this Diſeaſe, the Part mul 


be bathed with Milk, and aſterwards with emollictt 


eily Decoctions, and Cataplaſms muſt be applied. f. 
the mean time ſuch Medicines as are proper for the 
Cure of the Puſtules mult be injected betwixt the Glans 
and Preputium, becauſe in ſuch Caſes thoſe Parts 478 
commonly pained and affected with Puſtules,

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The Cure of a Gonorrbæa muſt be attempted by 


Catharticks; emollient and * aſtringent Injections; 
after purging, cooling and aſtringent Ointments muſt 
be applied to the Penis and Peringum; and Aſtrin- 
gents, Abſorbents, and Coolers given inwardly. 
Where this Method fails you muſt proceed to De- 
coctions of Guaiacum and (mercurial) Ointments. 

The Buboes muſt be ripened by emollient and oily 
Applications. After theſe have been tried in vain, I 
have ſometimes uſed a Plaiſter of Muſtard, and after 
that one of Wheat Flower, Oil and Water, by which 
Means theſe Tumours are very ſoon brought to a 


Suppuration, In the mean time I would never delay 


opening them till ſuch time as they were entirely ſup- 
purated ; fo far from that, I would not ſcruple to lay 


them open before any Pus was formed, When 


the Inciſion is made let the Wound bleed as much as 

ſible ; and keep open the Utcer as long as you can. 
For the firſt Day after the Inciſion the White and 
Yelk of an Egg makes a proper Application. But 
beſides the Applications common to other Ulcers, 
ſomething appropriated to theſe muſt be uſed, as 
Precipitate, and the Pulv. Lign. Indici, for deterging. 


When you can no longer keep thoſe Ulcers open, 


the Patient muſt be well purged for ſome Months 

afterwards. | 
The Puſtules, which ſometimes in the Beginning of 
this Diſeaſe, when it has been caught by the Mouth, 
affect the Lips, Gums, Tongue and Fauces, and 
ſometimes ſpread fo much as to corrode the Palate 
and Fauces, muſt after purging be managed with 
altringent, detergent and antiſeptick Gargariſms. 
Sometimes, when thoſe Puſtules are reduced to the 
Condition of ſordid Ulcers, it is proper to add to 
theſe Gargariſms ſome Quantity of Ægyptiacum, and 
the like. But to prevent Inflammations, which this 
IS apt to occaſion, the Mouth muſt be waſhed after- 
wards with emollient and cooling Liquors. I have

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258 A Synopſis of the Hiſtory and Cure 
known ſuch Ulcers cured by touching them with 
Ag. Fortis, Ol. Vitrioli, and the like, In the mean 
time internal Remedies muſt not be neglected, and 
where other Medicines fail of Succeſs we muſt haye 
Recourſe to Guaiacum. | 

Sometimes when the Noſe and Palate are affected 
in this Manner, there is a Neceſſity for uſing the actual 
Cautery, to ſtop the Progreſs of thoſe Ulcers, and 

revent the Dc!ormity occaſioned by them. 

When this Diſeaſe begins at the Mamma, after 
purging, the Puſtules, &c. upon theſe Parts muſt be 
managed the fame Way as thoſe upon the Penis, 
Only the Breaſts do not admit of ſuch ſharp Appli. 
cations as the Peyis; wherefore ſuch as are uſcd here 
muſt be mitigated and corrected with Gums. 

But, if the Blood has now received the Taint, after 
repeated digeſting (with ſuch Medicines as at the 
ſame Time gently diſcharge) and purging, admini- 
ſter Decoctions of * Guaiacum prepared with Water, 
when the Diſeaſe is recent, the Patient robuſt, and 
of a warm Complexion ; or with Wine for cold and 
moiſt Temperaments, weak Stomachs, and where the 
Diſeaſe is inveterated. When you prepare thoſe De- 
coctions with Wine, the Diet needs not be ſo lender 
as when you prepare them with Water, But whatever 
Menſtruum you uſe, there is no Occaſion to confine 
the Patient to ſo very low a Diet as Hutten preſcribes, 

The Indians cure themſelves of this Diſeaſe by 
living entirely upon the Fruit of the Guaiacum Tree 
tor thirty or forty Days together.

* This Author has nothing particular in his Method of admin- 
ſtring Guaiacum, only in the Summer Time he allows his Patient to 
go abroad while he uſes it; and in tal there can be no great Dan- 
ger from that.----- Beſides the common Methods he communicates 
another, which is to give at firſt for ſome Days a Decoction of thus 
Wood, compounded with mild Purgatives, and next, for the {ame 
Number of Days, the ſimple Decoction, adminiſtring theſe Decoc- 
tions thus alternately till the Cure is compleated, ending with the 
purging ones. In the mean time, when the Decoctions are much

[ have tried Decoctions of other Woods, as reſinous 
Pine, Juniper, and Cornel.

When the Diſeaſe is become inveterated, and ap- 

ears in Cruſts, hard Tumours, and Pains; in the 
firſt place adminiſter for a conſiderable Time Dige- 
rents mixed with gentle Purgatives; after that give a 
briſk Cathartick, to be repeated for a ſecond or third 
Time.

Another tho* not a more effectual Way of uſing 


Mercury, is to apply it in Form of Plaiſter to the 
Joints of the Arkles, Knees, Haunches, Wriſts, 


Arms, and Shoulders, for nine Days ſucceſſively, re- 
newipg them every third Day. In the mean Time to 


prevent Ulcers in the Gums, Palate, and Fauces, a

The Cure of the Symptoms, 


For the Alopecia, the morbid Humours muſt fit 
be prepared by Digerents, and in the next Place Ca- 
tharticks muſt be adminiſtred, in the Choice of which 
we are to be directed by the particular peccant Hu- 
mour. Then the Head muſt be purged with Errhines, 
ſtimulating Gargariſms, Sc. A Courſe of Guaiacun 
is very good to remove this Symptom. 

As for external Applications, Thapſia mitigated 
with the OJ. Roſac. Omphacinum is very ſucceſsful, | 
once adviſed a Patient whoſe Hairs were dropping 
out very faſt to rub his Head all over with the Root 
of hapſia, by which it became ulcerated and affected 
with a violent Heat, Upon this I adviſed him. to 
apply a linnen Cloath dipt in the Ol. roſac. Omphac:- 
num, which he did, renewing it three Times; by 
which Means the Heat was removed and the Har 
ſprung up again.

I cured a Woman in a few Days of a perfect Bald- 
neſs, while at the ſame Time the Skin of her Head 
appeared white and ſhining, by applying Cantharides 
to her Head, after a great many other Things had 
been tried in vain. 

I have found it better not to ſhave the Head before 
the Application of Remedies againſt the Defluvium 
Pilorum; but if it is ſhaved at all, it ought to be 
ſhav'd Daily, for eight or ten Days. 


The dropping out of the Teeth, uſually ſucceeds to 


the ſhedding of the Hair, ſometimes to a Bubo, and 
the firſt Symptoms in the Penis and Mouth. To pre- 
vent this let the Mouth be frequently waſhed with As- 
tringent Lotions, and the Decoction of Guaiacum be 
immediately given. 

The caſting off of the Nails ſometimes goes before 
and ſometimes comes after the Alopecia. But this 
Symptom too is always preceeded by a Bubo or an 
Ulcer of the Penis or Mouth. It is more an ugly 
Symptom than a painful one. To prevent it let the 
Fingers be dipt for half an Hour together in an Aſ- 
tringent Decoction, and after that apply the following 
Liniment :

The Nodes are ſometimes ſo obſtinate, that no Me- 
dicine can reſolve them. In ſuch Caſes they muſt * 
opened with Cauſticks, 

Some after they have got rid of the Trench Pos are 
in the Summer, or even in other Seaſons, affected 
with Fiſſures, Calloſities, and Ulcers in their Hands 
and Feet. To remove theſe Symptoms, after pur- 


ging let the ſuffering Parts every Morning and Even- 


ing be put for half an Hour or a full Hour at a Time 
into an emollient Oily Decoction warm.

The Phymata upon the Pudenda muſt be managed 
with Revulſions, as well as the Buboes, and diſcutient 
Applications. But when inſtead of being reſolved 
they come to a Suppuration, and degenerate into 
round, hard, very red, malignant Ulcers, Deſicca- 
tives muſt be applied.

The Pains of the Clavicles are 
removed the fame Way, and by the cautious Appli- 
cation of Narcoticks. 1 

The Inflammation of the Fauces muſt firſt be ma- 
naged with cooling and aftringent Applications ; Re- 
vulſions muſt be made by Glyſters, Frictions, Liga- 
tures, Cupping, Sc. But if the Inflammation here 
has proceeded to a corroſive Ulcer, this 1s ſcarce to 
be cured without receiving the Steams of kindled Bal- 
ſams, Gums, Cinnabar, Fc. upon the Part. 

To reſolve the ſcirrhous Tumours apply animal 
Oils, and attenuating Gums, and after they are fuffi- 
ciently foftened foment with Vinegar. For the hard 
Tumours upon the Tendons and Joints apply Ol. Sa- 

bine, &c. and afterwards let the Part be ſwathed round 

with a thick linnen Cloath, and expoſed to the Steams 
of very ſtrong Vinegar, raiſed by Means of the Lapis 
Pyrites ignited, In the mean Time let every Motion 
of the Joint be exerciſed. And in the laſt Place ap- 
ply the animal Oils and Gums. 8 

When the Praputium and Glaus are glued together, 
the Parts muſt be chaffed with warm Fomentations in 
order to remove the Swelling; after this they muſt be 
embrocated with oily Applications to ſubdue their 
Hardneſs and diſunite their mutual Attachment by a 
new * Suppuration.

Decoctions, his Habit muſt be perfectly well purged 
of ſuperfluous Humours and freed of Obſtructions. 
He muſt be nouriſhed with laudable Food for at leaft 
forty Days before the Uſe of this Medicine, for it is 
by no means to be adminiſtred when the Body is ex- 
hauſted with Venery, violent Labour, Cares, or 
Watching. And it ought not to be given in a cold

The Decoctions muſt be made ſtronger or weaker

As for the Quantity, the Patient may drink ag 
much and as often as he pleaſes of theſe Decoctions 
provided he takes them warm, and ſweats in Proper:

I would not by any means adviſe the mixing of 
Wine with Decoctions that ſo ſoon become acid. 
Neither ought the Wine when the Patient uſes it, at 
Meals to be diluted with common Water, For dur- 
ing the Uſe of all ſuch powerful Remedies as the De- 
coctions of this Root, or Sal/a Parilla, or Guaiacym, 
Water 1s a very dangerous Draught, both as it coun- 
ter-acts the Operation of theſe Medicines, and further 
weakens the Patients Body, already macerated and 
relaxed with theſe Decoctions. 

When the Decoctions of this Root either lye a Bur- 
den in the Stomach or do not promote Diſcharges 
they ought to be left off.

mediately leaving that Part ſhifts into one Shoulder, 
thence into one of the Shins, and thus it flies from 
one Part into another. In the next place the Com- 
plexion fades all at once, viz, in the Space of two or 
three Days; and the Circles under the Eyes become 
livid. The Palms of the Hands, and Soles of the 


Feet burn with Heat. The Patient becomes unweildy, 


drowſy, and falls into broken Slumbers ; he grows 
melancholy 3 ſometimes, tho? ſeldom, a Febricula 
ariſes, A flight putrid Ulcer appears in the Pudenda, 
and after that ſmall Buboes puſh out.

The firſt Symptom of the confirmed Diſeaſe is an 
Eruption of hard Puſtules over the whole Body, 
Head and Beard. Sometimes they put on a Cruſt, 
ſometimes they yield Sanies, and ſometimes they ap- 
pear without either of theſe Conditions, But the 
Eruption never begins till the Diſeaſe is of Halt a 
Year's, or at leaſt four Months Standing.

And it is 
an infallible Sign that the Diſeaſe is confirmed, if a 
Callus remains about the Cicatrix after thoſe Ulcers 
are dried up.

The ſecond Species is a round hollow Ulcer, oi a 
livid Colour in the Middle, its Lips are ſomewhat 
bloated, and of a purple Caſt. | 

But the worſt, and indeed a very malignant Kind, 
is not round, but of different Shapes, as well as of 
various Colours, livid, purple, &c. Its Lips are 
callous, it ſpreads with great Violence, and ſometimes 
is of the putrid Kind.

After the Pains, or at the ſame time with them, or 
for the moſt part after Mercurial Ointments have been 
uſed without Succeſs, Nodes ariſe.

The Bones do not become carious in every invete- 
rated Pox, but only in ſuch as have been manage

This Diſeaſe in a little Time extinguiſhes the Ap- 
petite for Venery. 

Tho' the Head ſometimes remains free of any 
Symptoms in this Diſeaſe, it very commonly ſuffers 
from Pains, Puſtules, Alopecia, Gummata, and Caries 
of the Cranium. Beſides the Noſe and Fauces are 
beſet with ſmall Ulcers, and the Mouth falls out into 
a great Number of Holes.

I prepare its Decoctions with Z1v. of the Root to 
tx. of Water, boiled into tbv. 

Sometimes I uſe it in Decoction compounded with 
Guaiacum, or its Bark, eſpecially when the Salle 
Parilia opens the Belly, as it ſometimes does, or when 
the Diſeaſe is inveterated. | 

When the Patient goes abroad, or his Stomach 
is weak, I add betwixt a third and fourth Part of 
Wine to the ſecond Decoction ; but in other Cafes [ 
never uſe Wine. 

As for the Doſe of thoſe Decoctions, let the Pa- 
tient take Zvi, in the Morning, and in the Evening 
Zvi. When he is to go abroad I give the Decoction 
only-onte a Day. rr.

For Diet, ſome confine their Patients to Biſcuit and 
Raiſins. But I always allow common Bread and 
roaſted Fleſh Morning and Evening, and ſometimes 
an Egg, or the like. In the mean time ſalted Meat, 
Sallads and Fruits, are by no means to be uſed. _ 

Every eighth Day of this Courſe the Patient ought

Fumigating with Cinnabar ſometimes performs-a 


Cure, but it often proves hurtful. In ſhort, I would 


never uſe this Remedy but in two Caſes: The firſt is, 
when the Eyes are inflamed and excoriated, in which 
Caſe ] have found it ſucceſsful, after Iſſues, Decoctions, 
and other Remedies had been uſed to no Purpoſe. 
The other is, when the Hairs are dropping out, 
but even in thoſe Caſes it ſhould be reſerved for 
the laſt Shift. Beſides, it is only to be ventured 
upon by very ſtrong Patients; but it ought to be 
ſhunned as a Poiſon by thin People, and thoſe of 
warm and dry Temperaments, ſuch as have their 
Lungs affected either with a Catarrhus, Tubercles, 
or other Obſtructions. It is certain Death in a Perip- 
neu monie, and very pernicious to ſuch as have ever 
had a Hæmoptoe. And they too who labour under a 
Dyſentery or Lientery muſt let it alone. <2 
There are two Kinds of Fumigations; one com- 
Pounded of benign, the other of more violent Mate- 
rials.

The Baſis of the ſtrong Fumigations is artificial 
Cinnabar, yellow and red Arſenick.

The Ulcers upon the Pudenda are to be cured by 
Evacuation. And in the Beginning the whole Viru- 
Jence has often been diſſipated by Cauſticks, ſuch as 
Ag. Fortis, Atramentum Sutorium, or Præcifilale; 
but where there is either a Pleihora or a Cacochymie, 
or the Nerves are very delicate and ſenſible, theſe 
Applications, inſtead of having any good Effect, 
produce Pain and Inflammations. Mo 

Among other Methods of deſtroying venereal Warts, 
the Application of Gum Ammouniacum, with the 
Suammæ Mris, and Precipitate, is very good, I

is attempted, the Patient's Habit ought to be well

In order to cure the Gonorrhea, after proper gene- 
ral Evacuations, you muſt endeavour to reſtore the 
natural Viſcidity of the Matter, and to reſtrain the 
Diſcharge by gentle Aſtringents and Coolers taken in- 
wardly ; ſuch as the Rad. Nymphee, fem. Lattuc. 
Melon. Cucurbit. Agn. Caſt. Gum Tragacanth, Maſtick, 
Frankincenſe, and a ſmall Quantity of Armenian Bole, 
or Terra Sipillata. > DN 

But ſtrong Aſtringents are always to be avoided, 
eſpecially at firſt, for I have frequently ſeen worſe 
Symptoms occaſioned by the Retention of the virulent 
Matter, _ = 

When Buboes appear neither bleeding nor purging, 
unleſs with a Lenitive, are by any means to be allowed 
at firſt, except a Plethora or Cacochymie require ſuch 
Evacuations. For whatever contributes to throw back 
the crude Matter into the Maſs of Blood, tends to the 
confirming of the Diſeaſe. Theſe Tumours therefore 
mult by all poſſible Means be brought to.a Suppura- 
tion, and after they are opened, the Diſcharge of Pus 
muſt be kept up tor a long Time. For many Poxes 
have been cured by this Means without any other. 
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The Puſtules muſt not at all be managed by Re. 
pellents, except after proper Evacuation, when the 
appear in the Mouth, For when Puſtules and Ulcers 
break out in the Palate it is full Time to repel the 
Humours from thoſe Parts. „ 

As for the Tophi, if they are already come to a bony 
Conſiſtence, and have not yielded to Decoctions of 
Salja Parilla, the Part ought to be laid open, and the 
Bone ſcraped. | 14 HE 

Tf they have not yet acquired the Hardneſs of Bone, 
emollient Applications, and afterwards Diſcutients, 
are to be uſed. But to ſuch Tumours Cauſticks muſt 
never be applied; for by the Application of Cauſticks 
I have ſometimes ſeen them degenerate into cancerous 
leer.... A abe 

Stupifying Medicines ought never to be called in 
for the Relief of the Pains. Mercurial Plaiſters have 
bad Effects too in ſuch Caſes, eſpecially if ap- 
plied to the Head. The warm Bath is very good 
againſt the Pains, both as it is an Anodyne, and pro- 
motes Evacuation. | F 
For the ſhedding of the Hair Aſtringents, ſuch as 
Ladanum, the Ol. Myrtinum, and the like, are never 
to be uſed ; for they repel the morbid Matter from the 
Skin, and occaſion more ſevere Symptoms. 

To prevent the Extremity of the Noſe from being 
deſtroyed, aſtringent Applications are proper. 
Where the Fiſſures and Ring-worms upon the 
Hands and Feet do not yield to Decoctions of Guais- 
cum, they are hard to be cured. However, after ſut- 
ficient Evacuation, the Cure may be attempted with 
Precipitate in Ointment.

The Cure of the & 'ymptoms. 


The Heat of Urine (Gonorrbea) is a troubleſome 
Symptom in this Diſeaſe, and as it frequently produces 
a Lues, muſt be removed with all poſſible Expedition. 
In order to which, let the Patient chuſe a cold _ 


his is a pretty ſingular Precaution, and it is ſomewhat difficult 
to find a Reaſon for it, eſpecially as Mercury and Gualacum are by all 


allowed to be the moſt powerſul Remedies againſt ſuch Ulcers. 
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dry Air, ava all acrid, ſalt, and Wen Food. 

His Drink muſt. be ſmall "Wine or Water, and he 
muſt abſtain from Venery. Beſides he muſt avoid all 
violent Paſſions, and uſe moderate Exerciſe. 

As for Medicines, he muſt purge with fuch Cathar. 
ticks as diſcharge the particular predominating Hu- 
mour. But * diuretick Ingredients, and all ſtrong Ca- 
tharticks, ſuch as & cammony, muſt be avoided, except 
where the Patient is threatned with a genuine Lues. 
Inſtead of theſe let refrigerating and emollient Medi- 
cines be given, as Mallows, Succory, Endive, Barley, 
the cold Seeds, Liquorice, Raiſins, Dates, Yellow and 
Indian Myrobalans, Syrup of Violets, &c. And let 
Glyſters of the Deco. Malve and Caſſia be frequently 
adminiſtred. Bleeding, except in Caſe of a Plethora, 
ſeldom does any Service againſt this Symptom, eſpe- 
cially when it is a venereal one. 

After purging let the Patient drink Emulſions of 
the cold Seeds, Almonds, Sem. papav. albi, Turpentine, 
and the like, prepared with Decott, Hordei, Glycyr- 
TDIRE or Whey. 

For topical Remedies, in the firſt place uſe gentle 
Detergents, ſuch as Decoct. Hordei, with Honey, or 
Hr. Violarum, or Sugar and Whey, But if the Pain 
is violent you muſt have Recourſe to the Mucilages 
of the Sem. Malve, Lafuce, Phllii, Lini, Cydoneo- 
rum, extracted with the Ag. Caprifolii, the Juice of 
which Plant is reckoned a Cure for the Ardor Urine 
and Gonorrha. Theſe are to be injected thro? the Ca- 
theter, while the Patient lies in a ſupine Poſture, that 
the Injection may reach the Paraſtate. 

When there is occaſion for a ſtronger Deterſive, 
wet Ægyptiacum, with the Albumen ovi, diſſolved 
in A5.

waſhing it, for the firſt four or five Days, with 2

ſtrong Detergents, nor Catharticks are ſafe at firſt. 
But if this Symptom is very violent, let the Belly be

The Ulcers too, if they are waſhed twice a Day, 
for three or four Days, with warm Water, as ſoon as 
they appear, are eaſily cured without any other Re- 
medy. But if they are unſkilfully handled they be- 
come very obſtinate. * 

But if they have any Calloſity about them, about 
half an Hour after they have been fomented apply Præ- 
cipitate, but only for two Days together; intermitting 
two Days afterwards, left the obſtructed Perſpiration 
of the Part, ſrom the daily Uſe of ſuch a Corroſfive, 
and the Pain, and conſequent Flux towards ir, owing 
to the ſame Cauſe, ſhould produce a new Calloſity 
inſtead of the Precipitate's deſtroying the preſent one. 
Belides, upon thoſe Days in which you uſe the Pre- 
cipitale, let the Part be bathed only once a Day, and 
half an Hour after bathing apply the Precipitate in 
Powder, and let it lie till the next Morning that you 
bath again. After you have uſed the Corrolive long 
enough, foment with black Wine, and cure the Ulcer 
after the common Way of managing other Ulcers 
with Deficcatives and Detergents. ale 

If this Method is timeouſly enough uſcd, wiz. 
within ſix or eight Days after the firſt Appearance of 
lich an Ulcer, it undoubtedly performs a Cure, 
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But Aſtringents and Corroſives ought never to be 
applied to thoſe Ulcers at firſt. J have ſeen the Glans, 
nay the whole Penis, and the Regio Pubis, as deep ag 
to the Perilonæum, corroded and deſtroyed by the 
ill-timed Uſe of Cathæreticks. 

In the mean time neither bleeding nor purging are 
at firſt proper, for all that they do is to weaken the 


Patient to no Purpoſe, But when the Diſeaſe is now 
of fome Standing, when the Ulcers are become chopt 


or putrid, or their Calloſity is very obſtinate, then 


indeed theſe Evacuations muſt be called in. 


When an Ulcer in the Penis is become old and ob- 


ſtinate, cal'ous or putrid, by the Application of Cor- 


rolives, lay them aſide for two Days, and apply in- 
ſtead of them ſuch an Ointment as the following :

But if neither the Calloſity, nor the putrid Taint of 
thoſe Ulcers yield to the Method already preſcribed, 
open a Vein in the Penis, near the Ulcer, or apply 
Leeches, and apply Precipitate again, but witnout 
uſing the Fomentations, only chaff the Ulcer with 
auſtere Wine and Water, and repeat the Purges, which 
ought now to be a little ſtronger than before. Beſides 
if the Patient is Plethorick it will be proper. to bleed 
again; I have found it very ſerviceable to bleed at 
both Arms and Ankles at once; but only when the 
Diſeaſe has taken Poſſoſſion of ſeveral Parts diſtant 
one from another, 
A Phimoſis is cured by f. fomenting, injeing, Hleed- 
ing and purging.

But if, in ſpite of theſe Means, this Symptom con- 
tinues obſtinate for ſix Days, let blood at the Arm, 
and give a lenitive Purge, ſharpened with Turbith, 
once or twice, according to the Briſknels of the Ope-

After purging. let the Patient take a Draught of 
ſome diuretick, and gently diaphoretick Decoction, 
every Morning for ſix or ſeven Days, and lie a Bed 
for ſome time after every Doſe to indulge a gentle 
Sweat; after this ſhort Courſe let him purge again,

They who deal much with tainted Women, and 
whoſe Groins are apt to ach after Coition, are for the 
moſt part ſubject to Buboes in this Diſcaſe. To pro- 
mote the Suppuration of thoſe Tumours, apply Cup- 
ping-glaſſes, and let the Patient frequently rub and 
pinch the Part, with his Fingers moiſtened with freſh 
Butter, till it becomes at laſt ſo painful that he can no 
longer bear to touch it in that Manner, and then it 
is time to apply a ſuppurative Plaiſter. I have won- 
dered to ſee the Suppuration of very obſtinate Buboes 
. ee e eee 
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ſometimes promoted by bleeding at the Arm or Leg, 
of the ſame Side, and purging. ' 

The Remains of a Bubo that has been pad crude 
are very hard to digeſt, Belides, the Diſeaſe is very 
often exaſperated by opening thoſe Tumours too ſoon, 

The Aperture is better made with the Knife than with 
a Cauſtick. For beſides that the Lancet is not apt to 
occaſion Pain and Inflammation, as any Cautery is, 
by it there is a Diſcharge made of corrupted Blood, 
which we muſt not expect from a Cauſtick. 

Upon the fame Day that you open the Bubo, or 
the next Day after it, let blood, if that Evacuation 
has been delayed till now, or if the Blood is vitiated. 
You may open a Vein in the Arm, but it is better to 
do it in the Ham of the ſame Side. If the Blood is 
much vitiated, ſoon after you have let blood in one 
of thoſe Par's, open a Vein in the oppolite Side, 
After bleeding give a Purge, which muſt be frequently 
repeated, if the Tumour did not appear till a long 
Time after the Contagion was received, or if the 
Humours are much tainted. ; 

The dropping out of the Hair ſometimes. ſecures 
the Patient from worſe Symptoms, ſometimes not. It 
ſeldom begins till the Diſeaſe is come to be of three 
or four Months ſtanding. 

To remove this Symptom, in the firſt place let 
blood, after that purge once and again, then let the 
Head be ſhaved, and well chafed every other Day, 
wich the following Decoction, which immediately 
puts a Stop to the "Alopecia :

In the mean time the Patient's Diet muſt be more 
ſparing than uſual, and he muſt abſtain from Onions, 
Garlick, Spices, and every Thing that is acrimonious, 

The Impetigo and Scabies ſometimes appear in this 
Diſeaſe, eſpecially where the Patient uſes little Exer- 
ciſe, and neglects the Uſe of Remedies : and after 
the Skin has acquired a bad Habit of this Kind, it is 
hard to be removed, 

The Cure is performed by bleeding, purging, the 
Ule of the hot Bath, Decoctions of Guaiacum, cupping, 
and the Application of Leeches upon the Parts that 
ſuffer moſt, and mercurial, ſaturnine Ointments; but 
thoſe Ointments are not to be applied at the lame time 
to more Parts than one. 

The Pains of the muſcular Parts, as well as the 
Alopecia, do not begin their Attack till the Diſeaſe is 
three or four Months old. 

For thoſe Pains, let blood as near che affected Parts 
as poſſible, afterwards foment them twice a Day with 
Aqua Vitæ, and give frequent Purges. Vomiting 
gives prodigious Relief, A Courſe of Guaiacum for 
about twenty Days is good, as are alſo the Applica- 
tion of Leeches, Cupping, — aud Iſſues. 8

After purging in ſuch a Manner as has been di-

The Symptoms (Pains) which affect the Head are 
removed by bleeding, the Uſe of Diureticks, repeated 
purging, Fomentations of lixivious Salts diſſolved in 
Water, or with warm Vinegar, or Aqua Vitæ, a Courſe 
of Guaiacum, Errhines, Maſticatories. If theſe Symp- 
toms continue obſtinate, make an Iſſue upon the af- 
tected Part, or the Suture next to it, with the actual 
or a potential Cautery; for I have found this ſucceſs- 
ful after all other Remedies had been uſed to no Pur- 
poſe. In the mean time the Purges muſt be repeated, 
for we muſt not depend entirely upon the Succeſs of 
topical Remedies. But if the Pains ſtill remain in

prum, let the internal Lamina too be perforated. 
I have frequently ſeen, in this Diſeaſe, as much as 
half the Breadth of one's Palm of the Os Sincipilis, 
and ſometimes a great part of the Os Frontis, fepa- 
rated Piece-meal, and always with good Succeſs. 


Of the Uſe of Mercury. 
Mercury, in Ointment, Plaiſter, and Fumigation, 
1s a wonderful Remedy againſt this Diſeaſe ; and at 
the ſame Time, it is abundantly ſafe, provided no 
Errors be commutted, : | 
Some apply the mercurial Ointment not only to the 
Articulations of the Bones, but to the Head alſo. . But 
as theſe Patients are no ſooner cured than thoſe whoſe 
Joints only are rubbed, I would except not only the 
Head, but the Abdomen too, and the Cheſt. Tho? I ſee 
no Harm in anointing thoſe Parts, provided you do 
not uſe too much Mercury. There is no Neceſſity for 
rubbing the Spine with theſe Ointments, except where 
it is affected with Pain. | |

not yielded in the leaſt to a great Number of Remedies. The Pa- 

tient would not be prevailed upon to try the Effect of Cauſticks, 
which I adviſed, but within a Month afterwards I found him quite 
deprived of Sight, without any morbid Appearance about his Eyes. 
But he told me that for ſeveral Days before he entirely loſt his Sight, 
he fancied he ſaw a great Number of Fleas and Cobwebs playing 
before his Eyes. I endeavoured in vain to perſuade him to undergo the 
Operation of the Trepan, but he ſubmitted to the Application of a 
Cauſtick to the Sinciput, where the Pain was moſt violent, tho he 
would not allow the Ulcer to be kept open. I left him, and about 
forty Days after that he died. In dieNting his Body we found the 
Cranium ſphacelated and putrified for the Breadth of a Crown, about 
the Place where the ſagittal Suture ends in the Coronal: When the 
Skull was opened, a great Quantity of putrilaginous Ichor run out, 
not only at the Aperture made by the Saw, but alſo at the Ears and 
Noſtrils. The Membranes of the Brain, towards the Part where 
the Bone was carious, were putrified, and the Brain and optick 
Neęrves corrupted ; while all the other Yiſcera were ſound. 
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It is ſufficient to anoint once a Day, and if the 

Patient is weak, once in two Days is enough. 

Sometimes once anointing, and for the moſt part” 
twice or thrice, 1s enough. Tn ſome I have obſerved 
the Symptoms of an approaching Salivation do not 
appear till after the fifteenth Application of theſe 
Ointments. 

They muſt be uſed till the Gums begin to ſwell, 
or a Looſeneſs comes on, or the Ulcers heal, or the 
Pains ceaſe : as ſoon as any of theſe Conditions appear, 
lay the Ointments afide. But where they perform a 
Cure without railing either a Salivation or a Dyſentery, 
it is the ſafeſt Way to uſe them once in eight Days 
for a Month after the Symptoms are gone. And in 
the mean time the Patient may go about his Affairs, 

excepting on the Days in which he anoints. 

As for poor People, whoſe Buſineſs will not allow 
them to keep at Home, let them, after bleeding and 
purging, uſe a weak mercurial Ointment, till their 
Mouth begins to grow ſore, or till a Looſeneſs comes 

on, or till the Pains and other Symptoms are gone. 
Or they may, at the ſame time, take every Day, or 
every other Day, a ſmall Doſe of ſome Cathartick, 

to prevent a Flux of Humours to the Fauces. By 
theſe Means I have cured a great Number of labouring 
People and Beggars, whoſe Circumſtances would not 
afford them a better Regimen. 

I have cured ſeveral young Children of this Diſeaſe, 
by rubbing their Joints with a ſmall Quantity of a 
mercurial Ointment, laying them afide as toon as their 
Mouth begun to be affected, and purging them, by 
giving a Cathartick to the Nurſe. 

I have always found the Event of this Medicine 
more happy in thoſe that eat moderately, whether of 
animal or vegetable Food, and abſtained from Wine, 
or drunk it much diluted, than in thoſe who indulged 
in a rich plentiful Diet, and the Uſe of Wine. | 

They who eat plentifully, and drink Wine, are 
moſt affected with the Fætor Oris, and other Symptoms 

attending Mercury. 
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| Mercurial 
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Mercurial Fumigations are chiefly. to be uſed when 
the Throat, Noſe, and ſuch other Parts as do not lo 
properly admit of Ointments, are ulcerated, 

If the Patient is ſtrong he may ſafely fumigate both 
Morning and Evening, otherwiſe once a Day is 

enough. 

Let him proceed in fumigating till the Gums ſwell, 
or the other Conditions appear, which indicated that 
it was Time to lay aſide the Ointments. 

I have known ſome cured of this Diſcaſe by Qyick- 

ſilver in Pills. 
Sometimes, beſides the Ulceration of the Mouth, 
Sc. from the Uſe of Mercury, the Throat is ſo 
ſwelled, Sc. that the Patient ſwallows his Food with 
great Difficulty. But I have always found that ſtrong 
purging ſecures him from any Danger of this Kind.

Sweating is good againſt cutaneous Foulneſſes, and 
is very proper where the Blood abounds, with Serum. 
But the Patient muſt always be prepared for it by 
bleeding and purging. 

If the Patient, during the Uſe of Caviar, grows 
coſtive, let him take a gentle Purge every other Day. 
But if he drinks the ſecond Decoction plentifully, it 
will readily ſecure him from this Symptom, and on 
the contrary give him a Looſeneſsz. 

The Rad. Chine acts only as a gentle Sudorifick 
and Diuretick, and very often entirely diſappoints the 
Phyſician's Expectation, But in flight Cafes, or 
by way of Precaution, it may properly enough be 
given. 

Ass for Salſa Parilia, J have Reaſon, om my own 
Experience, to reckon it equal, or even preferable to 
Guaiacum, eſpecially in Patients whoſe Conſtitutions 
are inclined to be warm. For its Qualities are more 

temperate 
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temperate than thoſe of Guaiacum, and, if it is pretty 
green, beſides its ſudorifick Virtue, it Opens the Belly, 
and promotes Urine. 

The Decoctions of this Root, as well as thoſe of 
China, ought to be prepared of Ziv. or Zvi. of the 
Root macerated in fbxii. of Water, for twelve Hours, 
afterwards to be reduced to a third part by low bo1l- 
ing.

Of Bleeding, Purging, &c. 


Bleeding at the affected Parts relieves the cutaneous 
Foulneſſes more than it does the Pains of the Joints 
when without Inflammation. Purging and vomiting 
do more ſervice againſt the Pains. > 

This Diſeaſe is often cured by purging alone ; which 
is always neceſſary to prepare the Patient for other 
Methods of Cure. fk . 
Alfter purging, and bleeding, if neceſſary, a Vomit 

taken twice a Week, more or leſs, is of great Service 
in Caſe of Pains, Ulcers, Loſs of Appetite, and Af- 
fections of the Head without Caries or Nodes 

I have always found the hot Bath very effectual 
againſt this Diſeaſe, eſpecially in Caſe of an Alopecia, 
Pruritus, or Eruptions upon the Skin. It does ſervice 
likewiſe in Pains of the Joints, and is very proper 
when the Diſeaſe is attended either with a continual, 
or an intermittent Febricula. But ſuch Patients as have 
any Looſeneſs muſt entirely abſtain from it. 

The Patient ought to bathe two or three Hours 
before eating, and once a Day 1s enough, or rather 
too much. Let the bathing be repeated for three, four 
or fix Days ſucceſſively, or at Intervals, if the Patient 
is weak. However, after five or ſix Times bathing, 
let him intermit its Uſe for ſome time, and return to 
it afterwards if it be requiſite. 

Let him continue in the Bath for an Hour, or as 
long as he can well bear it. And as ſoon as he comes

Beſides other cutaneous Affections familiar to this 
Diſeaſe, the Skin is frequently ſprinkled with livid or 
red Spots.

Among the other Symptoms of this Diſeaſe, the

Of Diet. 


Let the Patient uſe a laudible, eaſily-digeſted, at- 
tenuating, deterging, drying Food, whether of the 
animal or vegetable Kind; it ought to be as free 
of Recrements as poſſible. And where there is any 

Fever, or intenſe Heat, it muſt be refrigerating. 
Whatever Diet the Patient makes uſe of, as I would 
not have him to ſtarve, ſa I would adviſe him to riſe 
from his Meals with ſome Remains of an Appetite, 
But in the Acme of the Diſeaſe, and during the Time 
of the Cure, his Diet ought to be yet more ſparing.

The firſt Step eds the Cure, is to give a gentle 
minorative Purge.

The mercurial Ointments are to be applied all over 
the Body, the Head, Cheſt and Arm-pits excepted. 
In order to make a ftronger Derivation to the Skin, 


it is very proper to compound the Ointments with 


Agarick, Hermodactyls, Cyclamen, Pyrethrum, Ariſto- 
lochia, Scilla, Bdellinm, Ammoniacim, Turbith, &c. 
I have ſeen ſome cured of this Diſeaſe by copious 


Sweating and Salivation, raiſed by rubbing only the 


Palms of the Hands, and Soles of the Feet, with an 
Ointment made up of a 75 Proportion of Mercury, 
incorporated with new Hog's Lard, Oil of Turpentine, 


Hermodactyls, Sulphur, Juice of ne TOTO 
and Aqua Vile, 


[ have known many cured by mercurial Plaiſters : 


while they went ſweating all the Time about their 
Buſineſs in 1-athern Waiſtcoars.

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A Patient of mine, whom I ſuſpected of a latent 
venereal Taint, from Fiſſures and Calloſities in the 
Palms of his Hands, and Soles of his Feet, was ſeized 
with a Dyſentery 3 after the Cure of which he became 
affected with a violent Pain of his Head, which I could 
not remove by any other Means than the mercurial 

Unction. 

From the firſt Attack of this Diſeaſe the Patient 
loſes his venereal Appetite, except that Stimulys is 
kept up by either an external or an internal Ulcer of 
the Penis. 

I have ſeen a new- hon Infant covered all over with 
venerea] Puſtules. 

The Tumours that appear in this Diſeaſe, when 
opened diſcharge a viſcid Pituita and Pus. 

Sometimes in pocky Caſes the Cuticula of the Hands 
is ſeparated without any itching. 

If in one that has ever had this Diſeaſe an Ulce! 
breaks our, and does not yield to the moſt effectual 
Ways of managing other Ulcers, you may pronounce 
that the Patient labours under a poeky Cachexy, and 
manage the Ulcer accordingly. 

When a Relapſe happens, the Diſeaſe appears 1 in 
the Shape of Pains and hard Tumours. 

I have known many, who, after the Uſe of mercu- 
rial Ointments, became affected with Pains ances, 
whereas before they had no ſuch Symptoms. 

At the ſame time with the Pains of the Head, the 

Patient is ſometimes tortured with Pains in the oor: 
mion, Sternum, Neck, and Joints of the Extremities,

A Pain in the Sternum is one of the moſt certain 
Signs of this Diſeaſe. 

Among other Parts, the Calf of the Leg is ſome.

When an Iſchiadick Pain happens, and is attended 
with an extenuated Habit, you may ſuſpe& the Cafe 
to be venereal.

The Pains are increaſed by Cold, Moiſture, as alſo 
by a ſlight Heat, but they are mitigated "4 a great 

one. 

They become ſenſibly milder after eating. 

The Cephalalgia in this Diſeaſe chiefly affects the 
Forehead, the Temples, and the Parts about the Ears, 
It is commonly attended with a Senſe. of Weight, 
Sometimes the Pain is internal, ſometimes external z 
in which laſt Caſe neither the Eyes nor Ears are affect- 
ed with it. 

The internal is more violent than the external * ; 
it is more ſevere in the Night Time than thro? the Day, 
and in the Changes from hot to cold, and from cold 
to hot Weather, than at other Times. 

Beſides other Parts, the Eye-brows are commonly 
affected with a Senſe of Weight and Pain. 

The Pains of the Head while recent are not attended 
with any Tumour, But after they have continued for 
a long Time, and Tumours begin to appear, an 
Abſceſs and Caries of the Bone 1s to be feared. In 
ſome theſe Tumours are occaſioned by the too liberal 
Uſe of mercurial Ointments, either becauſe they have 
put the Humours into Motion without having been 
able to diſcharge them, or becauſe the Patient has ex- 
poſed himſelf to the cold Air before the Cure was 
perfected. 

Sometimes the Pain of the Head is attended with | 
an Alopecia in one particular Part, but chiefly about 
the Sides. And this is one of the moſt certain Signs 
of the venereal Diſeaſe; for the hinder and lateral 
Parts of the Head are not liable to become bald from 
any other Caule, 


Of the Cure. 


Some uſe by bleeding and purging, after a ſuſpected 
Coon, either to prevent the Diſeaſe altogether, or to 
Keep the Poiſon for a long Time from exerting itſelf. : 
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I have cured a recent Pox in five Days Time, by 
purging the Patient gently every Day. 

It is better to give a gentle Purge every Day, than 
ſharp ones at great Diſtances ; becauſe in theſe Inter 
vals a new Collection of Fuel is made. 

But the morbid Humours in this Diſeaſe are better 
diſcharged by Sweat than either by Stool or Urine, 

Repeated bleeding is good at t zinning of the 
Diſeaſe, when it diſcovers itſelf in Pa les, Itch, or 
Ulcers. But when the Head and Joints are torment- 
ed with Pain it is bad. 

The Quantity of morbid Hiithouts' muſt be dimi- 
niſhed both by frequent bleeding and purging, before 
the Patient is either falivated or menge., with Sudo- 
rificks. e 

The Uſe of the hot Bath is very proper before 
the Application of mercurial Ointments, becauſe by 


its Means the Pores are opened, fo to admit with 


greater Eaſe the ſubtile Parts of ſuch Applications. 


It does good Service too after the Uſe of the Ointments, 


by cleanſing che Skin, and deriving the Fluids to the 
Surface.

As the Diſeaſe is more or leſs. inveterated, ſoa 
larger or ſmaller Proportion of Mercury 1s required 
in the Ointments, with which the Articulations of the 
Extremities and Spine are to be rubbed, - once the firſt 
Day, twice the ſecond, and ſo on alternately as long 
as it 1s proper to uſe: them. 

The more powerful Deſiecatives, ſuch as Allom, 
Sulphur, Chalciis, ought not to be added to the mer 
curial Ointments till near the End of the Cure; 
cauſe by their Aſtringency they lock up the Poste

When the Patient is either too weak to bear fumi- 
gating in a Box or Tent, or where ſuch an Apparatus 
is wanting, he may receive the Steams a Bed, by 
means of a Tube, whoſe further Extremity paiſes thro? 
the Lid of the Chafing-dith which contains the Ma- 
e 

If his Weakneſs does not Now Win every 
Day, after he has undergone this Operation for three 
Days ſucceſſively, let him intermit its Uſe for four 
or more Days, and then return to it again. 

During the Courſe of theſe Fumigations, let the 
Patient's Drink be Hydromel, or the ſecond Decoction 
of Guaiacum. He muſt entirely abſtain from Wine; 
for Palſies are frequently occaſioned by the Uſe of 
Wine along with Mercury. _ 

When one particular Aim of Fonkigatingg is to cure 
the Ulcers, add to the other Materials, detergent and 
deficcative Reſins: and Gums, as alſo reſinous Woods, 
Among other Ingredients I uſe, for that Intention, to 
add a q. ſ. of Sandaracha or Auripigmentum, eſpecially 
where I have Reaſon to ſuſpect Ulcers in the Noſe, 
T Lungs, or other internal. Parts. ' Marchaſi te too is 
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a good Ingredient, becauſe it dries, the Ulcers, and 


ſoftens the hard Tumours. 
When an Ulcer remains a; the Uſe of other 


Remedies, it is ſufficient to fumigate the Part after 


the Ulcer is deterged, or the Bone, if it was corrupted, 
is reduced to a ſounder State. 

The Pilulg Barbaroſſæ are very od: to extirpate 
the Diſcaſe after it is become inveterated, and to re- 


move the Exoſtoſes, Tophi, and Pains. But the Habit 


muſt be purged before their Uſe, and they muſt be 
taken till the Patient's Belly becomes very open, or 
his Breath becomes fœtid, or his Mouth hot. They 
are very convenient for thoſe whoſe Circumſtances ob- 
lige them to go abroad, or who do not care to have 
their Caſe diſcovered. However, they, have this In- 
conveniency, that in ſome they have occaſioned] in- 
curable Diſeaſes of the Inteſtines.

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Sometimes they are ſcattered over the whole Body 
from Head to Foot. Sometimes they affect only the 
ſuperior, ſometimes only the inferior Parts. But the 
ſuperior Parts, as the Head, Face, Neck, Hands 
and Arms, are more ſubject to theſe Eruptions than 
the Belly, Coxæ, Legs and Feet. 

The Head and Face are ſeldom or never free of 
Puſtules, and ſometimes they make their firſt Appear- 
ance upon theſe Parts, tho* moſt commonly they 
begin at the Pudenda. 

The greater the Number of Puſtules the Caſe is 
(cet. par.) ſo much the worſe, Tho? it is better 
than where the morbid Matter is locked up in the

with noxious Exhalations from putrid Carcaſſes, and 
from their Exceſs in luſtful Debauchery. 

Others lay the Blame of its firſt Riſe upon the 
Practiſes of the Spaniards, who finding themſelves 
unequally matched with the French, poiſoned their 
Fountains, and practiſed with their Purveyors to mix 
their Bread with Plaiſter and Lime. af 

But as all theſe Dangers have ever been frequent in 
Camps, I am apt to think-it was owing to NN 
Cauſe, 
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Cauſe, viz, to the Spaniards, who had brought over 
this Diſeaſe from the Wieſt In dies. 

In Syria there is ſcarce a Woman free of this Diſ- 
eaſe. And in that Country it is almoſt incurable, as 
I was told by a Venetian, who had caught ſuch a vio- 
lent Pox there, that after he had uſed a great Number 
of Remedies, it proved at laſt fatal to him. 

Tho? Fracaſtorius and others reckon it an epide- 
mical Diſeaſe, there are ſome who deny that ever 
any one in Italy caught it but by Contagion, 

People of bilious Temperaments are more eaſily 
infected than the ſanguine, the ſanguine than the me- 
lancholick, and the melancholick than the phlegma- 
tick. 

Young People are more liable to it than Children, 


Children than People of middle Age, and cheſe than 
old People. 


It is more eaſily ed in the Summer 0 in the 


Spring, in Spring than in 9 and in Autumn 
than in Winter. 
After it has been ſmothered it is more apt to break 
out a new, 1n cutaneous Symptoms, 1n the Spring. 
The Infection is greater or ſmaller in Proportion 
to the Eagerneſs exerted in Coition, the Degree of 


Pleaſure, the longer or ſhorter Time taken up in the 


Act, the Degree of the Diſcaſe in the Perſon who

I knew a Man, who, from frequent Encounters with an infected 
Woman, became indolent, unactive, and afterwards melancholy and 
weak, but without any Pain, Tumour, Ulcer, or Bubo. Within 
four Months after his firſt Symptoms he grew all over bald. In the 
mean time he would neither bleed nor purge, nor be prevailed upon 
to make uſe of any Remedy, ſo that he fell into a Kind of bad 
Habit, was ſeized with an univerſal Weakneſs, particularly in his 
Stomach, which continued for a long Time. However he was at 
laſt cured by Decoctions of Guaiacum. :

(1) In ſome the Pains: of the Joints ate fixed, and continue for a 
long Time ; in others they ſhift and wanderfrom one Place to another. 
Sometimes this Diſeaſe is not attended with Pains in the Joints, eſpe - 
cally when it produces Puſtules and Ulcers 
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Pains. In ſome the Pains were continual, in others 
they intermitted, but in both Caſes they were moſt 
acute in the Night. Sometimes the Pains were com- 
plicated with Puſtules, Ulcers, and Tumours, ſome- 


times unattended with any of theſe. The Patient loſt 


his Appetite, and Reſt; his broken Slumbers were 
haunted with frightſul Dreams, he burnt with an al. 
moſt: continual Heat, and was tormented with an ach- 
ing Head. Beſides he ſuffered the laſt Violence of 
every Paſſion rhat moſt difturbs the Mind. In the 
mean time what he ſpit was thick and frothy, his 
Sweats were fœtid, his Stools dry, with fome Mixture 


of Mucor, and his Urine reddiſh, oily, and thick, 


with an unequal, turbid, broken Sediment. 

But when the Diſeaſe had now raged in Europe for 
about thirty Years, it began ſomewhat to change its 
Shape, either as to its Train of Symptoms, or the 
Order of their Succeſſion ; for we learn from the Wri- 
ters of that Age, that the Puſtules now became lels 
frequent, the gummous Tumours more ſo, and the 
Pains rather more violent. Beſides the Urine, which 
uſed formerly to be thick, and reddiſh, grew thin and 
timpid, and ſeparated a ſmall broken Cloud; and the 
Blood when let appeared leſs mixt and burdened with 
Mucus than formerly. 

In this Manner did the Diſeaſe proceed, till the 
Puſtules were for the moſt part gone, and the corro- 
five Ulcers had diſappeared, while the hard Tumours 
too grew leſs frequent, and the Pains more mild; at 
laſt by Degrees it transformed itſelf into the Shape 
which it keeps to this Day, viz.

In the laſt Age a great many loſt their Teeth, but now 
this Misfortune does not fo readily happen, while in the 
mean time the Falling of the Hairs of the Head, Eye- 
brows, and Beard, is become a much more common 
Symptom. In a Word, this Diſeaſe is now grown ſo 
mild, that the ſound live, eat and drink with the 1n- 
fected, without Fear or Scruple. _ 

Some relate, that upon opening the Bodies of ſome 
that had laboured under this Diſeaſe, they found the 
Liver ſprinkled over with a Kind of Scabies and 
Puſtules. And I once ſaw, in a Lady of Pleaſure, 
the Convex Surface of the Liver almoſt totally covered

Salted Meat is very hurtful, as it provokes to 
Venery, increaſes the Pains, exaſperates the Puſtules, 
and inflames the Ulcers, | | 
Boiled Meat is better than roaſted in this Diſeaſe, 
Cheeſe, eſpecially ſuch as is old and acrid, is 
found very much to increaſe the Pains, as alſo the 
Gummata and Puſtules. Pn, 
All Spices are very bad: «ſpecially where the Pa- 
tient is alfected with a Heat in his Hands and Feet, 


where there is an Eroſion in the Penis, where the Skin 


is ſprinicled with Puſtules, or the Fleſh ulcerated. 
Oil, Butter, and all fat Things are to be avoided. 
Vinegar and Omphacirm too are bad. As are alſo 
Sugar and Honey. And all ſharp Things, ſuch as 
Onions, Leeks, Garlick, Sc. are fonnd greatly to 
Increaſe all the Symptoms of the Diſeaſe. 
Very few have been cured by violent Exerciſe. It 
is a dangerous Remedy, and not to be tampered with 
except the Patient is young, robuſt, neither too cor- 
pulent, nor too thin, except he is free both of a Pl. 
thera and Cacochymie, and has neither been long, nor 
is deeply affected with the Diſeaſe, and, in a Word, 
except he has been accuſtomed to violent Exerciſes. 


The Cure. 


Of Guatacum, Ec. 

The Sala Parilia is more effectual againſt this Di- 
eale than the Rad. Chine, but neither of them is by 
4 great deal ſuch a ſure Remedy as Guatacum. 

Some prepare the Decoctions of this Wood with 
diſtilled Waters, but I would much rather uſe the 
Decoctions of Simples for that Purpoſe than thel 
Waters, | 

For Women, Children, weak or delicate People, 
it is lighly proper to dilute the Decoctions of this 
Wood with Chic ken-broth, or the Wood may be 


bpoil'd in Broth inſtead of Water. 
Sometimes 
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Sometimes, in Caſe of a weak Stomach, or general 
Languor, I add a fourth part of Wine to the Decoc- 
tions with Water. | 

Tho? a ſlender Diet is found by Experience to be 
the moſt proper in this Diſeaſe, I cannot approve of 
the Practiſe of a great many, who quite ſtarve their 
Patients during the Uſe of Guaiacum. Beſides Biſcuit 
and Raiſins I uſe, thro? the whole Courſe, to allow a 
little Fleſh, or a new laid Egg ſoft-potched, inſtead 
of Almonds, which ſome reje&t as a Fruit that does 
not afford very laudible Juices. 

Some boaſt of Cures performed by Decoctions of 
Juniper, Oltve-tree, Pine, Oak, Box-wood, and Beech, 
For my part, I have no Expericnce of theſe Woods. 
But if they are ſometimes uſed with Succeſs, I am 
apt to think it is not ſo much owing to their Virtues, 
as to the preceding Evacuations, and the low Diet. 

In Africa there grows a Tree which the Natives uſe 
as a Remedy againſt this Diſeaſe, but we have no 
Acquaintance with it in [taly. As for its Deſcription, 
it is a thorny, thick Tree, of a reddiſh Colour, and 
bears a Fruit reſembling a Date. 


Of Mercury. 


Fumigations made up of mild Materials are too 
weak to ſucceed againſt this Diſeaſe ; the poiſonous 
ones are very hurtful, and are by no means to be ven- 
tured upon where the Patient is old, or weak, or la- 
bours under a Cacochymie, or is of a thin Habit, or 
lubje& to a Diarrhea, or Catarrhus, Dyſpnea, Perip- 
neumony, Cough, or any other Diſeaſe of the Lungs. 

Neither are mercurial Ointments to be ufed by 
weak, delicate, or old People, nor by thoſe whole 
Habit is very thin. Rs 

Belides I have not known any perfect Cure per- 
formed by mercurial Ointments, for ſome have a Re- 
lapſe three, ſome five Years, after their Uſe, and be- 
come more ſeverely affected than ever. All agree 
that the milder Ointments do not remove the Diſcaſe, 

„ 
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and Experience ſhews us that many have run great 
Riſques by the ſtronger ones. 
In ſhort, I would not venture to adminiſter ſuch a 

oiſonous Thing as Mercury either externally or 
internally. For tho? Pracipitate may have performed 
ſome few Cures by Chance, for one Inſtance where 
it has been given with Succeſs, there are a thouſand 
where it has occaſioned Exulcerations of the Inteſtines, 
Hamoptoes, Dropſies, or ſome other fatal Malady. 


The Cure of the Symptoms, 


The Caries or Erofion of the Pudenda, which for 
the moſt part happens about the Beginning of this 
Diſeaſe, and appears as the firſt Symptom, is cured 
in the firſt place by plentiful Evacuation, and after- 
wards by the Application of Deſiccatives. A mild 
Erofion may be removed by refrigerating Medicines, 
The Decoction of Guaiacum makes a proper Fomen- 
tation for thoſe Ulcers. Where a very ſtrong Deſic- 
cative is neceſſary, Precipitate 1s uſed either in Qint- 
ment or Powder; but they do not apply it above 
two or three Times at moſt, : 

The Decoction of Guaiacum, or Salſa Parilia, 
compounded with refrigerating Ingredients, ſuch as 
the Sonchus, Roſa, Santala, Hordeum, and the like, 
is the moſt powerful Remedy for the.Gonorrhaa. = 
Caſſia Fiſtula, Liquorice, Poppy-ſeeds, the Rad. 
Nymphee, the cold Seeds, &c. are very good againſt 
this Symptom. When Aſtringents are required, let 
Maſtick, Coral, Frankincenſe, Roſes, Gum Traga- 
canth, &c. be adminiſtered in Broths, or in any other 
. K | | 
I ſaw one Who died of an Ulcer betwixt the Anus 
and Tees, occaſioned by the ill-timed Uſe of Aſtrin- 
gents in a Gonorrhea. DOING? e 

There are ſome Buboes that will not ſuppurate, and 
theſe muſt be diſcuſſed by the Means of Catharticks, 
and afterwards by the Application of Reſolvents, 
It is better to open thoſe Tumours before they are 
quite ripe, than to delay opening them too long. | 
£ * _ 
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Some keep them running for ſome Years, and ima- 
gine it to be an Advantage; ; but ſuch a perpetual 
Flux to the Part is apt to produce a malignant Ulcer. 


Bleeding, repeated purging, and the Decoctions of 


Guaiacum, have often been uſcd in vain to prevent th: 
dropping out of the Hairs. 

Fumigations are never to be uſed againſt this Symp- 
tom. For if it is already begun, there is nothing to 
be expected from this Pr actiſe It you are only afraid 
of it, it is ſafer to try what may be done by bleeding 
and purging, in order to prevent it. 

In endeavouring to mike the Fair grow, great 
care muſt be taken not to ative ich Humours to- 
wards the Skin as may uiccrate the Head and Face. 

Some to fix the Teeth ſtrongly, recommend the 
Aqua Aluminis and Precipitate, either alone (in a 
{mall Quantity) or compounded with other Materials. 

The Pains of the Joints are removed by ſtrong 
Purges, the internal Uſe of Decoctions of Guaigcum, 
as alſo the external Application of theſe Decoctions 
prepared with a third part of Sarſa. Warming and 


relaxing Fomentations are bad, becauſe they derive 


more Humours to the Part than they diſſipate, And 
aſtringent ones, as they lock up the excrementitious 
Humours, are very hurtful. Hot Oils too are dan- 
gerous for the ſame Reaſons that warm Fomentations 
are, Narcoticks too muſt be avoided, becauſe they 
thicken the recrementitious Fluids, and render them 
very hard to be reſolved. 

I would not manage the hard Tumours either by 
Incifion, or the Application of Cauſticks, left they 
ſhould degenerate, as they ſometimes do, into malig- 
nant Ulcers, Decoction of Guaiacum, with its Bark, 
both inwardly adminiſtered, and outwardly applied, 
5 a good Remedy againſt theſe Tumours, and Sai/e 
Parilia internally, is an excellent one. 

The Ulcers are cured by the external and internal 
Uſe of Decoctions of Guaiacum and Salſa Parilia. 

The painful Sciſſures, to which the Anus, Hands, 
and Feet are ſubject, are happily removed by drinking

The other Signs of a confirmed Pox are, a Relaxa- 
tion of the Uvula, and a Hoarſeneſs, which is the Et- 
fect of that, a Swelling of the Glands of the Fauces, 
Corruption of the Palate, violent fixed Pains 1n the 
Teeth, Caries of the Cranium, atheromatous Tumours 


over the whole Body, Cruſts, Calloſities, and Ring: 
worms, eſpecially on the Palms of the Hands, and 
Soles of the Feet, Aſthma, and the like. 

The gummatous Tumours are either of a tophaceous 
and bony, or of a ſoft Conſiſtence. In the foft Tu- 
mours the Matter either reſembles Lard, Polenta or

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nacious. The Tumours that ariſe in the Head are 
commonly of one of theſe ſoft Kinds. Thoſe on the 
Feet and Shins are generally ol a ſtony, tophaceous 
Hardneſs, In the middle Parts, betwixt the Head 
and Feet, they are ſometimes of the tophaceous, lome- 
times of the {oft Kind. 

The Scais of theſe Tumours are the Ligaments of 
the Bones, the Bodies of the Bones, and the Periojteum, 
where they give the moſt Pain. 

Among the other Parts about the Fauces, the Ton- 
fille are ſometimes ulcerated. 

In ſome the Noſe, in others the Eyes, or Cheeks, 
or Lips, are deſtroyed. 

The Arms and Legs are ſometimes very much ex- 
tenuated in this Diſeaſe. 

There is little to be diſcovered by the Urine in 
the French Malady. For there is ſcarce one Kind of 
Urine more proper to it than another. 

I have diſſected the Bodies of a great many who 
have died affected with this Diſeaſe, but upon the 
moſt careful Examination I never met with any morbid 
Appearance about their Livers. 


Prognoſis. 

The more warm that the Nature of the received 
Poiſon is, the Diſeaſe the ſooner breaks out, and is 
the ſooner cured. 

However People of a mckactalich Temperament 
are in other Reſpects obnoxious to this Diſeaſe, yet 
upon account of the Denſity of their Habit, and 
Straitneſs of their Pores, they are by no means of all 
others the moſt prone to it, as ſome ſuppoſe. But 
when it does affect them it is very ſevere, for in ſuch 
Patients it is very apt to produce malignant Ulcers, 
and very obſtinate Nodes.

Of the Regimen, 


Tho' a warm and dry Air is beſt in this Diſeaſe, 
et the Air ought not to be too warm, becauſe great 
peat promotes the Aduſtion of the Humours. 

It is obſervable that Cooks, Bakers, Smiths, Ec. 
for the moſt part get rid of this Diſeaſe by ſweating 
about their uſual Buſineſs. _ 

But the Patient ought not to approach too near the 
Fire, for I have very often obſerved, and the Obſer- 
vation is confirmed by the Experience of a great 

many others, that the Pains are increaſed by Smoak. 
I would adviſe the Patient, if poſſible, to abſtain 
from Wine, for it produces Torpor and Inactivity of 
the Limbs, and increaſes the Pains. 

Wine is the leaſt hurtful in the Decline of the Dil- 
eaſe ; but it ought always to be weak and well diluted,

When the morbid Matter does not break out upon 
* Skin, but affects the Muſcles, and other Parts, 
with troubleſome Symptoms, I have very often found 


the Benefit of Bleeding as near the affected Parts as 


poſſible, and afterwards of giving Purges of Aga- 
rick, &c. 


Bleeding is by no means to be uſed after the Erup- 
tion, eſpecially if it is a plentiful one. Neither is 


this Evacuation to be uſed, at leaſt to any great Quan- 
tity, when the Diſeaſe is become inveterated, becauſe 


it increaſes : the * Pains, and renders the Ulcers more 
malignant. 

I would rather adviſe opening a Vein than bleeding 
with Leeches, or by ſcarifying. 

Uterine Medicines ought always to be adminiſtered 
to Women that labour under this Diſeaſe ; for I have 
very often found them extreamly ſerviceable.

Of Mercury. 


Among other Misfortunes to which Artificers that 
deal in Quickſilver are ſubject, they frequently fall 


Into obſtinate Diſeaſes of the Eyes, and become dull 
of Hearing. 


By the immoderate Uſe of mercurial Siemen, 
the Organs of Generation are ſo affected that the Pa- 
tient loſes his prolifick Faculty. This I have known 
happen to infinite Numbers of both Sexes, from the 


uncautious Uſe of Mercury. It ought therefore al- 


ways to be well corrected, and aſed in moderate 
Quantities. 


Beſides repeated Purges, I would further prepare 
the Patient's Body for the Uſe of Mercury by giving

The Parts to which the {mercurial Ointments are to 
be applied are, the Tai, the Intermodia of the Tibia, 
the Middle of the Thighs, of the Shoulders and Fore- 
arms, and in the laſt place the whole Back. 124 

Theſe Ointments are to be uſed in the Morning, 
and laid aſide as ſoon as the Symptoms of an approach- 
ing Salivation appear. But if, after the Ointments 
have been: uſed for nine Days running, thoſe Symptoms 
do not yet appear, let alone rubbing for three Days; 
and if no Symptoms yet diſcover themſelves, repeat 
the Ointments (without increaſing the. Quantity of 
Quickſilver) but not till the Patient has been again 
purged, and the Uſe of Guaiacum has been repeated. 

During the Uſe of mercurial Ointments, and for 
ſome Time after they are laid aſide, the Patient muſt 
confine himſelf to a temperate Diet, and abſtain from 
Wine, or at leaſt drink only weak Wine ; for by a 
full Diet, and the Uſe of ſtrong Wine, the Habit is 
loaded with Crudities, and ſometimes ſuch a Flux is 
made to the Fauces or Inteſtines as to become very 
troubleſome and dangerous. 

When the Tecth are fo looſened by the Uſe of 
Mercury, that they are in Danger of dropping out, 
apply the Ol. Sulphuris, either alone, or mixed with 
the Agua Plantaginis; by which Means the Sores 
will be deterged and dried up, and the Putrefaction 
of the Gums removed. After this let the Mouth be 
waſhed with a Decoction of the Leaves of Plaintain, 
Olive, and Sage, prepared with Wine, which will 
fix the Teeth again.

They who are regular in all their natural Diſcharges 
are hard to be infected. As are alſo they who have 
frequent Diſcharges of a leſs natural Kind, ſuch as 
the hemorrhoidal Flux. 

They that are naturally coſtive are cafily infected, 

Women who are obſtructed in their menſtrual Diſ- 
charge, or in whom this Diſcharge has ceaſed at the 
Stage of Life in which it commonly diſappears, are as 
obnoxious to this Diſeaſe as Men, and ſometimes 
ſuffer more from it. 

Women whoſe Menſes flow white, are more  exſil 
infected than they who have them of the natur 
Colour. Women 
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Women more eaſily catch this Diſeaſe, and are 
more violently affected with it during their Pregnancy 
than at other Times. 

Old Men are leſs liable to Infection, but become 
more violently affected, and are with greater Diffi- 
culty cured than young Men, and theſe than Children. 

They who have had a plentiful Eruption in the 
Small-pox or Meaſles, are leſs eaſily infected than 
thoſe who have not yet felt theſe Diſeaſes, or have 
had only a ſmall Eruption. | 

J have known a great many Women who never 
received any Contagion, for all they lay conſtantly 
with their Huſbands while they laboured under this 
Diſeaſe. But then they were Women of cold Paſſions, 
and little ſuſceptible of Plcaſure. 

People are more eaſily infected by their Relations, 
or Countrymen, and ſuch as live in the ſame Climate, 
and in the ſame Manner with themſclves, than by 
others. 

The Inhabitants of the colder Climates are leſs ſub- 
ct to Infection, and the Poiſon exerts itſelf later in 
them than in People that live in a warmer Climate. 
But for all that, this Diſeaſe is leſs violent in hot than 
in cold Countries; becauſe in theſe the Materia Morbi 
i locked up in the internal Parts, in thoſe it is derived 
towards the Skin. 

They who have been cured of this Diſeaſe by the 
means of Guaiacum, and who after the Cure have 
frequently repeated its Uſe for ten or fourteen Days 
together, are leſs liable to Infection than thoſe that 
never uſed that Remedy. 

They who are very obnoxious to the Contagion 
are perhaps more gently affected than thoſe who are 
much leſs ſo ; becauſe when theſe latter are infected, it 
argues a more violent Cauſe, 

The Effects of this Poiſon are much milder i in 
Women who bear Children frequently, and have their 
Menſes in ſhort Periods, than in others. 

Such as eat and drink moderately, as uſe much 
Excreiſe, as ſweat much, they whoſe excretory Organs 

b 3 are 
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afe open, whoſe Habit has been depurated by a great 
Eruption in the Small- pox or Meaſles, ſuffer leſs than 
thoſe that labour under the oppoſite Conditions. 

They, without doubt, who catch this Diſeaſe by 
merely ſleeping with, or touching the infected, muſt 
feel it very ſeverely. For in this Caſe the poiſonous 
Particles drunk up by the Pores are diffuſed thro? the 
whole Habit, and lurk within for a long Time before 
they betray themſelves. 

They who before they received the venereal Con- 
tagion were affected in any particular Part, feel this 
Diſeaſe either only or chiefly in that Part. Hence 
ſome become only blind or deaf from this Diſeaſe, 
and they who have formerly been ſubject to the Gout, 
are more violently tormented with it upon the Attack 
of the French-Pox. 

They in whom this Diſeaſe firſt appears in a Gower- 
rhœa, are more ſubject to Defluxtons, Pains, and 
Gums, than they whoſe firſt Symptoms were Ulcers 
in the Penis, Lips, Anus, or Vulva. 

Where the Patient, contrary to Cuſtom, has con- 
tinued coſtive for ſeveral Days together, and a Pruri. 
tus ariſes, and the Habit ſwells, it ſignifies that a 
Crop of Puſtules is ready to break out over the 
whole Body. 

The Puſtules are apt to break out in the Spring ; and 
they who catch this Diſcaſe in that Seaſon are moſt ſub- 
Ject to theſe Eruptions; becauſe of the Derivation to- 
wards the Skin by mcans of the approaching Summer's 
Heat 3 whereas they who receive the Infection in 
Autumn, are, for the contrary Reaſon, commonly al- 
fected with Pains and Gums. 

If, while the Skin is overſpread with venerealUlcers, 
the Patient is ſeized with the Small-pox, or Meaſles, 
or both at ſhort Intervals, the Skin becomes entire- 
ly cleanſed, and the Diſeaſe is quite rooted out with- 
out any other means. 

When the Patient becomes more plump, and of 2 
ruddier Complexion than ufual ; Py the Head, Eyc- 


b. "OWS, __ lids, * and other Parts of the Body 
are 
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are ſeized with a Pruritus, and after that affected 


with Puſtules; if the Hairs grow unuſually dry, hard, 
and briſtle up; if then the Eyes where they were na- 
turally black, become grey, where of other Colours, 
white; and if the Circles of the Eye-lids grow red, 
an Alopecia approaches. 

He whoſe firſt Symptom was an Ulcer, either in 
the Penis, or ſome other Part, has Reaſon to expect 
an Alopecia; whereas this Symptom ſeldom appears 
in thoſe that are affected with Gums, and Pains of 
the Joiats without Ulcer s. 

This Diſeaſe is more mild, and more. eaſily cured, 
when it is attended with a Defluvium Pilorum; more 
ſevere when it affects the Bones and inward Parts. 


They who feel as if their Eyes were drawn inwards, 


and have a Pain and Stiffneſs of their Neck, muſt 
expect ſoon to be ſeized with Pains in their Joints. - 
Where the Pains are attended with Tumours, the 
Diſeaſe is leſs ſevere and eaſier cured ; and much 
milder where the Tumours are ſoft than where they 
are hard. 

They who have a hectick Fever, or a Phthiſis 
Pulmonalis, Maraſinus, or the like, or have loſt 
their Sight or Hearing, or are become epileptick 
from this Diſeaſe, are in a leſs deſperate Condition, 
provided all the moſt effectual Remedies againſt the 
French. Pox have not already been tried in vain, than 
ſuch as labour under theſe Complaints from ſome 
other Cauſe. 8 

One who labours under an * Epileſy, Melancholia, 
Atbma, or other obſtinate Diſcaſe, ought not to be 
alarmed if he happens to be ſcized with the French- 
Pix, For theſe otherwiſe almoſt incurable Diſcaſes, 
upon ſuch an Emergency, may find a Cure in the 
general Change produced in the Conſtitution, by 7he 
Method of curing the French-Diſeaſe.

But how come thoſe Remedies to ſucceed better againſt thee 
Diſeaſes, when they are complicated with the French Pox, with- 
at having been occaſioned by it, than when they appear alone? 
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This Diſeaſe is ſeldom ſo exquiſitely eradicated but 
it leaves ſome Taint behind it, which appears either by 
an Ulcer in the Anus, Vulva, or Mouth, or the Hæ. 


morrhoids, or Sciatica, or a Defluxion, Cough, or

If after an Ulcer, or Gum, or any other Remains 
of the Diſeaſe, is without any ſenſible Cauſe removed, 
ſome other Diſeaſe appears, that Diſeaſe will prove 
more: tedious and long, than it otherwiſe would have 
done, and it will ſcarce be curable without ſome 
Remedies againſt the French Pox. 

A Wound is hard to cure, and an Ulcer is ſcarce 
curable in one who has had this Diſeaſe, 

They who are ſoon cured of this Diſeaſe are ve 
apt to relapſe except they eat and drink very ſpar- 
ingly, uſe much Exerciſe, and abſtain from Venery, 

They frequently have a Relaple in whom a 


Callas remains after an Ulcer of the Penis, is cured, 


or a hard Chord runs along the Pudenda ; tor theſe 
Symptoms indicate that the Diſeaſe 1s not quite 


eradicated. N 


Of the Preſervative Intentions. 


Where the Pudenda are after Coition ſeized with 
a Pruritus, it is looked upon as a Sign of Infection. 
And in this Caſe the fumigating the Glaus and Pré. 
putium three or four Times with the following Ms 
terials, is recommended as a moſt effectual Preſervative.

Attempts to draw the venereal Poiſon out of the 


infected genital Parts by ſucking, cupping, or bleed- 


ing with Leeches, are of doubtful Conſequence, both 
from the exquiſite Senſibility of theſe Parts; their 
ſpongy Texture, whence they eaſily imbibe Humours, 
and ſtrongly retain them ; and the Danger of pro- 
moting a Flux that Way, In ſhort, this Practice is 
recommended from mere Speculation, without any 
Experience in its Favours, 


Of the Uſe of the Non-naturals, 


Let the Patient, if he can, abſtain from all animal 


Food, as well as from Wine. The Indians ule nei- 


ther animal Food nor Wane. N 
Tho? a great many have been cured by Exerciſe, 


would not adviſe either much Exerciſe or frequent 


Frictions, except the Patient is ſenſibly relieved by 
them. 

They who abſtain from Venery are more eaſily 
cured than thoſe that indulge in theſe Pleaſures, Per- 
haps one Reaſon why a Journey into Numidia is found 
to cure this Diſeaſe, is, that the Women of that 
Country (according to the Account of ſeveral Wri- 
ters) do not admit the Embraces of Foreigners, 


O the Cure. 


One Courſe of Medicine is not ſufficient to ex- 
tirpate this Diſeaſe when once it has thoroughly fixed 
itſelf in the Habit; but it muſt be repeated at proper 
Intervals to a ſecond, third, or even a fourth Time, 
Catharticks that expel this or that particular Hu- 
mour, ſcarce ever prevail againſt the venereal Malady; 
at leaſt they ſubdue it with great Difficulty, 
05 
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Of Guaiacum. 

This Wood does not prove a Cure in every pocky 
Caſe. It is moſt effectual when the Diſeaſe affects 
the Skin. Frequently too it removes the Pains, Ce. 
and reſolves Gums, provided they are not very old 
and obſtinate, 

Many are the worſe for the Uſe of Guaiacum. Thus 
ſome who were freed of their Puſtules before, have a 
new * Crop upon a Courſe of theſe Decoctions. 

This Wood, among its other Virtues, cures hectick 
Fevers, and Conſumptions occaſioned by the French 
Diſeaſe. But where theſe Complaints are owing to 
other Cauſes it is prodigiouſly hurtful, 

It has frequently appeared to hurt the Breaſt and 
Lungs very much. 

It is very dangerous where the Eyes or Ears are 
affected, while the other Parts are either quite free of 
the Diſeaſe, or very ſlightly touched. For it deter- 
mines the morbid Humours in greater Quantities to 
theſe Parts, ſo that ſome ſuch Patients have quite loft 
their Hearing or Sight by the Ule of theſe Decoctions. 
It is ſtill the more dangerous if the Bluntneſs of theſe 
Senſes has been preceded by an Exceſs in Venery, or 
plentiful Diſcharges by Catharticks, 

Beſides it is not a proper Medicine for ſuch as have 
a glowing Heat in their Loins and Hands, except it 
makes them ſwear. ; 

Theſe Decoctions ſometimes expe] the venereal 
Poiſon by Urine, ſometimes by Stool, fometimes by 
the + Mouth, frequently by the Skin. 

Summer is no bad Seaſon for the Uſe of this Medi- 
cine, provided it does not raiſe too great a Heat.

* This muſt probably be owing to the Determination of the Hu-

account of the Coldneſs of the Air. Whence in 
France, and other cold Countries, this Remedy ſome- 
times either does no Service at all, or not till it has 
been uſed for a long Time. Therefore if the Patient 
has caught this Diſeaſe about the Middle of Winter, 
if the Caſe admits of any Delay, I would defer the 
Uſe of Guaiacum till the Beginning of the Spring. 
The thickeſt Logs, and thoſe that have their Bark 
entire, as they retain their Virtues longeſt, are the 
beſt ; for after thoſe Trees are cut down they lie for 
the moſt part three or four Years before they are 
brought over to us, | 
Bleeding is ſometimes proper enough before the 


Uſe of Guaiacum, as in Caſe of ſome violent Pain 


lately begun, or a Plethora, or when the Patient has 
uſed too much Exerciſe, or where ſome uſual Diſ- 
charge of Blood is ſuppreſſed, Sc. Sometimes it is 
proper in ſuch Caſes, even during the Uſe of this 
Wood. But there is not the leaſt Occaſion for it 
where the Patient eats and drinks ſparingly, where all 
his excretory Organs are open, and where the Blood 
is neither redundant nor vitious. 
The Indians prepare themſelves for the Uſe of this 
Wood by a thin Diet alone. 
Moſt Writers adviſe the repeated Uſe of digerent 
Syrups, and afterwards of Purges, before the Ule of 
Guatacum. But it is ſufficient juſt to purge the Prime 
Vie frſt. At leaſt where the Habit is otherwiſe 
ſound, and free of ſuperfluous Humours, or much 
extenuated, the Decoctions of this Wood ought to 
be given without any previous Proceſs of this Kind. 
While the Patient is under a Courſe of this Medi- 
cine, Exerciſe is not adviſeable, becauſe of the low 
Diet. But where the Patient chuſes it, let his Quan- 
tity of Food be firſt increaſed. | 
Venery ſometimes is not amiſs, provided the Pa- 
tient feels neither Fatigue nor Langnor from it. 
[ have frequently found the following Decoction of 
Guaiacum very ſucceſsful in extreamly weak and 
fs emaciated 
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Winter is the moſt unfavourable Time of any, upon 
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emacitaed Patients; particularly in a Florentine of Dit- 
tinction who was reduced to a Skeleton, and a young 
Nobleman, who was not only extenuated to the ſame 
Degree by the Length of the Diſeaſe, but ſuffered 
from a Looſeneſs, by which he diſcharged ſometimes 
yellow, ſometimes porraceous, ſometimes black Stools, 
while at the ſame Time he lay ill of a violent Fever, 
Both theſe Patients were happily reſtored to Health, 
tho* they were ſo weak that I did not venture either 
to bleed or purge them before the Uſe of the Decoc- 
tion, the Preparation of which is as follows, * Let 
the Entrails be taken out of a Capon or Chicken, and 
fill the Body with Guaiacum in Powder, then let it 
boil in a q. f. of Water, in to fÞii. of this let the 
Patient, four Hours before Meals, Morning and 
Evening, drink Zvi. more or leſs, warm, for thirty, 
forty, ſixty Days, or longer, provided he 1s ſenſible 
of any Benefit from it. In the mean time the Diet 
of thoſe Patients, for whoſe Uſe chiefly this Preparation 
is contrived, ought to be of the nouriſhing Kind. 

Some infuſe and boil in the ſtrained Decoction of 
Guaiacum, the following Ingredients : R Senne iv. 
Polypod. ziß. Flor. Borag. Bugloſſ. Roſar. Violar. di 
36. Zinzib. Cinnamon. dd Zi, This is particularly 
proper for thoſe that eat and drink much, and are 
corpulent; and provided it only gently opens the 
Belly, it is very ſucceſsful in removing the Pains of 
the Joints, and making the Hairs grow again. But 
where the Lungs ſuffer from a Catarrh, or any other 
Diſeaſe, there 1s nothing more hurtful than this Pre- 
paration. 

The purgative Decoctions of Guaiacum, prepared 
with Wine inſtead of Water, never remove this Diſ- 
eaſe till they have reduced the Patient to the laſt 
Degree of Leanneſs firſt. : 

The ſecond Decoction of Guaiacum muſt be drank 
only moderately, that is to ſay, in no greater . 0 
tities than the Patient's Thirſt requires. For where 

IC 


Would it not do better, for obvious enough Reaſons, to admi- 
niſter a ſtrong Decoction of Cuaiacum diluted with Chicken-broth ? 
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it is drunk very liberally, it is apt to occaſion Tu- 


mours of the Spleen and Liver, to burden the Lungs, 
and at laſt to produce a Dropſy. | 

If after the Decoction of this Wood has been uſed 
for ſeven, or at moſt eleven Days, neither the Habit 
becomes bloated, nor a Diſcharge by Sweat begins, 
nor the Patient finds himſelf relieved by it, it is s given, 
to no Purpoſe. 

In the mean time the Practice of purging every 
eighth or tenth Day is hurtful, both during the Uſe 
of Cuaiacum, China, and Sarza Parilla, becauſe It 
makes a Revulſion from the Skin, and interrupts the 
Diſcharge by ſweating. But it is not amiſs at theſe 
Periods to give a gentle Eccoprotick. | 

If the Patient is coſtive give an Oil Glyſter every 
Day; or let him take before Dinner Alves lot. Di. 
drinking after it a Draught either of the firſt or 
ſecond Decoction. 

Purging after the End of this Courſe is quite 
trifling and unneceſlary, except where Wan is a Load 
of Recrements in the Prime Vie. 

If the Uſe of theſe Decoctions be PN NE every 
Day for ſome Time after the Ulcers are healed, ſome- 
times it renders the Surface of the Skin 'very dry, 


produces new Ulcers, and fometimes raiſes an 1n- 
tolerable Pruritus. 


Of Sarza Parilla. 


This Root diſcovers its Effects ſooner than Guata- 
cum, particularly it relieves violent Pains of the Head 
after the Wood has been uſed to little or no Purpoſe. 
But it is to be depended upon only when the Diſeaſe 
is mild, or juſt beginning, or in its Decline, after it 
has been ſubdued by more powerful Remedies. 

It is a very proper Medicine after the Diſeaſe has 
been mitigated by a Courſe of Guaiacum, but not 
quite removed, becaufe the Wood had become too 
familiar to the Conſtitution. And from this Advan- 


tage it is perhaps that this Root has by ſome been 
reckoned 
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reckoned ſuch an effectual Remedy againſt this Dif. 
eaſe. | 
In Caſe of an Alopecia or Puſtules, it is prodigiouſly 
effectual after the Uſe of Guazacum, provided the in- 
ternal Parts are all tolerably ſound. 

In the mean time as it is weaker than Guyaiacnm, 
it requires a warmer Seaſon. 

The Decoctions of this Root in a cold Seaſon 
ſometimes raiſe an intolerable Pruritus in the Skin, 
ſometimes they afte& the internal Parts and occaſion 
a Gravedo, Catarrhus, Cough, Dyſpnæsd, Serie of 
Weight in the Stomach, and a Nauſea. And where 
the Stomach or Lungs are weak, they never fail to do 
harm if the Patient does not ſweat. They are alſo 
hurtful to ſuch as are more than uſually ſubject to 
troubleſome Dreams, or that are wakeful, or that lie 
with their Head under the Cloaths in order to pro- 
mote ſweating, for in ſuch Cafes they often occaſion 
a Diarrhea, ſometimes Madneſs. | 

Frequently after theſe Decoctions have been uſed 
for three or four Days without provoking Sweat, 
they occaſion a Looſeneſs, which is more or leſs vio- 
lent in Proportion to the Time wherein they have 
layen 1n the Stomach, 

If they do not promote ſweating they do little 
ſervice. 

This Root is for the moſt part hurtful in the 
Arthritis and Gout. 


Of the Rad. Chinæ. 


This Root, as it has not ſo much Lentor and Ad- 
ſtriction, is a better Remedy againſt the French Diſ 
eaſe than the Rad. Sarſe; tho? it is chiefly to be uſed 
when the Diſeaſè is ſlight, or but beginning, or has 
been ſubdued by Guaiacum, or other ſtronger Reme- 
dies, or when it affects the Skin and produces Ulcers, 
and where the Patient is weak, either naturally or by 
Accident, and ſweats eaſily, is very young, or much

advanced in Years, and where the Climate and Seaſon 
are hot. „ 5 . 

It is of great Ule in the Arthritis and Gout, Dropſy, 
Aſthma proceeding from Pituita, inveterated Obſtruc- 
tions of the Liver and Spleen, Apoplexy, Palſy, oc- 
caſioned by a Redundancy or Lentor of the Humours, 
as alſo in Stomachs burdened with Phlegm, and the 
Stone. It has an uncommon Efficacy in drying up 
all Defluxions, and does no ſmall ſervice in Caſe of 
internal Ulcers, of whatever Kind ; and applied to 
external ones it has wonderful Succeſs, In the laſt 

lace, it removes Barrenneſs, occaſioned by a moiſt 
33 of the Uterus. 

But it is very bad in ſuch Conſumptions as do not 
proceed from an Ulcer of the Lungs, or the putrid 
Diatheſis occaſioned by the venereal Diſeaſe, but from 
a drying, conſuming Heat. And it is very miſ- 
chievous to ſuch particular Parts as are extenuated by 
ſome morbid Cauſe common to the whole Body. 
Thus if one Eye is from the French Diſeaſe become 
imaller than the other it quite deprives it of Sight. 

If after the Puſtules are removed by the Decoction 
of Guatacum, China, or Sarza, the Uſe of theſe 
Remedies 1s continued, they produce a very trouble- 
ſome Pruritus, and worſe Puſtules, than the former 
ones. 


Of Mercury, 


Mercury very frequently operates by Salivation, 
ſometimes by Perſpiration and Sweat, ſeldom by 
Stool, and very ſeldom by Urine. 

In diſſecting the Bodies of ſome who have died a 
long Time after they had been cured by mercurial 
Ointments, ſome Quantity of crude Quickſilver has 
been found in their Heads, Shoulders, Fore-arms, 
and other Parts, both in the Bones and Fleſh, And 
lometimes it has been ſeen drilling out at a recent 
Ulcer, upon the Tibia for Inſtance. Bo 

I met very lately with a pretty remarkable Caſe, 
In the Month of May, this preſent Year, a French 
Nobleman 
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Nobleman, after he had been fourteen Times beſmeared 


with mercurial Ointments, and, after an Interyal of 
three Days, three more Times, had no Diſcharge by 
Saliva worth the mentioning, nor the leaſt troubleſome 
Symptom about his Mouth or Fauces, not even ſo 
much as a ſwelling of his Gums. But he had frequent 
and very profuſe Sweats, and felt a Kind of Weight 
in his Stomach, and a Nauſea, From the Day after 
the laſt Application of the Ointment, for ſeveral Days 
together, the Bubbles of Froth floating upon his 
Urine were gilded over with 2uick/ilver, and ſo 
tenacious withal, that they did not burſt, except upon 
being preſſed or toſſed about violently. At laſt he 
diſcharged, by a ſtrong Fit of Vomiting, ſome Quan- 
tity of very viſcid Pituita, the Froth upon which was 
gilded in the fame Manner with that upon his Urine, 


And what left no room to doubt that the gilding, both 


upon the Froth of the Urine and Pituita, was of 
uickſilver, was, that a Piece of Gold rubbed over 
with theſe Bubbles, became white. 

Perhaps if one was at Pains to examine the Saliva 
diſcharged in a Salivation, it would likewiſe be found 
impregnated with Quick: ſilver. 

Mercury is very dangerous in Obſtructions of the 
Spleen, for in that Caſe it ſometimes produces a 
Drop ſy. e 

Mercurial Ointments are a Cure in every venereal 
Caſe, but more eſpecially when the Diſeaſe affects 
the internal Parts, ſuch as the Bones, rather than the 
external ones (for which Reaſon Mercury is a more 
proper Medicine in cold than in hot Climates) tho 
mercurial Ointments likewiſe preſently dry up and 
heal all Ulcers, particularly ſuch as are ſeated in the 
Skin. They eaſily reſolve Gums in the fleſhy Parts, 
provided they are only {light and of ſhort ſtanding: 
But where they are become old and very hard, they 
do not ſucceed ſo readily, nor even when they are 
recent, and but trifling, if they ariſe from the Bones. 


They have never yet been known to diſcuſs old and 
| very 
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very hard Nodes upon the Bones. Sometimes they 
produce Gums where there were none beſore. 

They prevent the falling of the Hair, and ſtop 
the Progreſs of that Symptom after it has appeared. 
For the moſt part they cure the Lippitudo Oculorum, 
when owing to the venereal Diſeaſe, after other Re- 
medies have been uſed to no Purpoſe ; and I have 
diſſipated Cataracts by their Means. 

A Perſon who was blind of one Eye by a very 
thick Cataract became affected with the French. Pex, 
but got rid of both theſe Diſeaſes by Mercury. 

Salivation is not to be ventured upon by thoſe 
whoſe Veſſels are full, becauſe of the violent Defluxion 
which it is apt to occaſion in ſuch, . 

The Uſe of mercurial Ointments is very hurtful to 
ſuch Patients as have a perpetual Looſeneſs, or are 
very coſtive, to thoſe whoſe Thorax is ſtrait, or who 
labour under a Difficulty of Breathing, or a Catarrbus, 
or a Hæmoptoe, to ſuch as are weak, or very corpu- 
lent, or much extenuated, or to thoſe that are ſubject 
to the Ery/ipelas, or are upon the Brink of a Dropſy, 
or that make their Urine with Difficulty. 8 

They are leſs dangerous to robuſt athletick People, 
and ſuch as have Ulcers external or interna], or a T, 
tuln in Ano or ſome other Part, or a gentle Looſeneſs. 
For by theſe Outlets the redundant Matter, which 
would otherwiſe be determined to the Mouth, 1s fre- 
quently diſcharged. 

Tho? Mercury is a dangerous Medicine to Women, 
it is leſs ſo to thoſe who have a plentiful monthly Diſ- 
charge, than to ſuch as have a ſmall one, or are ei- 
ther paſt or not yet arrived at the Age wherein this 
Diſcharge is natural. In ſhort, they of both Sexes 
are in leaſt Danger from this Remedy whoſe excretory = 
Organs are all free and open. For ſometimes by the 
Ulerus, ſometimes by other Parts, ſometimes by large 
Ulcers, Part of theſe redundant Humours is dil- 
clarged, which would otherwiſe ruſh to the Fauces 
and Mouth, not without great Danger. — 
CE | Upon 
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Upon Account of the Advantages ſometimes ariſing 
from Ulcers, during the Uſe of Mercury, it is very 
reaſonable Practiſe, before the Application of thoſe 
Ointments, to make three or four Iſſues in the Arms 
or Legs, by means of the actual or a potential Cay- 
tery or Veſicatories. | | . 

The moſt proper Seaſon for the Uſe of this Remedy 
is the Beginning of the Spring; becauſe if by its 
Means the Patient is too much exhauſted, extenuated, 
and weakened, the moſt favourable Seaſon to recover 
in is quit at hand. The Autumn and Winter are bad 
for the contrary Reaſon ; as 18 alſo the Summer, which 
18 worſe than even Winter, becaule the Fluids are then 
determined to the Skin, and much diſſipated beſides. 

Hot Ingredients added to mercurial Ointments, 
ſometimes by their Acrimony raiſe a Tumour, and 
ſome Degree of Inflammation in the Skin, and ſo 
keep the Globules of Mercury from penetrating, 

Where the Tumours and Pains are to be removed 
by Mercury, there is no Occaſion for any Ingredients 
adapted to theſe Symptoms, it is ſufficient juſt to in- 
corporate the Quickſilver perfectly with Hog's Lard. 

To prevent too great a Flux to the Mouth, let 
the Patient apply his Ointments only once a Day, 
and let him be ſure to lay them aſide as ſoon» as 
his Mouth grows very dry, or together with his 
Breath, becomes very hot, provided the Diſcharge by 
Saliva has begun; and if it has not, let him uſe his 
Ointments for three or four more Days ; after which 
let him ceaſe, whether an Evacuation is procured by 
them or not. 

I would never uſe theſe Ointments above nine, or 
at moſt fourteen Days; for tho' ſometimes they are 
uſed longer with Succeſs, it is not without great 
Danger. | 

The Operation of mercurial Ointments is ſometimes 
flow ; ſometimes they have none at all, becauſe of 2 
dry Habit, or thick Fluids, or the Weakneſs of the 
Ointment, or the Mercury's not being ſufficiently ex 
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tinguiſhed, or the Want of a juſt Degree of Heat in 
the Body, or the external Air, 

Their Operation 1s ſometimes determined by the 
epidemical Conſtitution of the Air at the Time when 


they are applied. Thus when a Dyſentery or Di- 
orrhea is epidemical, the Mercury, inſtead of pro- 


ducing a Saltvation, ruſhes to the Inteſtines, and oc- 
ſions theſe Symptoms there. „ 

If ſome natural Diſcharge does not ſoon follow 
upon the Uſe of mercurial Ointments, ſometimes a 
Diſcharge of Blood is made by the Mouth, Noſe, 
or by Stool or Urine, 

Upon the firſt Application of theſe Ointments the 
Patient is uſually for ſome Days affected with Thirſt, 
and his Fauces, Palate, Tongue and Noſe become 
dry. 
There is leſs Danger in this Remedy if while it is 
uſed the Patient is free of Thirſt, if he begins imme- 
diately to have a Diſcharge by Saliva or Stool, and 


if his Thirſt, ald the Dryneſs of his Mouth, Fauces, 


&c. are eaſily removed by proper Remedies. 
During the Salivation, if the Patient is free of any 


Fever, let him be nouriſhed with potched Eggs, 


Broths, and Soups, prepared of animal Subſtances ; 
and a Glaſs of generous Wine, if he has been uſed 
to it, is of great ſervice. If he is feveriſh let his Food 
be Barley-broth and the like. In both Caſes it is never 
amiſs to adminiſter theſe Broths in Glyſter. 

The bad Effects of mercurial Ointments are theſe 
following. If, immediately upon their Application, 
ſome Diſcharge by Sweat, Urine, Stool, Saliva, or 
ſome other Way, does not begin, the Face and whole 
Habit are generally at firſt for ſome Days inflated and 


become red, the Patient is ſeized with Thirſt, his 


Head grows confuſed, the Powers of the Body are re- 
ſolved, and the Strength fails. After this the Gums 
ſwell and become putrid, the Teeth grow looſe, the 
Tongue is tumefied ; ſometimes it grows black, as do 
alſo the Lips, and ſome are ſeized with a Delirium or 
Tremor, At laſt a prodigious Diſcharge of very naſty 
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fœtid Matter is made by the Mouth, and after all the 
Patient becomes extenuated to the laſt Degree. _ 

Theſe Symptoms are moſt apt to happen where the 
Patient had a great Number of Ulcers, that are now 
by the Means of theſe Ointments all of a ſudden dried 
up. 

If the Patient applies his Ointments before too ſtrong 
a Fire, they are apt to occaſion the already enumerated 
Miſchiefs. If, on the contrary, the Fire is too weak, 
theſe Ointments reſolve the Humours without dif- 
charging them, and occaſion Nodes and Caries of the 
Bones. l 

Sometimes the Bones become putrid and carious, 
becauſe the Ointments have been compounded with 
ſuch corroſive, putrifying Ingredients, as Arſenict, 
Atramentum Sulorium, or Verdigreaſe. 

All the bad Symptoms that attend the Uſe of Mer- 
cury, are eaſily prevented, if as ſoon as the firſt of 
them (viz. the Swelling and Redneſs of the Head 
and Face, Heat of the Breath, Heat and Dryneſs of 
the Mouth, Palate and Fauces) appear, ſome proper 
Meaſures are taken againſt them. As ſoon therefore 
as theſe Symptoms begin to ſhew themſelves, let the 
Uſe of the Ointments be intermitted for a Day or 
two, or if they do not yet ceaſe, let the Ointments 
be quite laid aſide, and the Salivation promoted 
by giving every now and then an Ounce or ſo of 
Barley-Water, or any other emollient Decoction, in 
the Winter pretty hot, in the Summer but uſt tepid. 
Or if the Patient begins to be in Danger from Weak- 
neſs, let him, inſtead of theſe Decoctions, take the 
lame Quantity of Veal or Chicken-broth, but not too 
ſtrong. By this Means the dry contracted Emundtorics 
of the Mouth are rendered flexible and open, and 
the Diſcharge is timeouſly begun, and gradually pro- 
moted; whereas if this is neglected, the Humours 
continue locked up, and at laſt make ſuch a ſudden 
Burſt as to endanger the Patient's Life. 

In the mean time let his Food be light, moiſtening, 
and refrigerating, in a liquid Form ; and let him ab- 
{tain from Eggs, When 
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When the Veſſels are too full, and the Fauces and 


Tongue ſo inflated, that there is no Hopes of any 
Diſcharge by Saliva, the Patient muſt abſtain from 
Wine, and let blood once or twice at the Arm, to a 
moderate Quantity, which will remove this Symptom 
and gently promote the Salivation. Without Bleed- 
ing other Methods ſcarce ever prove effectual. 

Some attempt to remove the Swelling of the Tongue, 


Sc. by giving over Night a Doſe of Pills, com- 


pounded of Alves, Scammony, and Colocinth, without 
bleeding; but this is ſo far from doing any ſervice, 
that if this Symptom 1s attended with a Cough or 
Difficulty of Breathing, 1t either occaſions a ſudden 
Death, or at leaſt the Patient 1s a great deal the worſe 
for it. 

Some, to reſtrain the Flux of Humours to the Gums, 
recommend waſhing the Mouth with * cold Water, 
or the Aqua Solan. 

The Ute of Aſtringents againſt the Looſeneſs of the 
Teeth, is apt to render them carious, by repelling the 
morbid Humours ; ſo that it is ſafer either to divert 
theſe Humours into other Channels, or to allow them 
a free Exit by the Mouth. But where the Teeth are ſo 
looſe as to be in Danger of dropping out, gently 
aſtringent Decoctions or Powders may be applied. 

When the Diſcharge by Saliva is too violent, aſtrin- 
gent Gargariſms are very dangerous, for they either 
increaſe the Symptoms that affect the Mouth, or occa- 


ſion ſome much worſe Accident. The beſt Way of 


managing in theſe Caſes is to make gentle Revul- 
ſions, by ſmall Doſes of Caſſia or Manna. 

When the Humours ruſh towards the Inteſtines fo 
a5 to interrupt the Salivation, this Diſcharge mult be 
promoted a new, by ſtimulating Muſticatories of Py- 


rethrum, Ginger, Muſtard, Maſtich, &c. and let a 


detergent, reficient, and gently aſtringent Glyſter be 


adminiſtered twice a Day.

 * The Danger of this Practiſe is ſo obvious that there is no need 
to inſiſt upon it. | 
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As ſoon as a Hæmopioe begins, it is of great uſe to 
make four Iſſues upon the Arms and Legs, if the Pa- 
tient has few or no Ulcers; for by theſe Outlets the 
Mercury is diverted from the Lungs, and diſcharged. 

Quickſilver, as long as it lies at Reſt in any Part 
of the Body, 1s as innocent as a Piece of Lead. But 
when it is put into Motion, either by violent Exerciſe 
or Heat, 10 as to be hurried this Way and that thro? 
the Habit, it occaſions various troubleſome Symp. 
toms, according to the Difference of Conſtitution, &:, 
Thus in one it produces an acute Fever, in another a 
Cough, in a third a ſciatick Pain, Hence among 
thoſe that have uſed mercurial Ointments, ſome every 
Month run a narrow Riſque of their Lives, by a 
Fever, others are every now and then ſeized with 
a Cough, others with a Diſcharge of Blood by the 
Mouth, or a Dyſentery, or a Sciatica 3 and in ſuch 
Patients you will always find, upon Examination, that 
theſe Accidents were introduced by their having been 
one Way or other overheated. 

To prevent the bad Effects of Quickſilver remain- 
ing in the Habit, I would adviſe the Patient to keep 
at a Diſtance from the Fire; and let him endeavour 
to expel the Mercury, after he has recovered his 
Strength, by uſing much * Exerciſe for a long Time, 
and ſweating plentifully. Thus your Looking-glals 
makers, who uſe Mercury without Fire, have found 
it diſcharged by their Hands and other Parts, and by 
that means have got rid of thoſe bad Symptoms 
which it is apt to occaſion. | 


Of Fumigations, &c. 


Avicenna, in enumerating the bad Effects of Mer. 
cury, ſays, that its Steams deſtroy the Hearing and 
Sight. Sometimes they kill Plants and Trees. 

Fumigating with Cinnabar is a much more dange. 
rous Proceſs than the Application of Mercury in 

| Ointment ; 


But our Author had juſt ſaid before that Mercury is rouzed and 
brought into Action by Exerciſe. 
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Ointment 3 for it more frequently occaſions Syncopes, 
and they who are cured by its Means, are much more 
ſubject to Relapſes than thoſe who have recovered 
by Ointments. Beſides it is very miſchievous to the 
Brain, and other noble Parts, and ought to be ſhunned 
as a violent Poiſon by ſuch as have any Difficulty of 
Breathing, or are Janguithing in a Conſumption, or 
have an acute Fever, or are very weak. And tho' 
ſometimes 1t performs a Cure, it frequentiy proves 
mortal either immediately, or by producing fome 
fatal Diſeaſe. 

This Method, as it promotes both Salivation and 
Sweating, is no leſs proper when the Diſcaſe appears 
upon the Skin than when the internal Parts only are 
affected with it. 

Some fumigate by making the Patient receive the 
Steams of Cinnabar at his Mouth only, by Means of 
a Tin Pipe, formed into the Shape of a Funnel, or, 
without any ſuch Apparatus, by drawing in the Steams 
as they riſe, till the Sweat breaks out; but both theſe 
Methods are very raſh and extremely pernicious, 

Some fumigate with a Candle compounded of Cin- 
nabar, Sublimate, or Precipitate, and Wax, Sc. the 
Steam of which is to be drawn in at the Mouth, or 
applied to Ulcers in the Arms, Legs, Mouth, Anus, 
and other Parts. 

Mercurial Plaiſters ſeldom perform a Cure, and 
are very little to be truſted. 

The Agua Sublimati, applied with linnen Cloths, 
once or twice a Day, to the Arms and Legs, ulcerates 


the Skin, raiſes a Salivation, and occaſions Diarrbæas 


and bloody Fluxes, by which means it ſometimes 
proves very dangerous and fatal. It is prepared thus: 
R Sublimat. 3 B. aut 3i. aut Zix. cog. in Ag. fontan, 
fi. & cola. 

By the Uſe of Precipitate in Pills, I have two or 
three Times ſeen a Patient affected with Convulſions, 
and cold Sweats, for a whole Day together, ſo that 
he narrowly eſcaped with his Life.

Some pretend to cure this Diſeaſe by giving, Morn. 
ing and Evening, tb. or zviii, of the following Wa- 
ter: R Ag. pur. fbi.

The Decoction of Roſemary given Morning and 
Evening four Hours before Meals, for twenty, thirty, 
or forty Days, to Zvi. more or leſs, at a Time, under 
the ſame Regimen in every Reſpect as during the Uſe 
ol Guaiacum, promotes Sweat, removes the Pruritus, 
and is of great uſe provided the Diſeaſe affects only 
the external Parts. It is prepared in the following 
* Proportions : Re Fol. Roſmarin. Pug. vi. Ag. Comm. 
bvi. M. Cog. ad Dimidiam. | 

The Decoction of H/ormwood cures this Diſeaſe ; 
but becauſe of its Bitterneſs it ought to be prepared 
with a greater Quantity of Water than the Decof, 
Roſimarini. 1 | 

The Decoction of the Leaves and Fruit of Juniper; 
of the Leaves, Bark, and Nuts of Pine, are allo very 
good againſt the French Diſeaſe. And a great many 
lay, that there are frequent Inſtances of Cures per- 
formed by Decoctions of the Lign. Buxi; but iti 
common to the Decoction of Koſemary, Wormwood, 
and all theſe laſt- mentioned Woods, that if they ope- 
rate by Sweat they do ſervice, otherwiſe they have no 
Effect. 

There are no Inſtances of Cures performed in this 
Diſeaſe by dry or wet Fumigations with aromatick 
and balſamick Materials without Cinnabar; but it is 
certain that ſome have been cured by ſweating vio- 
lently in a Veſſel heated with warm Sand, or the 
Steams of very ſtrong Vinegar poured upon hot Mill 
ſtones. And a Woman in Haly cured her Son of a 
very ſevere Pox, by putting him, all except the Head, 
into a well-heated Oven, and keeping him there till 
he had ſuch a profuſe Diſcharge by Sweat, that in one 
Day's Time he got rid of his Diſeaſe. 


The 


Which muſt make a very weak DecoCtion. 
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The laſt mentioned Fumigations are moſt proper 
for thoſe that are affected with an Alopecia and Ulcers 
upon the Skin, They are moſt ſuitable in hot 
Countries, and towards the latter End of the Spring, 
or the Beginning of Summer. 

The Method of Cure by violent Exerciſe is not to 
be attempted in a cold Climate or Seaſon, or when it 
blows conſiderably ; for in ſuch Caſes, when the Sweat- 
ing is over the Pores are contracted, the morbid Hu- 
mours repelled, and the Dilcaſe greatly agoravated 3 
beſides it is to be continued only in caſe it is found 
to do ſervice; but it muſt not be laid aſide becauſe 
the Ulcers grow wider, or new ones break out, for 
this is very commonly the Effect of Exerciſe at firſt, 
but after it has been continued for ſome Time the 
Ulcers dry up. 

In the mean time the Patient muſt by no means 
confine himſelf to that Rule of ceaſing from Exerciſe 
as ſoon as he begins to grow a little weary, or the 
Sweat to break out; for if he does not ſweat plenti- 
fully by Exerciſe two, three, or four Times a Day, 
in Proportion to his Strength, it will do him little or 
no ſervice. On the contrary, by driving the morbid 
Humours to the Skin, without entirely expelling them, 
it may readily enough occaſion an Alopecia. Hence 


the Cure by Exerciſe ought not to be attempted by 


Patients that are too weak to go through with uit; 
whereas it is of prodigious Advantage to che robuſt. 

Every Time after ſweating by Exerciſe let the 
whole Body be well dried with warm linnen Cloths ; 
and after the Patient is perfectly cooled is the Time 
for eating. And here he muſt obſerve an exact Me- 
dium betwixt too much and too little. If he com- 
mits any Exceſs it is better in drinking than in 
eating. 

Tam informed that in the MI. Indies, a great many 
find a ſpeedy Cure in bathing in hot Springs. And 
in Europe, ſuch as are affected with Puſtules, Ulcers, 
Falling of the Hair, or other cutaneous Symptoms, 
are often relieved by the hot Bath; but where the Diſ- 


eaſe 
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eaſe affects only the internal Parts, the Pains are 
rowſed, the Tumours increaſed, and the whole Train 
of Symptoms aggravated by this Method. 

* Of natural Baths the ſulphureous ones are beſt, 
and next to theſe are the ſaline, tho? both at firſt uſing 
ſeem to have bad Effects. The aluminous are bad 
for a very plzin Reaſon ; and the bituminous, becauſe 
they are too powerfully emollient, and increaſe the 
Ulcers. In the mean time drinking the purging mi- 
neral Waters frequently, and in great Quantities, is 
very hurtful, becauſe they weaken the Body to no 
Purpoſe, and where the Diſeaſe affects the external 
Parts they counteract the Endeavours of Nature. 

Some boaſt of Cures performed by the Pulv. rad. 
Mechoacan. given to the i'uantity of 3ii. in White- 
wine for a great many Mornings. It is ſaid to purge 
agreeably, and to be a very powerful Remedy againſt 
an inveterated Pox. But long Courſes of purging are 
always attended with Danger; tho' no doubt ſuch 
Purgatives as gently open the Belly may in Time | 
ſucceed, where the Caſe does not require great Diſ- 
atch. 1 | 

What Succeſs Preparations of Vipers and black 
Snakes have in this Diſeaſe I cannot tell. This I 
know, they do not cure the Elephantiaſis. They heal 
the Ulcers indeed, and make the Scales caſt off, but 
they ſoon return again, and the Diſeaſe often becomes 
more violent than before. 

Some greatly cry up the Ol. Salphuris, ordering it 
to be given every Morning to the Quantity of Ni. 
Ji. or Zi. for a Doſe, in Ag. Meliſſ. Ziv. 
Some, where the only Symptom is a Crop of Pul- 
tules, cup once in five or ſeven Days; but where the 
Habit is well cleanſed, and the Diſeaſe lies intirely in 
an Eruption, this Practiſe, inſtead of doing good, 1s 
hurtful. 1

* For all that Air of Aſſurance with which our Author diſcants 
upon the Virtues of Bathing, he ſhuts up his Chapter upon this Sub- 
ject, by telling us, that what he has ſaid about it is only mere Con- 
jecture, and that all the Experience he could produce in its Favour 
came ſrom the Indies. 
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The Cure of the Symptoms. 


The Ulcers of the Pudenda muſt be managed with 
detergent and emollient Applications. Deſiccatives 
and Corroſives are not by any Means to be uſed at 
firſt, becauſe they prevent the Diſcharge of the Poi- 
ſon z whence Buboes immediately ariſe, intolerable 
Pains of the Head, and a long Train of other Miſ- 
chiefs is introduced. 

If after Detergents and Emollients have been uſed 
for forty Days, the Ulcer ſpreads, its Progreſs muſt 
be ſtopt. Wherefore to cure the Ulcer, and at the 
ſame Time to remove any Fomes that may lurk in the 
Habit, you muſt have Recourſe to the general Cure 
by Guaiacum, Sarza Parilla, &c. and as ſoon as 
you attempt to ſtop the Progreſs of the Ulcer, it 
will not be amiſs to make an Iſſue in both Arms and 
Legs, in order to drain off, by theſe artificial Out- 
lets, any Remains of the Poiſon that may haply be 
left behind. Theſe are very proper too after the Ul- 
cer is healed. 

After this the Ulcer muſt be dried up by low De- 
grees, by the Application of ſuch Dehecatives as 
operate without Pain or Corroſion. 

When the Diſeaſe commences with Ulcers on the 
Papillæ Mammarum, Lips, or Anus, they are to be 
managed in much the fame Manner. 

In Tumours of the Preputium the Penis ought to 
be ſwathed up to the Abdomen, which Method is by 
ſome reckoned neceſſary in every Symptom affecting 
the Penis. 

If the Phimoſis does not yield to emollient Applica- 
tions, let the Preputium be lightly ſcarified. Some 
make uſe of Aſtringents againſt this Symptom, bur I 
cannot approve of that Practiſe. 

In Caſe of a Gonorrhza, emollient and detergent 
Applications muſt be uſed, and let the Patient's Meat 
and Drink be moderately cooling ; he muſt abſtain 
from Salr, and all falted Meats, from Spices, and 

whatever 
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whatever heats and ſtimulates z from too much Exer. 
ciſe alſo, and from Venery ; for let your Practice he 
never ſo regular and well contrived, and the proper 
Regimen in other Reſpects never ſo ſtrictly purſued, 
as long as the Patient does not refrain from the Ad 
of Venery, and even from lewd Thoughts, all En- 
deavours to cure this Symptom will be to no Purpoſe, 
1 have frequently known an old Gonorrhea, after all 
Manner of Remedies had been tried in vain, cured by 
a long Journey. The Succeſs could not be owing to 
the Exerciſe on Horſeback, which otherwiſe uſes to 
increaſe the Diſeaſe, nor to change of Climate, but 
to the Patient's Imagination being diverted from Ve- 
nery. For the ſame Reaſon, ſome upon being ba- 
niſhed, or thrown into Priſon, or diſtracted with Cares 
or cloſe thinking, have got rid of very old Gonor- 
rbeas. 5 
In the mean time, beſides external Applications, if 
the Stomach is not out of Order, or a Lues has not 
diffuſed itſelf thro* the Habit, let the Patient every 
Day, for forty Days together, before Breakfaſt and 
Supper, take zii. more or leſs, of Caſſia, or 36. of 
Manna, or the like; for theſe Lenitives ought to be 
given in ſuch ſmall Quantities as to work by Urine 
rather than by Stool, becauſe the urinary Paſſages 
want to be deterged and relaxed. If, in the mean 
time, the Patient be coſtive, let him every Day be- 
fore Dinner, or every other Day, receive an Oil 
Glyſter. Cooling Medicines, ſuch as check the li- 
bidinous Appetite, muſt be adminiſtered, and let the 
following Ointment be applied to the Kidxeys, Regio 
Pubis, and Teſtes :

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But if in Spite of all theſe Remedies, Puſtules, 
Pains, Loſs of Reſt, and other Symptoms of a Lues 
appear, you muſt have Recourſe to the general Me- 
thad-of Cure, 

An obſtinate rebellious Gonorrhæa, if it does not 
weaken the Patient, and if the Habit ſuffers no Al- 
teration from it, muſt be left to Nature, for it com- 
monly ſecures the Patient from a Lues; but if it ex- 
tenuates the Habit, iss attended with a Dy/aria, and 


threatens a Tabes at · laſt, it muſt be cured. Wherefore 


if this Symptom has neither yielded to purging, nor 
the Method juſt now laid down; nor mercurial Un- 
&ion, nor ſweating by Means of Guaiacum, &c. 
other Expedients muſt be tried to remove the Hcat, 
Pain, and other Attendants of this Symptom. And 
in this Caſe it is quite beſide the Purpoſe to repeat the 


Uſe of Catharticks and Diureticks, both becauſe they 


have already proved ineffectual, and becauſe they 
more frequently promote a Flux to the affected Parts 
than determine the Humours another Way. 

The Cure muſt now be attempted by a cooling, 
thickening Diet, Lettuce, Borage, Succory, Cucumbers, 
Pompions, Milk, &c. and refrigerating Applications 
externally. 5 

Turpentine waſhed in the Ag. Roſar. and given to 
the Quantity of Ziſ$. two or three Times at proper 
Intervals, in ſome immediately abates the Running. 
And they ſay that the Succus Limon. taken once or 
at moſt three Times, with an empty Stomach, to 
the Quantity of Zvi. cures every Gonorrb#a. 

When a Supprefſion of Urine is occaſioned by the 
ulcerous Sordities, or a Caruncle in the Urethra, emol- 
lent and detergent Injections muſt be uſed. All very 
ſharp Things are to be avoided, and even the Uſe of 
thoſe that are but moderately acrimonious 1s not to be 


long continued, In the mean time, while the urinary 


Paſſage remains obſtructed, all Attempts made by * 
Diureticks

het as they were recommended by ſome noted Practitioners, he 
| thinks 
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Diureticks to promote the Expulſion of the Urine, are 
very dangerous.

If Injections have been uſed to no Purpoſe, the 
Urethra muſt be cleared by a Wax-candle, or ſome 
ſuch Inſtrument. 5 
In Caſe of a Caruncle gentle Corroſives muſt be 
introduced either in a dry Form or Injection, ſuch as 
the following:

This is a very effectual Medicine in ſuch a Cafe, 


and operates with the leaſt Pain of any Corroſive that 
I know of. | 


Some make uſe of Cinnabar, native or factitious; 
and perhaps it might not be amiſs to convey the 


Steams of Cinnabar by Means of a Tube into the 


Urethra. 
The Buboes either appear before any other Symp- 


tom, or after Uleuſcules upon the Penis, or a Gonor- 


rhæa have been too ſuddenly dried up. 

Where the Maturation of a Bubo 1s retarded by a 
Redundancy of Blood, Sc. which, by too great an 
Afflux of Humours to the Part, occaſions Pain and 
Wakefulneſs, let blood at the Arm, or give a Purge. 

I would adviſe keeping the Bubo open for forty 
Days; but if it appears to be of the malignant Kind, 
the general Methods of Cure muſt be uſed with- 
out Loſs of Time. 

When the Pruritus in this Diſeaſe is ſo violent 


that the Patient cannot reſt, let the affected Parts be 


rubbed 


thinks proper to give us ſome Formule of thoſe Medicines. The fol. 
lowing Compoſition particularly he ſays is a very good one: Hr Merc.

For theſe Ulcers, Gargariſms of the Deco. Guaiac. 
Aſtringents and Detergents are uſed, but ſuch Appli- 
cations are only proper while the Ulcers are as yet 
recent, 

When the Palate is fo affected with a malignant 
Ulcer that the Bone is in Danger, the Application of 
the actual Cautery is the beſt Method to fix the Bone 
and prevent the falling of the Noſe, which muſt enſue 
upon the Deſtruction of the Palate-bone. =

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The following Water is much boaſted for its pro- 
digious Virtues in drying and conſolidating venereal 
and almoit all other Ulcers. They ſay likewiſe, that 


it promotes Suppuration, ſeparates carious Bones, and 


withal acts as an Incarnative ;

The Spots remaining from the Puſtules are removed 
by applying the Whites of Eggs perfectly beaten, and 
afterwards expoſed in a Glais Veſſel to the Sun for 
eight Days. This likewiſe removes the Stizmata of 
the Small-pox and Meaſles, eſpecially where the Skin is 
very thick ahd denſe. But the Ung. citrium Nicolai is 
praiſed above all other Applications for removing the 
Marks of venereal Puſtules. 

The Pains of the Joints and fleſhy Parts are removed 
by Decoctions of Guaiacum, &c. mercurial Ointments, 
Fumigations, Cc. tho* ſometimes theſe Remedies 
have little or no Effect againſt them, while anodyne 


(properly ſo called) and narcotick Applications re- 


lieve them. But theſe laſt are dangerous, and never 
to be uſed but in Caſes of great Extremity. 

The Ol. Guaiaci, Juniperi, &c. are good Anodynes 
here. But mercurial Cerates applied to the affected 
Parts during the internal Uſe of Guaiacum, Sarza, &c. 
are very dangerous, as they repel the Humours from 


the Skin, and of Courſe counteract the Operation of 


Sudorificks. 
The Gums, that remain obſtinate againſt all the 
general Methods of Cure, ſometimes dwindle by De- 
grees of their own Accord, and at laſt vaniſh quite. 
Theſe Tumours therefore ought to be left to Nature, 
provide 


d 


provided they are not attended with any great Incon- 
veniency. For the fleſhy Tumours when opened pro- 
duce ſpreading Ulcers, and the bony ones a Caries, 
both which Symptoms in ſuch Caſes prove very ob- 
ſtinate. 

But where theſe Tumours are attended with violent 
Pain, Deformity, &c. they muſt be managed wich 
diſcutient mercurial Applications, and if they do not 
yield to theſe, opened with the actual Cautery. 

The Patient mult be purged both before the Cure 
of theſe Tumours 1s attempted, during the Time of 
the Cure, and after it. 

If in an Alopecia the Skin is neither lucid, nor very 
ſmooth, nor tenſe, nor abſolutely bald, while at the 


ſame Time it is either free of Pruritus, or itches very 


little, we may preſume that this Symptom is curable; 
if there are any certain Signs at all by which to know 
that. | 

If the Alopecia is attended with a troubleſome Pru- 
rilus, apply ſuch Medicines as repel and blunt the 
Acrimony of the Humours. And as ſoon as the 


itching is diminiſhed or removed, you mult attempt 
to make the Hair grow by the Uſe of warming Ap- 


plications. But theſe muſt not by any Means be called 
in till the Pruritus is gone, for they will greatly in- 


creaſe this Symptom, and load the Skin with de- 


praved Humours. 5 

Scarifying the Part docs no ſervice, and ſhaving 
is perhaps hurtful. 

The Lapis Armenus has a particular Property in 
making the Hairs of the Eye-brows grow. 

But where the Patient deſires a ſpeedy Cure of this 
Symptom, he muſt have recourſe to mercurial Un- 
ction, or Fumigation, or the Uſe of ſudorifick De- 
coctions, ORR 

This Symptom is increaſed by the Uſe of Guaiacum, 
and violent Exerciſe, if the Patient does not ſweat 
plentifully for them ; becauſe by theſe Means the 
morbid Humours are throwa upon the Skin without 
being diſcharged,

Many become blind and deaf under the Uſe of 

Guaiacum, Sarza, and China, Tho? in ſome theſe 

Medicines ſucceed wonderfully in ſuch Caſes, 

A Dulneſs of Hearing or Sight is ſometimes, by 
the Uſe of Guaiacum, increafed to the abſolute Toſs 
of theſe Senſes, for the ſame Reafon that the Decoc- 
tions of this Wood fometimes increaſe the Mopecia. 

When the Sight or Hearing is diminiſhed, without 
any other Symptom affecting the Organs of theſe 
| Senſes, Guatacum, &c. muſt not be uſed, becauſe they 
will be apt to produce a perfect Blindnefs or Deaf- 
neſs, by determining the Humours to theſe Parts, 
where there is no Outlet for them. In fuch Caſes, 
if there is any Hope at all of a Cure, it depends upon 
falivating, or frequent purging, by which means a 
Revulſion is made from theſe Parts. 

But where the Sight 1s as yet entire, and the Eye 
only is red, ſwelled, and affected with a Lippitudo, 
Decoctions of Gnaiacum, &c. may properly enough 
be adminiſtered, . 

Where the Sight is at the ſame Time blunted, and 
the Eye inflamed, if the Diminution of Sight went 
before the Inflammation, let theſe Decoctions alone; 
if it ſucceeded to the Inflammation, as by Conſent, 
they may reaſonably enough be given. But when it 
is doubttul which of theſe Symptoms preceded the 
other, you may adminiſter Guatacum, and if the 
Patient reap any Advantage from it, or at leaſt grows 
nothing worſe, continue its Uſe ; if on the contrary, 
he becomes worle, lay it aſide immediately. 

Sometimes Fiſſures and Deſquammations of tit 
Hands, Feet, Lips, Nipples, Vulva and Prætuliun 
remain after the Cure. Before the Cure of theſe 1s 
attempted, as well as during the Cure, and after t, 
the Patient muſt be frequently purged, otherwiſe the 
will either return, or produce ſome worſe, inward 
Grievance. To prevent this, the next Thing to be 
done after purging, is to draw the Poiſon outwards by 
cupping, ſcarifying, er the Application of Leeches. 
Alter which, the Uſe of ſuch Applications as are ſe. 

commended 
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commended againſt venereal Ulcers of the Throat, Sc. 
js very good here.

A Suffitus of Cinnabar ſeldom fails of Succeſs here: 
Sometimes after the Cure of the venereal Diſeaſe an 
Ulcer remains, which may be cured provided it ſoon 
begins to yield to proper Applications, But if it grows 


worſe for ſuch Remedies it is either incurable, or it 


ought not to be cured ; for by this Outlet the Re- 
mains of the venereal Virus will be diſcharged. 
Whereas Attempts to cure ſuch an Ulcer, when they 


ſucceed, produce either ſome other, fatal, Diſeaſe, 


or a new Pox, much more ſevere than the old one. 
A Fiſtula likewiſe of the Anus or Vulva, remaining 
after the Diſeaſe, ought to be let alone for the ſame 


Reaſon, provided it is not very troubleſome.

PE o HIS Gentleman feems with indefatiga- 
3 d ble Pains to have exerted the Abilities 
e 0 of a fkiltul Phyſician in furniſhing out 
an Account of Venereal Diſeaſes in all 
SER their various Appearances, together 
with the Method of Cure proper to each Kind ; and 
in my Opinion his Succeſs has not been interior to his 
Induſtry ; for if I have done him tolerable Jultice, I. 
preſume few Readers will ſcruple to prefer him before 
any Author in the Venetian Collection, both as he 
abounds in curious and uſeful Materials, and has laid 
them out in a regular Manner, However faulty he 
may ſometimes be found in Point of Theory, which 
has always been liable to be controverted, I believe the 
molt judicious Practitioners will commonly allow that 
his Practice is good almoſt throughout. But as it 1s 
no Part of my Province to give the Characters of my 


Authors, I ſhall, without further Introduction, pro- 
cced to what I think naturally belongs to it.

In the firſt Place our Author concludes, from the 
Silence of the ancient Phyſicians, Hiſtorians, and 
Poets, and the joint Teſtimony of all the Phyſicians 
that lived about the latter End of the fifteenth Century, 
that the Vencreal Diſeaſe was a new one, and un- 


known 
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known to the Antients. For (CHAp. II.) as for 
thoſe Paſſages in ancient Writers, which ſome alledge 
in Favour of the Antiquity of this Diſeaſe, he with 
good Reaſon applies them to other Diſeaſes, Sc. Even 
the Accounts given, by ſome of the Antients, of Ab- 
ſceſſes, Ulcers, Anthraces and Cancers of the genital 
Parts, and defcribed as rare and particular Cales, he 
ſays, do not imply the Venereal Diſcaſe; ſince even at 
this Day theſe Parts, in common with the Reſt, are 
ſubject to the ſame Affections, without any venereal 
Taint. 185 

After this he proceeds (C HAP. III.) to prove that 
the Lues Venerea is not, as ſome would have it, an old 
Diſeaſe, the Elepbantiaſis of the Greeks, or the Arabian 
Lepra; 1. From the Difference betwixt it and thoſe 
now obſolete Diſeaſes, taken notice of by the Phyſi- 
cians who lived at that Time when the Venereal Diſ- 
eaſe firſt appeared, and while the Leproſy was yet no 
uncommon Malady. 2. From their different Deſcrip— 
tions compared. 3. Their different Cauſes, Genius, 


and Methods of Cure; eſpecially ſince Mercury cures 


the one, whereas it rather exaſperated the other, Cc. 

He takes notice of others who to evince the 
Antiquity of this Diſeaſe, ſay that it is produced by 
the Embraces of a great Number of found Men with 
a found Woman, from the Putrefaction of their dif- 
terent $e-zina in her NMerus; and that therefore this 
Diſeaſe muſt have been common to all Ages : which, 
as he obſerves, is downright begging the Queſtion. 

In the next Chapter he ſettles the Time of its firſt 
Appearance in Europe, from the Teſtimonies of the 
various Authors who wrote near that Time, compared 
one with another. From theſe he fixes it betwixt the 
Years 1494 and 1496. 

In his fifch Chapter he takes notice of ſome 
Authors, who wrote in the thirteenth and fourteenth 
Centuries, from whoſe Writings thoſe that contend 


for the Antiquity of this Diſeaſe would change its Era 


to a much earlicr one. From ſome of thoſe Au- 
tors he quotes Deſcriptions of Buboes upon the 
Da 2 Groins, 
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406 A Synopſis of the Hiſtory and Cure 
Groins, proceeding from an Ulcer of the Penis, 
occaſioned by Coition with an impure Woman; as 
alſo of Puſtules, Sciſſures, Ulcers of the Penis, from 
the ſame Caule ; of the Ficus, Cancer and Ulcer upon 
the Virga; Apoſtems, Ulcerations, Cancers, Inflation, 
Pain, Pruritus of the ſame Part, from the ſame 
Cauſe ; Puſtules and Mortification from the ſame 
Cauſe. And he quotes one of thoſe Authors giving a 
Caution to purge before ſuch Ulcers are managed with 
ſtyptick Fomentations, otherwiſe from the Repulſion 
of the virulent Matter he preſages a Bubo in the Groin. 

But theſe Symptoms, ſays our N did not 
proceed from any venereal Leaven : . Becauſe thoſe 
Authors muſt have been acquainted with the Venereal 
Diſeaſe, and of courſe muſt have deſcribed it, which 
they have not done. 2. Becauſe they alledge other 
Cauſes beſides impure Coition, as acrimonious Hu- 
mours, Contuſions of the Penis, Coition with a young 
Girl, or a Woman in the Time of her monthly Dil 
charge, Sc. Beſides they impute the Buboes particu- 
larly to depraved Humours, or Ulcers of the Feet, 
3. Becauſe of their ſimple Method of curing thoſe 
Symptoms, to which if they had been venereal, it is 
not to be conceived that they would have yielded. 

He concludes therefore that theſe Affections of the 

Penis muſt have been only ſimple Ulcerations, &c, 
without any venereal Fomes. 
Beſides, ſays he, thoſe very Authors plainly mean 
by an impure Wiman, one who has an Ulcer in her 
Matrix, or who has lately expoſed herſelf to the Em- 
braces of a Man whoſe Penis is ulcerated, or has her 
Menſes flowing, or a Cancer in her Uterus. And even 
now a days we frequently meet with the like Affections 
of the Virga, from the ſame Cauſes, without any 
Suſpicion of a Lues. 

He ſays it is probable too that they meant by an 
unclean I/oman, a leprous one; for the Leproſy was at 
that Time very frequent; and the Arabians make men- 
tion oftener than once, of Ulcers of the Penis pro- 
cceding from Coition with a leprous Woman, and _

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of thoſe ancient Authors, whoſe Teſtimonies are made 
uſe of to change the Era of the Venereal Diſeaſe, has 
obſerved the ſame. | 

In ſhort, he remarks, that ſome of the firſt Wri- 
ters upon the Venereal Diſeaſe have taken notice of 
the Difference betwixt theſe ſimple Ulcers of the Penis 
and venereal ones. 

As for the Buboes, it was no Wonder, ſays our 
Author, if the purulent Lymph, returning from the 
ſimply ulcerated Penis, occaſioned them. For we ſee 
every Day, from the like Cauſe, Tumours, and ſome- 
times Suppurations of the lymphatick Glands of the 
Neck and lower Jaw, as often as the Head is affected 
with the Tinea or Ulculcles. 

In his next Chapter he examines the Inſtances 
quoted by Becket in favour of the Antiquity of the 
Venereal Diſeaſe in England. And in the firſt place 
he ſcruples the Teſtimonies of his Authors, as their 
Books and, Manuſcripts are very rare, and their Age 
perhaps uncertain. But admitting them for genuine, 
he ſays, the Arſura was in all probability occaſioned by 
Coition with a leprous Women, or one that had lately 
been enjoyed by a leprous Man; in favour of which 
Opinion he adduces the Teſtimonies of ſeveral ancient 
Authors, Engliſh as well as others. Beſides he ob- 
ſerves, that ir differed from the Gonorrbea in its 
Shape, Genius, Method of Cure, Sc. not to men- 
tion that it was fifty Years after the Siege of Naples 
before the Venercal Diſeale adopted this new Symptom, 
the Gonorrhea, 

As for the Accounts quoted by Becket (from Au- 
thors that wrote long before the Diſcovery of America, 
or the Year 1494.) of Mortifications of the genital 
Parts, Phimoſis, Paraphimoſis, Caruncles of the Ure- 
thra, &c. he ſays they are quite Equivocal, as theſe 
are Diſeaſes to which theſe Parts are liable in common 
with the reſt of the Body ; and which have been 
mentioned by Galen, Celſus, and ſeveral others of the 


Ancients, 
D d 4 Among 
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Among the other Arguments in Favour of the An- 
tiquity of the Venereal Diſeaſe, he takes notice 
(CAP. VII.) of an Article in the Statutes preſcribed 
by Joan I. Queen of the two Sicilies and Provence, 
to a publick Brothel erected at Avignon, An. 1347, 
viz. Jubet Regina mulieres meritorias ſingula; 
luſtrari Et fi qua Scortatione egritudinem ullam 
contraxerit, a ceteris ſeponi ut ſeorſim habitet, ne ſui 
copiam facere poſſit ; ut Morbi precaveantur, qui a 
Fuvenibus poſſent concipi. 

To this he anſwers, that it was no Wonder if ſuch 
publick Proftitutes as were worn in the Ways of Lewd- 
neſs, eſpecially ſuch as were young, delicate, and of 
a rare Habit, or did not take ſufficient Care to keep 
themſelves clean, and ſuch as admitted the Embraces 
of the leprous; that it was no Wonder if, as appears 
from the Accounts of ſome Authors who wrote before 
the Year 1494, they were liable to Rhagades, or 
Ulcers of their genital Parts, acrimonious uterine Dil 
charges, Inflammations and Ulcers of the Uterys, or 
even Cancers ; which might eaſily affect ſuch Men as 

indulged themſelves in their Embraces, with Ulcers, 
Sc. of the Penis. 

He takes notice of another Argument for the Anti- 
quity of the Vencreal Diſeaſe, which is that the French 
call the Small Pox, la petite Verole, to diſtinguiſh it 
from the French Pox, which they call {imply Ja Ve- 
role; from which they who advance this Argument, 
lay it appears, that the French Pox muſt have been 
known in Europe above 800 Years ago, ſince this 
Name implies that it was common through Euro? 
before the Small Pox. : | 

But he takes off the Strength of this Argument by 
obſerving, 1. That the Small Pox, ever till the Time 
that the French Pox firſt appeared, went by the Name 
of la Verole without the Epithet, as it does to this 
Day in tome of the Provinces of France. 2. That the 
French Pox at firſt was not la Verole ſimply, but 1 
groſſe Verele : and that in order to diſtinguiſh theſe two 
Difeaſes, with a decent Caution, in talking of the 7755 

| ox 
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Per, they never failed to add the Epithet petite, and 
as this was a ſufficient Diſt inct ion, there was no Oc- 
caſion to retain the Epithet groſſe to the French Pox. 

In the laſt place he ſays, that ſome of the Stick lers 
for the Antiquity of the Venereal Diſeaſe, object the 
Greek Names of a great many of the Symptoms, 
ſuch as Gon:rrbea, Phimojis, Paraphimoſis, Bubo, 
Rhagades. In anſwer to which he ſays, very juſtly, 
that the Greeks had both obſcrved and defcribed ſuch 
Symptoms tho' they did not proceed from any ve- 
nercal Taint, and that as theſe Words happily enough 
expreſſed the ſame Kind of Symptoms in this new 
Diſeaſe, the Moderns might, without any Impropriety, 


apply them accordingly, inſtead of coining a Set of 


new Names without any Neceſſity, e 

In CHAp. VIII. he refutes the ſeveral fabulous Ac- 
counts of the Origin of this Diſcaſe, as related by 
various Authors. But as the Abſurdity of thoſe Fables 
appears at the firſt Sight, as they fall of their own Ac- 
cord, and have now loſt all manner of Credit, I ſhall 
not inſiſt upon our Author's Arguments againſt them. 


In CHA PP. IX. From the Teſtimonies of ſeveral 


both Phyſicians and Hiſtorians, he derives its Origin 
from the Antigua Ilands, eſpecially from St. Domingo, 
where Columbus firſt ſet foot upon the American Shore, 
and where this Diſeaſe was endemious. And here he 
quotes one Rui Diaz, a Phyſician of Seville, who in 
a Treatiſe wrote upon this Diſeaſe before the Year 
1557, lays, that in Europe it appeared firſt at Bar- 
celona, An. 1493, whether Columbus, upon his firſt 
Return from America, went to give an Account to 
Ferdinand and Iſabella, the King and Queen of Spain, 
of the Succeſs of his Expedition. | 
CHAP. X. He deſcribes its Progreſs: over Europe, 
&c. beginning at Naples, where it was communicated 
by the Spaniſh Soldiers to the French and Neapolitans 
from thence it was ſoon propagated over all Europe, 
by means of the mutual Commerce or Wars, in 
which at that Time the principal Powers were engaged. 
The Marriage of Joanna, Darghter of ne 
an 
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410 A Synopſis of the Hiſtory and Cure 
and Iſabella, to the Archduke Philip, brought it in 
the Year 1496, into the Netherlands, And from 
France it made its Way into England, particularly 
from Bourdeaux, whence the Engliſh anciently gave it 
the Name of the Bourdeaux Diſcaſe. 

He relates, that after the ſame Ferdinand had made 
himſelf Maſter of Granada, he baniſhed the Mao. 
metans and Jews out of Spain, who carried the new 
Diſeaſe into A/ia and Africa, whence in ſome Parts of 
Africa they gave it the Name of the Spaniſh, in others 
of the French Diſeaſe ; while in the Sea Ports of Aſia 
and Africa they called it the French Diſeaſe, or rather 
perhaps, Morbus Francorum, the Chriſtian Diſeaſe, 
for in the Ports upon the Mediterranean they call all 
the Chriſtians Franks. 

There was yet another Cauſe, ſays he, for its 
ſpreading into A/jia and Africa, viz. The Commerce 
of the Italians, French, Spaniards and Portugueſe, | 
with thoſe Parts; whence from the Sea Ports of Ala 
and Africa it ſpread into the moſt inland and remote 
Parts of both Continents, &c. while every Nation 

ave it a Name from that whence they received it, 
thus the Per/ians called it the Turkiſh, the Faponeſe the 
Portugueſe Diſeaſe. | 

But Hiſpaniola, according to our Author, was not 

the only Country of which this Diſeaſe was a Native, 
for, ſays he, we have it from good Authorities, that 
it was no leſs natural to Peru, New Spain and Fi- 
rida. Nay he proceeds to alledge, that it was of 
the Growth of ſeveral other Countries, both in Africa 
and 4/ia, Thus he quotes Thevetus in his Coſmograph. 
Univerſal. giving an Account of a Diſeaſe, anſwering 
exactly to the Deſcription of the Venereal Diſcaſe, 
which was endemious among the Inhabitants of ſome 
of the more inland Parts of Africa, viz. the Kingdoms 
of Meli and Tombodtou ; with which Account our 
Author obſerves, that Sydenham agrees, where he ſays, 
fe ab Anglerum plurimis, iiſque fide dignis, qui Inſulas 
Caribes dictas incolunt, didiſſe Mancipig recens Gora

demious in the Molucca Iſlands, but that this Diſeaſe 
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ollata, etiam antequam in Terram deſcenderent, tum 


alia ibidem degentia, hoc Morbo tentari, nulld Copuld 


impurd pregrelja, ita ut non raro univerſam aliquam 
eorum Familiam, Viros ſcilicet, Mulieres, Liberoſque 
male multtet. . | 
He refers next to Scaliger, who ſays, that it was 
long ago known at Malabar, by the Name of Pua. 
Thuanus, he tells us, relates, that the Inhabitants of 
Java are greatly infeſted with the Venereal Diſeaſe, 


which they cure by expoſing themſelves for the four 


hotteſt Hours of the Day to the Hear of the Sun. 
And Bontius, a Phyſician in former Times among 
the Dutch in the Eaſt Indies, ſays, that it was en- 


in one Reſpect differed from the Venerea] Diſeaſe, 
viz, that it uſed to break out without any previous 
Common: | 
Here he quotes the above mentioned Thevetys again, 
ſaying that it was a common Diſeaſe in China, and 
cured there by the Means of the Rad. Chine. And our 
Author ſays he was told himſelf by a Jeſuit, who had 
lived many Years in China, that it was no uncommon 
Diſeaſe at Peking. 5 
Now, ſays he, after all, as it is not very probable 
that this Diſeaſe could have reached thoſe remoter 
Parts of Aſia and Africa by means of the Europeans, 


wich whom they have little Commerce, it would feem 


that it was not only natural to the Iſland Hiſpa- 
molg, but a great many other Parts, not only of 
America, but likewiſe of Aſia and F Africa, nay 
perhaps, from one common Caule, (viz, the Heat 

of 


+ It is pretty ſtrange that our Author, after he has given a ſatiſ- 
tying Account in what Manner the Venereal Diſeaſe, firſt brought 
into Europe from America, made its Way into Aa and Africa; I fay 
t15 ſomewhat ſtrange that aſter this he ſhould fall ſo eaſily into the 
Opinion, that it was of the natural Growth of ſome of the innermoſt 
Parts of Africa, and, in the E aſt- Indies, of the Iſlands of Malabar, 
Java, the Meluccas, and the Empire of China, as well as the Ame- 
can World. For if this Diſeaſe had been of any conſiderable Standing 
in any Part either of H or Africa (as it muſt have been if our Au-

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of thoſe Climates, and the promiſcuous Venery of the 


Inhabitants, as alledged in the next Chapter) it was 
natural to the whole Tract of Earth that lies ſtretched 
under the torrid Zone. Whence ſays he, it might 
eaſily enough ſpread into ſuch of the neighbouring 


Countries as they had any Commerce with, but could 


not reach Europe, as long as thoſe Parts were deemed 
too hor to be either habitable or acceſſible, 

Cr. XI. He enquires into the Reaſons why this 
Diſeaſe was endemious in Hiſpaniola. 

Having acquitted the Air; ſince the Europeans 
who have inhabited that Ifland for as good as two 
hundred Years, are never ſeized with this Dif- 
eaſe but by Contagion, he lays the Blame of it upon 
the Way of Living of the ancient Natives, viz. 
1. Their uſing for their Food * Potatoes, the Flower 
of Indian Wheat, Caſſava, and ſuch Fruits as their 
Woods afforded ; and in times of Scarcity, which 
muſt frequently have returned upon ſuch an indolent 
People, their living upon Worms, Spiders, Serpents, 
Bats, and the like. 55 

2. Their plentiful Uſe of a ſharp Sauce, which 
they called Jaca, made of the Leaves and Roots of 
Arum, the Shoots of Potatoes, and Mombini, with a 
large Proportion of Capſicum, or Indian Pepper. 

2. Their frequent meeting together to ſmoak To- 
bacco in their Way, which was by ſtrongly drawing 
the Smoak, by Means of an Inſtrument tor that Pur- 

pole, 
thor is right in his Conjecture concerning its common Cauſe] is i 
prom that it would not by Degrees have ſpread, long before the 
iſcovery of America, thro both Continents, and at lait thro' the 
other Parts of the World? Or that the Inhabitants of 4fa and Africa 
ſhould ſo ſoon have been alarmed at it, as at a new Plague, upon its 
being firſt communicated to them by the Eurepeans? Or, ina Word, 
that it ſhould have eſcaped the Notice of all the Arabian Writers in 
Medicine? As for thoſe Authors from whoſe Authority he derives 
this Doctrine, they all lived after the Eruption of this Diſeaſe in 
Europe, and it is well known in what a ſhort Time it penetrat 
from thence into Alia and Africa. Beſides our Author had a little 
before quoted the following Words from Joarnes Leo, where he gives 
an Account kow this Ditcaie was from Spain carried into Africa. 
Hu: Mali re romen guidem if/is Africants notum erat ante ea tempora 
* Morus rider communis fult ut weſcerentur Patatis ſeu Batatls. 
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poſe, up into their Noſtrils, till it threw them into 
a profound Sleep. 1 

4. Their eating of a ſort of amphibious Lizard, 
peculiar to the Iſland, called Ivana or Iguana, of 
which they were very fond as a delicious Food, but 
the Uſe of which, as Gonſalv. Fernand. of Oviedo, 
who lived many Years in New Spain, in his Hiſt. Ind. 
obſerves, increaſed the venereal Pains, or rouſed them 
to a great Violence after they had been laid aſlecp by 
an imperfect Cure. 

Now, ſays our Author, if a bad Diet is alone ſuf- 
ficient to produce among us the Scurvy, which ſo 
nearly reſembles the Venereal Diſeaſe, as ſometimes to 
be confounded with it, it is no wonder if ſuch a Diet 
as thoſe Indians uſed produced depraved Juices, and 
if thoſe depraved Juices in ſuch a hot Climate, ge- 
nerated acrid, anomalous, virulent Ferments, of the 
Nature of the venereal one. 24 

Beſides, ſays he, in hot Countries the menſtrual 
Diſcharge is uſually very acrid and virulent, eſpecially 
if the Women uſe a depraved Diet. Therefore if in 
the temperate European Climates the Glaus and Pre- 
putium for the moſt part are ſeized with a ſlight In- 
lammation, and ſuperficial Puſtules, by Commerce 
with our Women during this Diſcharge, it is reaſon- 
able to ſuppoſe, that the Inhabitants of that hot Coun- 
try muſt from this Cauſe have been obnoxious to much 
more violent Diſeaſes. Conſidering their promiſcuous 
Venery, the Naſtineſs of their Women, their particular 
Lewdneſs at the Time of their monthly Viſits, while 
the Men made no ſcruple, even during that Time, 


to uſe their wonted Familiarities with them. For ſays 


he, the acrid Semen of a great many different Men, 


mixed with a very acrimonious and virulent menſtrual 


Blood, in the Uterus, might eaſily in thoſe hot Coun- 
tries have produced by Putrefaction the firſt Semmiun 
of the Venereal Diſeaſe. 

The Heat of Climate, and promiſcuous uſe of 
Women in thoſe other Parts of {merica, as well as 
in 4/ia and Africa, of which alſo this Diſcaſe was 

Perhaps 
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perhaps a Native, he thinks ſtrengthen this Conjecture; 
for ſo he modeſtly enough calls his Solutions of the 
Queſtion which makes the Subject of this Chapter. 

Cray. XII. He gives an Account of the Periods 
of this Diſeaſe, but as theſe are deſcribed by more than 
one of the Authors of the Aphrodiſiacus, to avoid fur- 
ther Repctitions I ſhall not inſiſt upon them here, 

But in this Place he juſtly obſerves, that it may be 
ſomewhat fallacious to determine the Periods of ſome 
of the leſs remarkable Symptoms, ſuch as the Exoſtoſes, 
Verruce and Porri, by the Time in which the Authors 
lived who made the firſt mention of them; becauſe 
they might poſſibly have been either overlooked by 
former Authors, or taken notice of under the Name 
of Puſtules or Gums. 

CHnay. XIII. He adduces the Teſtimonies of Au- 
thors of different Ages concerning the Decline of this 
Diſcaſe, and ſays, that it has grown ſenſibly milder 
to his own Obſervation, concluding at laſt, that it 
muſt in Time be quite extinguiſhed in a Climate fo 
unfavourable to it as the European, provided the in- 
fected, as ſoon as they diſcovered it, made ule of the 
proper Remedies, it the Study of Cleanlineſs were 
_ univerſal, and frequent Waſhing in uſe every where; 
and provided no new Fomes be brought over from tie 
native Countries of the Diſeaſe. 

Cray, XIV. Being the laſt of this Book, he makes 
an Extract of ſome Decrees and Edicts publiſhed at 
Paris about the latter End of the fifteenth Century, 
and Beginning of the next, with a View to prevent 
the Propagation of the groſſa Variola, and provide the 
diſeaſed with Relief. His Deſign in this is to ftrengthen 
what he had ſaid before about the Ara of this Di: 
eaſe, and the Difference betwixt it and the Elepoanita- 
is; for ſays he, as there were already two Hoſpitas 
for Lepers at Paris, what occaſion was there for the 
great Expenee of hiring other Houſes for the Recep. 
tion of thoſe that were affected with the Venercu 
Diſeaſe, if they had not found that thele two Dileaſes 
Weke 
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were ſo different in their Natures, that the pocky and 


leprous could not live together, but to their mutual 
Danger and Detriment. 


GOR II. 

He begins his ſecond Book with an Enquiry con- 
cerning the Ways of contracting this Diſeaſe; and 
after he has with good Reaſon agreed with moſt of 
the more modern Authors, that it is caught only by 
Contagion, he doubts Whether a genuine Lues is ever 
contracted by the Child from the Parents. He ſays, 
he has frequently known this Diſeaſe in the Parents 
produce in their Offspring, the Rickets, ſcrophulous 
Tumours of the Glands of the Meſentery, pulmonary 
Atrophies, Diſtortions of the Bones, c. but never a 
genuine Lues. | 5 | 

After having denied the Poſſibility of this Poiſon's 
being propagated at a Diſtance, he doubts much whe- 
ther it can be communicated by Fomes, viz, eating 
with the infected, wearing their Cloaths, &c. At laſt 
he ſays, with Braſſavolus, for his own Part he never 
ſaw one who had caught it by Fomes, nor ever heard 
any Body that pretended to have known an Inſtance 
of it; tho' after all he does not deny that it is poſſible 
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* to communicate the Venereal Diſeaſe by Fomes, as 
well as the Small Pox. 
8 After this, he ſays, the moſt common Ways of com- 
1 municating the Infection are by natura! or unnatural 
5 Venery, and by Suckling. And that befides theſe it 
e way perhaps be propagared by kiſſing, or lying with 
the infected, eſpecially if the internal Parts of the 
t Mouth or Fauces are ulcerated in the one Caſe, or in 
* the other, if the infected has a venereal Eruption upon 
1 his Skin, or ſweats much. He ſays too, that it may 
de poſſibly be propagated by handling ſuch Parts as are 
js affected with vencreal Ulcers, eſpecially if the Hand 
1 is any how wounded or chopt. 


In his ſecond Chapter he examines into the ſingular 
Nature of the venercal Poiſon, which is only to be 


guelled at by its Known Effects. 
Therefore 
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Therefore as it always inflames whatever Part it 
alfects, as it corrodes and exulcerates thoſe Parts, as 
it produces in them ſcirrhous Tumours and Callok- 
ties, and is not communicable at a Diſtance, nor 


propagated but by the mutual Contact of warm 
Bodies, he CO e that it is of an inflammatory, 
corroſive, and where its corroſive Quality does not 
take effect, of an inſpiſſating, coagulaung, and withal 
of a fixed Nature. And in ſhort, that it is of the 


acid or acido-ſaline Kind of Acrimony, ſomewhat of 
the Nature of the * A. Stycia. 


Tho? this Poiſon taints all the animal Fluids, he ſays, 
as the Venennm Tiydrophobicum particularly affects the 
Saliva, ſo the Semen and ſeminal Fluids (by which he 
means the Liquor Preſtalarum, and the Mucus, 
Urethre, Vagine, &c.) are moſt obnoxious to it; 
becauſe, ſays he, as theſe Fluids themſclves are in a 
found State of an F acid Nature, they are the more 
eaſily cxalted into a peccant Degree of Acidity. 

In 


* am afraid our Author has here determined the Species of 
Acrimony ot the venereal Pojion without ſufficient Reaſons. For 
granting it has the inſpiſſating, coagulating, We. Qualities, in com- 
mon with thoſe acid Spirits, rerh Ps it may be ſomewhat raſh to 
conclude, that therefore it muſt be of an acid Nature too. For my 
Part, I believe it will be hard to find any Abfurdity in ſuppoſing a 
neutral, or even an alcaline Sub!tance ſo modihed as to put on all 
the Qualities which our Author here enumerates. And indeed if one 
may draw Concluſions from the Diet which is found to be the molt 
proper in Venereal Diſeaſes, and the aceſcent Nature of ſome of the 
moſt boaſted Remedies againſt them, particularly of Guaiacum, 1 
ſhould rather take the VENerea Virus to be cf an alcaleſcent Acri- 
mony. And tho the celebrated Dr. Mead, in his elegant Book 
upon Poiſons, has excepted the viperine Verom, I am apt to think, 
eonfidering the Nature of tnoſe animal Bubitances that have been 
ſubject. d to chemical Enquirics, that moſt other animal Polions are 
of the alcaline Rind, but jo ſingularly mediſted as to prog. ce 
Effects quite different from thoſe of the common alcaline Salts, and 
of one another. 

+ 1 cannot help doubting, wWhetzer the ſeminal Humours are 
more liable to the venereal Faint than: any other Pluid in the body, 
that 15 tenacious enough to afford a Ius to this Po: on. But fup- 
poſirg they are, I do not think our Author's Way of f accounting for 
it is by any means ſatisfying; for as I tak» it, an ac; id, or even an 
aceſcent Quality in thoſe highly elaborated Fluid,, the geile, &C. 
is not demenhrabie b, any fair Expeliment. 
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In the next place he takes notice of ſome who 
would have the venereal Poiſon to conſiſt of Animal- 
cules; but, as he ſays the Favourers of this Doctrine 
cannot ſupport it by any ſolid Arguments, he does 
not think it worth his while to attack it any other Way 
than by denying the Truth of it. This leads him to 
conclude his ſecond Chapter with an Account of a 
juggling Mountebank at Paris, who pretended to ac- 
count for all Diſeaſes this Way; and by Means of a 
Microſcope artfully enough contrived, amuſed the 
whole Town for a long Time, till the Fraud was at 
laſt detected. The Particulars of which Story, tho? 
equally ridiculous and entertaining, are nothing to 
our Purpoſe, and at the ſame time too long to be in- 
ſerted here. „„ 

Chap. III. Which contains his Enquiries into the 
Ways by which the venereal Poiſon is introduced, 
and by what Rules its Quantity is to be calculated, he 
lays, it appears from Experience, 1. That this Poiſon 
is admitted by its penetrating Moiſture. 2. By Ha- 
litus, in which Form it reaches the Urethra, Pro- 
fate, Sc. and in ſucking Children the Aſpera Arteria, 
Bronchiæ and Veſicles of the Lungs, which become 
inflamed, eroded and ulcerated by this Means alone. 
3. By being abſorbed by the Lymphaticks of the Skin, 
by which it is conveyed into the conglobate Glands, 
Whence Buboes of the Groins ſucceed to an impure 
Coition, cancerous Ulcers of the Pudenda, or a flow 
running Gonorrhea ; whence too proceed Tumours of 
the maxillary and parotide Glands, from venereal 
Aphihe or Ulcuſcles in the Guras, Tongue, Palate or 
Fauces of Children who have been infected by ſuck- 
ing, or thoſe who have caught the Diſeaſe by kiſſing 3 
and hence the like Tumours of the axillary Glands 
in Nurſes, from venereal Ulcers, Rhagades, and 
Sciſſures of the Papille Mamina rum. IE 

2, He fays that thoſe Parts by which the Poiſon enters 
always ſuffer firſt, and that there are no Inſtances to be 
depended upon to the contrary. Beſides he obſerves, 
that as the moſt ſubtile Poiſons always farſt exert their 
Ee | Qualities 
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Qualities upon the Parts by which they were received, 
it 15 not probable that this fixed one ſhould penetrate 
into the Habit too ſoon to betray itſelf in ſuch Parts, 
In the next place he accounts for the Admittance 
of this Poiſon into the Maſs of Blood, but that Doc- 
trine is fo univerſally known, that it would be loſing 
Time to inſiſt upon it. But here I cannot help ob- 
ſerving, that our Author ſays pretty expreſly, that 
the Materia Perſpirabilis is diſcharged, and the pene- 
trating Particles of external Applications admitted by 
the ſame Veſſels, which to be ſure is not to be granted. 


Laſt of all he lays down his Rules by which to 


judge of the Quantity of Poiſon admitted. 1. From 
the Quantity of poiſonous Matter in the Perſon that 
communicates the Infection. 2. From its Subtilty 
and Activity: Whence from the greater or leſſer 
Acrimony of the Blood, the Degree of Motion, Heat, 
and libidinous Fervor in the Action, the Quantity 


communicated may be eſtimated; as alſo, 3. From 
the Texture and Condition of the Part to which it is 


applied. Thus if the Part is lax, ſpongy, excoriated, 
or ulcerated, ſo much the greater Quantity of Poiſon 
muſt be admitted. Whence if the Urethra, Proftate, 
&c. are from an ill-cured Gonorrhea in an ulcerous, 
fungous, or fiſtulous State, a great Quantity will be 


received. 4. From the Space of Time during which 


the Poiſon is applied. Hence they who are long 
about the Action, who neglect waſhing after it, and 
whoſe Preputium, or Pterygiæ Vagine are long, are 
moſt liable to Infection. 

Chr. IV. He accounts for the Multiplication of 
the Poiſon in the Blood, as well as of all others, by 
Fermentation ; which he does not pretend to explain, 
but judiciouſly leaves as a perhaps inexplicable Pc- 
NOMenon, IN | 

After this he eſtimates the Multiplication of this 
Poiſon. 1. From the Quantity of Poiſon firſt admit- 


ted. 2. From its Subtility, Acrimony and Activity, 


proceeding either from the native Temperament, a hot 
Climate, or a Dyſcraſia, whether cachectick, bilious, 


atrabilarlan, 
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atrabilarian, or hectick, Sc. or from the Length of 
Time wherein it has lodged in the Habit, on the 
Side of the Perſon who communicates it. 3. Upon the 
Part of the Perſon that receives it; it is to be eſtimated 
from vitious Qualities of the Juices ; whence the Ca- 
chectick, Bilious, Atrabilarian, and thoſe that labour 
under Obſtructions, are cæt. par. moſt ſuſceptible of a 
Lues. Or from Accidents that favour the Propagation 
of the Poiſon, as feveriſh Heats, Errors in Dict, vio- 
lent Paſſions, immoderate Exerciſe, Crapula, too long 
Watchings; all which are found to ſpur on the Diſ- 
caſe. 
CHAP. V. Is upon this Queſtion, viz. Whence it 
comes that the venereal Poiſon, after it has to Ap- 
pearance been entirely diſſipated, ſometimes lurks in 
the Blood, without betraying itſelf for ſeveral Years, 
tho? at laſt it breaks out a new? | 

In this Enquiry he juſtly rejects the Opinion 
of thoſe who alledge, that it is all that Time lock'd 
up within the Cavities of the Globules of Blood, 
where it lies unactive. He agrees as little with thoſe 
others, according to whom the poiſonous Particles in 
ſuch Caſes lie concealed in the glandulous Receſſes, 
thro? which, he ſays, there is a perpetual Flow of 
Liquids, and conſequently thoſe Particles can have 
no Opportunity to lie ſo long at Reſt there. 

To account for it he ſays, we need only ſuppoſe, 
that the Poiſon is ſo ſmall in Quantity, and of ſo mild 
e 2 Quality, while the Blood is at the ſame Time ſo 
little inclined to that Diſpoſition which favours the 
Production of this Poiſon, that it is generated in no 
* greater Quantity than it is diſcharged by the excretory 
n, Organs, till at laſt the Blood happens to be vitiated 
7 by a Fever, or other Diſeaſe, Errors in Diet, Watch- 
ings, Crapulæ, Sc. ſo as to encourage the Operation 
| of the Ferment more than before, and by that Means 
i: deſtroy the Equilibrium. 
%s contrary Circumſtances, when the Balance lies on 


hot che Side of the Poiſon, it encreaſes in the Blood; and 
us, i ometimes when it is very ſmall in Quantity, and mild 
als 4 12 : 
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in Quality, the Blood very pure, and of a good Craſis, 
and the Non-naturals well regulated, it is at laſt en- 
tirely diſcharged of its own Accord, and leaves the 
Habit quite pure; becauſe in this Caſe its Production 
does not keep pace with its Expulſion. 

Before our Author puts an End to this Chapter, he 
aſks whether, while the venereal Poiſon thus lurks in 
the Habit, ſuch a Perſon can communicate the Diteaſe 
to another? His Anfwer is, that this is deter. 
mined by the Aptneſs of the Patient to receive the 
Diſeaſe, whence ſome are infected while others of 
happier Conſtitutions eſcape. And in much the ſame 
Way he accounts for this, why among ſeveral Chil- 
dren of the ſame Parents, {ome are affected with the 
Scrophyla or Rickets, the Conſequences of their Pa- 
rents Diſeaſe upon them, while others of them eſcape, 
viz. from the Strength or Weakneſs of ſuch Children, 

Chap. VI. He gives an accurate and ſuccinct 
Account of the different Methods of Cure uſed from 
the firſt Eruption of the Diſeaſe to the preſent Times, 
But as theſe have been enough, perhaps too much, in- 
ſiſted upon already, I ſhall not put the Readers Pa- 
tience to any further Trial upon this Head. 

Only I muſt here obſerve, that he makes the Guat- 
acum and Lignum Sanfum to be different Species of 
Trees, and gives their diſtinguiſhing Marks agreeabk 
to ſome of the Authors in the old Collection. And 
During the Uſe of Guaiacum, he ſays, the Patient 
was confined to his Bed till the twenty- fifth or thirtietl 
Day; tho' I cannot juſt now recolle& one of the 
old Authors who orders it ſo, at leaſt it was by 10 
means a general Practiſe, 

Our Author is no Friend to Guaiacum, for be 
agrees with thoſe of the old Authors, who ſay, ti 
moſt infirm People, or Patients of acrid, biliou, 
warm Temperaments, that were by Nature lean and 
of a dry Conſtitution, or they whoſe Lungs, Live, 
Kidneys or Stomach were in a parched State, We 
often thrown, by its Means, into a Maraſmus, hectic 
Fever, Tabes, or an incurable Phthi/:s, N 
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As for Saſſafras, he reckons it to have much the 


fame Degree of Power with the Rad. Chinæ, and 


prefers the Sarza Parilla to both. 

He delivers the modern Method of combining theſe 
Woods and Roots thus: R Lign. Guazac. Saffafras, 
Rad. Chin. Sarſe Paril. dd zii. Inſund. lepide per 
Hor. 24. in Aq. Commun. Ix, vel xii. Dein additis ft 
ita videatur Antimon. crud. craſſiuſcule trit. & nodulo 
laxe conclus. 3 ii. Cog. omn. lento Igne Vaſe clauſo ad 
tertis Part. conſumpt. Tunc addatur Liquir. raſ. 31. 
& ji Vis purgans in Decoct. requiratur. Fol. Sennæ 3(8. 

Among other unſucceſsful, and now obſolete Reme- 
dies, he reckons the Hetechen, which he ſays is the ſame 
withthe Juniperus major baccd rufeſcente, or the oxycedrus, 

CHAP. VII. He deſcribes the various Methods of uſ- 
ing Mercury, and mercurial Medicines, that have been 
practiſed from the firſt Riſe of the Diſeaſe to the pre- 
ſent Age. 

He obſerves that Mercury was firſt brought into Uſe 
by the Arabians, who applied it in Ointment againſt 
ſeveral cutaneous Diſeaſes 3 their Example was fol- 
lowed by moſt of the Phyſicians that lived in the 
fourteenth Century; whence from Analogy was taken 
the Hint of uſing it in the Venereal Diſeaſe, which 
at firſt was thought to differ little from the Scadres, 
Herpes, malum mortuum, &c. 

He ſays, that from the Diffidence of the Phyſicians 
at firſt, in uſing ſo ſmall a Proportion of Mercury in 
their Ointments, and the Raſhneſs of the Quacks, 
who, without any previous Preparation of the Pa- 
tient, uſed to beſmear him with ſtrong mercurial Un- 
guents, ſo that on the one hand it did not cure, on the 
other it frequently killed, or if it did not, the Pa- 
tient, after dreadful Sufferings, recovered with the 
Loſs of his Teeth, Sc. for theſe Reaſons, he fays, 
it came at laſt to be thrown aſide as pernicious, and 
Cuaiacum, China, &c. to be ſubſtituted in its Room. 


But as theſe often did not ſucceed, while the mercu- 


rial Unction performed the Cure after they had been 
uled, Mercury was again taken into Favour 5 but 
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the Phyſicians uſed it in a ſafer and more cautious 
Way, ſo that Gratacym, &c. were now only uſed in 
light, beginning, topical Complaints; or at moſt, 
after the Ule of Mercurials, in ſuch Poxes as had ſeized 
upon ſtrumous or ſcorbutick Conſtitutions. 

He obſerves, that the Uſe of mercurial Plaiſters, 
applied over the whole Body in order to raiſe a Sali. 
vation, cauſed a Heat, Inflammation, Ery/rpelas, 
Puſtules, and Pruritus in the Skin, not without Dan- 
ger of a Fever, while at the ſame time the Particles 
of Mercury were ſo cloſe locked up in the thick 
waxen Conſiſtence of the Plaiſters, that they were 
flow and ineffectual in promoting a Salivation, For 
which Reaſons they have been for a long Time out 
of Ule; only they are ſtill applied to particular Parts 
that are affected with hard Tumours, Scirrhuſes, Gang- 
lions, Nodes, or Exoſtoſes, or with a fixed Pain. 

The Uſe of Fumigations too, ſays he, both upon 
Account of their Dangers, and Want of Efficacy, 
has alſo been for a long time diſcontinued ; tho! ſome- 
times mild, partial, Fumigations, of Cinnabar and 
Frankincenſe, are uſed in the preſent Practice for the 
ſame topical Evils as the Plaiſters are. 

He next relates the Improvements made upon the 
mercurial Ointments, but as he is more full and par- 
ticular upon this Subject in his fourth Book, I {hall 
not. take any Notice of what he has ſaid upon it in 
this Place. 8 

After this he proceeds to give an Account of the 
internal Uſe of Mercury. Here he takes Notice that 
the red Precipitate was the firſt Preparation of it given 
inwardly, and juſtly condemns its Uſe. After which 
he deſcribes the other Preparations of this Mineral that 
are uſed internally, with ſome Obſervations upon them. 
Such of thoſe as our Author recommends, and are 
not in common Uſe here, the Reader will find at the 
End of this Abſtract, 

Chr. VIII. He relates the Phænomenon produced 
upon the human Body by Mercury, and accounts for 
its Operation from its ſenſible Qualities, -

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As the Quantity of Mercury that enters the Blood 
is in Proportion to the Largeneſs of Surface upon 
which it is applied, the Thinneſs of the Skin, its 
Cleanneſs, and Heat, on the Part of the Body: and 
on the Part of Mercury, to its Quantity, its Mo- 
bility, the Length and Violence of Friction with 


which it is applied, and the Length of Time in which 


it continues upon the Part: He ſays, that conſidering 
the Varieties which may ariſe from the different Com- 
binations of all theſe Circumſtances, it is no Wonder 
if a great Quantity of Mercury has no Effect at all 


upon one, while upon another a ſmall Quantity ſhall 


raiſe a ſudden and violent Salivation. The Advan- 
tage to be made of this Obſervation is obvious, viz. 
That this Remedy ought aiways to be uſed with great 
Caution. 

In like Manner when Mercury is given inwardly, 
as the Quantity that 1s admitted into the Circu- 
lation is to be eſtimated, by the Number, Wideneſs, 
and Degree of Syſtole and Diaſtole in the chyliferous 
Veſſels, and the Quantity, Subtilty, and Mobility of 
the Parts of the Mercury, and the Degree of Vigour 
in the periſtallick Motion of the Inteſtines, he ſays, 
the like Varieties happen here. | 

Mercury, he ſays, internally given, is conveyed 
into the Blood with greater Difficulty, and in a ſmal- 
ler Quantity than when it is applied externally, upon 
Account; 1. Of its Weight, by which it paſſes by 
the Mouths of the Lacteals that lie above it, or emerge 
horizontally, and compreſſes thoſe that lie under it. 
2. Becauſe of the cathartick Acrimony of moſt mer- 
curial Preparations. 

As an Inſtance of this Dogma, he ſays, that the 
mercurial Panaces is of all its Preparations the light- 
eſt, and the moſt eaſily mixes with the Chyle, while 
at the ſame Time it is void of any cathartick Quality, 
and in ſhort, that it is the“ moſt effectual of all

Mercurials to raiſe a Salivation; and yet for all that 
he ſays, that 3G. of Mercury in Ointment, raiſes a 
more plentiful Salivation, and with Jeſs Tumult than 
the ſame Quantity of the Panacea taken at repeated 
Doſes internally, 

He proceeds to account for the Power of Mercury, 
according to the common Theory, from its Weight, 
Diviſihility, Sc. only he is ſomewhat Particular in 
demonſtrating the relative Increaſe of its Momentum 
in the ſmaller Veſſels, a Doctrine, as far as I know, 
of his own, For, ſays he, as the Decreafe of Motion 


in the iſoperimetral Particles of Mercury and Blood is 


in every Inſtant of Time as their Surfaces, and conſe- 
N equal, if theſe equal Decrements are ſubſtracted 
rom ſuch unequal Quantities of Motion, as the Globules 

of Mercury and Blood from their different ſpecifick 
Gravities move with, the Proportion of the remain- 
ing Quantity of Motion in the mercurial Globules, to 
the remaining Quantity in the Globules of Blood will 
be found to be increaſing every Moment. Whence 
the Momentum of Mercury, which in the Trunk of the 
Aorta was to that of the Blood only as fourteen to one 
(viz. as the ſpecifick Gravity of Mercury to that of 
the Blood) will in the remote Capillaries, be more 
than Þ a hundred to one, i 
c 


wards fay, that the crude Mercury in Ointment goes further in 


railing a Salivation, than the fame Quantity of this Preparation. 
For all the World knows, that there are mercurial Preparations, and 
thoſe none of the ſharpeſt neither, which given in proper Doſes and at 
reaſonable Intervals to the Quantity of a Drachm, will promote a more 
plentiful Salivation than an Ounce of crude Mercury in Ointment. 

I This Calculation ſeems to exceed all Probability, for it is not to 
be conceived how thoſe ſmall tender Veſſels ſhould be able to bear 
ſuch a violent Shock as is here ſuppoſed, without being torn to 
Pieces. But I am afraid our Author has committed an Overſight in 
his Calculation, for he has made no Abatement upon Account of the 
Degrees of Friction proportioned to the ſpecifick Gravity of all 
Bodies that move in a Medium, or meet with perpetual Rubs in 
their Motion. Beſides his Hypothe/is, I think, depends greatly upon 
this, That the Quantity of Fluids contained in the left Ventricle of 
the Heart, during its paralytick State, is hurried thro' the mot re- 
mote Veſlels by that Impulſe alone, which it received at firſt from 
the Heart in its Sy/ole, which perhaps is not raſhly to be allowed. 
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He accounts next for the Power of Mercury in 


raiſing a Salivation, thus. In the firſt place he ſays, 
as Mercury increaſes all the Secretions, it increaſes 


that of the Saliva amongſt the reſt; then as it thaws 
the whole Maſs of Blood down into Lymph, it moſt 


conſiderably increaſes the lymphatick Secretions, 
amongſt which is the Saliva; but of the lymphatick 
Secretions, ſuch as the Humor ſtomachalis, inteſtinalis 
and Saliva, that of the Saliva is moſt increaſed, be- 
cauſe this Liquor is no ſooner thrown into the Mouth 
than it is diſcharged, ſo that the“ ſalivary Glands are 
kept perpetually open and clear, whereas the Li- 
quors ſeparated by the Glands of the Stomach and 
Inteſtines ſtagnate there, burden the Glands, and re- 
tard the Secretion of freſh Liquids. And in the laft 
place, after a Salivation is thus raiſed to ſome 


Heighth, it is increaſed by the Stimulus from the 


Pain of the inflamed and ulcerated Mouth, owing to 
the Acrimony of the Salva. „ 
Laſt of all, he Endeavours to ſolve this Que- 
ſtion; why ſometimes Mercury, if it is never ſo re- 
gularly adminiſtred, fails to raiſe a Salivation? This, 
he ſays is owing to the Denſity of the Skin, and Ple- 
nitude of its Veſſels, the Dryneſs of the Blood, the 


unuſual Increaſe of other thin Secretions, the denſe, 


compreſs'd, hard, or ſcirrhous State of the ſaliva 


Glands, the Thickneſs, Viſcidity and Oilineſs of the 


Saliva, by which the contained Salts are ſo blunted, 
that they cannot ſting the muciferous Veſſels of the 


Mouth, the Straitneſs of theſe Veſſels, whence they 


are not capable to admit thoſe ſtimulating Salts in the 
Sdalva, and laſtly the too languid Sympathy that in 
lome particular Patients may intercede betwixt the 
internal Parts of the Mouth and the ſalivary Glands. 

And 


* This Reaſoning of our Author's will ſcarce explain why Mer- 
cury does not operate as much by the urinary and perſpiratory Or- 
gans, as by the ſalivary Glands. For it is not to be denied that 
the LIrine and perſpirable Matter are lymphatick Secretions, and 
that they proceed in a ſound State, with as little Interruption as the 


Separation of the Saliva. 
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But after all, he concludes with this Obſervation, that 
Mercury, tho? it does not raiſe a Salivation, Cures the 
Pox, provided a ſufficient Quantity of it be admit- 
ted into the Maſs of Blood. 

CHApP. IX. He lays down what he takes to be the 
eaſjeſt, ſafeſt, and moſt effectual Method of Cure. 

And firſt as for the methodical Cure of the more 
ancient Phyſicians by Bleeding, Purging, Bathing, 
Sc. he juſtly reckons it uneffectual. 

He likewiſe conſiders Guaiacum as inſufficient to 
cure this Diſeaſe ; and here he enumerates the bad 
Effects of thoſe acid Decoctions, viz. Emaciation, 
Extenuation and Conſumption of the Habit ; Heat, 
Irritation, Exulceration of the Lungs; Heat and 
Inflammation of the Liver and other Viſcera; Irrita- 
tion and phlogiſtick Intemperature of the Kidneys 
and Bladder, together with a troubleſome 8 
immoderate menſtrual Diſcharges, &c. 

Beſides, ſays he, the light Particles of thoſe De- 
coctions are often not {ſufficient to penetrate into and 
ſcower ſuch Veſſels and Glands as are choakad with 
viſcid Concretions impregnated with the Venereal 
Poiſon. Whence when by Time or Accident theſe 
Humours are reſolved and returned into the Circula- 
tion a new Pox worſe than the former enſues. 

But Mercury, he ſays, as it is abſolutely void of 
Acrimony, and at the ſame time acts with a great 
Momentum, has none of theſe Inconveniencies. 

Pw all he allows Guaiacum its Merit, For he 
ſays, 1. That its Decoctions as well ſimple as thoſe 


that are - with China, Saſſafras, &c. are 


for the moſt Part ſufficient to exterminate the morbid 
Leaven in topical and beginning Venereal Evils, as 
the Gonorrhea, Bubo, Venereal Ulcuſcles and Porri. 
2. That theſe Decoctions are very uſeful either alone 
or qualified according to the known Temperament of 
the Patient with Cow's Milk, in removing Venereal 
Pains remaining after the Mercurial Unction. 3. He 
ſays he has known ſome pocky Patients of ſtrumous 


or {corbutick Conſtitutions, who after an exact Ad- 
mini 
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miniſtration of Mercurial Ointments were not yet en- 


tirely cured till they had uſed for a Month afterwards 
ſtrong Decoctions of Guatacum either ſimple or com- 
pounded with antiſtrumatick or antiſcorbutick Herbs. 
For he ſays that tho? Mercury very powerfully exter- 
minates. the Venereal Poiſon, for the moſt Part it 
leaves the ſtrumous and ſcorbutick Seminium untouch'd. 


But he gives a Caution againſt raſhly adminiſtring 


Guaiacum to Patients of thin, dry, parched, bilious 
Conſtitutions, or ſuch as are affected in their Lungs, 
Kidneys and Bladder. 

He takes that Patient mentioned by Boerhaave in 
his Preface to the Aphrodiſiacus, whoſe Cure was per- 
formed by Guaiacum after the Unction had failed, to 
have laboured under a ſtrumous Cachexy : Upon this 
Conſideration particularly that his“ Bones were cari- 
ous, which Symptom, tho* it is common to other 


Poxes, yet, he ſays, is more frequently to be met 


with in ſuch as are complicated with a ſtrumous Dy- 


ſcraſia than in any other. 


\ 


He endeavours to vindicate the Efficacy of Mercury, 
in thoſe Caſes where Boerhaave ſays it does not ſucceed, 


by arguing upon the increaſed Proportion of its Mo- 


mentum in the capillary Veſſels, Sc. Beſides, tho? it does 
not cure a Caries Diploes, a Gonorrbea that has its 
Seat in the cellular Structure of the Penis, &c. yet, 
he ſays, as it roots out the Seminium Venereum, it diſ- 
poles theſe Symptoms to yield aiterwards to com- 
mon Remedies, which are neceſſary to their Cure; 


ſuch as in the one Caſe the Exfoliation of the carious 


Bone, in the other the Deterſion of the Ulcers, &c. 
Ia a Word, he ſays, Mercury is not to be blamed 
if it does not ſucceed in incurable Caſes, ſuch as a to- 
tal Caries of ſuch flender Bones as the Vomer, &c. 
For it will ſucceed where any thing will, except in 
lome flrumous or ſcorbutick Complications. 


Having 


* But ſurely this one Symptom, ſo very common in Venereal 
* mp * 


caſes, gives but a ſlender Foundation for what our Author herc 
urmiſes. 
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Having thus given the Preference to Mercury, his 
next Enquiry is, whether it ſucceeds better externally or 
internally adminiſtred. He ſays again that thoſe Pre. 
parations of Mercury given internally enter the Maſs 
of Blood in ſmall Quantities, and that by the faline 
Spicule with which they are armed, they hurt the 
Stomach, and after they are taken into the Circulation, 
by their ſtimulating Acrimony they inflame the other 
Viſcera, Beſides, that till they have ſhaken off their 
* Salts, and returned to crude diviſible Quickſilver, 
they cannot act as Mercury, and therefore their Ope- 
ration muſt be flow, For theſe Reaſons he preters 
their external Uſe. 

However he allows the Uſe of Mercurial Prepa- 
rations as proper while the Diſeaſe is recent, and 
the Poiſon ſmall in Quantity, or to mitigate the 
Symptoms in a confirmed Lues, till the Patient's 
Circumſtances allow him to ſet about the radical Cure. 
Tho? even in theſe Caſes he prefers the Unction. 

But in the mean time he gives a Caution to deal only 
in the milder Preparations, and to beware that they be 
neither given in ſuch large Doſes, nor ſo long, nor 
ſo frequently as to endanger the Viſcera. 

In the next Place, after having related the Incon- 
veniencies and Dangers of Mercurial Fumigations 
and Plaiſters, he comes to determine in Favour of the 
Unction. For the Preparation and Adminiſtration 
of which he lays down a Set of Directions which he 
repeats in his Fourth Book; wherefore I ſhall pils 
them here, and take Notice of them, where they 
occur in a Place to which they no leſs naturally be- 
long. 

Our Author concludes this Book by ſaying that 
tho? this Diſeaſe has ſometimes been cured by Mer- 
cury without Salivation, it is always the ſafeſt Way, 

. eſpecially 

* I believe moſt Readers will rather be of Opinion that the Ope- 
ration of Mercury is greatly aflifted, inſtead of being retarded, h/ 
the Salts with which it is ſharpened, and its ſtimulating Power in. 
creaſed. For we find that a few Grains of ſome ſharp Preparation 


are frequently ſufficient to excite a Salivatzon, equal to what is to be 
expected from ſeveral Drams of crude Mercury.

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eſpecially in an inveterated Pox, to promote this Diſ- 
charge, but cautiouſly and in Moderation, that is, not 
to above * 1, or ii. a Day. And in Patients that 
are phthiſically inclined, or labour under an Epilepſy 
or ſcorbutick Gums, or ſtrumous Glands about the 
Neck, or in pregnant Women, Salivation ought to 
be avoided by a flow and ſparing Adminiſtration of 
Mercury, or if it appears, it muſt be reſtrained by 
Catharticks, 25 


BOOK III. 


Contains his Account of topical Venereal Diſeaſes, 
or a beginning Lues. 

In the firſt place he gives us a Deſcription of the 
virulent Gonorrhœa, which, as it is the moſt particular 
one that I have met with, I ſhall here tranſlate. 

1. As often as a virulent Gonorrhæa proceeding from 
the Venereal Poiſon approaches, within a few Days, 
four, eight or twelve, after an impure Coitus, a ſmall 
Quantity of an unctuous, viſcid Serum ouzes along 
the Urethra, not without ſome Senſe of Pleaſure, 
and glews the extream Edges of this Canal together. 
The extream Rima of the Urethra looks red, burns 


and gapes unuſually. The Genitals are affected with 


an uncommon Titillation, eſpecially during the Diſ- 
charge of Urine, but as yet there is no Pain, only a 
Senſe of Hear, which approaches more and more eve- 
ry Day to Pain. 

2. The Diſeaſe proceeds thus. The Penis ſuffers 
Erections without any Venereal Provocation ; but not 
without Pain. The ſeminal Humours diſtil in fre- 
quent and thick Drops, eſpecially at that Time 
when the Bladder is ſtrongly wrung by the Nifus af- 
ter making of Water. The Difficulty of Urine in- 

creaſes 


* But this is only the Quantity which our Author afterwards de- 
termines upon for the Standard in a low Salivation, for in the 7th 
Chapter of his Fourth Book he reckons a Diſcharge of lb. iii. a 


Day as the ſmalleſt Quantity to be allowed of at the Height of a 
full Salivation. RI 
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430 A Synopſis of the Hiſtory and Cure 
creaſes daily, with a pungent Acrimony and Senſe of | 
Heat along the whole Urethra. 

3. Aſter this the Symptoms grow more violent, 
The Perineum is affected with a Tumour, Heat, 
and a painful Senſation when preſſed. The Patient is 
tormented with a burning Heat of Urine, He has 
frequent involuntary, painful Erections, with a Senſe 
of a violent Conſtriction, and ſometimes with a Dif- 
tortion of the incurvated Penis. A plentiful Dif. 
charge is made of Semen, or a hot, diluted, acrid, 
ſeminal Liquor, which is ſometimes of a cineritious 
Colour, and reſembles Ps; ſometimes diſtinguiſhed 
with Spots, Streaks, and fibrous Ramenta of Blood ; 
and ſometimes is fœtid, yellow or green, and of a 
genuine, purulent Nature. 

4. At laſt the Heat abates, and all the Symptoms 
by degrees become mild ; the ſeminal Diſcharge de- 
creaſes, it lows whiter and thicker, and after a Dil- 
charge of a great many thin, lymphatick, Flakes and 
Ramenta that float upon the Urine, its Source is gra- 
dually dried up. 

It diſcovers almoſt the fame Phænomena in Wo- 
men; for, 

Within a few Days after the Infe&ion the Pu- 
Ss are bedewed with an unuſal Moiſture, the Vulva 
is affected with a frequent Senſe of Pruritus and 
Heat, which every Day approaches nearer to an 
Ardor Urine. 

2. The Heat, Burning, Redneſs and Pain of the 
Vagina increaſes, and Coition becomes ſcarce toler- 
able. During the Diſcharge of Urine a burning 
Acrimony is felt, tho? for the moſt part this Symp 
tom is milder than in Men. The ſeminal Diſcharge 
proceeds with the ſame Varieties as in the other Sex 

3. Afterwards the Inflammation of the Vagina and 
neighbouring Parts by degrees abates, and the Dyſuria 
grows more mild. However the Diſcharge of a pu- 
trid or purulent ſeminal Liquor continues, but it 


grows daily whiter til! it dries up > gradually after a Dit- 
charge 
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charge of the ſame thin Flakes as have been deſcribed 
in Men. 

The Seats of this Diſeaſe in Men are, he ſays, the 
Veſicule Seminales, the Proſtate, the Glandulæ Cow: 
periane, and the Cellulz Urethre, In Women the 
Proſtate, the Glandula Cowperiane, the Glandulæ 
Botryiformes, and the Cells of the Urethra, Whence 
each Sex is liable to four ſimple Kinds of Gonorrhea ; 
only as the Urethra in Women is ſhort, and conſe- 
quently has few Cellulz, he doubts whether theſe are 
ever in Females the only affected Parts, or if they are, 
whether they can produce a Gonorrhea. 

But he ſays, from the Affinity, Sc. of thoſe 
Parts a ſimple Gonorrhea rarely happens, or if it 
does, it degenerates at Jaſt into a compound one. 
He tells us, from Littrè's Authority, that in opening 
of dead Bodies, ſometimes, tho' ſeldom, the Con- 
ceptacula Seminis appear found and free of any Sup- 


puration or Ulceration, tho' the Diſcharge was putrid, 


yellow or green. But that the Emiſſaries of the af- 
fected Conceptacula are always found in an inflamed 
State. And he accounts for the Changes which, in 
the different Stages of the Diſeaſe, the diſcharged 
Liquors undergo, from the Progreſs of an Inflamma- 


tion in the Conceptacula Seminalia, to a Suppuration 


and ulcerated State. 
He proceeds next to enumerate the various Species 
of a Gonorrh&a as diſtinguiſhable by their different 
Cauſes, the various Kinds of Inflammation, phleg- 
monoid, Eryſipelatous, oedematous and ſchirrous, &c. 
He illuſtrates his Account of the various Stages 
of a Gonorrbæa, by the Nature of the Diſcharge 
made from the Lungs and Inteſtines, in the diffe- 
rent Stages of a Peripneumonia and Dylentery. 
In his Enquiry into the Ways by' which the In- 
ſection is received, beſides thoſe that are more com- 
monly alledged, he ſuppolcs the following one, viz. 


that the Venereal Poiſon applied to the genital Parts 
is abſorbed into the Maſs of Blood, where, by its 


Affinity 
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Affinity Wich the Materials of the Semen it mixes with 
them, which ſerve as à Vehicle to convey it into 
the Conceptacula Seminalia, where it now begins to 
exert its virulent Qualities. But he owns, with good 
Reaſon, that this Account is not ſo deducible from 
the Structure of the Parts, Sc. as the other which 
ſuppoſes the Poiſon to be immediately mixed with 
the ſeminal Fluids in the Urethra or Vagina. Be- 
ſides, our Author in effect contradicts this very Ac- 
count in the Beginning of his Fourth Book, where he 
ſays, that he never heard of an Inſtance where a 
recent Gonorrbæa broke out, in a confirmed Lues. 
"I pafs his numerous Diviſions of the Cauſcs 
why it affects one Part in this, another in that Gonor- 
rhga, and the ſame Parts in different Manners, 
or in the ſame Manner, but in different Degrees, as 
more ſubtile than inſtructive. 1 1 8 
His Ratio of the Symptoms is natural enough, 
and either ſo well known, or ſo obvious, that if there 
was room for it here, it were needleſs to inſiſt upon 
it. Wherefore without ſtopping here, we ſhall go 
on to hi Digemtgs u - on, if fo 100 
In Men, he ſays, it is eaſily diſtinguiſned by its 
Deſeription from a mild Running, but he juſtly ob- 
ſerves that there is a greater Difficulty. in diſtinguiſh- 
ing it in the other Sex from the Fluor Albus. 
In theſe it is only to be diſcovered by inſpecting 
the Parts within the Vagina. Thus, he tells us, it 
the Diſcharge appears to come from the Proſtatæ or 
Glandulè Covuperianæ, you may pronounce it a 60. 
norrhza, eſpecially if the Parts about the Seat of 
theſe Glands are inflamed, while theireſt-of the Vulva 
is ſound- Nalktlg 21 Tomb men e lind 1050! 
But where the Parts affected in a Gonarrbæa are 
the Glands of the Vagina it is impoſſible to diſtin- 
guiſh 4+ from an uterine Flux. Sol that you muſt te- 
main in the Dark, till the Patients ingenuity, tt 
Obſtacy of- the Caſe, or the Symptoms thut foon 
appear upon à Gonorrbaa, diſcover the Truth. -_ 5 
Fr 
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Our Author rejects this Way of diſtinguiſhing theſe 
two Diſcaſes, which ſome Writers have fallen upon, 
viz, When the Diſcharge diſappears upon the men- 
ſtrual Flux, they ſay it is a Fluor Abus, when it does 
not they pronounce it a Gonorrhæa; for in both Caſes, 
he juſtly ſays, the morbid Diſcharge is equally in- 
corporated with the natural one, eſpecially when in 
the Gonorrh#a, the Glands of the Vagina are the Seat 
of the Diſeaſe. 3 

As for the Diagnoſis of the different Kinds of Go- 
norrhea, he ſays, that their Difference, as far as it is 
conſtituted by their different Seats, is not to be cer- 
tainly known, nor very material, ſince they all re- 
quire the fame common Method of Cure. 

As for diſtinguiſhing their different Cauſes, (as 
he expreſſes it, meaning the Cauſa proxima) or rather 
their Degrees, the Deſcription is ſufficient ro guide us 
here. 

He lays down the following Characteriſticks, 
by which the different Kinds of Inflammation in a 
Gonorrbea are to be diſtinguiſhed. Perhaps ſome 
may reckon them too ſubtile, but as they are new I

1. Where there is a plentiful, thin, ſerous Diſ- 
charge, which at the ſame time is void of any con- ö

violent, while a firm Tumour is plainly felt in the i 
re Perinæum; it is of the phlegmonous Kind. i 


3. Itdiſcovers itſelf to be of the eryſipelatous Kind, 
if the Dy/uria, Heat and Pain of the Genitals are 
very violent, if there is a ſmall Diſcharge of a very 
acrid pungent Matter, of a deep yellow Colour, while 
the Swelling of the Perin@um is not large in propor- | 
non to the Severity of the Symptoms. 
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4. In the laſt place he pronounces the Inflammation 
to be of a ſcirrhous Diſpoſition, where the Perineym' 
is affected with a manifeſt hard Tumour, where the 
Matter is thick and in a ſmall Quantity, where the 
Pain and Heat are moderate, and after the Dyſuria 
abates a Strangury remains from the Compreſſion 
made upon the Urethra, by the Proſtate, or * Veſicule 
Seminales become ſcirrhous. | 

Our Author proceeds next to the Prognoſtic ks, where 
he ſays a Gonorrhea is ſeldom cured by a benign Re- 
ſolution, and ſcarce ever except it is a very mild one, 
and the Patient ſubmits to frequent Blłeding, and a 
very exact Regimen. 

He deduces his Prag noſes from the various Events 
of an Inflammation, the different Seats of the Diſeaſe, 
and different Kinds of Inflammation: which afford 
obvious and well-known Preſages. 

Here he departs ſomewhat from his Subject, and 
touches upon the Methods by which the different Kinds 
of Inflammation in this Diſeaſe are to be managed. 
His Practiſe here is agreeable to that which is com- 
monly in Uſe in ſuch Caſes. Thus in the oedematous 
Inflammation he adviſes the Phyſician to bleed ſpar— 
ingly, and not to dilute too much, but to purge fre- 
quently, and give. fudorifick Decoftians of Guatu- 
cuni, &c. Otherwiſe, he ſays, it is to be feared, leaſt 
from the Laxity of the Parts a Gleet ſhould remain 
after the Gonorrbaa is removed. In the phlegmonous 
Inflammation he recommends frequent Bleeding, and 
the plentiful Uſe of diluent, emollient, anodyne Me- 
dicines. In the eryſipelatous Inflammation he adviſes 
the ſame Method, but adds, that beſides Anodynes, 
even. + Narcoticks muſt be called in here. And in 
the Scirrhous, befides the Remedies already mentioned, 
he adminiſters Mercurials internally, but eſpecially re- 
commends the Application of mercurial Ointments to 
the Perineum. | ; To- 


* Conſidering the Situation of theſe Parts, I cannot eaſily con. 
ceive how. the Urethra ſhould be compreſſed by a Tumour of the

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Towards the latter End of this Section, he ſays, 


that in Women the Symptoms of this Diſeaſe are com- 


monly cet. par. milder than in Men, and that parti- 
cularly they have for the moſt part no Dyſuria, or at 
moſt a ſlight one, from the different Formation of 
their Organs, Sc. and beſides that they are ſeldom or 
never ſubject to the Strangury or 1/churia. Tho? at 
the ſame time they are more difficult of Cure than 
the other Sex. 
He proceeds in the next place to

Which he adapts to the different Stages of the 
Diſeaſe. | 
Thus in a beginning Gonorrhea he adviſes bleeding, 
to be repeated more or leſs, according to the Vio- 
lence of the inflammatory Symptoms. And where 
theſe are very ſevere, he thinks bleeding 1s to be as 
plentifylly uſed as in a Peripneumonia or Dylentery. 
He preſcribes, for the Patient's ordinary Drink, 
Ptifan made of emollient and refrigerating Herbs, to- 
gether with Chryſtal Mineral, or Sad. Prunella, and 
if the Belly is not open enough, he adviſes a Giyſter 
of the ſame Ptiſan to be adminiſtered every Day 


either alone yt with a little Vinegar, Sal Prunella or 


Medulla Caſh. 


Where the Inflammation is not mitigated by the 


Ule of the Ptiſan, he adviſes the Patient, Morning and 
Evening, to take a large Draught of Emulſion of 
the Sem. Melon. Ann. Caſt. Cannabis, Papav. Alb, 
Lin, prepared with Deco. Flor. Nymph. adding to it 
after ſtraining, a q. ſ. of the Syr. de Nympban, _ 

Where the Symptoms are very violent he recom- 
mends an Opiate, diſſolved in both Doſes of the 

mulſion, but eſpecially the Evening one. 

Where the Dy/aria and inflaramatory Symptoms 
are very ſevere, he recommends milk F9!z/es for the 
genital Parts, emollicnt Cataplaſms to be applied to 
the Perineum; and emollient, cooling, ſaturnine In- 
tions, = 
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436 A Synopſis of the Hiſtory and Cure 

He recommends the Uſe of Camphire and Sacchar, 
Saturn. internally as prodigious Anodynes and Coolers; 
each to be given from the Quantity of gr. vi. to J(. 
but he gives a juſt Caution to uſe them ſparingly, 
eſpecially the Sacchar. Saturn. 

In the mean time he adviſes a thin moiſtening Diet 
of young animal Food, Abſtinence from ſpirituous 
Liquors, from all Sauces with Salt and Spices, from 
Venery, and violent Exerciſe. "DA 

In the ſecond Period, when the Inflammation and 
painful Symptoms begin to remit, and the Matter 
flows more freely, he lays down the following Inten- 
tions. 1. To diſcharge as much of the contagious 
Particles by the purulent Running as poſſible. 2. To 
drive out the reſt by purging. And 3. If any Re- 
mains of them are left, to diſcharge and correct them 
by the Means of Mercury. 

In the firft place therefore he gives a gentle leni- 
tive Purge of Caſſia, or the like, leaſt a ſtrong one 
ſhould rowſe the Inflammation anew. But afterwards, 
it there be occaſion, he allows a briſker one of Falap, 
Diagrydium, or Aquila Alba. 5 

He diſapproves of the common Method of purging, 
and giving Preparations of Mercury alternately. For 
he ſays, theſe ſharp Preparations not only hurt the 
Stomach, and weaken the Patient, but by increaſing | 
the Acrimony of the Blood, render the Ulcers more 
malignant and obſtinate; and he tells us, that he 
has trequently ſeen a remitting Dy/uria, and yielding 
Gonorrhea, return upon their Uſe, and a yellow or 
green Diſcharge appear a new. . V. 
/ Inſtead of theſe, he adviſes rubbing the Permeum, | 
Genitals, Hips, and Groins in Men; the Perineum, | 
Hips, Groins, and Labia Pudendorum in Women, 
once in three or four Days, with a ſmall Quantity of 
mercurial Ointment, viz. not above Zi. or Zii. at a 
Time, leaſt a Salivation ſhould riſe. And if any 
Symptoms preſage that, it muſt be prevented by 
gentle Purges, © TEL of 
By this Means, he ſays, the Particles of Mer 
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without any Hurt to the, Stomach, being applied 
immediately to the affected Parts, eaſily penetrate 
into them, reach the Particles of the venereal Poiſon, 
and * deſtroy them. 5 

Theſe Ointments are to be thus uſed till the Semi- 
num is deſtroyed, and the Cure of the Gomorrhea 
compleated. 

In the mean time proper Remedies for reſolving 
the Remains of the Inflammation, deterging the Ul- 
cers, and correcting the Acrimony of the Blood, muſt 
not be omited. 

But if the Inflammation returns, or the virulent Diſ- 
charge is ſuppreſſed, which frequently happens from 
Irregularities in the Non: naturals, ſuch as Intempe- 
rance in eating and drinking, Venery, or too much 
FExerciſe, this Method, he ſays, muſt be laid aſide, 
as not only uſeleſs but noxious, and the Method of 
Cure laid down for the firſt Stage muſt be called in. 

In the third Period, when the Inflammation and 
painful Symptoms are, gone, and the Diſcharge 1s 
abated, and become thicker, milder and whiter, his 


Intentions are to deterge and conſolidate the internal 


Ulcers, and to temperate and correct the Acrimony 
which the Blood and Semen have contracted from the 
venereal Taint, by the Means of ſweetning and dilu- 
ting Medicines. 4:7 
For theſe Intentions he recommends Balſams, Milk, 
the acidulous, vitriolick, mineral Waters, and, if 
the Gonorrbæu does not yield to theſe, the internal 
Uſe of Aſtringents. And after the Heat is gone, 
and the Diſcharge is become thin, whitiſh, ropy, 
and inconſiderable as to Quantity, he ſays, you may 
lately have Recourſe to Injections of the detergent 
Vulneraries, as Decoctions of Bugula, Sanicula, Mar- 
rubium, Guaiacum, Alchimilla, &c. with Mel. rof, 
or of the hot ſulphureous Waters deluted with Decoc- 
FI Gf: tion 
* Our Author ſeems by this to conſider Mercury as a Specifick 
againſt the venereal Poiſon. For my Part J ſhall not take in Hand 
to determine here whether it is or not: but if it were, one would 
expect that it might ſucceed without ever raiſing a Salivation, or 
ſenſibly increaſing any of the Diſcharges. 
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tion of Barley. As for aſtringent Injections, he ſays, 
they are never ſafe, 

Ile ends this Chapter by giving a few Cautions 
againſt lome common Faults in the Method of ma- 
naging this Diſeaſe : As 1. The exhibiting of ſtrong 
Catharticks, 2. Adminiſtring Decections of Guaig- 
cum, without Diſtinction, to all Patients; tho? at the 
{ame time he allows, that theſe Decoctions are ſuc- 
ceſsful enough in drying up Ulcers in corpulent pi. 
tui.ous Habits... 3. The immoderate Uſe of internal 
Mercurials, eſpecially where the Blood 1s affected 
with an acrid Dy/craſia. 4. The prepoſterous Uſe 
of ſtyptick Injections, which frequently occaſions a 
genuine Lues, or a morbid Conftriction of the Ure- 
thra, and hence a violent Strangury, 

Cnae. II. He enumerates the different empirical 
Methods, as he calls them, of curing this Diſeaſe, 
and I think juſtly condemns every one of them. 
Among the reſt he takes notice of the internal Uk 
of the Sacchar. Saturn. which, he ſays, may be 
given with Succeſs in the Stillicidium Seminis, that 
ſometimes remains after the Cure of a virulent C. 
norrhæa. But at the ſame time he gives a Caution, 
never to adminiſter it in a larger Doſe than four or 
ſix Grains, and if it occaſions any Cardialgia, Pain 
at the upper Orifice of the Stomach, Nauy/ea, &c. to 
lay it aſide immediately. 

In the ſecond Section of this Chapter he examines 
the different boaſted Methods to prevent Infection; 
but juſtly concludes, that there is not one of them 
to be depended upon, not even the faſhionable, mo- 
dern Practiſe, which he charges upon the Engliſh 
tho* the French are in the Mode too. 

Cray. III. He treats of two other Kinds of 6, 
norrbaa, which, he ſays, leſs frequently occur; and 
firſt of the Gonorrhea virulenta ſicca, or more proper: 
ly the Dyſuria venerea ſicca, by which he means 1 
Dyſuria with a Senſe of burning Acrimony, witholl 
any Diſcharge from the Uretbra, or at leaſt witl 
very little | 

| . This 
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This Dyſuria, he ſays, is ſometimes attended with 
2 Strangury, Heat, Pain, Redneſs, and Swelling of 
the Perinzeum, and often of the whole Penis. Some- 
times with a ſlight Strangury, without any ſenſible 
Swelling, or Redneſs in the Perinzum or Penis. 

Hence, ſays he, this Gonorrhea ought to be diſtin- 
guiſhed into two Kinds. In one of which the Proftate, 
or Veſiculæ Seminales are inflamed, and this either pre- 
cedes a ſevere virulent Gonorrbea, or follows a ſup 
preſſed one. The other is produced by an eryſipe- 
latous Inflammation of the Urethra, which may be a 
Prelude to a virulent Gonorrbza, but for the moſt part. 
is neither the Forerunner, nor Attendant of any other 
Diſeaſe. 

I ſhall not take notice of the Ratio Symptomatum, 
but proceed to his Prognoſticks. | 

He ſays, 1. That a dry Gonorrbe#a is always worſe 
than a Running, both becauſe the Poiſon 1s retained, 
and becauſe it erodes and hurts the affected Parts 
more, 
2. The firſt of theſe two Kinds of Gonorrhæa, if 
the Inflammation is not ſpeedily reſolved or mitigated 
by a ſeminal Running, is very apt to degenerate 
into an Abſceſs of the Perinæum. | 

3. The ſecond Species, if it is not ſoon reſolved, 
ends in a Sphacelus of the Part. 

For the Cure he adviſes the antiphlogiſtick Method, 
and recommends bleeding once every fourth Hour 
at firſt, emollient Fomentations, Injections, the Uſe 
of emollient Diureticks, Sc. By which Method, duly 
obſerved, he ſays, within three, four, or at moſt 
lix Days, you will be able to procure a virulent 
Flux, or the Inflammation will be gradually refolved 
without any. Above all he adviſes in theſe two 
Kinds of Gonorrhæa, that, as ſoon as the Remiſſion 
of the Symptoms makes it ſafe, the mercurial Oint- 
ments be cautiouſly applied for a long Time to the 
Perinzum ; becauſe as the Poiſon in theſe Caſes is 
not diſcharged by any Running, there 1s the greater 
Need of Specificks to correct it. | +2 
Ff 4 Women, 
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Women, he ſays, are alſo ſubje& to the Gonorrhes 
virulenta Sicca, and the Parts affected in them are the 
Peroſtatæ, and the Glandulæ Cowperiane, or the Va- 
ina, The Cure, Fc. is eaſily deduced from the 
Method of curing the ſame VINE, in the other 
Sex. 

In the ſecond Section of this Chapter he comes to 
what he calls the ſpurious Gonorrhæa, viz. a Diſcharge 
of lymphatick, ſubviſcid, purulent Matter, from the 
Corona Glandis, which at the ſame time is affected 
with a Pain and Inflammation, together with a flight 
Eroſion, This Species, he ſays, is frequent in Men, 
and he is of Opinion, that Women are not exempted 
from it. In Men, he ſays, its Seat is the ſebaceous 
Glands upon the Corona, in Women thoſe upon the 
whole Facies Vulve, 

The prediſpoſing Cauſes, as he alledges, of this 
Symptom are, the Laxity of theſe Glands, and the 
too great Length of the Preputium. 

In his Prognoſticks, he ſays, this Species of Gs 
norrbæa is, for the moſt part, without Danger, pro- 
vided proper Remedies be uſed. But if it is neglected, 
theſe ſuperficial Eroſions of the ſebacious Glands are 
very apt to degenerate into cancerous Ulcers, and 
theſe, where they become callous, to occaſion a 
Phymoſis, Paraphimoſis, and Chryſtallines. 

The Cure, he ſays, is performed by bleeding, the 
Uſe of detergent and emollient Applications, and 
after the Inflammation 1s abated, by the Antivenereals, 

ropoſed in the Cure of a common Running ; and at 
laſt, where the Diſcharge is mild, and yet does not ſtop, 
he adviſes to foment with the Decoct. Guaiaci, red 
Wine, in which Iron has been quenched, or a weak 
Solution of Sacchar. Saturn. in the Ag. Plantaginis. 

He ends this Chapter with an Account of the Caſe 
of a young Man who contracted a violent Ophthalma, 
with a lachrymal Flux, by waſhing his Eyes every 
Morning with his own Urine, while he labour'd under 
a virulent Gonorrbua. Both which Diſeaſes yielded to 
the lame Method of Cure with the Gonorroea, 
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CHAP, IV. He treats of thoſe Diſeaſes that uſu- 


ally ſucceed to a virulent Gonorrhæa, and firſt of 


the ſwelling of the Teſtes, with which TOP a 
Gonorrhea is frequently complicated. 


It proceeds, he ſays, from two Cauſes, Dix. 1. A 


ſuppreſs'd Gonorrbæa. 2, From the Venereal Miaf- 
mata in the Blood, by which the Semen is inſpiſſated 
and accumulated in the Meanders of the Tem. 

From the firſt Cauſe it is more inflammatory; and 


conſequently more capable of being reſolved, eſpecially 


if the Genorrhæa can again be et a flowing, tho? 
it frequently ſuppurates and degenerates into a fiſtu- 
lous Ulcer, "Nh 

What remains unreſolved of the ſecond Kind, he 
ſays, is apt to harden into a Scirrbus, which trequent- 
ly produces a Hydrocele, Pneumatocele, Sarcocele, &c. 
and often degenerates into a Cancer. 

In the Cure he recommends frequent Bleeding and 
the Antiphlogiſtick Regimen, and after the Inflam- 
mation and Fever are abated, he adviſes a gentle 
Purge, after that the Application of mild Reſolvents 
and the internal Uſe of Antivenereal Remedies. 

The Hardneſs which frequently remains, eſpecially 
in the Angles of the Epididymides, muſt be diſcuſſed 
by the Application of the Balſam. Sulpb. Succinatum, 
Ol. Rutaceum , Mercurial Plaiſters or Ointments. 
Nay, he fays, ſuch Applications as merely relax v. 
gr. the Emplaſtr, de Mucilagin. de Sperm. Cel. often 
do Wonders here. 

While theſe Medicines are applied he recommends 
a ſuſpenſory Bandage. 

When the Inflammation proceeds to a Suppuration 
he ſays, as ſoon as it appears that there is Pus form- 
ed, it muſt be diſcharged with a Lancet, leſt it ſhould 
deſtroy the ſoft Texture of the Tefticle, 

In caſe of a fiſtulous Ulcer remaining om the 


Suppuration, or a Scirrbus, he adviſes the Ule of 


Mercurial Ointments. 


2. The next Symptom is a Venercal Abſceſs of 
the Peringum. 


This 
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This proceeds, he ſays, from a Suppuration of 
the Veſiculæ ſeminales, Proſtate, but moſt frequently 
of the Glandule Comperiane, It is owing to Neglect 
or bad Management, both in the Method of Cure and 
the Regimen; elpecially in ſuch Patients whoſe Blood 
is of an acid Diathe/ts, or where theſe: Parts have been 
tainted with repeated G,. 

As for the Progno/ts, theſe Abſceſſes, he lays, are 
always dangerous, more or Jeſs, but moſt ſo where 
they have dug out Sinnes into the Urethra and 
Anus; in which Caſe for the moſt Part nothing but a 
palliative Cure ovght to be attempted, becaule of the 
Danger and Inconveniencies that attend the Uſe of 
the Knife here. 

The Indications of Cure are the common ones in 
caſe of Abiceſſes, Oc. 

He comes next to conſider mild continual 
Gleets and involuntary Emiſſions of Semen. 

He tells us they are of two Kinds, viz. either a 
perpetual but flow Running, from the too great Wide- 
neſs of the Emiſſaries: or a more plentitul Diſcharge, 
which only happens when the Imagination 1s tickled 
with lewd Ideas, or the Patient juſt upon the Act of 
Coition ; this Kind, he ſays, is owing to the Laxity 
of theſe Emiſfaries : and that of theſe two the laſt is 
moſt eaſily cured. 

As the perpetual $S7i/licidium is, in his Opinion, 
ſometimes encouraged by a ſlight Inflammation of the 
Proſtatæ and Veſiculæ Seminales, whence their Nerves 
become more ſenſible, Sc. he recommends Bleeding 
once or twice at firſt, by which Means, he ſays, he 
has oftener than once ſeen a recent &tillicidium cured. 

In like manner as this Symptom is for the moſt 
Part increaſed by the Acrimony of the Semen con— 
tracted from the Venereal Poiſon, or the Uſe of acrid 
Medicines, he adviſes Sweetners, a Milk Diet, Cc. 

The Cure is to be carried on by Vulneraries and 
Balſamicks, and Stypticks externally and internally. 
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In the mean time he recommends a thin, moiſt- 
ening, refrigerating Dier, forbids the Uſe of Wine, 
Venery, violent Excroiles, and particularly Riding, 
at leaſt he wou'd have the Patient to be very mode- 
rate in theſe Articles. Fe adviſes him not to retain 
his Water long, and it his Belly 1s not ſufficiently 
open, he recommends frequent Glyſters. 

Women, he tells us, are ſubject to the ſame Diſ- 
caſe, and to be cured the ſame Way. 

4. The next Symptom that ſuccceds to a Gonor- 
rh&a is an ohſtinate Strangury. 

This Symptom, he ſays, by Drinking, Venery, 
Exerciſe, Riding, Walking, an acrimonious Diet, 
or violent Paſſions, 15 ſometimes aggravated into an 
Iſchuria. 

The Cauſes of this Strangury are, 1. Callous 
Ulcers of the Urethra. 2. Hard Cicatrices there. 
3. Caruncles. 4. The Cabus Gallinaginis become 
ſcirrhous or verrucole. 5. The Proſtatæ or Veri— 
cules Seminales become hard, callous, or ſcirrhous. 
6. Or ſpungy and fungous. From all which Cauſes 
the Cavity of the Urethra, he lays, is leſſened, and 
a Strangury of Courſe produced, from the violent 
Impulſe of the Urine upon the Bars in the Urethra , 
and the more ſo if theſe Obſtacles are any how in- 
flimed or ulcerated. 

This Symptom, for obvious Reaſons, is, he ſays, 

rely met with in Women, tho? he tells us he has 
Gab imes ſeen a Strangury in that Sex from a Com- 
preſſion of the Urethza by means of a Calloſity and 
Tumour of the ſurrounding Proſtate; and once from 
a Diſcharge of acrid Pus, from the ſuppurated Pro- 
ſtatæ, into the Urethra. 

The different Cauſes of this Symptom are to be 
diſtinguiſhed, but he owns with no great Certainty, by 
the Matter that is diſcharged after the Urine, viz. 
whether it be Pus or Macs, and by the Catheter, 
by which from the Quality of the Matter that appears 
upon it one may judge of the State of the Parts, but 

eſpecially 
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eſpecially of the Number, Size, &c. of the Obſta- 
cles. 

As for the Prognofi is, our Author ſays, this Sym- 
tom is always difficult of Cure, becauſe of the Nature 
of the Obſtacles, and always preſages Danger from 
an Iebu ria. 

He begins with the Cure of the IJſeburia, which is 
to be attempted by Bleeding once every four Hours, 
and the Antiphlogiſtick Regimen, the Application 


of Emollients to the Perineum, &c. and where the 


Caſe is very urgent, by the cautious Introduction of the 

Catheter, which muſt remain in the Paſſage till the 

Inflammation of the Urethra is either reſolved or ſup- 
urated. 

Where the Catheter cannot be introduced, and a 
Gangrene is threatned, he adviſes cutting upon the 
Extremity of the Catheter after it is thruſt in as far 
as it will go, introducing by the Wound a ftreight 
Catheter into the Bladder. | 

But if neither of theſe Methods ſucceed, bs adviſes 
to thruſt the Troiſcar by a Wound in the Perinæun 
into the Bladder according to the Direction of the 
Uretbra. 

In the Cure of the Strangury he for very good 
Reaſons rejects the now obſolete Uſe of Cathæreticks, 
as alſo the Practice of laying open the Urethra for 
the ſake of deſtroying the Obſtacles by proper Ap- 
plications. 

In the next place he takes notice of the Method of 
Cure by introducing of Tents into the  Urethra, 
which he approves much of, and to the Honour oi 
this Method ſays, that it effectually mitigates by 4 
ſafe and eaſy, tho' a flow Way, the moſt obſtinate 
Stranguries; but he finds Fault with it upon account 
of the troubleſome Apparatus, and for this Reaſon 
beſides, . that as theſe Tents only fill and dilate one 
Part of the Urethra, the other Parts mut Hülfe 4

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For theſe Reaſons he prefers to this Method the 
Introduction of leaden Rods beſmeared withO/. Amygd. 
dulc. or freſh Butter, every Day, thro' the Urethra 
into the Bladder, to remain in the Paſſage for three 
or four Hours every time, beginning with a very 
ſmall one, and as ſoon as that can be introduced and 
taken out again without Pain, changing it for one of 
a Size larger, proceeding thus till the Bars are all 
depreſs'd and the Strangury removed. 

But as theſe Obſtacles are very apt to ariſe again, 
he ſays this Operation ought to be performed after 
the Symptom 1s gone, two or three times a Week, 
and afterwards three or four times a Month. 

But after all he ſays this Symptom 1s rather to be 
palliated than perfectly cured. 

In the mean time, that this Method may be uſed 
with the greater Safety and Succels, he gives the 
following Cautions. 

That the Seminium Venereum be ſubdued by An- 
tivenereal Specificks before this Method be attempt- 
ed; that you chuſe, if poſſible, the Spring or Au- 
tumn for it, becauſe the Parts are then the moſt 
yielding: That you firſt correct the Acrimony of the 
Juices by Bleeding, Purging and refrigerating De- 
coctions, the Uſe of Whey, Sc. that the Patient all 
the Time of the Cure abſtain from Wine, Venery, 
and Exerciſe, and uſe a refrigerating, low Diet, and 
apply emollient Fotuses to the Perineum. That the 
laden Rods be choſen ſuch as have not the leaſt 
Crack upon them, leſt breaking they ſhould occaſion 
a Neceſſity of laying open the Urethra, That they 
be introduced very cautiouſly and deliberately ; be- 
cauſe, ſays he, it is found by Experience that if they 
ſtrike rudely upon the Obſtacles, the Patient is pre- 
ſently ſeized with a ſudden Horripulatio and a vio- 
lent ephemerous Fever. If this happens, that a Vein 
be immediately opened. That 7 there is a violent 


Dy/ria, or ſharp Pain, that Symptom be relieved 
by Anodyne or even Narcotick Injections, That if 
there are any Ulcers in the Urethra, they be deterged 


and 
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and healed by proper Injections. And in the laſt 
place, that the Remains of the Diſeaſe be carried off 
by the Uſe of Aﬀes or Cows Milk, or the Mineral 
Waters, and where there is any Diſcharge of Mucy; 
or Sanies, that it be dried up by proper Injections. 

CHAP. V. He conſiders the Nature and Cure of 
Buboes, which Tumours, he ſays, ſometimes pro- 
ceed immediately and without the Intervention of any 
other Symptom from an 1mpure Coitus; ſometimes 
from a ſuppreſſed or flow running Gonorrhæa; ſome 
of them attend Chankers upon the Penis; while 
others by their breaking out betray a latent Pox, and 
conſtitute its pathognomonick Sign. 

He diſtinguiſhes them beſides, from their ſenſible 
Qualities, into phlegmonous, oedematous and ſcir— 
rhous. | 

They are owing, he ſays, to the Lymph of thoſe 
Glands coagulated by the Particles of the Venereal 
Poiſon conveyed into them by the lymphatick Veins, 
returning from the Pudenda; and from the Teſles, 
Proſtatæ, Veſiculæ Seminales,and other internal Parts of 
Generation, when they are occaſioned by a latent Pox. 

The phlegmonous Bubo is eaſily reſolved, and 
where it does not yield this Way, it eaſily ſuppu— 
rates. The Oedematous is hard to ſuppurate, but it 
is eaſily reſolved, tho? not perfectly, for after the thin- 
ner Parts are diſſipated, there remains a hard .Nucleu:. 
The ſcirrhous is with great Difficulty either refolved 
or ſuppurated. 

He proceeds to give the Marks by which to di- 
ſtinguiſh Venereal from other Buboes, and from 
thoſe Kinds of Herne which reſemble them moſt ; 
but as theſe Diſtinctions are obvious, I ſhall only take 
notice of one of them, which is, that they are di- 
ſtinguiſhable from ſimple and peſtilential Buboes, in 
this, that in the Venereal Bubo the Skin is ſcarce al- 
fected, whereas in theſe other Kinds it is red and in- 

flamed. | | | 
As for the Cure of Buboes, he reckons Reſolution 


a a ſhorter Way than Suppuration, and quite as 4 
ut 


ut 
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but he ſays, as it confines the Patient to his Chamber 
thro' the whole Time of the Cure, whereas the other, 
tho' a tedious and painful Way, does not, the Cure 
by Suppuration has ſtill ſome Suffrages in its Fa- 
vours. | 

In order to the Reſolution of theſe Tumours he ad- 
viſes Bleeding, Purging, the internal Uſe of mild 
Mercurials, to be purged off as ſoon as a Saltvation 
approaches, and afterwards repeated again, diſcutient 
Applications ſuch as Mercurial Plaiſters, but eſpecially 
Mercurial Ointment in ſmall Quantities, ig. to Di. 


or 36. once a Day, once every other or every third 


Day, according as the Cale requires, or the Danger 
of a Salivation will permit. In the mean time he ad- 
viſes a thin Diet, and Abſtinence from Animal 
Food, Exerciſe, Venery, Study, but eſpecially from 
Waine. | 
In the Suppuration of Buboes he lays down almoſt 
the fame general Rules, only he adviſes that Mercurials 
be given in ſmaller Doſes and at longer Intervals. 
He prefers the Cauſtick to the Knife in opening 
of Buboes *, becauſe Cauſticks make a larger Aper- 
ture, and deſtroy the Calloſities and Hardneſſes of 
the Parts. | . 
He ends this Chapter with ſome Problems relating 
to Buboes. | 
Among the reſt he propoſes this, whether Venereal 
Buboes ever appear any where elle than upon the 
Groins ? Which Queſtion he anſwers in the Afirma- 
tive; for, ſays he, they are lometimes obſerved up- 
on the Axi/l/z, the Fugulum, and the Sides of the 
lower Jaw ; and they break out in theſe Parts either 
trom an old Venereal Taint, or from a recent Conta- 
gion received by the Papillæ Mammarum or Mouth, 
which is eaſily accountable from the Diſtribution of 
the lymphatick Veins of theſe Parts. And theſe Bu- 


boes, 


* But theſe Advantages are as eafily procured when the Tu- 
mour is opened by Inciſion. In ſhort, I cannot help thinking they

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boes, he ſays, require the ſame Methods of Cure

He ſays, that he never heard that the internal lym- 
phatick Glands have been affected with Buboes : ex- 


cept the hard ſchirrhous Tubercles in the Lungs, and 


the ſcirrhous Infarctions of the Glands of the Meſen- 
tery which are- commonly enough ſuppoſed to attend 
this Diſeaſe, may be reckoned to be of that Kind of

Cuap. VI. He proceeds to thoſe Diſeaſes which 
ſucceed to ill- managed Buboes 
And firſt he conſiders the different Kinds of Fi- 
ſtulas into which they ſometimes degenerate, and 
which he pronounces dangerous if they penetrate to 
the crural Veſſels, or their larger Branches, or if 
any of their Calloſities become carcinomatous, 

He fays nothing new or very ſingular either con- 
cerning the Nature or Cure of thoſe Fiftulas. _ 
In the Cure of the ſcirrhous Bubo he recommends, 
as the moſt effectual as well as ſafeſt Remedy, the 
cautious and ſparing Uſe of the Mercurial Unction, 
after the Habit has been relaxed by diluent and re- 
frigerating Medicines, and the Tumour diſpoſed to 
yield by emollient Applications. But he owns, that 
ſometimes theſe Tumours are ſo obſtinate as not to 


yield in the leaſt to Unction, tho? never ſo skilfully 
managed; but at the ſame time he ſays if they do not 


yield entirely to this Method, they are almoſt always 

reduced by it to the Size of an Almond or Filberd. 
He proceeds next to the carcinomatous Bubo into 

which the ſcirrhous one is apt to degenerate, but he 


ſays nothing either concerning its Nature or Cure, 


but what is common to other Cancers, only where 


there is any Suſpicion of a Pox he adviſes the Mer-

Hortenjis 
and theSaccharum(or rather the Magiſter. )Saturni beaten 
together in a leaden Mortar. And to repreſs the 
5 Ae of fangous Fleſh, he adviſes the Uſe of 
the Balſam. Chalybis ( deſcribed in the Appendix to 
Book IV.) as a mild Cathæretick. 


CAP. VII. He enquires into the Nature, &c. of 
Chankers. 


Theſe Ulcers, he fays, are occaſioned as well by 
a latent Pox as by a recent Contagion. And he tells 
us, that not only the Pudenda arc liable to them, but 
likewiſe the other Parts by which the Contagion is 
admitted; as the external and internal Parts of the 
Anus in Catamites, the Papillæ Mammarum in Nur- 
ſes, and in ſucking Children, and thoſe that receive 
the Poiſon by Kiſſing, the Lips, internal Cheeks, 
Gums and Tongue. OY 

He reckons the Seat of theſe Ulcers to be the Seba- 
ceous Glands, and he takes Notice that they never af- 


ect the external Surface of the Preputium in Men 


or the external Parts of the Pudenda in Women. 

He obſerves, that they ſeldom break out if the 
Pudenda, immediately after a ſuſpected Coitus, are 
well waſhed with Wine, Water or Urine. 

When theſe Ulcers take an angular Shape, which 
's one Sign of Malignity, he ſays it is owing to the 
greater Degree of Virulence in the Venereal Poiſon, 
by which it ſpreads Corroſion more ſpeedily thro? the 
neighbouring Parts. 

In computing the Degrees of Malignity in theſe 
Ulcuſcles from their Situation, he ſays, thoſe are 


more malignant, 1. Thar affect the Preputium than 


thoſe that have their Seat in the Glaus in Men. And in 


Women thoſe upon the Clitoris and Carnuculæ Myrti- 


formes than theſe that appear upon the Labia YVulve 
or Nymphe. 2. That of thoſe that affect the Clans 
theſe are more malignant which break out upon the 
Frenum or Corona, than thoſe upon its Back or late- 


1 — 3.5 And that thoſe are more malignant 
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which break out on the Margine of the Præputium 
than thoſe that appear upon its middle or lower Part. 
accounts for theſe different Degrees, of Malig- 
nity: from the greater Senſibility of the Parts in which 
ey are moſt malignant. 
| Where theſe Ulcuſcles are ne and of a ma 
m Kind, he ſays, that by inflaming, Se. the Parts 
755 produce a Phimoſis, Paraphimoſis, Chryſtallines, 
Carcinoma of the Glaus, Gangrenes, and Spbacelus. 
ET for the Diagno/i 5, he ſays, theſe- Venereal Ul- 
9 cles are eaſily diſtinguiſhable from thoſe Excoria- 
which. ſometimes happen from Coition with a 
Ig who is juſt. under an acrid menſtrual Diſ- 
charge, or has lately had one, &c. or from the mere 
crimony, of the Patient's proper ſebaceous Secre- 
tion; becauſe theſe Excoriations are broad, irregular, 
without any Calloſity, and only ſuperficial, and be- 
tides they eaſily dry up either of their own Accord, 
or by vinous or vulnerary Lotions. Neither, ſays he, 
is there any great Difficulty in diſtinguiſhing them 
from thoſe Ulcers, which ſometimes, tho? ſeldom, 
break out upon the genital. Parts, as well as the reſt of 
the Body becauſe theſe Ulcers are broad, irregular, 
and deep, without any furrounding Calloſity, or 
Mucus at their Bottom, 
As for the Way of diſtinguiſhing Chankers p 
Ro ob from a recent Contagion from thoſe that rot 
thein Riſe from an old Pox, tho? he owns there is no 
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bsc with a Conorrbæa,; tho b my be di- 
ſtinguiſned by the following Symptoms, Sc. x. The 
Smallneſs of the Diſcharge. 2. The Pain in Erec- 
tion not in the Perineum, but in the Extremity of the 
Penis. 3. A Pain felt at the Root of the Glaus. 4. 
examining the Ulcer with the Touch of the Bobs 
or a Wax-Candle, in order to be able to odge of its 
State, whether callous or not. 28 
As for the Cure; in fuch Chankerd as proceed 
from an old Pox, it is only to be expected from Mer- 
curial Unction, which he adviſes to be ſet about with: 
out Delay. And this he takes to be the beſt Method 
of managing even thoſe that are owing to a recent 


Taint; but as few Patients will ſubmit to that in al 


Evil which appears fo ſlight, he lays down the ea- 
fier Method by repeated V. S. the Uſe of emollient 


Fomentations, and Anodynes, - Mercurials by way of 


Alterative either externally or internally adm initred, 
till a Salivation approaches, then purged off and re- 
peated as often as is neceſſary. After which he ad- 
viſes the Uſe of ſudorifick Decoctions of the Woods, 
Se. And laſtly, the Deterſion, Sc. of the Ulcer. 

He ſhuts up this Chapter with a very reaſonable 
Advice, to keep the Penis all the Time of the Cure 


tied upwards rowards the Abdomen by means' of a 


Girdle, Se, which he afterwards recommends in all 
the Affections of this Part. | 


CnAp. VIII. He treats of thoſe Tümouts of he 


Glans or Preputium, which proceed from numerous 

or malignant and painful Chankers, or their being 

unſkilfully managed with too ſtrong Eſcharoticks. 
He divides thoſe Tumours of the Preputium and 


Glans into inflammatory, œdematous and ſcirrhouns. 


And here beſides the Phimoſis and Parapbimoſis 
occationed by theſe Tumours of the Præputium, he 


deſcribes the Chryſtallines, which ſometimes' rife up- 


on the naked Glans in the Paraphimoſi 5, ot upon 
the Margine of the Preputium in the Phimoſis, 
lometimes upon the Frænum or other Parts of the 
Preputium, in the Phimoſis and Haraphimoſis. 
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In his Deſcription of theſe Veſicles they are ſome: 
times, he ſays, filled with thin Lymph, ſometimes 
with thick, limpid or reddiſh, opick' or - diapho- 
mous, with Lymph alone, or ſometimes with a Mix- 
ture of Air. 

He takes notice of Symptoms ame gzdus to theſe in 

omen, Catamites, and Nurſes infected by the 
Breaſt, viz, Chryſtallines in the Female Pudenda, 
Coarctations of the Vulva from Ulcers in the Ca— 
runcule Myrtifermes and Oftium Vagine ; CoarCta- 
tions alſo and Chryſtallines of the Anus and Papille 
Mammarum from Venereal Ulcers in theſe Parts. 

Thoſe, he ſays, who deal in unnatural Venery arc 
the molt liable to the Phimoſi is and Paraphimoſis, 

They whoſe Preputium is long are liable to tle 
Phimoſis, as the Verpt and Apelli are liable to the 
Paraphimoſia 
As for his Method of treating theſe Symptom, 
there is nothing very particular in it. In violent 
Inflammations of the Glans or Præputium, he ad. 
viſes Bleeding every fourth Hour for a Day or two, 
and the antiphlogiſtick Method. In the Phims/: 
he adviſes emollient, cooling, Sc. Lotions to be in- 
jected between the Glaus and Preputium to rinſe the 
Parts of their Naſtineſs, deterge the Ulcers, relax 
and mitigate the Inflammation. In caſe of Chryſtal 
lines he recommends Fomentations of the Deco#. 
Hordei and Mel. roſ. Decoction of the Flor. Sambuci 
and Chamæmeli in Milk, Ag. Calcis and Sacchar. 
Saturni, warm Wine in which: hot Iron has been ex 
tinguiſhed, Ag. Vite Camphorata, c. chuſing 
milder or ſtronger Fomentations, according to the 
greater or leſs Danger of a Mortification. 

Where the Urine is diſcharged with Difficulty 
and Pain, or Part of it regurgitates under the Pra- 
putium, he adviſes the Introduction of a leaden 07 
ſilver Cannula into the Urethra. 

As ſoon as the Inflammation abates he adviſes the 
Uſe of gently refolvent and emollient Applications 
I0 order to reſtore the Parts to their natural Softneb 
and 
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ard Laxity; » Then the Præputium is to be drawn 
backwards in the Phimoſis, forwards in the Paraphi- 
moſis, and the Ulcers that lay hid. under it muſt be 
cleanſed, and its Rugæ well waſhed. And now the 
Venereal Ulcers: muſt be managed as in the forego- 
ing Chapter. But the Applications here muſt be 
very mild, even anodyne and paregorick, to pre- 
vent a new Inflammation. And towards the End 
of the Cure he adviſes a mild Cathartick to dif 
charge Part of the Venereal Poiſon. 

When the Diſeaſe gives way, he recommends. the 
Mercurial Unction, in order to diſcharge the poiſon- 
ous Particles taken into the Maſs of Blood... -- | 
be ſame. Method, he ſays, is to be uſed When 
the Pudenda Muliebria and Papille Mammaram are 
affected with analogous Symptoms. As allo when 
the Anus in Catamites i is inflamed and ſwelled from 
Venereal Ulcers. In this Caſe particularly he gives 
two Cautions. 1. To confine the Patient to a very 
thin Diet of Broths alone, . leſt the Fzces by their 
Quantity or hard Conſiſtence ſhould in theirDiſcharge 
increaſe the Inflammation. 2. That a gentle, ano. 
dyne, paregorick Glyſter be every Day adminiſter'd. 

But if the Inflammation of the Præpulium or Glaus 
in ſpight of all theſe Efforts daily increaſes, nay if 
it does not within fix or ſeven Days incline towards a 
Reſolution, in order to prevent an enſuing Mortifi- 
cation, he adviſes the laying open of the Preputiun: 
both in the Phimeſis and Parapbimoſis, and manage- 
ing the Wound, the Exulcerations, Fiſſures and 
Khagades of the Preputium according to Art. 

And if the Chryſtallines neither. yield to Diſcuti- 
ents, nor burſt of their own accord, he adviſes a 
Puncture to be made in order to relax the diſtracted 
Parts, and diſcharge the acrid Lymph, which might 
occaſion a Gangrene. And if. there is any Appear- 
ance of a beginning Liver, he ſays, the. Baſe of the 
Veſicle muſt be ſlightly ſcarified, and afterwards co- 
vered with a Pledget dipt in 440. Vitæ Campherata, 
© nt, Myrrbe, or the like, to be renewed n oc- 
.. Caſjon, 
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caſion, till the gangrenous Cruſt drops off by a Sup. 
puration, and the Part is out of Danger from a Mer. 
tification. 

The Female Pudenda, Papillæ Mammarum, and 
he Anus, are under the like Circumftances, wiz, 
when a Mortification approaches upon an - obſtinate 
Inflammation, to be managed the ſame Way, by ſca- 
rifying, Se. 

He comes next to the Phymata ws callous Tu- 
bercles, viz. thoſe hard Calluſes which ſometimes re- 
main after the Venereal Tumours of the Glans and 
Nræputium have bten diſcuſſed, or the Ulcers of theſe 
Parts healed. Theſe, he fays, are ſometimes pro- 
minent and obvious enough to the Eye, ſometimes 
ſo buried in the Part, as to be ſenſible only to the 
Toueh. And ſometimes they are conglobated in the 
Form of Nodes, ' ſometimes ſtretched: out to ſome 
Length reſembling! Chords; the former are called 
1 moet the latter Chords, 

The Plnmata, he ſays, affect any Part of the Pre. 
putium or Glans, but moſt eſpecially thoſe which were 
before affected with deep Ulcers. Hence they are 
moſt frequently produced in the Margine of the Pre- 
prtium, the Corona Glandis, and the Frænum. | 

In like manner, tho? every Part of the Preputium 
and Glans is liable to the ſcirrhous Chords, they ap- 
— the moſt frequently upon the Orifice of the 

r putium contracted in the Phimoſis, or the Ruge, 
intè wich it is complicated in the Ramzi bs, 
the Tnonum, and Corona Glandis. | 

Theſe Tumours, he ſavs, as long as they are mere- 
ly callous or ſcirrhous, are abſolutely indolent, and 
give no Trouble, faving that if they are much ſwelled 
they occaſion a habitual Phimofis or Paraphimoſis ; 
but ſometimes they become cancerous at laſt. 

Women, he tells us, are ſubject from the like 
Cauſes, viz. Uicuſcles and Inflammation of the Parts, 
ta callous Phymata in: the Labia Vulva, Nymphe, 
* Chitoris, Præputium Clitvridis, and Caruncule Myrii- 
h forty. Nay;' he ſays, the Oftium, Hag inæ is e 
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fo confirifed: with a ſcirrhous Chord, as to Ds 4 
Appearance of Virginity to the moſt common Proſti- 
tures. 815 

Beſides the ſame Symptom is familiar, he lays; 
Cami Who are likewiſe liable to 7 ee ee 
the Margin of the Anus, after theſe Parts have beea 
ulcerated and inflamed. And that ſometimes the 
Anus is ſo ſtrained by an annular ſcirrhous Chord, 
that the Fizces cannot be diſcharged till thay are} _w_— 
ſolved with a Glyſter. i515d 

And, he tells us, that theſe Tumours, both 
Women and Catamites, as well as in Men, ine 
degenerate into a cancerous Nature. 4. - 184 

But after all, that Women and Catamites are loſ 
ſubject to Phymata, &c.. than Men 

It is alſo eaſy, ſays he, to ciſtinguſh that morbirl 
Coarctation of the Pudenda in Women, from the 
State of Virginity, at leaſt in thoſe that have been 
much uſed ; for in them the Labia Valve and Ptery- 
gia are ſoft, lax and pendulous, the foſſa Navicularis 
is ſmooth, plain, and dilated, and the internal Parts

The Fracture of a Bone from a very flight Cauſe, 


he ſays, is a very certain Sign of this Diſeaſe, But 


it ſeldom happens, and never but in a very inveterated 
and deſperate Pox. 

The Ofteoſarcoſis happens only from two Cauſes ; a 
ſtrumous or a venereal Taint, and more frequently from 
the latter than the former. Theretore as often as it ap- 
pears without any ſcrophulous Symptoms, you may 
conclude, that it is owing to a Pox, But this Symp- 
tom our Author tells us, is exceeding rare, and has 
very ſeldom been heard of. 

Wie for venereal Tumours of the conglobate Glands, 

hey ſo exactly reſemble ſcrophulous ones, and the 
Tiphi, Nodi, and Ganglia in this Diſeaſe, are ſo like 
the fame kind of Tumours proceeding from other Cau- 
| fes, that he ſays where ſuch Tumours appear, the 
_ Phyſician muſt be well aflured, that the Patient never 
was affected with any ſtrumous Symptoms, nor ever 
ſuffered any of the other Cauſes of Tophi, &c. before 
he determines the Caſe to be venereal ; except where 
he has Reaſon from other pocky Symptoms to con- 
clude ſo. 

He concludes this Article . with telling us that 
the encyſted Tumours, viz. the Atherome, Steatome 
and Meliceris, of the Head and Neck, often proceed 
from common Depravations of the Lymph ; but where 
theſe Tumours appear all of a ſudden, and in great 
Numbers upon other Parts of the Body, while the 
Head and Neck are free of them, one Ba good Rea- 
{on to ſuſpect that they are owing to a venereal Tome, 

Our Author divides the equivocal Signs into two 
Claſſes: -viz. Thoſe that tho? they are common to o- 
ther Diſeaſes, yet appear more frequently in tlits, and 
belong more properly to it; and thoſe that are no 
more peculiar to the venereal, than to other Diſeaſes. 

Among the firſt Kind he reckons, 1. The Symp.

The ſecond Claſs of Symptoms according to our 
Author are Spaſms, Tremors, Palſies, Hydrocepha- 
lus, Wakefulneſs, Athma, Dy y/pnea, Orihopnen, 
Hemoptoe, Cough; Palpitations, Syncope, Se. 
Sc. Sc. 

He proceeds next to the commemorative Signs : 
viz. The topical Symptoms that uſe to precede a 
Lues. And here he excludes the cancerous Ulcers of 
the Genitals from the Number of theſe Signs, ſo far as 
to lay, they ſeldom or perhaps never produce a Pox. 
But in the next Page he preſages great Danger of a 
Lues from theſe very Ulcers, 

In the laſt Place he lays down ſome Cann, by 
which one may pronounce from the different Combi- 

nations of the forementioned Signs whether thts or that 
Caſe be venereal. _ 

In the ſecond Section of this Chapter he delivers 
the Signs, by which the Phyſician may judge what 
particular Parts are affected in this or that Patien-“; 
Sc. and when the Diſeaſe is ſimple, when complicated 
with others, Sc. which are all jo obvious that there 13 
no Occaſion to take any Notice of them. 

Crap, V. He deduces his Prognoſtices from the 
Age, Sex, Conſtitution, the affected Parts, the 
Number of Symptoms, the Combination of this with 
other Diſeaſes, Sc. e 

He Pronounces thoſe Poxes to be TE viol-nt, 
where the venereal Poyſon is combined with a rieiety, 
itrumous, but eſpecially with a ſcorbutick Fes. 
There is not, fayshe, a fiercer Plague than this perhaps 
in the whole Troop of Diſcaſes, not one that afflicts 
the Patient with more Torments, or is more difficult 
of Cure.

Tho moſt Poxes yield to Mercury if right adminif. 
tred, yet he ſays there are ſome Kinds in which ſome 
of the Symptoms remain even after the moſt ſkilfully 
managed Salivation, Thus the rheumatick venereal 
Pains, eſpecially if they are become inveterated, the 
arthritick-ones occaſioned by the venereal Poyſon, the 
Tmpetigo, Scabies, and different Kinds of Herpes, vio- 
lent Pains of the Head, hard, inveterated Exrtr/es 
or Hyperoſtoſes (for theſe Tumours if recent yield to 
Mercury) hard Swellings of the Teſtes, a Gonorrhen, 
a Strangury from preceeding Gonorrheas, very often 
remain after a Salivation. | 
And when a Pox is attended with a ſcrophulous or 
ſcorbutick Taint, the Diſeaſe he ſays, is never curable 
by Mercury alone: For it is found by Experience, 
that Poxes ſo complicated are rather irritated than 
cured by Mercury; unleſs the Mercurials and Antive- 
nereals are either combined with Antiſtrumaticks and 
Antiſcorbuticks, or theſe different Remedies are alter- 
nately exhibited, # 

In the next Place he enumerates thoſe kinds of Poxcs 
in which the Cure by Salivation is attended with great 
Danger, if it is not managed with the greateſt Caution. 
Such are, „ 1 
I. All the ſeverer Kinds of this Diſeaſe, viz. thoſe 
that affect the more important Parts, Fc. EEE, 

2. All that are attended with ſcorbutick Ulcers, 
Putrefactions, tor and fungous Excreſcencies of the 
Gums and internal Parts of the Mouth. Becauſe from the 
Inflammation and Exulceration of thoſe Parts, which 
commonly happen upon a Ptyaliſm, the Gums, Fauces, 
&c. already half-putrid, are liable to be conſumed by 
Phagedznick Ulcers, which in a little Time are apt 
to become gangrenous.

3. Such as are complicated with ſcrophulous Tu- 
mours of the ſalivary Glands, and thoſe about the 
Neck.

4. A Lues in fuch Patients as are ſubject to frequent 
and violent epileptick Paroxyſms. . if while 
the jugular Veins are compreſſed by the ſwolln ſalivary 
Glands, a violent Fit ſhould feize the Patient, the In- 
flammation and Ulceration of the Mouth, will be in- 
creaſed by the Diſtortions of the Maxillz, and the 
Wounds made by the Teeth upon the Tongue; ang 
what is {till of more dangerous Conſequence, the Brain 
my be overwhelmed with Blood. ey 

. In hypochondriack People ; who from their na- 
3 Timidity increaſed in the Time of a ſharp Sali- 
vation, are ſubject to frequent Deliguia Animi, 
whence a ſudden Suppreſſion of the Diſcharge, and 
the conſequent Symptoms, viz. ſwelling of the ſalivary 
Glands, Inflammation of the Mouth and Head, and 
Oppreſſion or Inflammation of the Brain. 

6. In ſuch as have a habitual Diarrhea z in which 
Patients the whole Load of Mercury ruſhes to the. In- 
teſtines, and occaſions ſevere gripings, .Dyſenteries, 
Sc. as happens alſo when the Unction, inſtead of rai- 
ſing a Salivation, occaſionz a Looſeneſs, from which 
Accident, even ſuch Patients as are uſually coſtive are 
not always exempted. 

7. In pregnant Women. Becauſe of the Danger 
of Abortion from the Tumult raiſed by Mercury in the 
Blood, the Pain, want of Reſt, and, in Caſe of a 
Looſeneſs, from the Tormina Ventris. 

8. In ſuch as have an Ulcer, Scirrhus, or Cancer 
of the Uterus, whether from the Venereal Diſeaſe or 
any other Cauſe. For in theſe Cafes it ſometimes hap- 
pens that the attenuated Blood in the Time of a Saltya- 
tion ruſhes with fo much Violence into the ſtraitned 
uterine Veſſels as to occaſion a mortal or at leaſt a very 
dangerous Hemorrhagic. 

9. In Infants and old People ; whoſe Strength! is 
not ſufficient to endure the Severities of this Remedy. 

As our Author has in this Chapter, of the P. 
ticks, introduced ſeveral Things which in my Opinion

down Directions how to proceed in ſuch dangerous 


and difficult Caſes. 


And 1ſt. If the Lues is of thoſe b bad Kinds which 


for the moſt Part prove fatal, he adviſes us to uſe 

ercury ſparingly and at long Intervals, repeating 
the Courſe to the third Time if Occaſion requires it, 
after the Patient has recovered from the Shock of the 
former Courſe, 

2. Where it is of the Kind of thoſe whoſe Cure is 
dangerous, he recommends the ſame Management. 
But in ſuch Caſes he ſays the uſe of Mercury ought to 
be repeated more frequently, and protracted for a 


longer Time 
3. In thoſe Poxes that yield with Difficulty to Mer- 


cury, he ſays it ought to be uſed in ſomewhat a larger 


Quantity, and for a longer ſpace of Time. 
4. When a Woman is near her Time, the Cure 


by Salivation muſt be referred till after her Delivery, 


And as ſoon as ſhe has recovered from her Labour, 
tet the Unction be uſed while the ſuckles her Child, 
by which Means the Mother and Child may both be 
cured at the ame Time. But if ſhe has a long Time 
to go, as Delays are dangerous, he adviſes to ſer about 
Salivating immediately, "but to apply the Mercury in 
ſuch Quantities as both the Mother and Fztys can ea- 
fly bear, 
5. A Child upon the Breaft he ſays, is to be cured 
by Salivating the Nurfe, But the Cure of weaned 


Children muſt be ſet about by giving Preparations of 


Mercury inwardly, or the Mercurial Unction, which 
he reckens ſafer. 

6. As for old People, however decrepid, they muſt 
be managed with the Mercurial Unction, but a pru- 
went Regard muſt be had to their Age and Imbecillity. 

Cy ar. VI. II. le gives Directions concerning ſome 
Things that are to be conſidered, and done before the 
Applic ation of Mercurial Ointments. And 

In the fiſt Place, he en quires into thoſe Conditions 
that counter indicate this ones of Cure,

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Theſe are, all acute Diſeaſes ; as alſo deſperate or 
very dangerous chronical ones, except they take their 
Riſe from the Pox ; the exhauſted State of the Pa- 
tient, eſpecially where a full Salvation is underſtood ; 
and the near Approach of the Men/es. For ſays he, 
we are taught by Experience, that the Salivation 
orows generally more violent towards the Time of the 
menſtrual Difcharge. But as the Space between two 
of the uſual Periods of this Evacuation is ſcarce ſuf- 
ficient for accompliſhing the Cure, Matters ought to 
be ſo conducted, as that the Monthly Diſcharge may 
happen towards the latter End of the Cure, at which 
Time the Salivation begins to abate, Wherefore he 
adviſes the Phyſician to adminiſter the preparatory 
Remedies before the Eruption of the Men/zs, and to 
let about the Unction the ſecond or third Day after 
the Diſcharge has ceaſed, 

In the ſecond Section of this Chapter he gives his 
Opinion concerning the moſt favourable Sealons for 
this Remedy. And for obvious enough Reaſons he 
pronounces the Spring the belt, next to that Autumn ; 
he prefers Winter to Summer, becaule it is more eaſy 
to provide againſt Cold than Hear. 

Sect. 3. He deſcribes the medicinal Proceſs by 
which the Patient's Body is to be prepared for a Sali- 
vation; that by correcting the bad Qualities of the 
Blood, the too furious Operation of Mercury may be 
moderated, and the violent Symptoms which would 
otherwiſe attend its Uſe be prevented. 

To this End he lays down four Indications which 
muſt be attended to.

OY Stool and Saliva. 

The general Tone of the Solids, particularly 
of 5 Viſcera, muſt be relaxed; that the flexible vel 
ſels may, without being injured, bear the increaſed 
Attrition and Momentum of the Blood, the plentiful 
Secretion and Diſcharge of Humours, and the perfect 
Reſolution of ſuch Particles as may obſtruct them. 

In order to anſwer. theſe Indications, in the firſt

After all, he condemns the Practice of ſuch as pre- 
pare their Patients for a Salivation, with heating Re- 
medies z ſuch as Viper-broth, Decoctions of Gunia- 
eum, China, &c. or Preparations of Mercury taken 
inwardly. By which Means, he ſays, the Heat, Dr 
neſs and Acrimony of the Blood is increaſed, and the 
Solids become hard and criſped ; whence the Opera- 
tion of Mercury proceeds with more violent Tu- 
mults, the Excretions are more acrid, and performed 
more ſparingly, and the Mouth and inward Parts 
are more expoſed to eryſipelatous Inflammations, 
Ulcerations, Mortifications. RIGS, 
After our Author has thus laid down the general Pre- 
paration proper in common Caſes and to Patients that 
are in other Reſpects ſound 3 he proceeds to conſider 
the particular Management of ſuch as beſides theVene- 
real Diſcaſe labour under other Complains, as fol- 
lows...

Where the Patient is hectick or inclined to be phthi- 
ſical, the Mercurial Unction, and the general Prepa- 
ration itſelf, is not to be tamper'd with till he has uſed a 


Milk Diet for a Month or two. And during the ge- 


neral Preparation, his Purges muſt be of the mildeſt 
Kind, as Manna or Caſſia; and inſtead of the Bath 


let him uſe only the Semicupium, leſt the weak Lungs

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ſhould ſuffer from violent Catharticks, or too ſtrong a 


Preſſure from the Bath upon the whole Surface of 


the Body. 1 

Where the Habit is cachectick, the Feet eedema- 
tous, and the Viſcera obſtructed, the Patient muſt be 
prepared by uſing for 12 or 15 Days aperient and 
danetick Medicines, taking every fourth or fifth Day 
2 hydragogue Purge. 

And in this Cate Bleeding muſt for the moſt Part 
be omitted in the general Preparation, at leaſt this 
Evacuation muſt be ſparingly made; and the Uſe 
of the hot Bath muſt not be too often repeated. 

Our Author proceeds to lay down Rules by which 
fuch Patients as labour under a Jaundice, Epilepſy, 
Scurvy, or Diarrhea, are to be managed before the 
Uſe of Mercury. But as this whole Management 
confifts entirely in ſuch a Regimen and ſuch Reme- 
dies as the common Practice in theſe Diſeaſes directs, 
{ ſhall not tire the Reader's Patience with a Detail 
of it. | 

To theſe Directions our Author ſubjoins a very rea- 
ionable Advice, to apply the Mercurial Ointments 
in a ſmall Quantity and at pretty conſiderable Inter- 
vals, as often as the Lues Venerea is complicated 
with theſe other Diſcaſes. 

Before he concludes this Section, he tells us, that 


there are ſome Venereal Caſes fo urgent as not to ad- 


mit the Delay of a preparative Courſe. For inſtance, 
when a Bone 1s become fo carious as to break from a 
Tight Cauſe ; when a Caries affects the Bone ſo deep 
a5 to approach to the Marrow; or when an FExo/to/:: 
Zztows painful and inflamed, ſo as to threaten Suppu- 


raton, In ſuch Caſes, he ſays, there is no Time to 


be loſt in a preparative Proceſs, at leaſt no further 
Preparation is to be uſed than Bleeding and Purging, 
{iter which the Ointinents muſt be applied in large 
(Wantities, at ſuſt, till the Violence of the urging 
Symptom is abated, and as foon as that happens, the 
Care ouglu to be carried on more gradually.

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ect. 4. He deſcribes the Compoſition of the Mer. 
curial Ointment thus : 

Take of the pureſt Mercury, revived from Cinna- 
bar or at leaſt ſuch as (by having been frequently fil- 
trated thro' Leather) is rendered as free of Lead as 


poſſible, q. v. Add to it a ſmall Quantity of Tur» 


pentine, and rub them together in a Mortar till they 
are reduced to a Powder of a duſky or black Co- 
lour; to which add an equal or double Quantity 
(according to the Temperament of the Patient, the 


ſtanding of the Diſeaſe, Sc.) of Hog's Lard freed of 


its Membranes, without any Mixture of Salt, and 
void of any rancid Acrimony, and let them be per- 
fectly mixed in a Mortar. 

He juſtly condemns the ancient Method of adding 
to theſe Ointments hot acrid Ingredients z which, he 
ſays, entering the Maſs of Blood along with the 
Particles of Mercury, ſometimes kindle a Fever; or 
if they do not make their Way into the Veſſels, they 
inflame the Skin, and produce Franibemata, Phlyc- 
tene and an Eryſipelas, and after all are for no man- 
ner of Purpoſe, ſince Mercury is not of a cold Na- 
ture as thoſe ancient Writers ſuppoſed, and conſe. 
quently needs no ſuch Correction. 

Crap, VII. In the firſt Section of this Chapter 
our Author deſcribes the Proceſs of a high Salivation, 
by a plentiful Uſe of Mercury. 

This Proceſs he divides into three Stages. 1. That 
in which the Ointments arc applied in order to raiſe 
1 Salivation. 2. That wherein the Salivation already 
provoked is cautiouſly moderated. 3. That wherein, 
after the Cure is perfected, the remaining Ptyaliſm and 
its troubleſome Effects are carried off by the Means 
of proper Remedies. He gives the Directions proper 
in each Stage as follows. 


The Ointments are in the firſt place to be applied 


every Day, or, which is a ſafer Method, every other 
Day for three times. The Doſe of the Ointment for 
each Friction ſhould ſeldom be leſs than two Drams, 


and as rarelv exceed halt an Ounce, 5

The firſt Friction ſhould extend from the Feet to 
the Calves of the Legs, the ſecond, from the Calves 
to the Mid-thigh, and the third for the moſt part 
from the Mid-thigh to above the“ Nates, The Oint- 
ments may be applied either in the Evening, after the 
Dinner is digeſted, or in the Morning faſting. 
The Patient muſt be placed before the Fire, and 
the Parts to be anointed are firſt to be rubbed with 
the Hand till they grow red, in order to render the 
Pores more open, after which the Ointment muſt 
be rubbed upon the Parts till they grow dry. The 
anointed Parts are to be covered with Linnen Stockings, 
Prawers, Fc. to be wore as long as it is proper to 
promote the Salivation, And after every Unction he 
adviſes that the Patient be put into a well-warmed 
Bed, to lie there for an Hour or two, that the Oint- 
ment may penetrate the miore. . 
The next Day after the third Friction the Mouth 
mult be diligently examined in order to diſcover whe- 
ther any Signs of a Salivation appear; for it com- 
monly begins about this Time. And tho it ſeldom 
appears ſooner, eſpecially when the Ointment is ap- 
1 in ſuch a ſmall Quantity as is uſual now a- days, 
he reckons it prudent not to proceed to the ſecond, 
much leſs to the third Friction, till you have inſpect- 
ed the Mouth ſo as to judge how far the Operation 
of the Mercury has proceeded, „„ 
. In 


I think it is not eaſy to give a good Reaſon for applying theſe 
Ointments over ſuch an Extent of Surface as is here directed, much 
leſs to beſmear almoſt the whole Body, as our Author adviſes in 
the fourth and fiſth Frictions, where ſo many are neceſſary. For 
it appears from Experience, that the Vaſa inhalantia are aſter re- 
peated Frictions ſtill bibulous enough to admit more Mercury upon a 
new Unction; and I think one would chuſe not to extend the Fric- 
tions over more Surface than is commonly found ſufficient in a rea- 
fonahle Time, to abſorb as much Mercury as is requiſite to the de- 
fired Effet. Becauſe in Proportion to the Extent of Skin over which 
thoſe unctuous Liniments are applied, the Perſpiration will be more or 
leſs diminiſhed; whence, beſide: the common Miſchiefs occaſioned by 
an Obſtruction of this Diſcharge, one might have Reaſon in ſuch a 
Juncture, to dread a gopd deal of Danger from a violent Deter.

The more immediate 
ones are, a Pain and Swelling of the parotid and 
maxillary Glands, Stupor of the Teeth, Redneſs and 
Inflammation of the Orifices of the ſalivary Glands, 
Redneſs and Swelling of the Tongue and Gums, 
Heat and Fætor of the Mouth, an increaſed Secre- 
tion of Saliva, frequent Spitting, Ce. 
If the Mouth remains quite unaffected with any of 
theſe Symptoms to the ſeventh Day from the firſt 
Friction, he ſays, the Ointment muſt without Delay 
be applied again in a larger Quantity than before, and 
from the Nates upwards along the Loins and Back 
as far as to the Neck. And if this fourth Friction 
proves ineffectual too, the ſuperior Extremities, from 
the Tops of the Shoulders to the Hands, are to be 
rubbed over with the ſame Quantity of Ointment up- 
on the ninth Day. „ 5 5 
But if upon the ſeventh Day the Signs of an ap- 
proaching Salivation appear in the Gums, Tongue and 
Cheeks, he adviſes you to ſtop till the Event diſco- 
vers itſelf. And if a full Salivation comes on, the 
Ointment muſt be laid aſide, and the Salivation ma- 
naged according to the Rules to be given afterwards. 
If the Signs of an approaching Ptyaliſm immediately 
diſappear, after an Interval of a few Days, he orders 
the Friction to be repeated for the fourth and even 
the fifth Time, with the ſame Precautions, till you 
have procured the required Diſcharge. | 
In the mean time, from the firſt Application of 
the Ointment the Patient muſt keep cloſe in a Room 
moderately warm. And as he would avoid a violent 
 Diarrhza or even a Dyſentery, he muſt abſtain from 
Wine and all the more ſolid Kinds of Food, con- 
fining himſelf to nouriſhing Broaths, &c. And to 
ſupply ſufficient; Materials to the Diſcharge by Saliva, 
and at the fame Time prevent any fevertſh Hears, he

_ ought to drink plentifully of warm Ptiſan prepared 
with Barley, Liquorice and Graſs-roots, 

In the /econd Stage, which is that of the Salivation, 

our Author gives ſeveral well known Rules, by 
which the Diſcharge is to be moderated, Cc. Here, 
he ſays, it ought never, at its Height, to be in a 
ſmaller Quantity than iii. nor exceed that of thvi. 
In talking of the Ulcers of the Mouth, he divides 
them into thoſe that affect the Orifices of the ſalivary 
Ducts, and the Edges of the Tongue towards its 
Middle contiguous to the Dentes Molares, which, he 
ſays, have a good Effect in promoting the Diſcharge 
of Saliva : And thoſe that are troubleſome without 
any Advantage, by promoting the Diſcharge, ſuch as 
Ulcers upon "the Lips, Palate, the Tip or' Back of 
the Tongue, or its inferior Surface, Sc. or ſuch as 
are not only troubleſome but dangerous, viz. Ulcuſ. 
cles that confume the Gums, whence the Teeth grow 
looſe and drop out; thoſe upon the Uvula and Jon- 
fille, the Root of the Tongue, or near the Tendons 
of the Muſcles that ſerve to Maſtication z whence a 
difficult Deglutition, Inflammation, and Swelling of 
the Tongue, and from the Eroſion or Convulſion of 
the Tendons of the Crotaphite, Sc. Muſcles, a $!ric- 
tura Oris. 

' Thoſe Ulcers, he ſays, that are runkilefome, or of 
dangerous Conſequence becauſe of their Situation, 
muſt with all pollible Speed be healed, by applying 
the Coliyrium Lanfranci, either alone or impregnated 
with Spiritas Vitrioli, Salis, &c. waſhing the Mouth 
afterwards with warm Ptiſan, till the white Mucor 
is removed, and the Ulcer appears freſh and red. 

As for thoſe Ulcers by which the Diſcharge is en- 
couraged, they ought to be let alone through the whole 
Courle of the Salivation; except where they are very 
painful, in which Caſe he adviſes the Uſe of emolli- 
ent Cargariſins; or where they dig deep or ſpread too 
tar, fo as by their Eroſion to endanger an Hemor- 
rhagy, they muſt be managed the fame way with the 
dangerous Ulcers: above ment! toned, 


In 
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In the mean time he adviſes that ſuch Parts as are 
affected with Pains, Exoſtoſes, or any other topical 
Evil, be rubbed over with a Dram or two of the 
Ointment every Day it the Salivation is moderate, or 
once in two or three Days if it is already too violent. 
Thro' this Stage the Patient is to uſe Broaths for 


his only Food, or, it he is hungry, a potched Egg, 
provided he be free of a Fever. He ought to drink 


at leaſt four or ſix Pounds of Ptiſan a Day, but he 


muſt waſh his Mouth well with the Ptiſan before 
every Draught, leſt the acrid and viſcid Pitta 
ſhould upon its being ſwallowed down, occaſion gri- 
ping Pains in the Stomach. 

Mean while, if the Patient 1s ſtrong he allows him 
during this Stage to quit his Bed and fit by the Fire- 
fide. If he keeps his Bed, he ought fleeping and 
waking to put himſelf into ſuch Poſtures as moſt 
favour "the Excretion of the Saliva : and leaſt either 
Side of the Mouth, Sc. ſhould ſwell immoderately 
by a Load of acrid Humours, he ought to ſhift ns 
times from one Side to the other. 


Where the Belly is coſtive a Glyſter muſt be given 


once in two or three Days. 


In this Manner he ſays the Patient is to be managed 


during the ſecond Stage, which in order to a perfect 
Cure, ought to be protracted to 15, 20, or 25 Days. 

And as ſoon as the Diſcharge begins to abate of its 
own Accord the third Stage commences. 

The Indications in this Stage are to carry off the 
Remains of the Salivation, to heal the Ulcers of the

There 1s nothing remarkable in our Author's Prac- 
tle in purſuing "hor this or the other Intentions,

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Only he adviſes che Patient to take Care while the 


Ulcers are healing, that the Sides of the Tongue do 


not grow to the internal Gums and Cheeks, and that 


the” lcets near the Articulations of the Mazille do not 


unite, "#6 as to obſtruct the natura! Motions of the 


Cheeks and lower Jaw. To prevent which Inconve- 
. the Tongue muſt every now and then be ſe- 


parated, with the Finger, from the contiguous Gums, 


Sc. and the Jaws expanded to their utmoſt ſtretch. 


As foon às the Progreſs of the Ulcers is ſtopt, he 


gives a Caufion not to 12 them too frequently with 
the Collyrium Lanfranci or other acid Spirits, leſt it 
ſhguld occaſion a hard callous Cicatrix. 


In the laſt Place, where the Patient is of a dry, 


acrid, warm Temperament, he adviſes a Milk Dier, 
viz. a Draught Morning and Evening, for a Month 
or ſo after the Cure; by which he fays all theſe three 
laſt mentioned Indications are anſwered together. 

In the ſecond Section he gives an Account of the 
milder Salivation, which differs from the former only 


in this that the Ointments are applied in ſmaller Quan 


tities at a Time, and at longer Intervals. 


The Doſe of the Ointment in this Caſe i is from Zi. to 


Zi. It is to be uſed the ſame Way as above directed 
in the high Salivation, only that it is to be rubbed 
over-a ſmaller Extent of Skin. 


Same People, he ſays, to avoid being be rayed by 


the, Smell of their Ointments, after every Friction 


Which 


Method he docs not diſapprove of, provided this Diſ- 


advantage be ſupplied by uſin the Ointment i In greater 
Quantities, and protracting the Friction Jonger. 


He tells us that between F rictions there ought to in- 


tercede an interval of three, four, or five Days; nay 


even of {ix or ſeven, if the Patient is of a broken or 


delicate Conſtitution. And for all the Slowneſs of this, 
Prpceſs, he adviſes us never to proceed to a new Fric: 


tion,. till we are {ure that there are no Symptoms of. an

In this Manner the Proceſs is to be managed, till a 
gentle Salvation, unattended with any ſevere Symp- 
toms, ariſes. For he would not have this Diſcharge 
to exceed a Pound or two in twenty four Hours; but 
he ſays, that from leſs than this Quantity the Cure of 
a Pox, eſpecially of an inveterated ane, is ſcarce ever 
to be expected. 8 ne e ee 


As for the proper Quantity of Ointment required in 
this Method of Cure; that varies according to the Con- 
dition of the Patient, the Diſeaſe, Sc. But our Au- 
thor ſays it appears from common Experience, that 
the whole Quantity to be uſed is ſeldom leſs than ii, 
and that it ought ſeldom to exceed 5 ili. or Ziv. 5 

As this is a more inſenſible Method of Cure, it ought” 
to be longer protracted than the former, viz. to 30, 
40, 50 Days or more. And as ſoon as it is Time to 
ſhift the Patient's Linnen, he muſt be managed in 
every Reſpect the ſame Way as was directed in the 
high Salivation, till he recovers his ordinary Strength. 

When it happens, from ſome Error, &c. commited 
in purſuing this Method, that a Salivation riſes, which 
is not to be reſtrained even by Catharticks, he adviſes 
not to ſtruggle againſt ſuch an Effect of Nature, but 
to manage in this Caſe the ſame Way as in the ful] 


Salivation. NE 

He preſcribes the ſame Regimen in the low as in the 
high Salivation, only in the former he indulges the Pa- 
tient in ſomewhat a fuller Diet, and allows him every 
Morning a Draught of Cow's Milk, where the Blood 
is of a Diatheſis that makes it proper, and as long as 
no Salivation or Signs of an approaching one appear. 

Beſides he allows the Patient to ſit up the whole 
Day, provided he keep himſelf moderately warm. 
But he juſtly blames thoſe that venture abroad during 
this Courſe. or e on SY OT. 5 

Towards the End of this Chapter our Author lays 
down a few Canons concerning the Uſe of Mereury; 
which are no other than a Recapitulation in general of 
lome Things which he had diſcuſſed more e

thro? the Courſe of this Chapter. Only he conſiders it 
as a groundleſs Prejudice (proceeding from an unjuſt 
Imputation upon Mercury, of its being of a poyſonous 
Nature) ſo religiouſly to avoid the Head, horax and 
Abdomen in the mercurial Unction. Nevertheleſs he 
is againſt an Innovation in the Practiſe here, leſt it 
ſhould becharged with ſuch bad Accidents as might have 
happened however. But where any of theſe Parts is 
affected with a Node, Ganglion, Exoſtoſis, Ulcer, 
or in a Word, with any topical Symptom, he adviles 


fo far to throw afide that old Prejudice, and apply the 


proper Remedy of mercurial Ointments to the Part at- 
fected; which he ſays he has oftener than once done 
with great Succeſs in ſuch Caſes. 

As for Narcoticks, eſpecially ſtrong Opiates, and 
ſuch as are not corrected with other Ingredients, he 
adviſes never to adminiſter any of them during a Sa- 
livation, let the Pain of the Mouth and want of Reſt 
be never ſo urgent. For, ſays he, by their ſupprel- 
ſing or ſuddenly giving a confiderable Check to the 
Diſcharge by. Saliva, they endanger a Swelling ot 
the Salivary Glands, and from the conſequent Com- 

reſſion of the Veins returning from the Head, an 
inſuperable Lethargy. At moſt he allows, in Cab 
there is no Fever, 305 of Theriack ; Which he recom- 
mends as particularly good, where the Patient is lan- 
guid and low ſpirited. 

Char. VIII. He enumerates the Miafortimes that 
ſometimes attend the high Salivation, and Jays down 
the Methods how to remedy them; beginning with 
thoſe that appear in the firſt Stage, as follows: 
. Sometimes after the third or fourth Unction the 
ſalivary Glands become ſwelled and inflamed ; the 
Tongue ſwells and hangs out; the Face and whole 
Head ſwell : Whence the Deglutition and Reſpiration 
are performed with Difficulty ; the Voice is loſt or 
becomes indiſtinct; the Patient is ſeized with a Drow- 
ſineſs, Lethargy, a Fever, Sc.

afterwards a Cathartick. 

In the mean Time the Tongue, where it hangs outs. 
muſt be defended from the Teeth, by keeping the 
Jaws aſunder by the means of ſmall wooden Wedges. 

As ſoon as you have mitigated theſe Effects of 
Mercury, in order to prevent a Phagedænick Exulce- 
ration of the Mouth, which muſt ſtand the next Shock, 
he ſays it mutt be waſhed frequently with ſweet Milk, 
emollient and anodyne Decoctions, avoiding all Acids, 
Aſtringents and Repellents, which by repreſſing the 
Diſcharge might occafion a dangerous Settling of Hu- 
mours upon the ſalivary Glands. 

If a too violent Salivation ſucceeds, as for the moſt 
Part it does, he gives Directions to moderate it by a 
very thin Diet, plentiful Draughts of Ptiſan, the daily 
uſe of Glyſters, repeated Purgation, c. But if on 
the contrary the Sal ivation does not. riſe, or at leaſt 
not to a ſufficient height, he ſays it ought to be encou 
raged by putting on "the foul Linnen again, or by 
cautiouſly repeating the Frictions. 

2. Where the due Preparation for theUſc of Mercury 
has been neglected, or the Ointments have been uſed.

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There are ſome Patients in whom, after hs Frictions 
have been repeated to the fifth Time, not the leaſt Sign 
of a Salivation appears; and yet even theſe, our Au- 
thor ſays, are not the leſs effectually cured by this 
Remedy, provided they purſue the following Method. 

If the Unctions have in the ſpace of nine Days been 

epeated for the fifth Time, without any Signs of a 
Salvation, they muſt be let alone for four. or five 
Days, till it appear whether or not that Diſ- 
charge is like to enſue. In the mean Time, in order 
to promote it, the Patient muſt eat ſparingly, and 
drink plentifully of warm Ptiſan. If after this Inter- 
val there is no Appearance of the Mercury's operating

Diet, and drinking large Quantities of emollient 
and diuretick. Ptiſan, by the daily Uſe of emollient, 
or, where the Belly is coſtive, of eccoprotick Gly- 
ſters. And the Blood muſt be diluted by drinking 
Morning and Evening a few Diſhes of Tea, or an 
Infuſion of the milder vulnerary Herbs, ſuch as 
Spleen-wort, Nettles, Sage, Speedwell, Golden-rod, 
Balm, Se. 

4. He obſerves, that the menſtrual Diſcharge 
ſometimes happens at its regular Period during the 
Salvation, ſometimes that it is forced by the Power 
of Mercury before its due Time.

3. He ſays, the Coalition of the Tongue with the 
Gums, Go. if it does not cauſe any Incanvenience, 
is not worth the taking notice of. But where it 
does, if the Cicatrix 18 recent, the Parts may be ſe- 
parated with the Finger; if it is confirmed, the Se- 
paration muſt be made with the Scalpel, taking 
care that the Parts do not reunite one with another. 

4. As for the Striftura Oris, from the contracted 
State of the Tendons of the Muſcles of Maſtication, 
occaſioned by deep Ulcers in thoſe Parts, or the Uſe 
of ſharp Cathæreticks applied to cure Ulcers there; 
he pronounces it quite incurable. 10 

CHAP. IX. Our Author takes into Canfiderition 
' thoſe bad Symptoms that ſometimes appear in the 
milder Salivation; and in the firft Place thoſe: that 
are common to this and the higher Salivation. 

Theſe are, fays he, owing to the Patient's own 
Fault. Thus he is frequently ſeized with a Fever, 
together with a ſwelling of his Head, from his ven- 
turing abroad and catching cold, during the Uſe of 
Mercury. Sometimes too a Fever ariſes, or a Diar- 
rbea or Dyſentery is occaſioned from the Patient's 

indulging himſelf in too high a Diet, and the Uſe 
of Wine. And as it is a common Cuſtom to {et 
about the Cure of weak, exhauſted Patients with the 
gentler Mercurial Courſe, it ſometimes happens that 
| Phthiſical, epileptick, ſcorbutick, gouty Patients, 
are ſeized with a Hæmoptoe, epileptick Paroxyſms, 
phagedænick Ulcers of the Mouth, and Faroxyfms 
of the Gout; and pregnant Women miſcarry, even 
from the milder Courſe. Tho? for the moſt Part 
_ theſe Symptoms are ſomewhat more gatle here than 
in the full Salivation. 

The Ulcers of the Mouth ſeldom penetrate deep, 
and ſtill more ſeldom become malignant or dyſe- 
pountick, in the gentler Courſe of Mercury, tho? 


ſome- 
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etimes both theſe Misfortunes happen from the 
Negligence of the Phyſiciaxn. 

All theſe Symptoms, our Author ſays, are to be 
Waren by the Methods laid down in Chap. VIII. 

Sect. 2. Treats of a Misfortune that is more pro. 
per to the milder Salivation, viz. an imperfect Cure ; 
whence after a ſhort Reſpite the Patient relapſes, and 
becomes more ſeverely affected — before. 

This Misfortune, according to our Author, fel- 
dem happens upon a plentifu Salivation, and only 
when from the ' Phyſician's Impatience or the Vio- 
lence of the bad Symptoms that appear, the Cure 
has been protracted for too ſhort a Time. But in 
the gentle Salivation it is very frequent, let it be ma- 
naged with ever ſo much Skill and Exactneſs. 

It is, ſays he, owing to the too ſmall Quan- 
tity in which the Mercurial Ointment is applied at a 
Time, the too long Intervals betwixt Frictions, and 
the ſhort Stay that the greateſt accumulated Quantity 
of Mercury, from the Sum of all the Frictions, 
makes i in the Blood. . 

Wherefore the great Art of effectually adminiſtring 
NR depends upon this, that a Standard be 
found by which to determine the Quantity of Mer- 
cry, and the Length of Time, ſufficient to perform 
the moſt perfect Cure with the leaſt Trouble. 

But as the Standard muſt vary according to the 
re or ſhorter Standing of the Diſeaſe, its Degree 
of Violence, the Nature of the affected Parts, the 
Nature, Number and Violence of the Symptoms, 
and the Age, Sex, and State of Health of the Pati- 
ent, it muſt be adjuſted as exactly as poſſible to theſe 
different Circumſtances by the following Rules, drawn 
you Experience. 

1. That Quantity of Mercury is found to be ſuf- 
ent: to cure this Diſeaſe, by which a reaſonable 
*Salivation is procured. Wherefore let the Ointments 
be applied in ſuch Doſes, and at ſuch Intervals, as 
to raiſe a gentle, moderate, tractable Salivation, 

without 
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i any Inflammation of the Mouth, or attended 
only with a flight one, with few. Ulcers, and thoſe 
only ſuperficial, .. and by which only one, two, or at 
moſt, three Pounds of Saliva are eee in twenty 
four Hours. 

Our Author, e does not deny chat the 
Venereal Diſeaſe, while recent and flight, has ſome- 
times, in Habits that eaſily yield to the Power. of 
Mercury, been perfectly enough cured without admi- 
niſtring Mercury to ſuch a Height as to promote a 
Salivation ; but as theſe are rare Caſes, he ſays, we 
muſt not hope always to perform the Cure at ſo caly 
a 15 

His ſecond Rule is by no means to . n 
Va Salivation till all the Symptoms are gone, at leaſt 
thoſe that depend upon the Venereal Poiſon as their 

Cauſa continens. 

He proceeds next to thoſe Sy oppns which fome- 
times remain after a Salivation. 

He introduces this Subject by telling us that where 
che Infection is recent, the Poiſon of a benign Na- 
ture, and in a ſmall Quantity, and where it has 
tainted the Fluids alone without affecting the ſolid 
Parts, the Cure may be compleated by a regular 
Salivation. But where the Poiſon is very virulent, 
copious, and has affected the ſolid Parts, with In- 
flammations, Obſtructions, Tumours, Gums, Schir- 
rhus, Eroſion, Ulceration, Caries, Sc. the Cure is 
ſeldom or never ſo perfected, but ſome of thoſe Sym- 
toms remain, however perfectly the Fluids may a 
depurated of the morbid Taint. 

Our Author divides theſe remaining Symptoms i in- 
to ſuch as admit of a Cure, and ſuch as are incura- 
ble. He diſpatches the firſt Kind in 

Cray. X. e. with the Gonorrhæa, which, 
be lays, whether recent or inveterate, for the moſt 
part remains after a full Salivation. But it is now 
become quite mild and mid. of all Vengreal Viru- 
lency, 
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lency, the? the Inflammation and Ulceration of a fe 
cent Gonorrbea may ſtill remain. 3 
This Symptom, he tell us, Gtractimnes: dale oh 
its own Accord; but as its long Continuance may 
have bad Conſequences, it is beſt to ſet about the 
Cure by a Milk Diet, the Uſe of the acid, vitrio- 
lick, chalybeate Waters, of Balſamicks, Aſtringents, 
both taken by the Mouth, and imjectad into the Ure- 
thra or Vagina; and where the Laxity of the Ducts 
is the Canſe of this Symptom, he recommends Em- 
brocations and Baths of the hot Mineral Waters de 
Bourbon, q Aix la Chapelle, &c. 
'Our Author, under the Article of chis Symptom, 
es Hoffman recommending a Solution of the Sac- 
| ; not Saturni in the Ol. Terebiuthinæ prepared by 
Digeſtion with a gentle Heat, as an incomparabſe 
Remedy in a Gonorrhwa, eſpecially with the Addition 
of a little Camphire. It is to be given in uy" proper 
Vehicle to the Quantity of a few Drops. 
And he fays that he had an Account of a Cure lately 
performed in a habitual. Gonorrhua, after all other 
Remedies had failed, by means of the Aqua Nabelii 
impregnated with Ambergreaſe or Myrrh. Which 
Medicine is to be given every Day for ſome Days, to 
the Quantity of ſix, eight or ten Drops for a Doſe, in 
a Bolus or any proper Liquor. 
2. The Porri venerti of the Pudenda, wile thep 
are ſmall, ſoft, and of ſhort ſtanding, ſometimes he 
ſays by means of a Salvation became dry and fall off, 
But ſometimes on the contrary, eſpecially where they 
ate thick, hard, and have taken deep Root, they re- 
main entire even after the beſt managed Salivation.

Baſeli- 
con with red Præcipitate, that the Callofity may be 
partly eroded, partly reſolved. Or if it appears ne- 
ceſſary, he fays, you may apply ſtranger Cathære- 
ticks ; but in theſe Caſes there is ſeldom any Occa» 
fon for ſuch, becauſe the Calloſities are 1 
deſtroyed by a regular Uſe of the Mercurial Unction.

The Cure of theſe Symptoms in bock Sexes ut 
be attempted, he ſays, with emollient Fomentations

over the Preputinm in the. Paraphimoſis ;, and in the 
Phimofis you muſt inſenſibly dilate the Præputium i in 
Men, and the Orifice of the Vagina in Women, by 
the frequent Uſe of the Speculum Oris or bei 
lum Matricis. 

If this Method does not "ones he adviſes;in the 
Parapbimaſis to tcarity the Rugæ of the Præputium 
pretty deep, and in the Phimaſis to cut its ſtraitned 
Margine here and there with a Pair of Sciſſars.

But where this Symptom 
proceeds from a Coarctation of the Vagina, Scarifi- 
cation is neither fate, nor can it prove effectual. 

4. There is no Hopes, ſays our Author, that the

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that adhere to the Auus or Pudenda by a broad, 
thick Stalk, by which they are abundantly nouriſh. 
ed, ſhould ever be fo ſubdued by the Mercurial 
Vnction as to wither and fall off, Wherefore if

deferred till he recovers his Strength. After the Ope- 
ration, if the Baſe be callous, he applies Cathære- 
ticks or the actual Cautery, and afterwards promotes 
tho Suppuration, Sc. of the Ulcer, _.

le fays it is ſometimes of Uſe now and then to 
rub over the Lip ps and Confines of thoſe 'Chironian 
Ulcers, chat Kft their Riſe from a ' Venereal Lea. 
ven, with a Mercurial - Ointment, by which Means 
the Calloſities are reſolved, and the Lymph which 
flows to the Ulcer is corrected, 

In the laſt Place he recommends Iſſues in the Oc- 
ciput, Arms or Legs, both in Caſe of Chironian U- 

cers, and Pains and Herpes remaining after the 
general Cure of the Venereal Diſeaſe. | 

The 10th Symptom is a Caries of the Bones, 
which, according to our Author, ſeldom yields to 
a Salivation. 

Sometimes, ſays he, the carious Bone appears 
quite bare both of Fleſh and Perioſteum; ſometimes, 
on the contrary, it is covered with Fleſh, but ther, 
it is ſoft, fungous, bloody, and either red or white- 
iſh, or ſublivid, and looſe from the Bone. The 
Diagnoſ 7s of the firſt Kind is very obvious ; and the 
ſecond is known by the Qualities of the Fleſh with 
which the Bottom of the Ulcer is filled, the fœtid 
Tchor with which it is moiſtened, and by the Probe. 

He divides the Carics into two Kinds, viz. That 
in which there is only a fimple Dryneſs of the Bone, 
without any Appearance of an Erofion ; and that 
wherein the Bone appears rough, unequal, -and fre- 

uently full of Holes, which Kind he calls a true 
Caries: but theſe two Species, he ſays, differ one 
| from another only in Degree, the firſt proceeding 
from a recent, the ſecond from an inveterated Pox. 

In both theſe Kinds of Caries, he obſerves, that 
the firſt thing to be done is to lay the Bone bare 
either with the Knife or Corroſives. And it is ge- 
nerally ſufficient to the Cure of the firſt Kind to dreſs 
it with Linnen Pledgcts dipt in Aqua Vitæ, Sp. Vini, 
Tan. Myrrhe, Aloes,. Euphorbii, &c. or to ſprin- 
kle it over with the Pulv. Rad, Irid. Florentin. Eu- 
ie or at moſt now and then to pour in a few 

ops of the Ol. Guaiaci; or which is more effectual,

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la the Ade Kind, ſays he, there is a Neceſſity 
for applying the actual Cantery, in the Uſe of which 
our Author gives the three following Cautions. 

The Lips of the Ulcer muſt be ſecured from the 
hoe Iron with wet Linnen Cloaths. 2. The middle 
of the carious Part, as it is moſt deeply affected, 
muſt be more- thoroughly touched with the Cautery 
than the ſurrounding Parts. 3. The Iron ought to be 
hotter or colder, and 7 for a longer or ſhorter 
Space of Time in Proportion to the difterent Depth 
of the Caries, its Degree of Dryneſs or Moiſture, 
and the different Texture of the carious Bone, ViZ. 
as it is more or leſs ſpongy. 

After the Application of the Cautery, Care aſt 
be taken that the Ulcer do not grow up before the 
Exfoliation ; but as ſoon as the carious Lamella is 
ſeparated, and the new Fleſh ſprouts from the ſound 
Bone, the Ulcer is to be cured according to Art, 

In the mean time, through the whole Cure, our 
Author adviſes, that the Dyſcraſia of the Blood, 
where it labours under any, be corrected by proper 

Medicines ; that the Patient uſe a thin ſparing Diet ; 
that Part of the peccant Lymph be diſcharged by 
an Iſſue or two; and that nothing be neglected that 
conduces to the Digeſtion of the Aliments, the lau- 
dible State of the Blood, and the Eaſe of Body and 
Mind. 

But where a Caries of the larger Bones of the 
Limbs reaches to the Marrow itſelf; he ſays, the af- 
fected Part of the Bone muſt not only be trepanned 
in ſeveral Places, but the Parts that lie between the 
Foramina made by the Trepan muſt be ſeparated 
with a Scalprum and a leaden Hammer, that the 
Pus and Sanies may have a free Diſcharge, and pro- 
per Injections. and Ointments as open an Accels to 
the Cavity of the Bone, in order to cleanſe it.

Is frequently the Effet of venereal Diſeaſes. —_ 

Our Author divides this Symptom into three Kinds, 
Ine firſt is that in which, tho? the Penis is capable 
enough of a Tentigo, there is either no Emiſſion of Se- 
men, or this Diſcharge is ſmall in Quantity, and ofa 
ſerous Conſiſtence. This Species our Author takes to 
ariſe from an abſolute Conſtipation of the Emiſſaries of 
the Veſiculæ Seminales and Proſtatæ, occaſioned by the 
prepoſterous and too frequent Uſe of ſtrongly aſtrin- 
gent Injections in the Cure of a Gonorrbea. 
A too ſudden and precipitate Diſcharge of Semen, 
with little or no Senſation of Pleaſure, before the Penis 
has attained a perfect Tentigo, conſtitutes the ſecond 
Kind of Impotency; which uſually ſucceeds to a Co- 
zorrbea that has been of long Continuance, and, ac- 
-cordin DES our Author's Opinion, 1s owing to the too 

great Dilatation of thoſe Emiſſaries.

The firſt Species of Impotency,. he ſays, ſeems to 
admit of no Cure. But they that pleaſe may put 
themſelves to a needleſs Trouble by attempting to open 
the locked up Excretories by emollient Inje@ions, - 
Baths and half Baths, the Application of emollient 
Cataplaſms to the Perinæum, the Uſe of the mineral 
Waters, eſpecially the ſaponaceous ones. 

He reckons the third Kind as deſperate as the fr, 
eſpecially if it has not yielded to the Salivation. 
However that nothing may remain untried, he adviſes 
the Uſe of thoſe Remedies recommended above againſt 
the Scirrbus of the Teſtes. He likewiſe propoſes em- 
brocating the Perinæum with the hot mineral Waters, 
which he thinks may poſſibly remove this Symptom, 
when it ariſes from the unactive Condition of the 81 
culi Erectores. 

As for the ſecond Species of Impotency, he rays, it 
may be cured in Part, if not perfectly, by the Uſe of 
thoſe Remedies, both external and internal, which He 
had recommended in the Cure of an inveterated Go 
norrbæa. But to avoid all bad Conſequences from 
that Practiſe, he adviſes to proceed by Degrees from 
milder to ſtronger Aſtringents, Fc. and where tlie 
ſtronger ones are neceſſary, to repeat them at * 
Intervals.

Beſides he obſerves that the Gan- 
glions, Tubercles, Gums, ſcirrhous Excreſcencies 
and cellular Exoſtoſes, if they remain after a Salivation, 
frequently become cancerous by the imprudent Appli- 
cation of acrid, attenuating, and reſolvent Remedies. 
His Directions for the Extirpation of Cancers, are 
nothing different from the Methods commonly. known. 
But when an Exoſtoſis becomes carcinomatous, he ad- 
viſes to lay the Bone bare, and ſeparate the Tumour 
with the Inſtruments uſual in ſuch Caſes, after which 
the Exfoliation is to be promoted, and the Ulcer 
healed, according to the Rules above propoſed. 
But where the Extirpation of a Cancer is too dan- 
gerous to be attempted, either becauſe of its Situation 
or Connexion, or the hopeleſs Condition of the Pa- 
tient, all that can be done is to make uſe of Palliatives 3 
for which,after he has referred the Reader to his Chap- 
ter concerning the carcinomatous Bubo, he chiefly re- 
commends Opiates.

tural Mucus of the Parts, does not break out, at leaſt, 
not from a venercal Cauſe, after a well managed 5 
vation; tho? if there was an Ulcer there betete the 95 
of Mercury, it very frequently eludes its Power. . Bu 
when it proceeds from the Suppuration of a Ganglion, 
Gum, Tubercle, Node, Atherome, Steatome, or 
Meliceris, Sc. either in the Subſtance of the Uterys 
or attached to it, it may eaſily enough be formed af- 
ter a Salivation without a new Infection, viz. from 
theſe Tumours coming to a Suppuration either of 
themſelves, or from the prepoſterous Uſe of Reſol- 
vents. 

He divides the Ulcers here of both Kinds into the 
ſimple, in which both the LT and the Lips of the Ul- 
cer retain their native ſoftneſs, while at the ſame Time, 
little or no Pain is felt, and the Pus is white, ſmooth, 
and chick; and the Cancerous, in which not only the 
Edges of the Ulcer, - but Part of the Uterus ſelf has. 
acquired a ſcirrhous Hardneſs, attended with frequent 
and violent pricking Pains, and a ſmall Diſcharge of | 
ichorous, ſanious, ſerous Matter. : 

The ſimple Ulcer he ſays, is ſeldom, the Cancerous 
never, cured. However he recommends the followir 
Method, by which he promiſes at leaſt a Mitigation | 
of this Symptom, if not a perfect Cure. 

In the firſt Place, in order to correct the Acrimony 
of the Blood, he adviſes the Uſe of Ptiſan made of 
the Rad.

+-Befides he adviſes the frequent Uſe of Khindt Pur- 
ges, to diſcharge the Crudities of the Prime Vie and 
che bilious Recrements of the Blood, as alſo of bleed- 
ing at the Arm to the Quantity of eight or ten Ounces, 
in order to prevent Inflammations of the Uterus, | 

In the Time of the menſtrual Diſcharge, he fays, 
an emollient Glyſter ought to be every Day adminiſ- 
ned; and in Cafe of byſterick Commotions during 
that Period he mretuiies\ emollient, oily, and gentle 
uterine Glyſters, and a Head or two of white Poppy 
to be boiled in their Ptiſan for their ordinary Drink. 

In the Intervals betwixt the menſtrual Periods, he 
adviſes the Uſe of Injections ſuited to the various Con- 
dition of the Ulcers. - Thus where the Heat and Pain 
are conſiderable he orders Injections of Goats Whey 
infuſed with the Crocus Orientalis, Emulſions of the 
cold Seeds gently boiled, Decoctions of the Fol. Plan- 
zag. Summitat. Malve, Rad. Alb. Nymphes, Cap, 
Papav. alh. &e. Where the Ulcer may be cleaned 
without Danger, he adviſes detergent In ections either 
milder or ſtronger, in Proportion to Degree of 
Foulneſs in the Ulcer. And _ it it ſufficiently de- 
terged, if there be any Hopes of bringing it to cica- 
wile, he ee ue crying and ele e

Only, as this Spirit has a pretty ſtrong 
Ffocating Quality, it may be proper to obſerve this Precaution in 
the Uſe of ſuch a Bath, that the Patient avoid drawing in theſe 
volatile Steams by his Mouth or Noſe. WH 

*I believe moſt Readers who conſider the Nature of Tremors 
will be of Opinion, notwithſtanding this Gentleman's Authority, 
that ſuch Affections are ſeldom or never owing to the Cauſes: here 
aſſigned. Beſides our Author's Practice in this Symptom is, as I 
conceive, in ſome Reſpects contrary to his Theory; for inſtead of 
Bleeding, Purging, and the Uſe ot diluting and relaxing Remedies 
alone, as his Account of the Cauſes of this Symptom would ſeem 
to indicate, he recommends Chalybeates and ſuch mineral Waters 
as are commonly either of the aluminous or Steel Kind; which are 
ſo far from abating the Rapidity of the Circulation, or relaxing 
the Tone of the Fibres, that they increaſe the one and ſtrengthen 


the other. | 
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Wherefore, inſtead of theſe, in this Caſe: he ad- 
viſes the Uſe of diluent and attenuating Remedies 
as diluting Broaths, the warm Bath, Ways 256k 
Whey, the acidulous Mineral Waters, Sc. together 
with mildly attenuating and aperient Preparations of 
Steel, Mercury and Antimony.

Where the Teeth are looſe in their Sockets, he 
adviſes the Uſe of ſuch Remedies as remove the Pu- 
trefaction of the Gums, But above the other Re- 
medies of this Claſs he praiſes a Compoſition de- 
ſeribed in the next Chapter, whoſe Virtues, he ſays, 
he had often found very effectual in deterging, clean- 
ting and healing of putrid Gums, and reſtoring their 

a; LI natural 
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natural Tone ſo perfectly, as to fix the Teeth juſt 
when they were about to drop out. 

For an Ulcer on the Uvula he adviſes the Uſe of 
thoſe Remedies which he had formerly recommended 


in Ulcers of the Mouth. And where that Part is al- 


ready deſtroyed, he obſerves that there is no Occa- 


ſion to be very ſollicitous in repairing it, provided 


due Care be taken to ſtop the Progreſs of the Ulcer, 
for the Patient neither ſpeaks nor ſwallows his Food 
the worſe for the want of it. 

When the Palate Bones are deſtroyed, or the Offa 
Maxillarum, where they form Part of the Fornir 
Palati are perforated ſo as to make a Communication 
here between the Cavities of the Mouth and Noſe, 
he ſays, that after the Caries is ſtopt, in order to re- 
move the bad Effects that this Breach has upon the 
Voice, it muſt be ſupplied with a Picce of Silver or 
Gold Plate ſecured by Means of a Silver Spring ; 
for an Account of which Contrivance he refers the 
Reader to Cornelius Solingen's Operationes Chirurgice, 


and Joannes May's Praxis Chirurg. rationalis. 


Chae. XII. Which is the laſt of this Book, he 
gives an Account of ſome of the leſs common Anti- 
venereal Remedies. But like an honeſt Man and a 
cautious Phyſician, he deſires the Practitioner to be- 
ware not to tamper with any of them, at leaſt upon 
his Word, however recommended by thoſe that in- 
vented, ſupported, or diſpenſed them, except ſuch 


as he expreſly recommends as either ſerviceable, or 


at leaſt ſafe. For, he ſays, he has mentioned more 
than he approves of. For my Part I ſhall take 
notice of thoſe only to which he gives his Suffrage. 
Our Author reckons up ſeveral Sorts of Afthiop: 
Mineral compounded of Quictſilbver and Bal- 
lam.

Take of Sal Ammoniacum ii. let it be reduced by 
rubbing in a Mortar to a very fine Powder, then 
add to it Drop by Drop of crude Quickſilver zi. 

rubbing them together till the Mercury is extinguiſhed 
and mtimately blended with the Salt in Form of a 
browniſh coloured Powder ; which 1s to be laid in a 
Wiine-cellar, upon a Marble inclined with its lower 
Edge ſupported by a Veſſel to receive the Liquor 
into which the Maſs relents.
